PEEAMBLE. 

The  end  of  the  institution,  maintenance,  and  administra-  objects  of 
tion  of  government,  is  to  secm-e  the  existence  of  the  body  government 
politic,  to  protect  it,  and  to  furnish  the  individuals  who 
compose  it  with  the  power  of  enjoying  in  safet}^  and  tran- 
quillity tlieir  natural  rights,  and  the  blessings  of  life  :  and 
whenever  these  great  objects  are  not  obtained,  the  people 
have  a  right  to  alter  the  government,  and  to  take  meas- 
ures necessary  for  their  safety,  prosperity,  and  happiness. 

The  body  politic  is  formed  by  a  voluntarj^  association  Body  pontic, 
of  individuals  :  it  is  a  social  compact,  by  which  the  whole  i^B^ftu^?**' 
people  covenants  with  each  citizen,  and  each  citizen  with 
the  whole  people,  that  all  shall  be  governed  by  certain 
laws  for  the  common  good.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  people, 
therefore,  in  framing  a  constitution  of  government,  to  pro- 
vide for  an  equitable  mode  of  making  laws,  as  well  as  for 
an  impartial  interpretation  and  a  faithful  execution  of 
them  ;  that  every  man  may,  at  all  times,  find  his  security 
in  them. 

We,  therefore,  the  people  of  Massachusetts,  acivnowi- 
edging,  Avith  grateful  hearts,  the  goodness  of  the  great 
Legislator  of  the  universe,  in  affording  us,  in  the  course 
of  His  providence,  an  opportunity,  deliberately  and  peace-

ably,  without  fraud,  violence,  or  surprise,  of  entering  into 
an  ()ri<j;'iiial,  explicit,  and  solemn  compact  with  cacli  other; 
and  of  forming  a  new  constitution  of  civil  government, 
for  ourselves  and  posterity ;  and  devoutly  imploring  His 
direction  in  so  interesting  a  design,  do  agree  upon,  ordain, 
and  establisli,  the;  following  iJedarallon  of  ItigJds^  and 
Frame  of  Government,  as  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth or  Massachusetts.

PART    THE    FIRST. 

A   Declaration  of  the  Rights  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Article  I.  All  men  are  l)orn  free  and  equal,  and  have 
ccrUiin  natural,  essential,  and  unalienable  rights  ;  among 
whi(;h  may  be  reckoned  the  right  of  enjoying  and  defend- 
ing their  lives  and  lilx^rties  ;  that  of  acquiring,  possess- 
ing, and  protecting  property  ;  in  fine,  that  of  seeking  and 
obtaining  their  safety  and  happiness. 

H.  It  is  the  right  as  well  as  the  duty  of  all  men  in 
society,  publicly,  and  at  stat<!d  seasons,  to  worship  the 
Sui'REME  Being,  the  grc^at  Creator  and  PreserviT  of  the 
universe.  And  no  subject  shall  b(;  hurt,  molested,  or 
restrained,  in  his  person,  liberty,  or  estate,  for  worship- 
ping God  in  the  manner  and  season  most  agreeable  to  the 
dictates  of  his  oAvn  conscience  ;  or  for  his  religious  pro- 
fession of  sentiiTKnits  ;  ])rovided  he  doth  not  disturb  the 
public  peace,  or  obstruct  others  in  their  religious  worship. 

HI.  [As  the  happiness  of  a  people,  and  the  good  order 
and  j)reservation  of  civil  gov(!rnment,  essentially  depend 
upon  piety,  religion,  and  morality;  and  as  these  cannot 
be  generally  diirus(!d  through  a  community  but  by  the 
institution  of  the  public  worship  of  (jOD,  and  of  public 
instructions  in  piety,  religion,  and  morality  :  Therefore, 
to  promote  tlK^ir  happiness,  and  to  secure  the  good  order 
and  preservation  of  their  government,  the  people  of  this 
commonw(^alth  have  a  right  to  invest  their  legislature  with 
pow(;r  to  authorize  and  r(!fjuire,  and  the  legislature  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  authorize  and  require,  the  several  towns, 
parishes,  precincts,  and  other  bodies  politic,  or  religious 
societies,  to  mak(!  suitable  ])rovision,  at  their  own  expense, 
for  the  institution  of  the  public  worshij)  of  God,  and  for 
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the  support  and  maintenance  of  piil)li<^  Protestant  teachers 
of  piety,  religion,  and  morality,  in  all  cases  where  such 
provision  shall  not  be  made  voluntarily. 

And  the  i)eoi)le  of  this  common \v<'al(h  have  also  a  right  att°n*dMce^°^ 
to,  and  do,  invest  tluur  legislature  with  authority  to  enjoin  thereon. 
upon  all  the  subjects  an  attendanc(i  ujxni   the  instructions 
of  the  public  teachers  aforesaid,  at  stated  times  and  sea- 
sons, if  there  be  any  on  whose  instructions  they  can  con- 
scientiously and  conveniently  attend. 

Provided,  notwithstanding,  that  tlu;  s(!veral  towns,  par-  excIubIvo  riKht 
ishes,  precincts,  and  other  bodies  politic,  or  religious  socie-  roulteacheTH'^' 
ties,  shall,  at  all  times,  have  the  exclusive  right  of  electing  secured, 
their  public  teachers,  and  of  contracting  with  them  for 
their  su})})ort  and  maint(uiance. 

And  all  moneys  ])aid  by  the  subject  to  the  sup[)ort  of  ^,i5o,""p*n*chiai 
public  worship,  and  of  the  ])ubli<!  teachers  aforesaid,  shall,  ^^^''^j" unJ^Jj*'' 
if  he  require  it,  be  miifornily  a])})lied  to  the  su})port  of  the  etc. ' 
public  t(5acher  or  teachers  of  his  own  religious  sect  or  de- 
nomination, provided  th(;re  be  any  on  whose  instructions 
he  attends  ;  otherwise  it  may  be  paid  towards  the  support 
of  the  teacher  or  teachers  of  the  parish  or  precinct  in  wliich 
the  said  moneys  are  raised. 

And  every  denomination  of  (lu'istians,  demeaning  them-  ah  denomina- 
selves  peacetibl}^  and  as  good  subjects  of  the  commonwealth,  p'rotectod!  ^ 
shall  be  equally  imder  the  protection  of  the  law :  and  no  H,Jbo*rcnnation 
subordination  of  any  one  sect  or  denomination  to  another  anotht-rprV" 
shall  ever  ho  established  l)y  law.]  hibited. 

IV.  The  people  of  this  connnon  wealth  have  the  sole  Right  of  self 
and  exclusive  right  of  governing  themselves,  as  a  free,  secured. 
sovereign,  and  independent  state;    and  do,  and  forever 
hereafter  shall,  exercise  and  enjoy  every  power,  jurisdic- 
tion, and  right,  which  is  not,  or  may  not  hereafter  be,  by 

them  expressly  d(d(;gated  to  the  United  States  of  America, 
in  Congress  assembled. 

V.  All  power  residing  originally  in  the  people,  and  ^/aiToiifc^Jrl*^ 
being  derived    from    them,  the    several    magistrates  and  etc 
officers  of  goverrnnent,  V(;sted   with    authority,  whether 
legislative,  executive,  or  judicial,  are    their   substitutes 

and  agents,  and  are  at  all  times  accountable  to  them. 

VI.  No  man,  nor  corporation,  or  association  of  men,  services ren. 
have  any  other  title  to  obtain  advantagcjs,  or  particular  pubHc'bclnt' 
and  exclusive  privileges,  distinct  from  those  of  the  com-  JJ^ecuiiir pJlvi*"

or  descendants,  or  relations  by  blood,  the  idea  of  a  man 
born  a  magistrate,  lawgiver,  or  judge,  is  absurd  and 
unnatural. 

YII.  Government  is  instituted  for  the  common  good ; 
for  the  protection,  safety,  prosperity,  and  happiness  of  the 
people  ;  and  not  for  the  profit,  honor,  or  private  interest 
of  any  one  man,  family,  or  class  of  men  :  Therefore  the 
people  alone  have  an  incontestable,  unalienable,  and  inde- 
feasible right  to  institute  government ;  and  to  reform, 
alter,  or  totalh^  change  the  same,  when  their  protection, 
safety,  prosperity,  and  happiness  require  it. 

VIII.  In  order  to  prevent  those  who  are  vested  with 
authority  from  becoming  oppressors,  the  people  have  a 
right,  at  such  periods  and  in  such  manner  as  they  shall 
establish  b}^  their  frame  of  government,  to  cause  their 
public  officers  to  return  to  private  life ;  and  to  fill  up 
vacant  places  by  certain  and  regular  elections  and  appoint- 
ments. 

IX.  All  elections  ought  to  be  free  ;  and  all  the  inhab- 
itants of  this  commonwealth,  having  such  qualifications  as 
they  shall  establish  by  their  frame  of  government,  have  an 
equal  right  to  elect  officers,  and  to  be  elected,  for  public 
employments.  122  Mass.  595, 596. 

X.  Each  individual  of  the  society  has  a  right  to  be 
protected  by  it  in  the  enjoyment  of  his  life,  liberty,  and 
property,  according  to  standing  laws.  He  is  obliged,  con- 
sequently, to  contribute  his  share  to  the  expense  of  this 
protection  ;  to  give  his  personal  service,  or  an  equivalent, 
when  necessary  :  but  no  part  of  the  property  of  any  indi- 
vidual can,  with  justice,  be  taken  from  him,  or  applied  to 
public  uses,  without  his  own  consent,  or  that  of  the  repre- 
sentative body  of  the  people.  In  fine,  the  people  of  this 
commonwealth  are  not  controllable  by  any  other  laws 
than  those  to  which  their  constitutional  representative 
l)ody  have  given  their  consent.  And  whenever  the  pub- 
lic exigencies  require  that  the  property  of  any  individual 
should  be  appropriated  to  public  uses,  he  shall  receive  a 
reasonable  compensation  therefor.

XI.     Every  subject  of  the  commonwealth  ought  to  find 
law,  to  be  free,   ^  certain  reiuedv,  bv  having^  recourse  to  the  laws,  for  all

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justice  freely,  and  without  being  obliged  to  purchase  it ; 
completely,  and  without  any  denial ;  promptly,  and  with- 
out delay  ;  conformabl}^  to  the  laws. 

XH.     No  subject  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  any  crimes  Prosecutiona 
or  offence,  until  the  same  is  fully  and  plainly,  substantially  spick.

XVI.  The  liberty  of  the  press  is  essential  to  the  secu- 
rity of  freedom  in  a  state  :  it  ought  not,  therefore,  to  be 
restrained  in  this  commonwealth. 

XVII.  The  people  have  a  right  to  keep  and  to  bear 
arms  for  the  common  defence.  And  as,  in  time  of  peace, 
armies  are  dangerous  to  liberty,  they  ought  not  to  be 
maintained  without  the  consent  of  the  legislature  ;  and 
the  military  power  shall  always  be  held  in  an  exact  subor- 
dination to  the  civil  authority,  and  be  governed  b}^  it. 

XVIII.  A  frequent  recurrence  to  the  fundamental 
principles  of  the  constitution,  and  a  constant  adherence 
to  those  of  piety,  justice,  moderation,  temperance,  indus- 
try, and  frugality,  are  absolutely  necessary  to  preserve  the 
advantages  of  liberty,  and  to  maintain  a  free  government. 
The  people  ought,  consequently,  to  have  a  particular  atten- 
tion to  all  those  principles,  in  the  choice  of  their  officers 
and  representatives  :  and  they  have  a  right  to  require  of 
their  lawgivers  and  magistrates  an  exact  and  constant 
observance  of  them,  in  the  formation  and  execution  of  the 
laws  necessary  for  the  good  administration  of  the  common- 
wealth. 

XIX.  The  people  have  a  right,  in  an  orderly  and  peace- 
able manner,  to  assemble  to  consult  upon  the  common 
good;  give  instructions  to  their  representatives,  and  to 
request  of  the  legislative  body,  by  the  way  of  addresses, 
petitions,  or  remonstrances,  redress  of  the  wrongs  done 
them,  and  of  the  grievances  they  suffer. 

XX.  The  power  of  suspending  the  laws,  or  the  execu- 
tion of  the  laws,  ought  never  to  bo  exercised  but  by  the 
legislature,  or  by  authority  derived  from  it,  to  be  exer- 
cised in  such  particular  cases  only  as  the  legislature  shall 
expressly  provide  for, 

XXI.  The  freedom  of  deliberation,  speech,  and  debate, 
in  either  house  of  the  legislature,  is  so  essential  to  the 
rights  of  the  people,  that  it  cannot  be  the  foundation  of 
any  accusation  or  prosecution,  action  or  complaint,  in  any 
other  court  or  place  whatsoever. 

XXII.  The  legislature  ought  frequently  to  assemble 
for  the  redress  of  grievances,  for  correcting,  strengthening, 
and  confirming  the  laws,  and  for  making  new  laws,  as  the 
common  good  may  require. 

XXIII.  No  subsidy,  charge,  tax,  impost,  or  duties 
ought  to  be  established,  fixed,  laid,  or  levied,  under  any 
pretext  whatsoever,  without  the  consent  of  the  people  or 
their  representatives  in  the  legislature. 
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XXIV.  Laws  made  to  punish  for  actions  done  before  e.!-.  poxt  facto

THE    LEGISLATIVE    POWER. 

Section  I. 
The  General  Court. 

Article  I.  The  department  of  legislation  shall  be 
formed  by  two  branches,  a  Senate  and  House  of  Represent- 
atives ;  each  of  which  shall  have  a  negative  on  the  other. 

The  legislative  body  shall  assemble  every  year  [on  the 
last  Wednesday  in  May,  and  at  such  other  times  as  they 
shall  judge  necessary  ;  and  shall  dissolve  and  be  dissolved 
on  the  day  next  preceding  the  said  last  Wednesday  in 
May ;]  and  shall  be  styled.  The  General  Court  of 
Massachusetts. 

II.  No  bill  or  resolve  of  the  senate  or  house  of  repre- 
sentatives shall  become  a  law,  and  have  force  as  such,  until 
it  shall  have  been  laid  before  the  governor  for  his  revisal ; 
and  if  he,  upon  such  revision,  approve  thereof,  he  shall 
signify  his  approbation  by  signing  the  same.  But  if  he 
have  any  objection  to  the  passing  of  such  bill  or  resolve,  he 
shall  return  the  same,  together  with  his  objections  thereto, 
in  writing,  to  the  senate  or  house  of  representatives,  in 
whichsocA^er  the  same  shall  have  originated  ;  who  shall 
enter  the  objections  sent  down  by  the  governor,  at  large, 
on  their  records,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  the  said  bill  or 
resolve.  But  if  after  such  reconsideration,  two-thirds  of 
the  said  senate  or  house  of  representatives,  shall,  notwith- 
standing the  said  objections,  agree  to  pass  the  same,  it 
shall,  together  with  the  objections,  be  sent  to  the  other 
branch  of  the  legislature,  where  it  shall  also  be  reconsid- 
ered, and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  pres- 
ent, shall  have  the  force  of  a  law :  but  in  all  such  cases, 
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the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and 
nays  ;  and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for,  or  against, 
the  said  bill  or  resolve,  shall  be  entered  upon  the  public 
records  of  the  commonwealth. 

And  in  order  to  prevent  unnecessary  delays,  if  any  bill  in  case  of  ad- 
or  resolve  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  governor  within  the'^e'll^erai*' 
five  days  after  it  shall  have  been  presented,  the  same  shall  thefiveda>°, 
have  the  force  of  a  law.

III.  The  general  court  shall  forever  have  full  power  General  court

within  the  same  :  whether  the  same  be  criminal  or  civil, 
or  whether  the  said  crimes  be  capital  or  not  capital,  and 
whether  the  said  pleas  be  real,  personal,  or  mixed ;  and 
for  the  awarding  and  making  out  of  execution  thereupon.

this  constitution  ;  and  to  impose  and  levy  proportional 
and  reasonable  assessments,  rates,  and  taxes,  upon  all  the 
inhabitants  of,  and  persons  resident,  and  estates  lying, 
within  the  said  commonwealth ;  and  also  to  impose  and 
levy  reasonable  duties  and  excises  upon  any  produce, 
goods,  wares,  merchandise,  and  commodities,  whatsoever, 
brought  into,  produced,  manufactured,  or  being  within 
the  same  ;  to  be  issued  and  disposed  of  by  warrant,  under 
the  hand  of  the  governor  of  this  commonwealth  for  the 
time  being,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council, 
for  the  public  service,  in  the  necessary  defence  and  sup- 
})ort  of  the  government  of  the  said  commonwealth,  and 
the  protection  and  preservation  of  the  subjects  thereof, 
according  to  such  acts  as  are  or  shall  be  in  force  within 
the  same. 

And  while  the  public  charges  of  government,  or  any 
})art  thereof,  shall  be  assessed  on  polls  and  estates,  in  the 
manner  that  has  hitherto  been  practised,  in  order  that 
such  assessments  may  be  made  with  equality,  there  shall 
be  a  valuation  of  estates  within  the  commonwealth,  taken 
anew  once  in  every  ten  years  at  least,  and  as  much  oftener 
as  the  general  court  shall  order.

Section  II.

Article  I.  [There  shall  be  annually  elected,  by  the 
freeholders  and  other  inhabitants  of  this  commonwealth, 
(qualified  as  in  this  constitution  is  provided,  forty  persons 
to  be  councillors  and  senators  for  the  year  ensuing  their 
election  ;  to  be  chosen  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  districts 
into  which  the  commonwealth  may,  from  time  to  time,  be 
divided  by  the  general  court  for  that  purpose  :  and  the 
general  court,  in  assigning  the  numbers  to  be  elected  by 
the  respective  districts,  shall  govern  themselves  by  the  pro- 
portion of  the  public  taxes  paid  hy  the  said  districts  ;  and 
timely  make  known  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  common- 
wealth the  limits  of  each  district,  and  the  number  of  coun- 
cillors and  senators  to  be  chosen  therein  ;  provided,  that 
the  number  of  such  districts  shall  never  be  less  than  thir-

teen  ;    and  that  no  district  be  so  large  as  to  entitle   the 
same  to  choose  more  than  six  senators.

of  .such  towns,  to  the  sherift'  of  the  county  in  which  such 
town  lies,  thirt}^  days  at  least  before  [the  last  Wednes- 
day in  May]  annually ;  or  it  shall  be  delivered  into  the 
secretary's  office  seventeen  days  at  least  before  the  said 
[last  Wednesday  in  May  :]  and  the  sheriff  of  each  county 
shall  deliver  all  such  certificates  by  him  received,  into 
the  secretary's  office,  seventeen  days  before  the  said  [last 
Wednesday  in  May.] 

And  the  inhabitants  of  plantations  unincorporated, 
qualified  as  this  constitution  provides,  Avho  arc  or  shall 
be  empowered  and  required  to  assess  taxes  upon  them- 
selves toward  the  support  of  government,  shall  have 
the  same  privilege  of  voting  for  councillors  and  senators 
in  the  plantations  where  they  reside,  as  town  inhabitants 
have  in  their  respective  towns  ;  and  the  plantation  meet- 
ings for  that  purpose  shall  be  held  annually  [on  the  same 
fir.st  Monday  in  April] ,  at  such  place  in  the  plantations, 
respectively,  as  the  assessors  thereof  shall  direct ;  which 
assessors  shall  have  like  authority  for  notifying  the  elec- 
tors, collecting  and  returning  the  votes,  as  the  selectmen 
and  town  clerks  have  in  their  several  towns,  by  this  con- 
stitution. And  all  other  persons  living  in  places  unincor- 
porated (qualified  as  aforesaid)  who  shall  be  as.sessed  to 
the  support  of  government  by  the  assessors  of  an  adjacent 
town,  shall  have  the  privilege  of  giving  in  their  votes  for 
councillors  and  senators  in  the  town  where  the}^  shall  be 
assessed,  and  be  notified  of  the  place  of  meeting  by  the 
selectmen  of  the  to^vn  where  they  shall  be  assessed,  for 
that  purpose,  accordingly.

CHAPTER    I. 

Section  IH. 

House  of  Representatives. 

Article  I.  There  shall  be,  in  the  legislature  of  this 
commonwealth,  a  representation  of  the  people,  annually 
elected,  and  founded  upon  the  principle  of  equality. 

H.  [And  in  order  to  provide  for  a  representation  of 
the  citizens  of  this  commonwealth,  founded  upon  the  prin- 
ciple of  equalit}^  every  corporate  town  containing  one 
hundred  and  fifty  ratable  polls  may  elect  one  represent- 
ative ;  every  corporate  town  containing  three  hundred 
and  seventy-five  ratable  polls  may  elect  two  representa- 
tives ;  every  corporate  town  containing  six  hundred  ratable 
polls  may  elect  three  representatives  ;  and  proceeding  in 
that  manner,  making  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  ratable 
polls  the  mean  increasing  number  for  every  additional 
representative. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  each  town  now  incorporated, 
not  having  one  hundred  and  fifty  ratable  polls,  may  elect 
one  representative  ;  but  no  place  shall  hereafter  be  incor- 
porated with  the  privilege  of  electing  a  representative, 
unless  there  are  within  the  same  one  hundred  and  fifty 
ratable  polls.] 

And  the  house  of  representatives  shall  have  power  from 
time  to  time  to  impose  fines  upon  such  towns  as  shall 
neglect  to  choose  and  return  members  to  the  same ,  agree- 
ably to  this  constitution. 

[The  expenses  of  travelling  to  the  general  assembly,  and 
returning  home,  once  in  every  session,  and  no  more,  shall 
be  paid  by  the  government,  out  of  the  public  treasury,  to 
every  member  who  shall  attend  as  seasonably  as  he  can,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  house,  and  does  not  depart  without 
leave.]

Article  I.  The  tenure,  that  all  commission  officers 
shall  by  law  have  in  their  offices,  shall  be  expressed  in 
their  respective  commissions.  All  judicial  officers,  duly 
appointed,  commissioned,  and  sworn,  shall  hold  their  offices 
dm'ing  good  behavior,  excepting  such  concerning  whom 
there  is  different  provision  made  in  this  constitution  : 
provided,  nevertheless,  the  governor,  with  consent  of  the 
council,  may  remove  them  upon  the  address  of  both  houses 
of  the  legislature. 

II.  Each  branch  of  the  legislature,  as  well  as  the  gov- 
ernor and  council,  shall  have  authority  to  require  the  opin- 
ions of  the  justices  of  the  sujn'cme  judicial  court,  upon 
important  questions  of  law,  and  upon  solemn  occasions. 

III.  In  order  that  the  people  may  not  suffer  from  the 
long  continuance  in  place  of  any  justice  of  the  peace  who 
shall  fail  of  discharging  the  important  duties  of  his  office 
with  ability  or  fidelity,  all  commissions  of  justices  of  the 
[)eace  shall  expire  and  become  void,  in  the  term  of  seven 
years  from  their  respective  dates  ;  and,  upon  the  expira- 
tion of  an}^  conmiission,  the  same  may,  if  necessary,  be 
renewed,  or  another  person  appointed,  as  shall  most  con- 
duce to  the  well-being  of  the  common W(;alth. 

IV.  The  judges  of  probate  of  wills,  and  for  granting 
letters  of  administration,  shall  hold  their  courts  at  such 
place  or  places,  on  fixed  days,  as  the  convenience  of  the

Article  I.     Whereas  our  wise  and  pious  ancestors,  so  Harvard 
early  as  the  year  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty-six,  ^°"®^®- 
laid  the  foundation  of  Harvard  College,  in  which  univer- 
sity many  persons  of  great  eminence  have,  by  the  blessing 
of  God,  been  initiated  in  those  arts  and  sciences  which 
(j[ualified  them  for  public  employments,  both  in   church 
and  state  ;    and  whereas  the  encouragement  of  arts  and 
sciences,  and  all  good  literature,  tends  to  the  honor  of 
God,  the  advantage  of  the  Clu'istian  religion,  and  the  great 
benefit  of  this  and  the  other  United  States  of  America, 
—  it  is  declared,   that  the  President  and  Felloavs  of  powers,  privi.

And  whereas  there  have  been  at  sundry  times,  by 
divers  persons,  gifts,  grants,  devises  of  houses,  lands,  tene- 
ments, goods,  chattels,  legacies,  and  conveyances,  here- 
tofore made,  either  to  Harvard  College  in  Cambridge,  in 
New  England,  or  to  the  president  and  fellows  of  Harvard 
College,  or  to  the  said  college  by  some  other  description, 
under  several  charters,  successively;  it  is  declared,  that 
all  the  said  gifts,  grants,  devises,  legacies,  and  convey- 
ances, are  hereby  forever  confirmed  unto  the  president 
and  fellows  of  Harvard  College,  and  to  their  successors 
in  the  capacity  aforesaid,  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  the  donor  or  donors,  grantor  or  grantors, 
devisor  or  devisors. 

III.  And  whereas,  by  an  act  of  the  general  court  of 
the  colony  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  passed  in  the  year  one 
thousand  six  hundred  and  forty-two,  the  governor  and 
deputy-governor,  for  the  time  being,  and  all  the  magis- 
trates of  that  jurisdiction,  were,  with  the  president,  and 
a  number  of  the  clergy  in  the  said  act  described,  con- 
stituted the  overseers  of  Harvard  College  ;  and  it  being 
necessary,  in  this  new  constitution  of  government  to 
ascertain  who  shall  be  deemed  successors  to  the  said  gov- 
ernor, deputy-governor,  and  magistrates  ;  it  is  declared, 
that  the  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  council,  and  sen- 
ate of  this  commonwealth,  are,  and  shall  be  deemed,  their 
successors,  Avho,  with  the  president  of  Harvard  College, 
for  the  time  being,  together  Avith  the  ministers  of  the  con- 
gregational churches  in  the  towns  of  Cambridge,  AVater- 
town,  CharlestoAvn,  Boston,  Roxbury,  and  Dorchester, 
mentioned  in  the  said  act,  shall  be,  and  hereby  are,  vested 
Avith  all  the  poAvers  and  authority  belonging,  or  in  any 
Avay  appertaining  to  the  overseers  of  Harvard  College  ; 
provided,  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  pre- 
vent the  legislature  of  this  commonAvealth  from  making 
such  alterations  in  the  government  of  the  said  university, 
as  shall  be  conduciA^e  to  its  advantage,  and  the  interest 
f)f  the  republic  of  letters,  in  as  full  a  manner  as  might 
have  IxMMi  done  by  the  legislature  of  the  late  Province  of 
the  Massachusetts  Bay.

faith  and  allegiance  to  the  said  commonwealth,  and  that  I 
will  defend  the  same  against  traitorous  conspiracies  and  all 
hostile  attempts  whatsoever ;  and  that  I  do  renounce  and 
abjure  all  allegiance,  subjection,  and  obedience  to  the  king, 
(jueen,  or  government  of  Great  Britain  (as  the  case  may 
be) ,  and  every  other  foreign  power  whatsoever  ;  and  that 
no  foreign  prince,  person,  prelate,  state,  or  potentate, 
hath,  or  ought  to  have,  any  jmdsdiction,  superiority,  pre- 
eminence, authoritj^  dispensing  or  other  power,  in  any 
matter,  civil,  ecclesiastical,  or  spiritual,  within  this  com- 
monw^ealth,  except  the  authority  and  power  which  is  or 
may  be  vested  by  their  constituents  in  the  congress  of  the 
United  States  :  and  I  do  further  testify  and  declare,  that 
no  man  or  body  of  men  hath  or  can  have  any  right  to 
absolve  or  discharge  me  from  the  obligation  of  this  oath, 
declaration,  or  affirmation  ;  and  that  I  do  make  this  ac- 
knowledgment, profession,  testimony,  declaration,  denial, 
renunciation,  and  abjuration,  heartily  and  truly,  according 
to  the  common  meaning  and  acceptation  of  the  foregoing 
A\'ords,  without  any  equivocation,  mental  evasion,  or  secret 
r(!servation  whatsoever.     So  help  me,  God."] 

"I,  A.  B.,  do  solemnly  swear  and  affirm,  that  I  will 
faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  and  perform  all  the 
duties  incumbent  on  me  as  ,  according  to 

the  best  of  m}'  abilities  and  understanding,  agreeably  to 
the  rules  and  rejrulations  of  the  constitution  and  the  laws 
of  the  commonwealth.     So  help  me,  God." 

Provided,  always,  that  when  any  person  chosen  or  ap- 
pointed as  aforesaid,  shall  be  of  the  denomination  of  the 
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pco])le  called  Quakers,  and  shall  decline  taking  the  said 
oath[s],  he  shall  make  his  affirmation  in  the  foregoing 
form,  and  subscribe  the  same,  omitting  the  words,  ["/(Zo 
sirear,"  "  and  abjure,"  "  oafh  or"  "  and  abjuration,"  in  the 
first  oath,  and  in. the  second  oath,  the  Avords]  ''swear 
and,"  and  [in  each  of  them]  the  words  "  So  help  me, 
God  ;"  subjoining  instead  thereof,  "  T/im  I  do  wider  the 
'pains  and  penalties  of  perjurt/." 

And  the  said  oaths  or  affirmations  shall  be  taken  and  °ffirma't°on8. 
subscribed  bj  the  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  and  coun-  ^g°^/*^'^''''^" 
cillors,  before  the  president  of  the  senate,  in  the  presence 
of  the  two  houses  of  assembh^ ;  and  by  the  senators  and 
representatives  first  elected  under  this  constitution,  before 
the  president  and  five  of  the  council  of  the  former  consti- 
tution ;  and  forever  afterwards  before  the  governor  and 
council  for  the  time  being  ;  and  by  the  residue  of  the 
officers  aforesaid,  before  such  persons  and  in  such  manner 
as  from  time  to  time  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  legislature.

HI.  In  all  cases  where  sums  of  money  are  mentioned 
in  this  constitution,  the  value  thereof  shall  be  computed 
ill  silver,  at  six  shillings  and  eight  pence  per  ounce  ;  and 
it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  legislature,  from  time  to 
time,  to  increase  such  qualifications,  as  to  property,  of 
the  persons  to  be  elected  to  offices,  as  the  circumstances 
of  the  commonwealth  shall  require. 

IV.  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  signed  by  the  governor 
and  attested  by  the  secretary  or  his  deputy,  and  have  the 
great  seal  of  the  commonwealth  affixed  thereto. 

V.  All  writs,  issuing  out  of  the  clerk's  office  in  any  of 
the  courts  of  law,  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  ;  they  shall  be  under  the  seal  of 
the  court  from  whence  they  issue  ;  they  shall  bear  test  of 
the  first  justice  of  the  court  to  which  they  shall  be  return- 
able, who  is  not  a  party,  and  be  signed  by  the  clerk  of 
such  court.

The  privilege  and  benefit  of  the  writ  of  habeas 
corpus  shall  be  enjoyed  in  this  commonwealth,  in  the  most 
free,  easy,  cheap,  expeditious,  and  ample  manner ;  and 
shall  not  be  suspended  b}^  the  legislature,  except  upon  the 
most  urgent  and  pressing  occasions,  and  for  a  limited 
time,  not  exceeding  twelve  months.

AKTICLES    OF   A]MENDMENT: 

Article  I.  If  ain-  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  objected  to, 
and  not  approved  b}^  the  governor ;  and  if  the  general 
coiu't  shall  adjourn  within  five  days  after  the  same  shall 
have  been  laid  before  the  governor  for  his  approbation, 
and  thereby  prevent  his  returning  it  Avith  his  objections, 
as  provided  by  the  constitution,  such  bill  or  resolve  shall 
not  become  a  law,  nor  have  force  as  such. 

Art.  II.  The  general  court  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  erect  and  constitute  municipal  or  city  gov- 
ernments, in  any  corporate  town  or  towns  in  this  com- 
monwealth, and  to  grant  to  the  inhabitants  thereof  such 
powers,  privileges,  and  immunities,  not  repugnant  to  the 
constitution,  as  the  general  court  shall  deem  necessary 
or  expedient  for  the  regulation  and  government  thereof^ 
and  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  calling  and  holding  public 
meetings  of  the  inhabitants,  in  wards  or  otherwise,  for 
the  election  of  officers  under  the  constitution,  and  the 
manner  of  returning  the  votes  given  at  such  meetings. 
Provided,  that  no  such  government  shall  be  erected  or 
constituted  in  any  town  not  containing  twelve  thousand 
inhabitants,  nor  unless  it  be  with  the  consent,  and  on  the 
application  of  a  majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  such  town, 
present  and  voting  thereon,  pursuant  to  a  vote  at  a  meet- 
ing duly  warned  and  holden  for  that  purpose.  And  pro- 
vided, also,  that  all  by-laws,  made  by  such  municipal 
or  city  government,  shall  be  subject,  at  all  times,  to  be 
annulled  by  the  general  court.

The  constitution  of  Massachusetts  was  agreed  upon  by  delegates 
of  the  people,  in  convention,  begun  and  held  at  Cambridge,  on  the 
first  day  of  September,  1779,  and  continued  by  adjournments  to  the 
second  day  of  March,  1780,  when  the  convention  adjourned  to  meet 
on  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  ensuing  June.  In  the  mean  time  the 
constitution  was  submitted  to  the  people,  to  be  adopted  by  them, 
provided  two-thirds  of  the  votes  given  should  be  in  the  afiirmative. 
When  the  convention  assembled,  it  was  found  that  the  constitution 
had  been  adopted  by  the  requisite  number  of  votes,  and  the  conven- 
tion accordingly  Besolvcd,  "  That  the  said  Constitution  or  Frame  of 
Government  shall  take  place  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  October  next ; 
and  not  before,  for' any  purpose,  save  only  for  that  of  making  elec- 
tions, agreeable  to  this  resolution."  The  first  legislature  assembled 
at  Boston,  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  October,  1780. 

The  first  nine  Articles  of  Amendment  were  submitted,  by  delegates 
in  convention  assembled,  Xovember  15, 1820,  to  the  2)eople,  and  by 
them  ratified  and  adopted  April  9,  1821.

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extinguish  the  same  within  the  time  prescribed  by  this  act ; 
and  when  a  vote  to  that  effect  has  been  passed,  a  sum  which 
with  the  income  derived  from  water  rates  will  be  sufficient 
to  pay  the  annual  expense  of  operating  its  water  works  and 
the  interest  as  it.  accrues  on  the  bonds,  notes  or  scrip  issued 
as  aforesaid  by  said  town,  and  to  make  such  payments  on 
the  principal  as  may  be  required  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  without  further  vote  be  assessed  by  the 
assessors  of  the  town  in  each  year  thereafter,  in  the  same 
manner  in  which  other  taxes  are  assessed,  until  the  debt  in- 
curred by  said  loan  is  extinguished. 

Sectiox  7.  Whoever  wilfully  or  wantonly  corrupts, 
pollutes  or  diverts  any  water  taken  or  held  under  this  act, 
or  injures  any  structure,  work  or  other  property  owned, 
held  or  used  by  said  town  under  authority  of  this  act,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  to  the  town  three  times  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages assessed  therefor,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  tort ; 
and  upon  being  convicted  of  any  of  the  above  wilful  or 
wanton  acts  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  jail  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  one  year. 

Said  town  shall,  after  its  acceptance  of  this 
act,  at  the  same  meeting  at  which  the  act  is  accepted  or  at  a 
legal  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  elect  by  ballot  three 
persons  to  hold  office,  one  until  the  expiration  of  three 
years,  one  until  the  expiration  of  two  years  and  one  until 
the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  next  succeeding  annual 
town  meeting,  to  constitute  a  board  of  water  commission- 
ers ;  and  at  each  annual  town  meeting  thereafter  one  such 
commissioner  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  for  the  term  of  three 
years.  All  the  authority  granted  to  the  said  town  by  this 
act  and  not  otherwise  specifically  provided  for  shall  be 
vested  in  said  water  commissioners,  who  shall  be  subject 
however  to  such  instructions,  rules  and  regulations  as  the 
town  may  impose  by  its  vote.  A  majority  of  said  commis- 
sioners shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  said  board  from  any 
cause  may  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired 
term  by  said  town  at  any  legal  town  meeting  called  for  the 
purpose.  Any  such  vacancy  may  be  filled  temporarily  by 
a  majority  vote  of  the  selectmen,  and  the  person  so  ap- 
pointed shall  hold  office  until  the  town  fills  the  vacancy  in 
the  manner  herein  provided  for. 
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Section  9.  Said  commissioners  shall  fix  just  and  equita- 
ble prices  and  rates  fur  the  use  of  water,  and  shall  prescribe 
the  time  and  manner  of  payment.  The  income  of  the  water 
works  shall  be  applied  to  defraying  all  operating  expenses, 
interest  charges  and  payments  on  the  princii^al  as  they 
accrue  upon  any  bonds,  notes  or  scrip  issued  under  author- 
ity of  this  act.  If  there  should  be  a  net  surplus  remaining 
after  providing  for  the  aforesaid  charges,  it  shall  be  used 
for  such  new  construction  as  the  water  commissioners  may 
determine  upon,  and  in  case  a  surplus  should  remain  after 
payment  for  such  new  construction  the  water  rates  shall 
be  reduced  proportionately.  No  money  shall  be  expended 
in  new  construction  by  the  water  commissioners  except 
from  the  net  surplus  aforesaid,  unless  the  town  appropri- 
ates and  provides  money  therefor.  Said  commissioners 
shall  annually,  and  as  often  as  the  town  may  require,  ren- 
der a  report  upon  the  condition  of  the  works  under  their 
charge  and  an  account  of  their  doings,  including  an  account 
of  receipts  and  expenditures. 

Section  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  accept- 
ance by  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  town  of  West 
Bridgewater  present  and  voting  thereon  at  an  annual  meet- 
ing or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  within 
three  months  after  its  passage.

Section  9.  The  delivery  of  a  certificate  by  the  person 
appearing  by  the  certificate  to  be  the  owner  thereof  without 
the  indorsement  requisite  for  the  transfer  of  the  certificate 
and  the  shares  represented  thereby,  but  with  intent  to 
transfer  such  certificate  or  shares  shall  impose  an  obliga- 
tion, in  the  absence  of  an  agreement  to  the  contrary,  upon 
the  person  so  delivering,  to  complete  the  transfer  by  "making 
the  necessary  indorsement.  The  transfer  shall  take  effect 
as  of  the  time  when  the  indorsement  is  actually  made.  This 
obligation  may  be  specifically  enforced. 

Section  10.  An  attempted  transfer  of  title  to  a  certifi- 
cate or  to  the  shares  represented  thereby  without  delivery 
of  the  certificate  shall  have  the  effect  of  a  promise  to  trans- 
fer, and  the  obligation,  if  any,  imposed  by  such  promise 
shall  be  determined  by  the  law  governing  the  formation 
and  performance  of  contracts.

WARRANTIES. 

Section  11.  A  person  who  for  value  transfers  a  certifi- 
cate, including  one  who  assigns  for  value  a  claim  secured

(b)  That  he  has  a  legal  right  to  transfer  it,  and 

(c)  That  he  has  no  knowledge  of  any  fact  which  would 
impair  the  validity  of  the  certificate. 

In  the  case  of  an  assignment  of  a  claim  secured  by  a 
certificate,  the  liability  of  the  assignor  upon  such  warranty 
shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  the  claim. 

Section  12.  A  mortgagee,  pledgee,  or  other  holder  for 
security  of  a  certificate  who  in  good  faith  demands  or  re- 
ceives payment  of  the  debt  for  which  such  certificate  is 
security,  whether  from  a  party  to  a  draft  drawn  for  such 
debt,  or  from  any  other  person,  shall  not  by  so  doing  be 
deemed  to  represent  or  to  warrant  the  genuineness  of  such 
certificate,  or  the  value  of  the  shares  represented  thereby.

Section  13.  Iso  attachment  or  levy  upon  shares  of  stock 
for  which  a  certificate  is  outstanding  shall  be  valid  until 
such  certificate  be  actually  seized  by  the  officer  making  the 
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attachment  or  levy,  or  be  surrendered  to  the  corporation 
which  issued  it,  or  its  transfer  by  the  holder  be  enjoined. 
Except  where  a  certificate  is  lost  or  destroyed,  such  cor- 
poration shall  not  be  compelled  to  issue  a  new  certificate  for 
the  stock  until  the  old  certificate  is  surrendered  to  it.

Section  15.  There  shall  be  no  lien  in  favor  of  a  cor-  Liens,

The  alteration  of  a  certificate,  whether  Aiterati 
fraudulent  or  not  and  by  whomsoever  made,  shall  not  de- 
prive the  owner  of  his  title  to  the  certificate  and  the  shares 
originally  represented  thereby,  and  the  transfer  of  such  a 
certificate  shall  convey  to  the  transferee  a  good  title  to  such 
certificate  and  to  the  shares  originally  represented  thereby. 

Section  17.  Where  a  certificate  has  been  lost  or  de- 
stroyed, a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  may  order  the 
issue  of  a  new  certificate  therefor  on  service  of  process  upon 
the  corporation  and  on  reasonable  notice  by  publication, 
and  in  any  other  way  which  the  court  may  direct,  to  all 
persons  interested,  and  upon  satisfactory  proof  of  such  loss 
or  destruction  and  upon  the  giving  of  a  bond  with  sufficient 
surety  to  be  approved  by  the  court  to  protect  the  corpora- 
tion or  any  persons  injured  by  the  issue  of  the  new  certifi- 
cate from  any  liability  or  expense,  which  it  or  they  may 
incur  by  reason  of  the  original  certificate  remaining  out- 
standing. The  court  may  also  in  its  discretion  order  the 
payment  of  the  corporation's  reasonable  costs  and  counsel 
fees.

person  is  written  without  more  upon  the  back  of  the  certifi- 
cate. In  either  of  such  cases  a  certificate  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  indorsed  though  it  has  not  been  delivered. 

Section  21.  The  person  to  whom  a  certificate  was  orig- 
inally issued  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  person  appearing  by 
the  certificate  to  be  the  owner  thereof,  and  of  the  shares 
represented  thereby,  until  and  unless  he  indorses  the  cer- 
tificate to  another  specified  person,  and  thereupon  such 
other  specified  person  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  person  ap- 
pearing by  the  certificate  to  be  the  owner  thereof  until 
and  unless  he  also  indorses  the  certificate  to  another  speci- 
fied person.

"  Value  "  is  any  consideration  sufficient  to  support  a 
simple  contract.  An  antecedent  or  pre-existing  obligation, 
whether  for  money  or  not,  constitutes  value  where  a  certifi- 
cate is  taken  either  in  satisfaction  thereof  or  as  security 
therefor.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  take  from  the  flats 
or  waters  of  the  commonwealth  scallops  other  than  adult 
scallops,  or  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  or  have  in  possession 
such  scallops  so  taken.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  an 
adult  scallop  shall  be  a  scallop  with  a  well  defined  raised 
annual  growth  line.  Scallops  taken  from  the  tide  waters 
of  the  commonwealth  shall  be  culled  out  when  taken,  and 
all  scallops  other  than  adult  scallops  so  taken  shall  imme- 
diately be  returned  alive  to  tide  water  which  is  at  least 
three  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water,  but  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  not  apply  to  scallops  other  than  adult  scal- 
lops unavoidably  taken :  provided,  that  the  number  so  taken 
at  any  one  time  does  not  exceed  five  per  cent  of  the  total 
catch  after  being  culled  as  herein  provided.  All  scallops 
taken  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  taken  ashore  in  the  shell.

If  a  negotiable  bill  is  issued  the  carrier 
shall  have  no  lien  on  the  goods  therein  mentioned,  except 
for  charges  on  those  goods  for  freight,  storage,  demur- 
rage and  terminal  charges,  and  expenses  necessary  for  the 
preservation  of  the  goods  or  incident  to  their  transportation 
subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  bill,  unless  the  bill  expressly 
enumerates  other  charges  for  which  a  lien  is  claimed. 
In  such  case  there  shall  also  be  a  lien  for  the  charges  enu- 
merated so  far  as  they  are  allowed  by  law  and  by  the  con- 
tract between  the  consignor  and  the  carrier. 

Section  27.  After  goods  have  lawfully  been  sold  to 
satisfy  a  carrier's  lien,  or  because  they  have  not  been 
claimed,  or  because  they  are  perishable  or  hazardous,  the 
carrier  shall  not  thereafter  be  liable  for  failure  to  deliver 
the  goods  to  the  consignee  or  owner  of  the  goods,  or  to  a 
holder  of  the  bill  given  for  the  goods  when  they  were 
shipped,  even  if  such  bill  be  negotiable. 
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Part  III. 


NEGOTIATION    AND    TRANSFER    OF    BILLS. 

Section  28.     A  negotiable  bill  may  be  negotiated  by  AnegotiaWe 
delivery  where,  by  the  terms  of  the  bill,  the  carrier  under-  negotia^ted 
takes  to  deliver  the  goods  to  the  order  of  a  specified  person,  j'n  ^ertain^ 
and  such  person  or  a  subsequent  indorsee  of  the  bill  has  '^^^^^• 
indorsed  it  in  blank. 
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Section  29.  A  negotiable  bill  may  be  negotiated  by 
the  indorsement  of  the  person  to  whose  order  the  goods  are 
deliverable  by  the  tenor  of  the  bill.  Such  indorsement 
may  be  in  blank  or  to  a  specified  person.  If  indorsed  to 
a  specified  person,  it  may  be  negotiated  again  by  the  in- 
dorsement of  such  person  in  blank  or  to  another  specified 
person.  Subsequent  negotiation  may  be  made  in  like 
manner. 

Section  30.  A  bill  may  be  transferred  by  the  holder  by 
delivery,  accompanied  with  an  agreement,  express  or  im- 
plied, to  transfer  the  title  to  the  bill  or  to  the  goods  repre- 
sented thereby. 

A  non-negotiable  l)ill  can  not  be  negotiated,  and  the  in- 
dorsement of  such  a  bill  gives  the  transferee  no  additional 
right. 

Section  31.  A  negotiable  bill  may  be  negotiated  by 
any  person  in  possession  of  the  same,  however  such  pos- 
session may  have  been  acquired  if,  by  the  terms  of  the 
bill,  the  carrier  undertakes  to  deliver  the  goods  to  the  order 
of  such  person,  or  if  at  the  time  of  negotiation  the  bill  is  in 
such  form  that  it  may  be  negotiated  by  delivery. 

Section  32.  A  person  to  whom  a  negotiable  bill  has 
duly  been  negotiated  acquires  thereby  — 

(a)  Such  title  to  the  goods  as  the  person  negotiating  the 
bill  to  him  had,  or  had  al)ility  to  convey  to  a  purchaser  in 
good  faith  for  value,  and  also  such  title  to  the  goods  as  the 
consignee  and  consignor  had,  or  had  power  to  convey  to  a 
purchaser  in  good  faith  for  value,  and 

(b)  The  direct  obligation  of  the  carrier  to  hold  posses- 
sion of  the  goods  for  him  according  to  the  terms  of  the  bill 
as  fully  as  if  the  carrier  had  contracted  directly  with  him. 

Section  33.  A  person  to  whom  a  bill  has  been  trans- 
ferred but  not  negotiated  acquires  thereby,  as  against  the 
transferor,  the  title  to  the  goods,  subject  to  the  terms  of  any 
agreement  with  the  transferor.  If  the  bill  is  non-negoti- 
able, such  person  also  acquires  the  right  to  notify  the  car- 
rier of  the  transfer  to  him  of  the  bill,  and  thereby  to  be- 
come the  direct  obligee  of  whatever  ol)ligations  the  carrier 
owed  to  the  transferor  of  the  bill  immediately  before  the 
notification. 

Prior  to  the  notification  of  the  carrier  l)y  the  transferor 
or  transferee  of  a  non-negotiable  bill,  the  title  of  the  trans- 
feree to  the  goods  and  the  right  to  acquire  the  obligation 
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tarhiuerit  or  exocution  upon  the  goods  by  a  creditor  oi  the 
transferor,  or  by  a  notification  to  the  carrier  by  the  trans- 
feror, or  by  a  subsequent  purchaser  from  the  transferor, 
of  a  subsequent  sale  of  the  goods  by  the  transferor. 

A  carrier  has  not  received  notification  within  the  mean-  Notification 
ing  of  this  section  unless  an  officer  or  agent  of  the  carrier,  until,  et'c.'^" 
the  actual  or  apparent  scope  of  whose  duties  includes  action 
upon  such  a  notification,  has  been  notified ;  and  no  notifica- 
tion shall  be  efiective  until  the  officer  or  agent  to  whom 
it  is  given  has  had  time  with  the  exercise  of  reasonable  dili- 
gence to  conimunicate  with  the  agent  or  agents  having  ac- 
tual possession  or  control  of  the  goods. 

Section  34.     Where  a  negotiable  bill  is  transferred  for  Transferee 
value  by  delivery,  and  the  indorsement  of  the  transferor  is  agalnir"^ 
essential  for  negotiation,  the  transferee  acquires  a   right  eomperin'^'" 
against  the  transferor  to  comi)el  him  to  indorse  the  bill,  dorsement  in 
uidess  a  contrary  intention  appears.      The  negotiation  shall 
take  effect  as  of  the  time  when  the  indorsement  is  actually 
made.      This  obligation  may  be  specifically  enforced. 

Section  35.     A  person  who  negotiates  or  transfers  for  what  a  person 
value  a  bill  by  indorsement  or  delivery,  including  one  who  ^\ranffers  *^^ 
assigns  for  value  a  claim  secured  by  a  bill,  unless  a  con-  ■"'''grants. 
trary  intention  appears,  warrants- — 

(a)  That  the  bill  is  genuine, 

(b)  That  he  has  a  legal  right  to  transfer  it, 

(c)  That  he  has  knowledge  of  no  fact  which  would  im- 
pair the  validity  or  worth  of  the  bill,  and 

(d )  That  he  has  a  right  to  transfer  the  title  to  the  goods, 
and  that  the  goods  are  merchantable  or  fit  for  a  particular 
purpose,  whenever  such  warranties  would  have  been  im- 
plied if  the  contract  of  the  parties  had  been  to  transfer  with- 
out a  bill  the  goods  represented  thereby. 

In  the  case  of  an  assignment  of  a  claim  secured  by  a  bill, 
the  liability  of  the  assignor  shall  not  exceed  the  amount 
of  the  claim. 

Section  36.     The  indorsement  of  a  bill  shall  not  make  Liability  of 
the  indorser  liable  for  any  failure  on  the  part  of  the  carrier  '°^<''^^'"^- 
or  previous  indorsers  of  the  bill  to  fulfill  their  respective 
obligations. 

Section  37.  A  mortgagee  or  pledgee,  or  other  holder  of  ^°'*^*'^  °^ /','" 
a  bill  for  security  who  in  good  faith  demands  or  receives  does  not  war- 
payment  of  the  debt  for  which  the  bill  is  security,  whether  ness.Ttc!*"^^" 
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from  a  party  to  a  draft  drawn  for  such  debt  or  from  any 
other  person,  shall  not  be  .deemed  by  so  doing  to  represent  or 
to  warrant  the  genuineness  of  such  bill  or  the  quantity  or 
quality  of  the  goods  therein  described. 

Section  38.  The  validity  of  the  negotiation  of  a  bill 
is  not  impaired  by  the  fact  that  such  negotiation  Avas  a 
breach  of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  person  making  the  nego- 
tiation, or  by  the  fact  that  the  owner  of  the  bill  was  de- 
prived of  the  possession  of  the  same  by  fraud,  accident, 
mistake,  duress  or  conversion,  if  the  person  to  whom  the 
bill  was  negotiated,  or  a  person  to  whom  the  bill  was  sub- 
sequently negotiated,  gave  value  therefor,  in  good  faith, 
without  notice  of  the  breach  of  duty,  or  fraud,  accident, 
mistake,  duress  or  conversion. 

Sectiox  39.  Where  a  person  having  sold,  mortgaged, 
or  pledged  goods  which  are  in  a  carrier's  possession  and  for 
which  a  negotiable  bill  has  been  issued,  or  having  sold, 
mortgaged,  or  pledged  the  negotiable  bill  representing  such 
goods,  continues  in  possession  of  the  negotiable  bill,  the 
subsequent  negotiation  thereof  by  that  person  under  any 
sale,  pledge,  or  other  disposition  thereof  to  any  person  re- 
ceiving the  same  in  good  faith,  for  value  and  without  notice 
of  the  previous  sale,  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  if  the  first 
l)urchaser  of  the  goods  or  bill  had  expressly  authorized  the 
subsequent  negotiation. 

Skctiox  40.  Where  goods  are  shipped  by  the  consignor 
in  accordance  with  a  contract  or  order  for  their  purchase, 
the  form  in  which  the  bill  is  taken  by  the  consignor  shall 
indicate  the  transfer  or  retention  of  the  property  or  right 
to  the  possession  of  the  goods  as  follows : 

(a)  Where  by  the  bill  the  goods  are  deliverable  to  the 
buyer  or  to  his  agent,  or  to  the  order  of  the  buyer  or  of  his 
agent,  the  consignor  thereby  transfers  the  property  in  the 
goods  to  the  bnyer. 

(b)  Where  by  the  bill  the  goods  are  deliverable  to  the 
seller  or  to  his  agent,  or  to  the  order  of  the  seller  or  of  his 
agent,  the  seller  thereby  reserves  the  property  in  the  goods. 
But  if,  except  for  the  form  of  the  bill,  the  property  would 
have  passed  to  the  buyer  on  shipment  of  the  goods,  the 
seller's  property  in  the  goods  shall  be  deemed  to  be  only  for 
the  ))urj)Ose  of  securing  performance  by  the  buyer  of  his 
obligations  under  the  contract. 

(c)  Where  by  the  bill  the  goods  are  deliverable  to  the 
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order  of  the  buyer  or  of  his  agent,  but  possession  of  the  bill 
is  retained  by  the  seller  or  his  agent,  the  seller  thereby  re- 
serves a  right  to  the  possession  of  the  goods,  as  against  the 
buyer. 

(d)  Where  the  seller  draws  on  the  buyer  for  the  price, 
and  transmits  the  draft  and  bill  together  to  the  buyer  to  se- 
cure acceptance  or  payment  of  the  draft,  the  buyer  is  bound 
to  return  the  bill  if  he  does  not  honor  the  draft,  and  if  he 
wrongfully  retains  the  bill  he  acquires  no  added  right  there- 
by. If,  however,  the  bill  provides  that  the  goods  are  de- 
liverable to  the  buyer,  or  to  the  order  of  the  buyer,  or  is  in- 
dorsed in  blank  or  to  the  buyer  by  the  consignee  named 
therein,  one  who  purchases  in  good  faith,  for  value,  the  bill 
or  goods  from  the  buyer,  shall  obtain  the  title  to  the  goods, 
although  the  draft  has  not  been  honored,  if  such  purchaser 
has  received  delivery  of  the  bill  indorsed  by  the  consignee 
named  therein,  or  of  the  goods,  without  notice  of  the  facts 
making  the  transfer  wrongful. 

Section  41.  Where  the  seller  of  goods  draws  on  the 
buyer  for  the  price  of  the  goods,  and  transmits  the  draft 
and  a  bill  of  lading  for  the  goods  either  directly  to  the 
buyer  or  through  a  bank  or  other  agency,  unless  a  different 
intention  on  the  part  of  the  seller  appears,  the  buyer  and 
all  other  parties  interested  shall  be  justified  in  assuming: 

(a)  If  the  draft  is  by  its  terms  or  legal  effect  payable 
on  demand  or  presentation  or  at  sight,  or  not  more  than 
three  days  thereafter  (whether  such  three  days  be  termed 
days  of  grace  or  not),  that  the  seller  intended  to  require 
payment  of  the  draft  before  the  buyer  should  be  entitled  to 
receive  or  retain  the  bill. 

(b)  If  the  draft  is  by  its  terms  payable  on  time,  ex- 
tending beyond  three  days  after  demand,  presentation  or 
sight  (whether  such  three  days  be  termed  days  of  grace  or 
not),  that  the  seller  intended  to  require  acceptance,  but 
not  payment  of  the  draft  before  the  buyer  should  be  entitled 
to  receive  or  retain  the  bill. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  whether  by  the 
terms  of  the  bill  the  goods  are  consigned  to  the  seller,  or 
to  his  order,  or  to  the  buyer,  or  to  his  order,  or  to  a  third 
person,  or  to  his  order. 

Section  42.  Where  a  negotiable  bill  has  been  issued 
for  goods,  no  seller's  lien  or  right  of  stoppage  in  transitu 
shall  defeat  the  rights  of  any  purchaser  for  value  in  good 
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in  certain 
cases,  etc.

negotiation  be  prior  or  subsequent  to  the  notification  to  the 
carrier  who  issued  such  bill  of  the  seller's  claim  to  a  lien 
or  right  of  stoppage  in  transitu.

Section  43.  Except  as  provided  in  section  forty-two, 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  limit  the  rights  and  remedies  of  a 
mortgagee  or  lienliolder  whose  mortgage  or  lien  on  goods 
would  be  valid,  a})art  from  this  act  as  against  one  who  for 
value  and  in  good  faith  purchased  from  the  owner,  imme- 
diately prior  to  the  time  of  their  delivery  to  the  carrier,  the 
goods  which  are  subject  to  the  mortgage  or  lien,  and  ob- 
tained possession  of  them.

CRIMINAL    OFFENCES. 

Section  44.  Any  officer,  agent,  or  servant  of  a  carrier, 
who  with  intent  to  defraud  issues,  or  aids  in  issuing  a  bill 
knowing  that  all  or  any  part  of  the  goods  for  which  such 
bill  is  issued  have  not  been  received  by  the  carrier,  or  by 
an  agent  of  such  carrier  or  by  a  connecting  carrier,  or  are 
not  under  the  carrier's  control  at  the  time  of  issuing  the  said 
bill,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  crime,  and  upon  conviction  shall 
be  punished  for  each  offence  by  imprisonment  for  a  term 
not  exceeding  five  years,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five 
thousand  dollars,  or  by  both. 

Section  45.  Any  officer,  agent,  or  servant  of  a  carrier, 
who  with  intent  to  defraud  issues,  or  aids  in  issuing,  a  bill 
for  goods,  knowing  that  it  contains  any  false  statement, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  crime,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  pun- 
ished for  each  offence  by  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  ex- 
ceeding one  year,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars,  or  by  both. 

Section  46.  Any  officer,  agent,  or  servant  of  a  carrier, 
who  with  intent  to  defraud  issues,  or  aids  in  issuing,  a 
duplicate  or  additional  negotialde  bill  for  goods  in  violation 
of  the  ])rovisi()ns  of  section  seven,  knowing  that  a  former 
negotiable  bill  for  the  same  goods  or  any  part  of  them  is 
outstanding  and  uncancelled,  shall  bo  guilty  of  a  crime,  and 
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upon  conviction  shall  bo  punished  for  each  offence  by  im- 
prisonment for  a  term  not  exceeding  five  years,  or  by  a  fine 
not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  or  by  both. 

Sfx'tion  47.  Any  person  who  ships  goods  to  which  ho 
has  not  title,  or  upon  which  there  is  a  lien  or  mortgage,  and 
who  takes  for  such  goods  a  negotiable  bill  which  he  after- 
ward negotiates  for  value  with  intent  to  deceive,  and  with- 
out disclosing  his  want  of  title  or  the  existence  of  the  lien 
or  mortgage,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  crime,  and  upon  conviction 
shall  be  punished  for  each  offence  by  imprisonment  for  a 
term  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  both. 

Section  48.  Any  person  who  wnth  intent  to  deceive  ne- 
gotiates or  transfers  for  value  a  bill,  knowing  that  any  or 
all  of  the  goods  which  by  the  terms  of  such  bill  appear  to 
have  been  received  for  transportation  by  the  carrier  which 
issued  the  bill,  are  not  in  the  possession  or  control  of  such 
carrier,  or  of  a  connecting  carrier,  without  disclosing  this 
fact,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  crime,  and  upon  conviction  shall 
be  punished  for  each  offence  by  imprisonment  for  a  term 
not  exceeding  five  years,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five 
thousand  dollars,  or  by  both. 

Section  49.  Any  person  who  with  intent  to  defraud 
secures  the  issue  by  a  carrier  of  a  bill,  knowing  that  at  the 
time  of  such  issue,  any  or  all  of  the  goods  described  in  such 
bill  as  received  for  transportation  have  not  been  received 
by  such  carrier,  or  by  an  agent  of  such  carrier  or  a  connect- 
ing carrier,  or  are  not  under  the  carrier's  control,  by  induc- 
ing an  officer,  agent,  or  servant  of  such  carrier  falsely  to 
believe  that  such  goods  have  been  received  by  the  carrier, 
or  are  under  the  carrier's  control,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  crime, 
and  upon  conviction  shall  be  punished  for  each  offence  by 
imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  five  years,  or  by 
a  fine  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  or  by  both. 

Section  50.  Any  person  who  with  intent  to  defraud 
issues,  or  aids  in  issuing,  a  non-negotiable  bill  without  the 
words  ''  not  negotiable  "  placed  plainly  upon  the  face  there- 
of, shall  be  guilty  of  a  crime,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be 
jDunished  for  each  offence  by  imprisonment  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  five  years,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  by  both.

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Section  1.     Section  thirty-seven  of  Part  III  of  chapter  1909,  490,

A  notice  shall  be  sufficient  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section  if  given  to  one  member  of  a 
firm,  or  to  the  clerk,  cashier,  secretary,  agent  or  any  other 
officer  who  has  charge  of  the  business  of  a  corporation,  or 
to  its  attorney ;  and  in  case  of  a  foreign  corporation,  to  the 
officer  who  has  the  charge  of  such  factory  or  workshop ; 
and  such  officer  shall  be  personallj^  liable  for  the  amount  of 
any  fine  if  a  judgment  against  the  corporation  is  returned 
unsatisfied.

Section  1.  Every  department,  commission,  bureau  or 
board  of  the  commonwealth,  shall,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth 
day  of  July  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  and  on 
or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  Tidy  in  every  year  thereafter, 
prepare  and  furnish  to  the  governor  and  council  lists  of 
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all  the  oliieials  ami  eiiii)l()yee.s  of  the  cuiniuoiiweallh  em- 
ployed in  or  by  such  (lepartiiiciit,  coininission,  bureau  or 
board  on  the  first  day  of  July  ])rccediiig',  for  whose  services 
money  has  been  paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  connuon- 
wealth.  The  said  lists  shall  be  arranged  by  divisions  of 
the  several  departments,  commissions,  bureaus  or  boards, 
when  such  divisions  exist,  and  shall  give  the  name,  resi- 
dence, designation,  rate  of  compensation  and  the  date  of 
election  or  appointment  of  every  such  official  and  employee, 
and  any  increase  in  the  rate  of  salary  or  compensation  for 
the  year  preceding;  and  also  the  aggregate  amount  of  all 
money  paid  for  services  or  salaries  to  any  official  or  em- 
ployee, not  otherwise  shown  upon  the  list,  for  the  year  be- 
giiming  with  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  year  preceding 
that  in  which  the  list  is  prepared.

hundred  and  seven,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding 
at  the  end  thereof  the  words :  —  But  the  board  of  health 
of  a  city  or  town -may  in  its  discretion,  disinfect  or  fumi- 
gate  all   such  premises   as  in   the   opinion   of  the   board 
have  been  exposed  to  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease, 
at  the  expense  of  the  city  or  town,  and  may  employ  any 
proper  and  competent  person  or  corporation  for  the  purpose 
of  such  disinfecting  or  fumigating,  —  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows :  —  Section  1^9.    A  householder  who  know^s  that  a  per-  Householder 
son  in  his  family  or  house  is  sick  of  smallpox,  diphtheria,  of  felta'in*"'^ 
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dangerous  scarlct  fevci"  01"  aiiy  other  infectious  or  contagious  disease 
declared  by  the  state  board  of  health  to  be  dangerous  to 
the  public  health  shall  forthwith  give  notice  thereof  to  the 
board  of  health  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  he  dwells. 
Upon  the  death,  recovery  or  removal  of  such  person,  the 
householder  shall  disinfect  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  board 
such  rooms  of  his  house  and  articles  therein  as,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  board,  have  been  exposed  to  infection  or  con- 
tagion. Should  one  or  both  eyes  of  an  infant  become  in- 
flamed, swollen  and  red,  and  show  an  unnatural  discharge 
at  any  time  within  two  weeks  after  its  birth,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  nurse,  relative  or  other  attendant  having  charge 
of  such  infant  to  report  in  writing  within  six  hours  there- 
after, to  the  board  of  health  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the 
])arents  of  the  infant  reside,  the  fact  that  such  inllamnui- 
tion,  swelling  and  redness  of  the  eyes  and  unnatural  dis- 
charge exist.  On  receipt  of  such  report,  or  of  notice  of 
the  same  symptoms  given  by  a  physician  as  provided  by 
the  following  section,  the  board  of  health  shall  take  such 
immediate  action  as  it  may  deem  necessary  in  order  that 

Penalty.  bliiuluess  may  be  prevented.     Whoever  violates  the  pro- 

visions of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars.

An  Act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  morphine  and  other  (JJkij)  271 
narcotic  drugs. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell,  nareotic^drugs 
furnish,  give  away  or  deliver  any  opium,  morphine,  heroin,  regulated, 
codeine  or  preparations  thereof,  or  any  salt  or  compound  of 
the  said  substances,  except  upon  the  written  prescription  or 
order  of  a  lawfully  authorized  practitioner  of  medicine, 
dentistry,  or  veterinary  medicine,  which  prescription  shall 
bear  the  name  of  the  person  giving  it.  But  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  sales  made  by  any  man- 
ufacturer, wholesale  or  retail  druggist  to  another  manufac- 
turer, wholesale  or  retail  druggist ;  nor  to  sales  made  to 
hospitals,  colleges,  scientific  or  public  institutions,  or  to 
physicians,  dentists,  or  veterinary  surgeons ;  nor  to  the  sale 
of  cough  remedies  and  other  domestic  and  proprietary  prep- 
arations :  provided,  that  such  preparations  are  sold  in  good  Provisos, 
faith  as  medicines,  and  not  for  the  purpose  of  evading  the 
provisions  of  this  act ;  and  provided,  that  such  preparations 
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do  not  contain  more  than  two  and  one  half  grains  of  opium, 
or  one  third  of  a  grain  of  morphine,  or  one  fourth  of  a 
grain  of  heroin,  or  one  grain  of  codeine  or  their  salts  in 
one  fluid  ounce ;  or  if  a  solid  preparation,  in  one  avoirdupois 
ounce,  excepting  liniments  and  ointments  which  are  pre- 
pared for  external  use  only;  nor  to  preparations  containing 
ojiium  or  any  of  its  salts,  which  are  sold  in  good  faith,  for 
diarrhoea,  cholera  or  neuralgia;  nor  to  powder  of  ipecac 
and  opium,  commonly  known  as  Dover's  powders';  nor  to 
compound  medicinal  tablets,  pills,  or  powders  containing 
not  over  one  twentieth  of  a  grain  of  morphine,  or  one 
twelfth  of  a  grain  of  heroin  or  one  fourth  of  a  grain  of 
codeine,  or  any  of  their  salts  to  each  pill,  powder  or  tablet, 
j)rovidcd,  that  such  preparations  are  sold  in  good  faith  as 
medicines  and  not  for  the  purpose  of  evading  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

Srx'TioN  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  practitioner  of 
medicine,  dentistry,  or  veterinary  medicine  to  prescribe  for 
the  use  of  any  habitual  user  of  the  same,  opium,  morphine, 
lieroin,  codeine,  or  any  salt  or  compound  of  the  said  sub- 
stances, or  any  preparation  containing  any  of  the  said  sub- 
stances or  their  salts  or  compounds ;  nor  shall  any  practi- 
tioner of  dentistry  prescribe  any  of  the  said  substances  for 
any  person  not  under  his  treatment  in  the  regular  practice 
of  his  profession ;  nor  shall  any  practitioner  of  veterinary 
medicines  prescribe  any  of  the  said  substances  for  the  use 
of  any  human  being:  provided,  liowever,  that  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  any 
lawfully  authorized  practitioner  of  medicine  from  prescrib- 
ing in  good  faith  for  the  use  of  any  habitual  user  of  narcotic 
drugs  who  is  under  his  professional  care  such  substances 
as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  his  treatment,  when  such 
prescriptions  are  given  in  good  faith  and  not  for  the  pur- 
pose of  evading  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Skction  3.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  act 
shall  be  cleemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  convic- 
tion thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars ;  or  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the 
house  of  correction  or  jail  for  a  term  not  exceeding  one 
year ;  or  shall  be  punished  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment.

In  towns,  if,  at  the  expiration  of  three  Collection  of 
years  from  the  date  of  the  comniitnient  of  tax  lists  and  war-  Taxel*^'^"''^ 
rant  to  a  collector  of  taxes,  any  taxes  remain  uncollected 
and  recovery  cannot  be  made  upon  the  bond  of  the  collector 
of  the  amount  of  such  uncollected  taxes,  the  selectmen  shall 
appoint  the  collector  of  taxes  for  the  current  year  or  some 
other  person  to  collect  the  same. 

Section  2.     The  said  special  collector  shall  furnish  a  Collector  to 
satisfactory  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  ^'^^ 
in  such  sum  as  the  selectmen  may  require. 

Section  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage,  Time  of 
and  shall  apply  to  all  uncollected  taxes  as  aforesaid,  due  to  ^^'^'^s  eflfect.

The  fees  shall  be  paid 
when  the  instrument  is  left  for  record. 
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For  all  copies,  at  the  rate  of  twenty  cents  a  page. 

For  entering  in  the  margin  a  discharge  of  a  mortgage, 
twenty-five  cents. 

For  entering  a  discharge  of  an  attachment  or  of  a  lien 
on  buildings  and  land,  twenty-five  cents. 

For  entering  a  partial  release  of  an  attachment,  twenty- 
five  cents.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Henry  B.  Heed,  Edward  B.  Nevin,  Arthur 
C.  Heald,  Gordon  Willis  and  John  H.  Stetson,  their  asso- 
ciates and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by  the 
name  of  the  Fogg  Library,  to  be  situated  in  that  part  of 
the  town  of  Weymouth  called  South  Weymouth,  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  and  maintaining  a  free  library  or 
reading  room  or  both  in  South  Weymouth,  with  all  the 
powers  and  privileges  and  subject  to  all  the  provisions  con- 
tained in  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  the  Re- 
vised Laws  and  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition 
thereto. 

Section  2.  William  H.  Bolster,  Henry  B.  Reed  and 
John  II.  Stetson,  trustees  under  the  will  of  John  S.  Fogg, 
of  Weymouth,  of  a  certain  fund  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  the  Fogg  Library,  are  hereby  authorized 
to  convey  to  said  corporation  all  ])roperty  and  estate,  real 
and  personal,  which  they  now  hold  as  said  trustees,  includ- 
ing all  property  so  bequeathed  and  devised  to  them  by  the 
said  John  S.  Fogg  for  said  purpose,  and  all  other  property 
real  or  personal  which  has  since  been  given,  bequeathed  or 
devised  to  said  trustees  for  the  use  of  said  library,  and  said 
corporation  shall  hold  said  property  ui^on  the  trusts  and  for 
the  purposes  provided  and  declared  by  the  several  donors 
thereof. 

Section  3.  Said  corporation  may  receive,  hold  and

Section  1.     At  all  town  meetings  held  in  the  town  of  Turnstiles 
Reading  the  town  shall  use  a  system  of  registering  turn-  at  town 
stiles  for  determining  the  number  of  persons  admitted  to  Rladhfg^/'* 
each  meeting.     The  selectmen  shall  appoint  officers  to  have 
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charge  of  the  turnstiles,  and  shall  determine  from  them 
the  number  of  persons  admitted  to  each  meeting,  and  at  the 
adjournment  thereof  shall  make  a  return  to  the  town  clerk 
under  oath,  which  may  be  administered  by  him,  of  the  innn- 
ber  of  persons  who  have  been  admitted  to  such  meeting, 
as  registered  by  the  turnstiles.  The  town  clerk  shall  imme- 
diately make  a  record  of  such  return  in  the  records  of  the 
meeting,  which  record  shall  have  the  same  legal  force  and 
effect  as  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting.  All 
such  returns  shall  be  preserved  by  the  town  clerk  until  at 
least  twenty  days  after  the  final  adjournment  or  dissolution 
of  the  meeting  to  which  tjiey  relate,  and  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection.

GEORGE    H.    GILBERT    MANUFACTURING    COMPANY. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  George  H.  Gilbert  Manufacturing 
Company,  a  corporation  duly  organized  under  the  laws  of 
this  commonwealth  and  engaged  in  business  principally 
in  Ware  and  Hardwiek,  is  hereby  authorized  to  supply 
water  for  the  extingiiishment  of  fires  and  for  domestic  and 
other  purposes,  to  the  inhabitants  of  that  part  of  Hardwiek 
which  is  included  within  the  following  boundary  lines,  to 
wit :  —  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  Ware  river  at  a  corner 
of  the  toAvn  of  Ware  and  running  easterly  on  the  line  be- 
tween the  towns  of  Hardwiek  and  Ware,  about  five  hun- 
dred and  ninety-four  feet  to  a  stone  monument  set  to  mark 
a  corner  of  the  town  of  'New  Braintree ;  thence  easterly  and 
northerly  along  the  town  line  between  Hardwiek  and  New 
Braintree  to  the  Ware  river ;  thence  easterly  along  the  Ware 
river  to  the  easterly  end  of  a  bridge  of  the  Ware  River  Rail- 
road Company  crossing  said  river ;  thence  due  north  to  the 
main  road  leading  from  the  village  of  Gilbertville  to  Barre ; 
thence  northwesterly  to  the  northeast  corner  of  the  Catholic 
cemetery  in  said  village  of  Gilbertville ;  thence  northwest- 
erly to  the  intersection  of  a  cross  road,  which  passes  the 
house  of  Mrs.  Crawford,  with  the  main  road  leading  from 
Gilbertville  to  Hardwiek  Centre;  thence  westerly  to  the

STATES  OF  A  TRACT  OF  LAND  IN  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  folloivs: 

Section  1.  The  consent  of  the  commonwealth  is  hereby 
granted  to  the  United  States  of  America  to  acquire  by  pur- 
chase or  by  condemnation  lands  situated  in  the  city  of 
Boston  lying  on  the  northerly  side  of  Boston  harbor,  in 
that  part  of  Boston  known  as  East  Boston,  containing  about 
two  acres,  to  be  described  in  a  plan  or  plans  to  be  approved 
by  the  harbor  and  land  commissioners,  and  to  be  used  for 
the  purposes  of  an  immigration  station,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses of  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor  of  the 
United  States  Government.

LIFE    INSURANCE    POLICIES. 

Be  it  enacted^  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.     In  addition  to  the  loans  authorized  by  the  Savings  banks 
eighth  clause  of  section  sixty-eight  of  chapter  five  hundred  i^aL^on  Tife 
and  ninety  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  p"^J 
eight,  savings  banks  may  loan  on  notes  of  responsible  bor- 
rowers in  such  form  as  the  bank  commissioner  may  ap- 
prove, with  a  pledge  as  collateral  of  policies  issued  by  life 
insurance  companies  approved  by  the  bank  commissioner 
and  properly  assigned  to  the  bank,  but  not  exceeding  ninety 
per  cent  of  the  cash  surrender  value  of  the  policies  assigned 
as  security  for  the  payment  of  any  such  loan ;  but  the  aggre- 
gate of  such  loans  made  by  any  savings  bank  shall  not  ex- 
ceed one  per  cent  of  its  deposits. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

free  use  of  the  town  of  Leicester  without  any  payment  on 
the  part  of  said  town,  excepting  for  extraordinary  repairs. 

Section  4.  Said  district  may  also  take  or  acquire  by 
purchase  or  otherwise,  and  hold,  all  lands,  rights  of  way 
and  easements  in  the  town  of  Leicester  necessary  for  laying, 
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constructing  and  maintaining  aqneducts,  reservoirs,  storage 
basins,  dams  and  snch  other  works  as  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary or  proper  for  collecting,  purifying,  storing,  discharg- 
ing, conducting  and  distributing  said  water  to  said  inhabit- 
ants;  and  may  erect  upon  the  land  thus  taken  and  held,  ^ructurek 
proper  dams,  buildings,  fixtures  and  other  structures,  and  lay  pipes,  etc. 
may  make  excavations,  procure  and  operate  machinery,  and 
provide  such  other  means  and  appliances  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  complete  and 
effective  water  works ;  and  may  construct  and  lay  down 
conduits,  pipes  and  other  works  under  or  over  any  lands, 
water  courses,  railroads,  railways,  or  other  public  or  private 
ways,'  and  along  any  such  ways  in  such  manner  as  not 
unnecessarily  to  obstruct  the  same ;  and  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing,  maintaining  and  repairing  such  conduits, 
pipes  and  other  works,  and  for  all  proper  purposes  of  this 
act,  said  water  supply  district  may  dig  up  any  such  lands, 
and,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town 
in  which  such  ways  are  situated,  may  enter  upon  and  dig 
up  any  such  ways  in  such  manner  as  to  cause  the  least 
hindrance  to  public  travel  thereon:  provided,  however,  that  Proviso, 
no  source  of  water  supply  and  no  lands  necessary  for  pre- 
serving the  quality  of  such  water  shall  be  taken  or  used 
without  first  obtaining  the  advice  and  approval  of  the  state 
board  of  health,  and  that  the  situation  of  all  dams,  reser- 
voirs and  wells  to  be  used  as  sources  of  water  supply  under 
this  act  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  said  board.  Said 
district  shall  not  enter  upon,  construct  or  lay  any  conduits, 
pipes  or  other  works  within  the  location  of  any  railroad 
corporation,  except  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  it 
may  agree  upon  with  such  corporation,  or,  in  case  of  failure 
so  to  agree,  as  may  be  approved  by  the  board  of  railroad 
commissioners. 

Sectioin^  5.     Said  Cherry  Valley  and  Rochdale  Water  Description 
District  shall,  within  sixty  days  after  the  taking  of  any  etc.?tobe 
lands,  rights  of  way,  waters,  water  rights,  water  sources  or  ^«^°''^«'^- 
easements,  as  aforesaid,  otherwise  than  by  purchase,  file 
and  cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  registry  of  deeds 
for  the  "Worcester  district  in  the  county  of  Worcester,  a 
description  thereof  sufficiently  accurate  for  identification, 
with  a  statement  of  the  purposes  for  which  the  same  were 
taken,  signed  by  the  water  commissioners  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for. 
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Section  G.  Said  Cherry  Valley  and  Eoclidale  Water 
District  shall  pay  all  damages  to  property  sustained  by  any 
person  or  corporation  by  the  taking  of  any  lands,  rights  of 
Avay,  waters,  water  rights,  water  sources  or  easements,  or  by 
any  other  thing  done  by  said  district  under  the  authority 
of  this  act.  Any  person  sustaining  damages  as  aforesaid 
and  failing  to  agree  with  said  district  as  to  the  amount 
thereof,  may  have  the  same  assessed  and  determined  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law  when  land  is  taken  for  the  laying- 
out  of  highways,  on  application  at  any  time  within  two 
years  after  the  taking  of  such  land  or  other  property  or  the 
doing  of  any  other  injury  under  authority  of  this  act;  but 
no  such  application  shall  be  made  after  the  expiration  of 
two  years.

An  Act  to  authorize  the  city  of  woburn  to  issue  addi- 
tional WATER  BONDS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  city  of  Woburn,  for  the  purpose  of  con-  Wobum 
structing,  laying,  maintaining,  operating  and  repairing  Ac't^of  1910.' 
such  conduits  and  pipes  as  belong  to  its  present  water  sys- 
tem, may  issue  from  time  to  time,  notes,  bonds  or  scrip  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in 
addition  to  the  amount  heretofore  authorized  by  law  to  be 
issued  by  the  town  or  city  of  Woburn  for  water  works  pur- 
poses. Such  bonds,  notes  or  scrip  shall  bear  on  their  face 
the  words,  Woburn  Water  Loan,  Act  of  1910 ;  shall  be  pay- 
able at  the  expiration  of  periods  not  exceeding  twenty  years 
from  the  dates  of  issue ;  shall  bear  interest  payable  semi- 
annually at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  per  cent  per  annum ; 
and  shall  be  signed  by  the  treasurer  and  countersigned  by 
the  mayor  of  the  city.  The  city  may  sell  such  securities  at 
public  or  private  sale,  or  may  pledge  the  same  for  money 
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borrowed  for  the  purpose  of  this  act,  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  it  may  deem  proper:  provided,  that  the  said 
securities  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  their  par  value. 

Section  2.  The  said  city  shall,  at  the  time  of  authoriz- 
ing said  loan,  provide  for  the  payment  thereof  in  such  an- 
nual payments,  as  nearly  equal  in  amount  as  is  practicable, 
as  will  extinguish  the  same  wnthin  the  time  prescribed  by 
this  act ;  and  when  a  vote  to  that  effect  has  been  passed,  a 
sum  which,  with  the  income  derived  from  water  rates,  will 
be  sufficient  to  pay  the  annual  expense  of  operating  its 
water  works  and  the  interest  as  it  accrues  on  all  the  bonds, 
notes  or  scrip  issued  on  account  of  its  water  system  by  said 
city,  and  to  make  such  payments  on  the  principal  as  may 
be  required  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  without 
further  vote,  be  assessed  and  collected  by  the  city  in  each 
year  thereafter,  in  a  manner  similar  to  that  in  which  other 
taxes  are  assessed,  until  the  debt  incurred  by  said  loan  is 
extinguished. 

Section  3.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  any  securities 
issued  under  authority  of  this  act  shall  be  used  only  for 
rebuilding  the  distribution  system  of  the  Woburn  water 
works  as  specified  in  section  one ;  and  of  the  amount  of 
bonds,  notes  or  scrip  herein  authorized  to  be  issued,  not 
more  than  twenty  thousand  dollars  may  be  issued  in  either 
of  the  years  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  nineteen  hundred 
and  eleven,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve  and  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  thirteen,  and  with  the  condition  precedent  that  in 
the  years  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  nineteen  hundred 
and  twelve  and  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen  five  thousand 
dollars,  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  and  ten  thou- 
sand dollars  shall  be  appropriated  from  the  income  of  the 
water  department  in  each  of  said  years,  respectively,  for  the 
reconstruction  of  the  distribution  system  of  the  water  works 
as  distinguished  from  maintenance,  extension  and  opera- 
tion ;  and  after  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen  and 
until  the  amount  hereby  authorized  is  issued,  no  securities 
shall  be  issued  in  any  year  under  the  authority  of  this  act 
in  excess  of  the  amount  appropriated  in  that  year  for  said 
construction  purposes  from  the  income  of  the  water  depart- 
ment. After  the  full  amount  herein  authorized  has  been 
issued,  and  in  any  event  after  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  fourteen,  all  income  from  the  water  works  of  the  city 
of  Woburn  shall  be  applied  to  defraying  operating  expenses, 
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interest  charges  and  payments  npon  the  principal  as  they 
accrue  upon  bonds,  notes  or  scrip  issued  under  authority  of 
this  act  or  of  any  other  act  authorizing  the  issue  of  bonds 
for  water  supply  purposes.  If  there  should  be  a  net  surplus 
remaining  after  providing  for  the  aforesaid  charges,  it  shall 
be  used  for  such  new  construction  or  the  reconstruction  of 
such  portions  of  the  distribution  system  as  may  be  deter- 
mined upon,  and  in  case  a  surplus  should  remain  after  pay- 
ment for  such  new  construction  or  reconstruction  of  the 
distribution  system,  the  water  rates  shall  be  reduced  pro- 
portionately. 

Section  4.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  two  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  two  of  the  Re-  r.  l.  102, 
vised  Laws,  as  amended  by  chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety-  amended, 
one  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  six,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  said  section  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  —  Section  2.    The  Licensing  of 
licensing  boards  in  cities  having  such  boards,  the  mayor  and  and'^common 
aldermen  in  cities  having  no  such  boards  and  also  in  cities  ^"^tuaiiers. 
which  have  such  boards  but  which,  in  any  year,  vote  not  to 
authorize  the  granting  of  licenses  for  the  sale  of  intoxicat- 
ing liquor,  and  the  selectmen  of  towns,  may  grant  licenses 
to  persons  to  be  innholders  or  common  victuallers  in  such 
cities  or  towns.    Such  license  shall  not  be  issued  or  be  valid 
until  it  has  been  signed  by  the  mayor  and  a  majority  of  the 
aldermen  in  cities  in  which  the  license  is  to  be  granted  by 
the  mayor  and  aldermen,  or  by  a  majority  of  the  licensing 
board  in  other  cities  and  in  towns.    A  mayor  or  any  member 
of  a  licensing  board  may  refuse  to  sign  a  license  for  a  per- 
son who  in  his  opinion  has  not  complied  with  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter ;  and  a  mayor  or  any  member  of  such  board 
who  signs  a  license  granted  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
fifty  dollars.     The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  re- 
quire  the   licensing   boards   to  grant  either   of   the   said 
licenses,  if  in  their  opinion  the  public  good  does  not  require 
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it.  A  fee  of  not  more  than  five  dollars  may  be  charged  for 
each  of  said  licenses.  In  Boston  the  said  licenses  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  licensing  board.

Chap.S84:  Ax  Act  to  authorize  the  city  of  taunton  to  supply 

THE  TOWN  OF  BEEKLEY  WITH  WATER. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.     The  city  of  Taunton  may  supply  the  in- 
habitants of  the  town  of  Berkley  with  water  for  the  extin- 
guishment of  fires  and  for  domestic  and  other  purposes, 
and  may  construct  and  lay  conduits,  pipes  and  other  works, 
under  or  over  any  lands,  water  courses,  railroads,  railways 
and  public  or  private  ways,  and  along  any  such  ways  in  the 
town  of  Berkley  in  such  manner  as  not  unnecessarily  to 
obstruct  the  same;   and  for  the  purpose  of  constructing, 
maintaining  and  repairing  such  conduits,  pipes  and  other 
works,  and  for  all  purposes  of  this  act,  the  city  of  Taunton 
may  enter  upon  and  dig  up  any  such  lands  and  ways :  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  said  cit}'-  shall  not  enter  upon  or 
dig  up  any  public  ways  in  the  town  of  Berkley,  except  with 
the  consent  of  the  selectmen  thereof ;  and  the  city  of  Taun- 
ton shall  restore  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  selectmen  of  the 
town  of  Berkley  the  public  ways  dug  up  or  otherwise  dis- 
turbed in  said  town,  and  shall  pay  all  damages  to  property 
sustained  by  any  person  or  corporation  by  any  act  or  neg- 
lect of  the  city  of  Taiintori,  its  agents  or  employees,  in  dig- 
ging up,  entering  upon  or  otherwise  disturbing  any  lands, 
or  public  or  private  ways  within  said  town,  or  by  any  other 
thing  done  by  said  city  under  the  authority  of  this  act. 
Any  person  or  corporation  sustaining  damages  as  aforesaid 
under  this  act,  who  fails  to  agree  with  said  city  as  to  the 
amount  thereof,  may  have  them  determined  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law  in  the  case  of  land  taken  for  the  laying  out 
of  highways,  on  making  application  at  any  time  within  two 
years  after  the  taking  of  any  property  or  the  doing  of  other 
injury  under  the  authority  of  this  act ;  but  no  such  applica- 
tion shall  be  made  after  the  expiration  of  said  two  years. 

Section  2.  The  city  of  Taunton  may  distribute  water 
through  the  town  of  Berkley  or  any  part  thereof,  and  may 
regulate  the  use  of  such  water  and  fix  and  collect  rates  for

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the  use  of  the  same;  and  the  town  of  Berkley  may  make 
such  contracts  with  the  city  of  Taunton  for  water  for  extin- 
guishing fires  and  for  other  purposes  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
between  said  town  and  the  city  of  Taunton;  and  the  city 
may  establish  and  maintain  fountains  and  hydrants  in  the 
said  town  and  may  relocate  or  discontinue  the  same. 

Section  3.     The  said  town  shall  raise  annually,  in  the  Town  to  raise 
manner  provided  in  the  following  section,  a  sum  sufficient  annually, 
to  pay  the  city  of  Taunton  such  annual  sums  as  shall  be 
stipulated  by  said  city  in  the  contract  between  the  city  and 
town,  for  hydrant  rentals  or  for  water  for  extinguishing 
fires  and  other  purposes  as  provided  in  section  two.

An   Act   relative    to   proceedings   against   and   the  QJk^ij)  399 
liquidation  of  delinquent  corporations  and  indi- 
vidual  BANKERS   SUBJECT   TO   THE   SUPERVISION   OF   THE 
BANK    COMMISSIONER. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  In  this  act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  Word  "bank" 
requires,  the  word  "  bank  "  means  a  savings  bank,  co-oper- 
ative bank,  trust  company  or  any  person,  partnership,  asso- 
ciation or  corporation  incorporated  or  doing  a  banking 
business  in  this  commonwealth  which  is  subject  to  the 
supervision  of  the  bank  commissioner. 

Section  2.    Whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  bank  com-  Bank  com- 
missioner that  any  bank  under  his  supervision  has  violated  may  take 
its  charter  or  any  law  of  the  commonwealth,  or  is  conduct-  of  pro^perty 
ing  its  business  in  an  unsafe  or  unauthorized  manner,  or  oU^^^^/n'^^'' 
that  its  capital  is  impaired,  or  if  it  shall  refuse  to  submit  t-^niil^ 
its  books,  papers  and  concerns  to  the  inspection  of  said  com- 
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missioner  or  of  his  duly  authorized  agents,  or  if  any  officer 
of  such  bank  shall  refuse  to  be  examined  upon  oath  by  the 
commissioner  or  his  deputies  touching  its  concerns,  or  if  it 
shall  suspend  payment  of  its  obligations,  or  if  from  an  ex- 
amination or  from  a  report  provided  for  by  law  the  bank 
commissioner  shall  have  reason  to  conclude  that  such  bank 
is  in  an  unsound  or  unsafe  condition  to  transact  the  business 
for  which  it  is  organized,  or  that  it  is  unsafe  and  inex- 
pedient for  it  to  continue  business,  the  bank  commissioner 
may  take  possession  forthwith  of  the  property  and  business 
of  such  bank  and  may  retain  possession  thereof  until  the 
bank  shall  resume  business  or  until  its  affairs  shall  finally 
be  licjuidated  as  herein  provided. 

Section  3.  Upon  taking  possession  of  the  property  and 
business  of  any  bank,  the  bank  commissioner  shall  forth- 
with give  notice  of  that  fact  to  any  and  all  banks,  trust 
companies,  associations  and  individuals  holding  or  having 
possession  of  any  assets  of  such  bank.  Xo  bank,  trust 
company,  association  or  individual  knowing  that  the  bank 
commissioner  has  taken  such  possession,  or  having  been  no- 
tified thereof  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  a  lien  or  charge  for 
any  payment,  advance  or  clearance  thereafter  made,  or 
liability  thereafter  incurred,  against  any  of  the  assets  of  the 
bank  of  whose  property  and  business  the  bank  commissioner 
shall  have  taken  possession  as  aforesaid.  Such  bank  may, 
with  the  consent  of  the  bank  commissioner,  resume  busi- 
ness upon  such  conditions  as  he  may  approve. 

Section  4.  Upon  taking  possession  of  the  property 
and  business  of  such  bank,  the  bank  commissioner  shall 
have  authority  to  collect  moneys  due  to  the  bank,  and  to  do 
such  other  acts  as  are  necessary  to  conserve  its  assets  and 
business,  and  shall  proceed  to  liquidate  its  affairs  as  herein- 
after provided.  lie  shall  collect  all  debts  due  and  claims 
belonging  to  it,  and  upon  the  order  or  decree  of  the  supreme 
judicial  court,  or  any  justice  thereof,  may  sell  or  compound 
all  bad  or  doubtful  debts,  and  on  like  order  or  decree  may 
sell  all,  or  any 'part  of,  the  real  and  pei'sonal  property  of 
the  bank  on  such  terms  as  the  court  shall  direct :  and  he 
may,  if  necessary  to  pay  the  debts  of  any  such  trust  com- 
pany, enforce  the  individual  liability  of  the  stockholders. 

Section  5.  For  the  pnr]>ose  of  executing  and  ])(M"form- 
ing  the  powers  and  duties  hereby  conferred  u])on  him,  the 
bank  commissioner  may,  in  the  iianic  of  any  such  delin- 
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quent  corporation  or  individual  banker,  prosecute  and  de- 
fend any  and  all  suits  and  other  legal  proceedings  and  may, 
in  the  name  of  the  delinquent  corporation  or  individual 
banker,  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  any  and  all  deeds, 
assignment,  releases  and  other  instruments  necessary  and 
proper  to  effectuate  any  sale  of  real  or  personal  property  or 
any  compromise  authorized  by  the  court  as  herein  pro- 
vided ;  and  any  deed  or  other  instrument,  executed  pursuant 
to  the  authority  hereby  given,  shall  be  valid  and  effectual 
for  all  purposes  to  the  same  extent  as  though  the  same  had 
been  executed  by  the  officers  of  the  delinquent  corporation 
by  authority  of  its  board  of  directors  or  of  its  stockholders, 
or  by  the  individual  banker  personally.  In  case  any  of  the 
real  property  so  sold  is  located  in  a  county  other  than  that 
in  which  the  application  to  the  court  for  leave  to  sell  the 
same  is  made,  the  bank  commissioner  shall  cause  a  certified 
copy  of  the  order  or  decree  of  the  court  authorizing  or 
ratifying  such  sale  to  be  filed  in  the  registry  of  deeds  for 
the  district  in  which  the  said  real  property  is  located. 

The  bank  commissioner  may,  under  his  Appointment 
hand  and  official  seal,  appoint  an  agent  or  agents  to  assist  etc. 
him  in  the  duty  of  liquidation  and  distribution.  The  cer- 
tificate of  the  appointment  of  such  agent  or  agents  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  bank  commissioner,  and  a  certified 
copy  thereof  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
supreme  judicial  court  for  the  county  in  which  the  princi- 
pal office  of  such  bank  is  located.  The  bank  commissioner 
may  from  time  to  time  authorize  such  agent  or  agents  to 
perform  such  duties  connected  with  said  liquidation  and 
distribution  as  he  may  deem  proper.

Claims  presented 
after  the  expiration  of  the  time  specified  in  the  notice  to 
creditors  shall  be  entitled  to  share  in  the  distribution  only 
to  the  extent  of  the  assets  in  the  hands  of  the  bank  commis- 
sioner equitably  applicable  thereto. 

Section  9.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  time  fixed  for 
the  presentation  of  claims,  the  bank  commissioner  shall 
make  in  duplicate  a  full  and  complete  list  of  the  claims 
presented,  including  and  specifying  such  claims  as  have 
been  rejected  by  him.  One  of  said  lists  shall  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  bank  commissioner  and  the  other  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  the  supreme  judicial  court  for  the 
county  in  which  the  principal  office  of  the  bank  is  located. 
1'hereafter  the  ban.k  commissioner  shall  make  and  file  in 
said  offices,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  every  application 
to  the  court  for  leave  to  declare  a  dividend,  a  supplementary 
list  of  the  claims  presented  since  the  last  preceding  list 
was  filed,  including  and  specifying  such  claims  as  have 
been  rejected  by  him,  and,  m  any  event,  he  shall  make  and 
file  the  said  list  at  least  once  in  every  six  months  after 
the  filing  of  the  original  list,  so  long  as  he  shall  remain  in 
possession  of  the  property  and  business  of  the  l)aiik.  Said 
inventory  and  said  list  shall  be  open  to  inspection  at  all 
reasonable  times. 

Section  10.  The  compensation  of  the  special  agents, 
connsel,  employees  and  assistants,  and  all  ex])onses  of  siijier- 
vision  and  liquidation  shall  be  fixed  by  the  bank  commis- 
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sioncr,  subject  to  the  Jipi)r()val  of  tlic  siii)r('iiio  judicial 
court  for  the  county  in  wliicli  the  princi[)al  (»tiicc  of  such 
bank  is  located,  on  notice  to  such  bank  and,  ui)on  the  certifi- 
cate of  the  bank  commissioner,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
funds  of  the  bank  in  his  hands. 

Section  11.  At  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  the  Dividends, 
date  fixed  for  the  presentation  of  claims  the  supreme  judi- 
cial court,  upon  the  application  of  the  bank  commissioner, 
may  authorize  him  to  declare  out  of  the  funds  remaining  in 
his  hands,  after  the  payment  of  expenses,  one  or  more  divi- 
dends, and,  after  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  first 
publication  of  notice  to  creditors,  the  bank  commissioner 
may  declare  a  final  dividend,  such  dividends  to  be  paid  to 
such  persons,  in  such  amounts,  and  upon  such  notice  as  may 
be  directed  by  the  supreme  judicial  court  for  the  county  in 
which  the  principal  ofiice  of  such  bank  was  located,  or  as 
may  be  directed  by  a  justice  of  said  court.  Objections  to  objections 
any  claim  not  rejected  by  the  bank  commissioner  may  be  etc. 
made  by  any  person  interested  by  filing  a  copy  of  such  ob- 
jections with  the  bank  commissioner,  who  shall  present  the 
same  to  the  supreme  judicial  court  at  the  time  of  the  next 
application  for  leave  to  declare  a  dividend.

paid  by  the  bank  commissioner  until  the  claimant  shall  have 
established  his  claim  by  the  judgment  of  a  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction.

Should  any  corporation  or  individual  pi|?e,iew-^ 
banker,  at  the  time  when  the  bank  commissioner  takes  pos-  ^^^^'  ***^- 
session  of  the  property  and  business  of  such  corporation  or 
banker,  have  in  its  or  his  possession  for  safe  keeping  and 
storage,  any  jewelry,  plate,  money,  securities,  valuable 
papers  or  other  valuable  personal  property,  or  should  it 
or  he  have  rented  any  box,  safes,  or  safe  deposit  boxes,  or 
any  part  thereof,  for  the  storage  of  property  of  any  kind, 
the  bank  commissioner  may  at  any  time  after  taking  pos- 
session as  aforesaid  cause  to  be  mailed  to  the  person  claim- 
ing to  be,  or  appearing  upon  the  books  of  the  corporation  or 
banker  to  be,  the  owner  of  such  property,  or  to  the  person 
in  whose  name  the  safe,  vault,  or  box  stands,  a  notice  in 
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writing;  in  a  securely  closed  postpaid,  registered  letter, 
directed  to  such  })erson  at  his  postoHice  address  as  recorded 
upon  the  books  of  the  corporation  or  banker,  notifying  such 
person  to  remove,  within  a  period  fixed  by  said  notice  and 
not  less  than  sixty  days  from  the  date  thereof,  all  such  per- 
sonal property ;  and  upon  the  date  fixed  by  said  notice,  the 
contract,  if  any,  between  such  persons  and  the  corporation 
or  banker  for  the  storage  of  said  property,  or  for  the  use  of 
said  safe,  vault  or  box,  shall  cease  and  determine,  and  the 
amount  of  the  unearned  rent  or  charges,  if  any,  paid  by 
such  person  shall  become  a  debt  of  the  corporation  or  banker 
to  such  person.  If  the  property  be  not  removed  within  the 
time  fixed  by  the  notice,  the  bank  commissioner  may  make 
such  disposition  of  said  property  as  the  supreme  judicial

pro^'ed  and  allowed,  the  full  amount  of  such  claim,  and 
shall  have  made  proper  provision  for  unclaimed  and  unpaid 
deposits  or  dividends,  and  shall  have  paid  all  the  expenses 
of  the  liquidation,  he  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders 
of  the  corporation  by  mailing  notice  thereof,  not  less  than 
thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  meeting,  to  each  stock- 
holder of  record  whose  address  is  known,  and  also  by  pub- 
lishing notice  of  the  meeting  once  a  week  for  four  successive 
weeks  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  published 
in  the  county  where  the  principal  office  of  the  corporation, 
is  located,  the  first  publication  to  be  not  less  than  thirty 
days  before  the  date  appointed  for  the  meeting.

hands.  Upon  snch  transfer  and  delivery,  the  bank  eoni- 
missioner  shall  be  discharged  from  any  and  all  fnrther 
liability  to  snch  corporation.  Said  agent  or  agents  shall 
convert  into  cash  the  assets  coming  into  his  or  their  posses- 
sion and  shall  acconnt  for  and  make  distribution  of  the 
property  of  the  corporation  as  provided  in  the  case  of  dis- 
tribution by  the  bank  commissioner,  except  that  the  ex- 
I)enses  thereof  shall  be  suliject  to  the  direction  and  control 
of  the  supreme  judicial  court.  In  case  of  the  death,  re- 
moval or  refusal  to  act  of  any  such  agent  or  agents  the 
stockholders,  on  the  like  notice,  to  be  given  by  the  bank 
commissioner  upon  proof  of  such  death,  removal  or  refusal 
to  act  being  filed  with  him,  and  by  the  like  vote  herein- 
before provided,  may  elect  a  successor,  who  shall  have  the 
same  powers  and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities  and 
duties  as  the  agent  originallv  elected.

upon  or  in  so  much  of  the  waters  of  any  great  pond  as  are 
situated  within  the  city  or  town  w^ithout  fir.st  obtaining  a 
license  so  to  do  from  the  board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  or 
the  selectmen  of  the  town. 

Section  2.      It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  alder-  Notices  to  be

Section  1.     Part  I  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty-  looe,  463, 
three  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  six  is  rmendel^' 
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hereby  amended  bj  striking  out  section  two  and  inserting  in 
Salaries  of  place  thereof  the  following:  —  Section  2.  The  annual 
skmers.  Salary  of  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  railroad  commis- 

cierks,  etc.  gionors  shall  be  six  thousand  dollars,  and  that  of  the  other 
commissioners  five  thousand  dollars  each ;  of  the  clerk, 
three  thousand  dollars ;  of  the  assistant  clerk,  eighteen  hun- 
dred dollars ;  and  of  each  railroad  and  railway  inspector, 
two  thousand  dollars ;  payable  by  the  commonwealth.  The 
commissioners  shall  be  provided  with  an  office  in  the  state 
house  or  in  some  other  suitable  place  in  the  city  of  Boston, 
in  which  their  records  shall  be  kept.  In  the  performance 
of  their  duties  they  shall  be  transported  over  the  railroads 
and  railway's  of  this  commonwealth  free  of  charge,  and  may 
take  with  them  experts  and  other. agents  whose  services  they 
consider  temporarily  of  importance.  The  board  may  ex- 
jiend  annually  su(di  sum  as  the  general  court  may  from  year 
to  year  appropriate  in  procuring  necessary  books,  maps, 
statistics  and  stationery,  and  in  defraying  expenses  inci- 
dental and  necessary  to  the  performance  of  its  duties,  and 
not  more  than  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  annually  in  de- 
fraying the  compensation  of  an  accountant.  A  statement 
of  such  expenditures  shall  accompany  its  annual  report. 
Repeal.  Section  2.     Chapter  four  hundred  and  seventeen  of  the 

acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  six  is  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Section  3.      This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day 
of  December,  nineteen  hundred  and  ten.

and  fix  and  collect  rates  to  be  paid  therefor, 
water^etc  Section  2.     Said  towu,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  may 

take  directly  from  ^fiddleton  pond  and  Swan's  pond  in  the 
town  of  JSTorth  Jxcading  so  much  of  the  waters  thereof  and 
of  the  waters  which  flow  into  and  from  the  same  as  it  may 
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require  and,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  it  may  also 
lake,  or  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  and  hold  all 
lands,  rights  of  way  and  easements  necessary  for  collecting, 
storing,  holding,  purifying  and  preserving  the  purity  of 
the  water,  and  for  conveying  the  same  to  any  part  of  the 
said  town.  The  town  may  construct  on  the  lands  acquired  ^'*t^'/°"g*'""*'* 
and  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  proper  dams,  reser- 
voirs, standpipcs,  tanks,  buildings,  fixtures  and  other  struc- 
tures, and  may  make  excavations,  procure  and  operate 
machinery  and  provide  such  other  means  and  appliances 
and  do  such  other  things  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  estab- 
lishment and  maintenance  of  complete  and  effective  water 
works ;  and  for  that  purpose  may  construct  wells  and  reser- 
voirs and  establish  pumping  works,  and  may  construct,  lay 
and  maintain  aqueducts,  conduits,  pipes  and  other  works 
under  or  over  any  land,  water  courses,  railroads,  railways 
and  public  or  other  ways,  and  along  such  ways  in  the  town 
of  Middleton,  in  such  manner  as  not  unnecessarily  to  ob- 
struct the  same ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  lay- 
ing, maintjiining,  operating  and  repairing  such  conduits, 
pipes  and  other  works,  and  for  all  other  proper  purposes  of 
this  act,  said  town  may  dig  up  or  raise  and  embank  any 
such  lands,  highways,  or  other  ways  in  such  manner  as  to 
cause  the  least  possibl'e  hindrance  to  public  travel.  Said 
town  shall  not  enter  upon,  construct  or  lay  any  conduits, 
pipes  or  other  works  within  the  location  of  any  railroad 
corporation,  except  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  it 
may  agree  upon  with  such  corporation,  or,  in  case  of  failure 
so  to  agree,  as  may  be  approved  by  the  board  of  railroad 
commissioners. 

Sectioim^  3.     Said  town  shall,  within  ninety  days  after  Description 
the  taking  of  any  lands,  rights  of  way,  or  easements  as  eL'^tobe 
aforesaid,  otherwise  than  l)y  purchase,  file  and  cause  to  be  recorded, 
recorded  in  the  Essex  south  district  registry  of  deeds,  a 
description  thereof  sufficiently  accurate  for  identification, 
Avith  a  statement  of  the  purpose  for  which  the  same  were 
taken,  signed  by  the  water  commissioners  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for.     The  title  to  all  land  taken,  purchased  or  ac-

Section  4.  Said  town  shall  pay  all  damages  to  prop- 
erty sustained  by  any  person  or  corporation  by  the  taking 
of  any  land,  right  of  way,  or  easement,  or  by  any  other 
thing  done  by  said  town  under  authority  of  this  act.  Any 
person  or  corporation  sustaining  damages  as  aforesaid,  and 
failing  to  agree  with  said  town  as  to  the  amount  thereof, 
may  haA'e  the  same  determined  in  the  manner  provided  by 
law  in  the  case  of  land  taken  for  the  laying  out  of  highways, 
on  application  at  any  time  within  the  period  of  two  years 
after  the  taking  of  such  land  or  other  property  or  the  doing 
of  other  injury  under  authority  of  this  act ;  but  no  such  ap- 
plication shall  be  made  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  two 
years. 

Section  5.  Said  town,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the 
necessary  expenses  and  liabilities  incurred  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  may  issue  from  time  to  time  bonds,  notes 
or  scrip  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  Such  bonds,  notes  or  scrip  shall  bear  on  their 
face  the  words,  Town  of  Middleton  Water  Loan,  Act  of 
1910;  shall  be  payable  at  the  expiration  of  periods  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty  years  from  the  dates  of  issue ;  shall  bear  in- 
terest, payable  semi-annually,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four 
per  cent  per  annum ;  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  treasurer 
of  the  town  and  countersigned  by  the  water  commissioners 
hereinafter  provided  for.  Said  town  may  sell  such  securi- 
ties at  public  or  private  sale,  or  pledge  the  same  for  money 
borrowed  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  it  may  deem  proper:  provided,  that  the  securi- 
ties shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  their  par  value. 

Section  6.  Said  town  shall  at  the  time  of  authorizing 
said  loan  provide  for  the  payment  thereof  in  such  annual 
proportionate  payments,  beginning  not  more  than  five  years 
after  the  first  issue  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  scrip,  as  will 
extinguish  the  same  within  the  time  prescribed  by  this  act;

or  injures  any  structure,  work  or  other  property  owned,

TOWN   OF  GREENFIELD  TO  TAKE  ADDITIONAL   SOURCES  OF 
WATER   SUPPLY. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Fire  District  Number  One  in  the  Town  of 
Greenfield,  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  an  additional 
water  supply  for  itself  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  towns  of 
Greenfield  and  Deerfield  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires 
and  for  domestic  and  other  purposes,  and  for  distributing 
water  through  those  parts  of  the  towns  of  Shelburne,  Col- 
rain  and  Bernardston  in  which  its  water  mains  may  be  laid 
to  convey  the  same  to  said  Greenfield  and  Deerfield,  may 
take,  or  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  and  hold  the 
waters  of  the  brook  known  as  the  Mill  or  Barton  brook  in 
the  towns  of  Bernardston  and  Greenfield,  or  the  waters 
of  the  brook  known  as  Hinsdale  or  Fiske  brook  in  the  towns 
of  Greenfield,  Colraiii  and  Shelburne,  or  may  take  a  ground 
water  supply  by  means  of  wells,  filter  galleries  or  other 
works  from  the  valleys  of  said  brooks  or  either  of  them,  or 
at  any  place  within  the  limits  of  the  town  of  Greenfield, 
and  the  water  rights  connected  with  any  such  water  sources  ; 
and  may  also  take,  or  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise, 
and  hold  all  lands,  rights  of  way  and  easements  necessary 
for  collecting,  storing,  holding,  purifying  and  preserving 
the  purity  of  the  water  and  for  conveying  the  same  to  said 
towns:  provided,  however,  that  no  source  of  water  supply 
and  no  lands  necessary  for  preserving  the  quality  of  such 
water,  shall  be  taken  or  used  without  the  advice  and  ap- 
proval of  the  state  board  of  health,  and  that  the  location  of 
all  dams,  reservoirs,  wells  or  other  works  to  be  used  as 
sources  of  water  supply  under  this  act  shall  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  said  board.

Said  fire  district  may  construct  on  the  lands  May  con- 
acquired  and  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  proper  etc!'*'  ^'°^' 
dams,  reservoirs,  standpipes,  tanks,  buildings,  fixtures  and 
other  structures,  and  may  make  excavations,  procure  and 
operate  machinery,  and  provide  such  other  means  and  ap- 
pliances and  do  such  other  things  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  complete  and  effect- 
ive water  works ;  and  for  that  purpose  may  construct  wells

CITY   OF    CHELSEA  AND   THE    TOWN    OF   REVERE.

Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  mem- 
bers of  the  regular  police  force  of  the  city  of  Chelsea  and 
the  police  force  of  the  town  of  Revere  may  be  relieved  of 
police  duties,  without  loss  of  pay,  once  in  each  fifteen  days, 
for  a  period  of  not  less  than  twenty-four  consecutive  hours, 
except  for  the  time  required  to  answer  at  roll  call  immedi- 
ately before  the  beginning  or  immediately  after  the  end  of 
a  tour  of  duty.  The  time  and  the  manner  of  such  relief 
shall  be  determined  in  each  instance  by  the  chief  of  police 
of  the  said  city  and  tovni,  respectively.

FOR    employees    DURINC^^    STRIKES,    LOCKOUTS    OR    OTHER  "' 

Labor  disputes. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  folloivs: 

Section  1.     If  an  employer,  during  the  continuance  of  Advertise- 
a  strike  among  his  employees,  or  during  the  continuance  of  employees 
a  lockout  or  other   labor   trouble   among  his   employees,  suTkef,  etc. 
publicly  advertises  in  newspapers,  or  by  posters  or  other- 
wise, for  employees,  or  by  himself  or  his  agents  solicits  per- 
sons to  work  for  him  to  fill  the  places  of  strikers  he  shall 
plainly  and  explicitly  mention  in  such  advertisements  or 
oral  or  written  solicitations  that  a  strike,  lockout  or  other 
labor  disturbance  exists. 

Section  2.     If  any  person,  firm,  association  or  corpora-  Penalty, 
tion  violates  any  provision  of  this  act,  he  or  it  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each 
offence.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  action  of  the  town  of  Barnstable  at 
its  annual  meeting  in  the  current  year  in  voting  to  issue 
its  notes,  bonds  or  scrip  to  the  amount  of  nine  thousand 
dollars  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  the  Centreville  stone 
road  and  the  Santuit  stone  road  is  hereby  ratified  and  con- 
firmed, notwithstanding  any  informality  or  omission  re- 
specting the  said  matters  in  the  warrant  issued  for  the  said 
meeting. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Chap.44:7  An  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  care  of  reser- 
vations under  the  control  of  the  metropolitan

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  sums  hereinafter  mentioned  are  appro- 
priated, to  be  paid  out  of  the  Metropolitan  Parks  Mainte- 
nance Fund  by  the  metropolitan  park  commission  during 
the  year  ending  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  jSTovember,  nineteen 
hundred  and  ten,  as  authorized  by  chapter  four  hundred 
and  nineteen  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-nine,  to  wit :  — 

For  the  care  of  reservations  under  the  control  of  the 
metropolitan  park  commission,  a  sum  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  thirty-eight  thousand  one  hundred  forty-two  dol- 
lars and  ninety-six  cents. 

For  the  erection  of  sanitary  buildings  at  the  Revere 
beach  and  Quincy  shore  reservations,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
sixteen  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  erection  of  a  tower  on  Bear  Hill  in  the  Middlesex 
Fells  reservation,  a  sum  not  exceeding  six  thousand  dollars. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.     The  city  council  of  the  city  of  Salem  may  The  city  of 
by  ordinance  designate  an  officer  or  officers  who  shall  have  remove 
exclusive  authority  to  cause  to  be  removed  from  the  streets  and  dectridi 
of  the  city,  within  the  district  hereinafter  prescribed,  all  efc'?''^'^*^^^' 
wires,  cables  and  conductors  in  or  above  said  streets,  and 
all  poles  and  other  structures  in  said  streets  used  for  the 
support  of  the  same,  except  such  wires,  cables  and  conduc- 
tors, poles  and  structures  as  are  hereinafter  excepted.     It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  officer  or  officers,  and  they  shall 
have  exclusive  authority,  to  grant  all  necessary  permits  for 
such  wires,  cables  and  conductors  to  be  placed,  maintained 
and  operated  in  underground  conduits ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  commissioner  of  streets,  or  other  officer  having 
charge  of  the  highways  in  said  city,  and  he  shall  have  ex- 
clusive authority,  to  issue  such  permits  for  the  opening  and 
occupying  of  streets  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
intent  of  this  act,  upon  the  application  of  the  officer  or 
officers  first  above  mentioned,  or  of  any  person  or  corpora- 
tion interested. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  To  apply  to 
the  streets  or  parts  of  streets  included  in  the  section  of  said  district, 
city  bounded  as  follows :  —  Beginning  at  the  corner  of 
Bridge  and  K^orth  streets,  and  running  thence  through 
JSTorth  street.  Summer  street.  High  street.  Mill  street, 
Washington  street.  Harbor  street,  Lafayette  street,  Pea- 
body  street.  Union  street,  Essex  street,  St.  Peter  street  and 
Bridge  street,  to  the  point  of  beginning.  The  said  streets 
and  parts  of  streets  shall  be  included  in  said  section  and 
within  the  provisions  of  this  act.  All  the  wires,  cables,  con- 
ductors, poles  and  structures  aforesaid  within  the  section 
above  specified,  other  than  such  as  are  hereinafter  specifi- 
cally excepted,  shall  be  removed  or  placed  underground 
within  the  five  calendar  years  next  following  the  designa- 
tion of  the  officer  or  officers  provided  for  in  section  one  of 
this  act ;  provided  that  such  permits  as  are  necessary  are 
granted  in  due  season  so  that  the  work  may  be  completed 
within  the  time  provided ;  it  being  the  purpose  of  this  act 
to  cause  the  removal  from  the  streets  in  said  section  of  all 
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wires,  cables,  conductors,  poles  and  structures,  except  as 
hereinafter  specifically  excepted,  before  the  expiration  of 
said  five  calendar  years.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
officer  or  officers  to  see  that  the  same  are  so  removed.  The 
board  of  aldermen  may  consent  to  such  extension  or  exten- 
sions of  time  for  doing  the  proportions  of  work  required 
to  be  done  under  section  three  as  they  may  deem  reason- 
able ;  and  the  time  for  doing  such  proportions  of  work  shall 
be  extended  accordingly. 

Sectiox  3.  Every  owner  or  user  of  overhead  wires, 
cables  or  conductors,  and  of  poles  and  other  structures  for 
the  support  thereof,  in  the  section  of  the  city  hereinbefore 
jDrescribed,  shall  in  each  of  the  said  five  calendar  years  next 
following  the  designation  of  the  officer  or  officers  provided 
for  in  section  one  of  this  act,  construct  not  less  than  one 
fifth  of  the  total  amount  of  underground  conduits,  ducts  and 
manholes  which  it  is  to  construct  in  said  section  of  the  city 
pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  this  act :  provided,  however, 
that  no  owner  or  user  of  such  wires,  cables,  conductors, 
poles  or  structures  shall  be  required  to  expend  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid  more  than  forty  thousand  dollars  in  any 
year..  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  officer  or  officers  to 
see  that  the  requirements  of  this  section  are  complied  with. 

Sectiox  4.  ISI'o  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  place 
any  poles,  or  other  structures  for  the  support  of  any  wires, 
cables  or  conductors,  except  those  hereinafter  specifically 
excepted,  in  those  parts  of  the  streets  included  in  the  section 
prescribed  by  section  two  from  which  the  overhead  wires, 
cables  and  conductors  shall  have  been  removed  pursuant  to 
this  act,  except  temporarily  and  in  emergencies,  with  the 
permission  of  the  officer  or  officers  designated  pursuant  to 
section  one.  If,  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  herein 
prescribed  for  the  removal  of  all  the  wires,  cables,  con- 
ductors, poles  and  structures  in  the  section  of  the  city  above 
specified,  there  shall  remain  in  any  of  the  streets  or  parts 
of  streets  in  said  section  any  wires,  cables,  conductors,  poles 
or  structures  which  are  by  this  act  required  to  be  removed 
or  placed  underground,  the  officer  or  officers  designated  pur- 
suant to  section  one  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  removed,  and 
the  city  may  collect  from  the  owners  or  users  thereof,  by  an 
action  at  law,  any  expense  involved  in  such  removal. 

Section  5.  The  officer  or  officers  designated  pursuant 
to  section  one  may  at  any  time,  upon  application  of  any

person,  firm  or  corporation  duly  authorized  by  law  to  lay  certain  cases, 

or  to  erect  and  maintain,  and  maintaining,  wires  in  the 

streets  of  said  city,  grant  permission  for  the  removal  of  any 

wires,  cables,  conductors,  poles  or  structures  in  any  of  the 

streets  of  said  city,  whether  within  or  without  the  section 

specified  in  section  two,  and  for  the  placing  of  the  same  and 

any  other  necessary  wires,  cables  and  conductors,  and  any 

extensions  thereof,  underground  as  herein  provided;  and 

it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  of  streets,  or  other 

officer  having  charge  of  the  highways  in  said  city,  and  he 

shall  have  authority,  after  the  granting  of  such  permission, 

to  issue  all  permits  for  opening  and  occupying  the  streets 

of  said  city  which  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  intent 

of  this  act,  upon  the  application  of  said  officer  or  officers 

or  of  any  person  or  corporation  interested.     Said  officer 

or  officers  may  also,  after  public  notice  and  hearing  as 

required  by  law,  gi-ant  locations  for  such  additional  poles 

for  local  distribution  from  underground  wires,  cables  or 

conductors  as  may  become  reasonably  necessary  by  reason 

of  work  done  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  specifying 

where  such  poles  may  be  located  and  the  kind  of  poles  to  be 

used. 

Section"  6.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  long  distance  Not  to  apply 
telephone  wires,  posts  for  the  support  of  lamps  exclusively,  wirls!etc. 
or  to  poles  used  exclusively  for  local  distribution  from 
underground  wires,  cables  or  conductors,  or  to  street  rail- 
way trolley,  guard  and  span  wires  or  to  poles  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  same ;  nor  shall  it  affect  or  revoke  any  rights 
already  granted  to  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  place 
or  maintain  any  conduits,  pipes,  wires,  cables  or  conductors 
underground ;  but  any  such  conduits,  pipes,  wires,  cables  or 
conductors,  laid  hereafter  in  pursuance  of  any  such  grant, 
shall  be  laid  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  so  far  as 
they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  of  such  grant.  For 
the  purposes  of  this  act  no  wire  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  long 
distance  telephone  wire  which  does  not  extend  at  least 
twenty-five  miles  from  some  central  office. 

Section  7.     When  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  op-  Maps  to  be 
erating  or  intending  to  operate  wires,  cables,  conductors  filniases!' 
or  conduits  in  said  section  of  said  city  shall  desire  or  be  ^*'=- 
required  to  place  the  same  underground  in  any  street  in 
said  section,  and  shall  have  been  duly  authorized  so  to  do, 
such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  file  with  the  city  en- 
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gineer  of  tlie  citv  a  map  or  maps  made  to  scale,  showing 
the  streets  or  jiarts  thereof  which  are  desired  or  required  to 
be  used  for  said  purpose,  and  giving  the  locations,  dimen- 
sions and  courses  of  the  underground  conduits  desired  or 
required  to  be  constructed,  which  map  or  maps  shall  be  sat- 
isfactory to  and  approved  in  writing  by  the  city  engineer 
before  any  permit  shall  be  granted  to  make  any  opening  in 
any  such  street  under  the  said  authority. 

Section  8.  The  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  city  shall 
constitute  a  board  of  appeal,  to  which  petitions  in  writing 
may  be  presented  by  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  ag- 
grieved by  any  act  or  decision  of  the  officer  or  officers  des- 
ignated under  section  one  or  of  the  city  engineer,  done  or 
made  in  pursuance  of  this  act.  Such  petition  shall  set 
forth  the  specific  grievance  or  grievances  relied  upon,  and 
shall  be  filed  with  the  mayor  of  the  city  within  ten  days 
after  the  act  or  decision  complained  of  was  done  or  made ; 
and  said  board  after  due  notice  shall  give  a  hearing  thereon, 
and  may  either  approve,  annul,  modify  or  overrule  such 
act  or  decision. 

Section  9.  In  case  any  street  railway  corporation  own- 
ing or  using  underground  conduits,  ducts,  cables,  manholes, 
or  other  structures  constructed  pursuant  to  the  require- 
ments of  this  act,  shall  hereafter  be  required  to  move, 
change,  repair,  reconstruct  or  replace  any  or  any  part  of 
the  same  by  reason  of  any  change  in  or  removal  of  the  rail- 
road tunnel  in  said  city,  or  of  a  change  in  the  location  or 
grade  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  in  said  city,  or  of 
the  abolition  of  any  grade  crossings  in  said  city,  it  shall 
have  the  right  to  capitalize  the  cost  of  doing  so,  to  the  ac- 
tual and  reasonable  amount  of  such  cost,  as  determined, 
after  public  notice  and  hearing,  by  the  board  of  railroad 
commissioners. 

Section  10.  l^o  existing  ordinances  of  the  city  of 
Salem  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
apply  to  the  grants  or  permits  to  be  made,  to  the  work  to  be 
done,  or  to  the  conduits,  manholes,  cables  or  conductors  to 
be  laid  or  constructed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act ;  and  no  provisions  of  existing  ordinances  respecting  the 
approval  of  the  kind  or  construction  of  conduits  or  the 
work  to  be  done  upon  them,  the  removal  or  change  of  loca- 
tions of  conduits  or  cables,  the  kind  or  location  of  poles  for 
distribution  from  .underground  wires,  the  reservation  of 
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space  for  city  wires  in  conduits  to  be  used  for  electric  light 
or  power  and  access  by  city  officials  to  such  conduits,  shall 
apply  to  the  conduits  and  other  structures  to  be  laid  or  con- 
structed under  this  act ;  but  the  city  council  of  said  city 
may  make  such  ordinances  not  inconsistent  with  or  addi- 
tional to  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  may  be  necessary  or 
expedient  to  carry  into  effect  the  purpose  of  this  act. 

Section  11.  The  supreme  judicial  court  or  the  su-  Jurisdiction 
perior  court,  or  any  justice  thereof,  shall,  on  petition  of 
the  officer  or  officers  designated  under  section  one,  or  of 
any  person,  firm  or  corporation  affected  by  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  have  jurisdiction  in  equity,  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  or  of  any  order  of  said  officer  or  officers 
issued  pursuant  thereto,  and  to  compel  compliance  there- 
with. 

Section  12.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

An  Act  to  provide  foe  the  eegistration  of  nurses.     (JJiai)  449 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section    1.     A   Board   of   Registration   of   ]!Turses   is  Board  of 
hereby  established  to  consist  of  five  members.     One  mem-  o/Nurses'*''^ 
ber  shall  be  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  registration  in  ^s'^^^'^^''^- 
medicine,  ex  officio ;  the  other  four  members  shall,  within 
sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  be  appointed  by 
the  governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council. 
Three  members  shall  be  nurses  holding  diplomas,  each  from 
a  different  training  school  for  nurses  giving  at  least  a  two 
years'  course  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  nursing  in  a 
hospital,  and  they  shall  have  had  eight  years'  experience 
in  nursing  the  sick.     The  fifth  member  shall  be  a  physician 
who  is  superintendent  of  a  hospital  having  a  training  school 
for  nurses.     The  four  appointive  members  shall  be   ap-  Terms  of 
pointed  to  serve  as  follows:   one  member  for  one  year,  members, 
one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years  and  one  for  four 
years  from  the  first  day  of  October,  nineteen  hundred  and 
ten,  and  until  their  respective  successors  are  appointed ; 
and  thereafter  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  council,  shall  annually,  before  the  first  day  of  October, 
appoint  one  person  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  hold  office  for 
four  years  from  the  first  day  of  October  next  ensuing. 
Vacancies  in  said  board  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  vacancies,  etc. 
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term  in  the  manner  of  the  original  appointment.  Any 
member  of  the  said  board  may  be  removed,  for  cause,  by 
the  governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council. 

Section  2.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  meet  at  the 
office  of  the  board  of  registration  in  medicine  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  October,  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  and  an- 
nually thereafter,  and  shall  immediately  proceed  to  or- 
ganize by  electing  a  chairman  who  shall  hold  office  for  the 
term  of  one  year.  The  secretary  of  the  board  of  registra- 
tion in  medicine  shall  be  secretary  of  the  board  of  registra- 
tion in  nursing,  and  shall  receive  as  compensation  therefor 
such  sums  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  governor  and  council,  to 
be  paid  from  fees  received  hereunder.  The  said  board 
shall  hold  three  regular  meetings  in  each  year ;  one  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  January,  one  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
April,  and  one  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October  at  the 
office  of  the  board  of  registration  in  medicine,  and  it  may 
hold  additional  meetings  at  such  times  and  places  as  it  may 
determine. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board,  imme- 
diately upon  its  organization,  to  notify  all  persons  engaged 
in  the  practise  of  nursing  the  sick  in  this  commonwealth  of 
the  times,  places  and  subjects  of  the  examinations  for  reg- 
istration, by  publication  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  each 
county.  Application  for  registration  shall  be  made  upon 
blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  board,  and  shall  be  signed  and 
sworn  to  by  the  applicants.  An  applicant  for  registration 
who  shall  furnish  satisfactory  proof  that  he  or  she  is  at 
least  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  of  good  moral  character 
shall,  upon  payment  of  a  fee  of  five  dollars,  be  examined  by 
the  said  board,  and,  if  found  to  be  qualified,  shall  be  regis- 
tered, with  a  right  to  use  the  title  Registered  Nurse,  and 
shall  receive  a  certificate  thereof  from  the  board  signed  by 
the  chairman  and  secretary.  An  applicant  who  fails  to 
pass  an  examination  satisfactory  to  the  board,  and  is  there- 
fore refused  registration,  shall  be  entitled,  within  one  year 
after  such  refusal,  to  a  re-examination  at  a  meeting  of  the 
board  called  for  the  examination  of  applicants,  without  the 
payment  of  an  additional  fee.  The  said  board  may,  after 
a  hearing,  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  its  members,  annul  the 
registration  and  cancel  the  certificate  of  any  nurse ;  and, 
without  a  hearing,  may  annul  the  registration  and  cancel 
the  certificate  of  a  nurse  who  has  been  found  guilty  of  a 
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crime  or  misdemeanor.  All  fees  received  by  the  board 
shall  once  a  month  be  paid  by  its  secretary  into  the  treasury 
of  the  commonwealth. 

Section  4.     Examinations  shall  be  partly  in  writing  in  Examina- 
the  English  language  and  partly  in  practical  work,  and 
shall  include  the  principles  and  methods  of  nursing.     Due 
credit  shall  be  given  for  examinations  in  special  branches. 

Section  5.     Any  resident  of  this  commonwealth  who  Certain  per- 
shall  make  application  for  registration  within  one  year  registered 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  who  shall  prove  to  the  ^andnation, 
satisfaction  of  the  board,  by  affidavit  or  otherwise,  that  he  ^^'^• 
or  she  was  actually  engaged  for  five  years  next  prior  to 
the  date  of  application  in  nursing  the  sick  in  a  competent 
manner  or  has  had  such  experience  in  a  hospital  or  train- 
ing school  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  would  justify 
registration,  shall  be  registered  without  examination  on 
the  payment  of  a  fee  of  five  dollars. 

Section  6.     The  board  shall  have  power  to  register  in  Registering 
like  manner,  without  examination,   any  person  who  has 
been  registered  as  a  professional  nurse  in  another  state 
under  laws  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  maintain  a 
standard  substantially  similar  to  that  of  this  act. 

Section  7.  Each  member  of  the  board,  except  the  Compensa- 
secretary,  shall  receive  five  dollars  for  every  day  actually 
spent  in  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duties :  provided,  Proviso. 
however,  that  in  no  event  shall  the  total  sum  paid  to  any 
member  of  said  board  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
in  any  one  year,  and  the  necessary  travelling  expenses  ac- 
tually incurred  in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  board,  not 
exceeding  three  cents  a  mile  each  way.  The  said  compen- 
sation and  travelling  expenses  and  any  incidental  expenses 
necessarily  incurred  by  the  board  or  any  member  thereof 
shall,  if  approved  by  the  board,  be  paid  from  the  treasury 
of  the  commonwealth,  but  only  from  the  fees  paid  into  the 
said  treasury  by  the  board. 

Section  8.  The  board  shall  investigate  all  complaints  investigation 
of  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  report  the  same  on  complaints. 
to  the  proper  prosecuting  officers. 

Section  9.     The  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  names  Records,  etc. 
of  all  persons  registered  hereunder,  and  of  all  money  re- 
ceived and  disbursed  by  it,  and  a  duplicate  thereof  shall 
be  open  to  inspection  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  com- 
monwealth.    Said  board  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the 
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first  dav  of  January,  make  a  report  to  the  governor  of  tlie 
condition  of  professional  nursing  in  this  commonwealth,  of 
all  its  official  acts  during  the  preceding  year,  and  of  its  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements. 

Section  10.  Whoever,  not  being  lawfully  authorized 
to  jiractise  as  a  registered  nurse  within  this  commonwealth, 
practises  or  attempts  to  practise  as  a  registered  nurse,  or 
uses  the  abbreviation,  R.  ^.,  or  any  other  words,  letters,  or 
figures  to  indicate  that  the  person  using  the  same  is  such  a 
registered  nurse,  shall  for  each  oifence  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars.  Whoever  be- 
comes registered  or  attempts  to  become  registered,  or  who- 
ever practises  or  attempts  to  practise,  as  a  registered  nurse 
under  a  false  or  assumed  name,  shall  for  each  offence  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  three 
months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  11.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  gratuitous 
nursing  of  the  sick  by  friends  or  members  of  the  family, 
or  to  the  acts  of  any  person  nursing  the  sick  for  hire  who 
does  not  assume  to  be  a  registered  nurse. 

Section  12.  The  board  may  make  such  rules  and  reg- 
ulations with  reference  to  procedure  hereunder  as  it  may 
deem  expedient,  provided  that  the  same  are  not  inconsistent 
with  this  act  or  with  any  other  law  of  the  commonwealth. 

Section  13.  For  the  purpose  of  the  appointment  of 
said  board  and  of  the  registration  of  persons  by  it  here- 
under, this  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage,  and  it 
shall  take  full  effect  on  the  first  day  of  October  in  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  ten.       Approved  April  21 ,  1910. 


Char)A50  An  Act  to  autiiokize  the  town  of  sudbury  to  supply 
itself  and  its  inhabitants   with  water. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  town  of  Sudbury  may  supply  itself  and 
its  inhabitants  with  water  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires 
and  for  domestic,  manufacturing  and  other  purposes ;  may 
establish  fountains  and  hydrants  and  relocate  or  discon- 
tinue the  same ;  and  may  regulate  the  use  of  such  water 
and  fix  and  collect  rates  to  be  paid  therefor. 

Section  2.  Said  town,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  may 
take,  or  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  and  hold,  the 
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waters  of  what  is  known  as  White  pond,  situated  in  the 
town  of  Concord,  and  the  waters  of  any  pond  or  stream,  or 
of  any  ground  sources  of  supply,  taken  by  means  of  driven, 
artesian  or  other  wells,  within  the  limits  of  the  town  of 
Sudbury,  and  the  water  rights  connected  with  any  such 
water  sources,  and  may  also  take,  or  acquire  by  purchase 
or  otherwise,  and  hold  all  lands,  rights  of  way  and  ease- 
ments necessary  for  collecting,  storing,  holding,  purifying 
and  preserving  the  purity  of  the  water,  and  for  conveying 
the  same  to  any  part  of  said  town:  provided,  however,  that  Proviso, 
no  source  of  water  supply  and  no  lands  necessary  for  pre- 
serving the  quality  of  such  water  shall  be  taken  or  used 
without  first  obtaining  the  advice  and  approval  of  the  state 
board  of  health,  and  that  the  situation  of  all  dams,  reser- 
voirs and  wells  to  be  used  as  sources  of  water  supply  under 
this  act  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  said  board.  Said 
town  may  construct  on  the  lands  acquired  and  held  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  proper  dams,  reservoirs,  stand- 
pipes,  tanks,  buildings,  fixtures  and  other  structures,  and 
may  make  excavations,  procure  and  operate  machinery  and 
provide  such  other  means  and  appliances  and  do  such  other 
things  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  establishment  and  main- 
tenance of  complete  and  effective  water  works ;  and  for 
that  purpose  may  construct  wells  and  reservoirs  and  es- 
tablish pumping  works  and  may  construct,  lay  and  main- 
tain aqueducts,  conduits,  pipes  and  other  works  under  or 
over  any  land,  water  courses,  railroads,  railways  and  public 
or  other  ways,  and  along  such  ways  in  the  to"\^Ti  of  Sudbury, 
in  such  manner  as  not  unnecessarily  to  obstruct  the  same ; 
and  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  laying,  maintaining, 
operating  and  repairing  such  conduits,  pipes  and  other 
works,  and  for  all  proper  purposes  of  this  act,  said  town 
may  dig  up  or  raise  and  embank  any  such  lands,  highways, 
or  other  ways  in  such  manner  as  to  cause  the  least  hin- 
drance to  public  travel  on  such  ways.  Said  town  shall  not 
enter  upon,  construct  or  lay  any  conduits,  pipes  or  other 
works  within  the  location  of  any  railroad  corporation, 
except  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  it  may  agree 
upon  with  such  corporation  or,  in  case  of  failure  so  to  agree, 
as  may  be  approved  by  the  board  of  railroad  commis- 
sioners. 

Sectioisj'  8.     Said  town  shall,  within  ninety  days  after  Description 
the  taking  of  any  lands,  rights  of  ways,  water  rights,  water  "aken  to  be 

recorded,  etc. 
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sources  or  easements  as  aforesaid,  otherwise  than  by  pur- 
chase, file  and  cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  registry  of  deeds 
for  the  county  and  district  within  which  the  same  are 
situated,  a  description  thereof  sufficiently  accurate  for 
identification,  with  a  statement  of  the  purpose  for  which  the 
same  w^ere  taken,  signed  by  the  water  commissioners  herein- 
after provided  for.  The  title  to  all  land  taken  or  acquired 
in  any  way  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  vest  in  the 
town  of  Sudbury,  and  the  land  so  acquired  may  be  man- 
aged, improved  and  controlled  by  the  board  of  water  com- 
missioners hereinafter  provided  for,  in  such  manner  as 
they  shall  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  said  town. 
Damages.  Sectiox  4.     Said  town  shall  pay  all  damages  to  prop- 

erty sustained  by  any  person  or  corporation  by  the  taking 
of  any  land,  right  of  way,  water,  water  source,  water  right 
or  easement,  or  by  anything  done  l^y  the  town  under  au- 
thority of  this  act.  Any  person  or  corporation  sustaining 
damages  as  aforesaid,  and  failing  to  agree  with  said  town 
as  to  the  amount  thereof,  may  have  the  same  determined  in 
the  manner  provided  by  law^  in  the  case  of  land  taken  for 
the  laying  out  of  highways,  on  application  at  any  time 
within  the  period  of  tw^o  years  after  the  taking  of  such  land 
or  other  property  or  the  doing  of  other  injury  under  author- 
ity of  this  act;  but  no  such  application  shall  be  made  after 
the  expiration  of  the  said  two  years,  and  no  application  for 
assessment  of  damages  shall  be  made  for  the  taking  of  any 
water  or  water  right,  or  for  any  injury  thereto,  until  the 
water  is  actually  withdrawn  or  diverted  by  said  town  under 
authority  of  this  act.  Said  town  may  by  vote,  from  time 
to  time,  determine  what  amount  or  quantity  of  water  it 
proposes  to  take  and  appropriate  under  this  act ;  in  which 
case  any  damages  caused  by  such  taking  shall  be  based  upon 
such  amount  or  quantity  until  the  same  shall  be  increased 
by  vote  or  otherwise,  and  in  such  event  the  town  shall  be 
further  liable  only  for  the  additional  damages  caused  by 
such  additional  taking. 
Sudburl  Section  5.     Said  town,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the 

Act'of  i9io'  iiecessary  expenses  and  liabilities  incurred  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  may  issue  from  time  to  time  bonds,  notes 
or  scrip  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars. 
Such  bonds,  notes  or  scrip  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words, 
Town  of  Sudbury  Water  Loan,  Act  of  1910;  shall  be  pay- 
able at  the  expiration  of  periods  not  exceeding  thirty  years 
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from  the  dates  of  issue;  shall  bear  interest,  payable  semi- 
anniially,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  per  cent  per  annum ; 
and  shall  be  signed  by  the  treasurer  of  the  town  and  counter- 
signed by  the  water  commissioners  hereinafter  provided  for. 
Said  town  may  sell  such  securities  at  public  or  private  sale, 
or  pledge  the  same  for  money  borrowed  for  the  purposes  of 
this  act,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  at  it  may  deem 
proper:  provided,  that  the  securities  shall  not  be  sold  for  Proviso, 
less  than  their  par  value. 

Section  6.  Said  town  shall  at  the  time  of  authorizing  Payment 
said  loan  provide  for  the  payment  thereof  in  such  annual 
proportionate  payments,  beginning  not  more  than  five  years 
after  the  first  issue  of  said  bonds,  notes  or  scrip,  as  will  ex- 
tinguish the  same  within  the  time  prescribed  by  this  act ; 
and  when  a  vote  to  that  effect  has  been  passed  a  sum  which, 
with  the  income  derived  from  water  rates,  will  be  sufficient 
to  pay  the  annual  expense  of  operating  its  water  works  and 
the  interest  as  it  accrues  on  the  bonds,  notes  or  scrip  issued 
as  aforesaid  by  said  town,  and  to  make  such  payments  on 
the  principal  as  may  be  required  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  without  further  vote  be  assessed  by  the  as- 
sessors of  said  town  in  each  year  thereafter,  in  the  same 
manner  in  which  other  taxes  are  assessed,  until  the  debt  in- 
curred by  said  loan  is  extinguished. 

Section  7.  Whoever  wilfully  or  wantonly  corrupts.  Penalty  for 
pollutes  or  diverts  any  water  taken  or  held  under  this  act,  of'w'ate^'etc?'' 
or  injures  any  structure,  work  or  other  property  owned, 
held  or  used  by  said  town  under  authority  of  this  act,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  town  three  times  the  amount  of 
damages  assessed  therefor,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of 
tort ;  and  upon  being  convicted  of  any  of  the  above  wilful  or 
wanton  acts  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  jail  for  a  term 
not  exceeding  one  year. 

Section  8.  Said  town  shall,  after  the  acceptance  of  this  water  com- 
act,  at  a  legal  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  elect  by  ballot  dection"etc. 
three  persons  to  hold  office,  one  until  the  expiration  of  three 
years,  one  until  the  expiration  of  two  years  and  one  until 
the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  next  succeeding  annual 
town  meeting,  to  constitute  a  board  of  water  commission- 
ers; and  at  each  annual  town  meeting  thereafter  one  such 
commissioner  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  for  the  term  of  three 
years.     All  the  authority  granted  to  the  said  town  by  this 
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act  and  not  otherwise  specifically  provided  for  shall  be 
vested  in  said  water  commissioners,  who  shall  be  subject 
however  to  such  instructions,  rules  and  regulations  as  the 
town  may  impose  by  its  vote.  A  majority  of  said  commis- 
sioners shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. Any  vacancy  occurring  in  said  board  from  any  cause 
may  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term  by 
the  town  at  any  legal  to\vn  meeting  called  for  the  purpose. 
Any  such  vacancy  may  be  filled  temporarily  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  selectmen,  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  hold 
office  until  the  town  fills  the  vacancy  in  the  manner  herein 
provided  for. 

Section  9.  Said  commissioners  shall  fix  just  and  equi- 
table prices  and  rates  for  the  use  of  water,  and  shall  pre- 
scribe the  time  and  manner  of  payment.  The  income  of 
the  water  works  shall  be  applied  to  defraying  all  operating 
expenses,  interest  charges  and  payments  on  the  principal 
as  they  accrue  upon  any  bonds,  notes  or  scrip  issued  under 
authority  of  this  act.  If  there  should  be  a  net  surplus  re- 
maining after  providing  for  the  aforesaid  charges  it  shall 
be  used  for  such  new  construction  as  the  water  commission- 
ers may  determine  upon,  and  in  case  a  surplus  should  re- 
main after  payment  for  such  new  construction  the  water 
rates  shall  be  reduced  proportionately.  jS^o  money  shall  be 
expended  in  new  construction  by  the  water  commissioners 
except  from  the  net  surplus  aforesaid,  unless  the  town 
appropriates  and  provides  money  therefor.  Said  commis- 
sioners shall  amiually,  and  as  often  as  the  town  may  re- 
quire, render  a  rej^ort  upon  the  condition  of  the  works 
under  their  charge  and  an  account  of  their  doings,  includ- 
ing an  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures. 

Section  10.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  as  debarring  the  town  of  Concord  from  taking 
at  any  time,  if  so  authorized,  a  part  of  the  waters  of  said 
White  pond  for  the  water  supply  of  said  town,  or  from 
using  said  pond,  if  so  authorized,  as  a  reservoir  for  holding 
water  derived  from  another  source ;  and  in  case  of  such 
use  by  the  town  of  Concord  of  any  part  of  the  water  rights 
appurtenant  to  said  pond,  the  town  of  Concord  shall  pay 
to  the  town  of  Sudbury  a  just  proportionate  part  of  what- 
ever sums  the  town  of  Sudbury  shall  have  paid  or  become 
liable  to  pay  for  damages  to  any  persons  or  corporations 
by  the  taking  of  the  said  water  rights  by  the  town  of  Sud- 
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bury,  or  by  the  taking  of  any  lands  for  protecting  the  purity 
of  the  waters  of  said  pond,  such  damages  to  be  ascertained, 
if  the  parties  fail  to  agree  thereon,  by  three  commissioners 
to  be  appointed  by  the  supreme  judicial  court  upon  the 
api^lication  of  either  party ;  and  the  report  of  said  commis- 
sioners made  after  hearing  the  parties  and  returned  to  and 
accepted  by  said  court  shall  be  final  between  said  parties. 
In  case  of  the  taking  of  the  waters  of  said  pond  by  either 
of  said  towns,  the  needs  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of 
Sudbury  shall  first  be  supplied ;  and  the  town  of  Concord, 
if  authorized  to  take  water  from  said  pond,  shall  not  in  any 
manner  interfere  with  the  pipes,  dams,  aqueducts  or  other 
works  established  under  authority  of  this  act,  or  draw 
such  quantity  of  water  at  any  time  from  said  pond  as  will 
cause,  in  connection  with  the  quantity  required  for  the 
supply  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Sudbury,  an  ex- 
cessive or  unnecessary  lowering  of  the  level  of  the  water 
therein. 

Section  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  ac-  Time  of 
ceptance  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  town 
of  Sudbury  present  and  voting  thereon  at  a  legal  meeting 
called  for  the  purpose  within  three  years  after  its  passage ; 
but  it  shall  become  void  unless  the  town  of  Sudbury  shall 
begin  to  distribute  water  to  consumers  in  said  town  within 
three  years  after  the  date  of  the  acceptance  of  this  act  as 
aforesaid.  For  the  purpose  of  being  submitted  to  the 
voters  as  aforesaid  this  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Section  1.  The  warden  of  the  state  prison,  the  super- 
intendent of  the  Massachusetts  reformatory  and  the  super- 
intendent of  the  reformatory  prison  for  women,  may  from 
time  to  time  respectively  designate  for  temporary  service 
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one  of  the  officers  of  the  institution  to  be  assistant  deputy. 
The  said  assistant  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be 
assigned  by  the  warden  or  superintendent,  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  deputy  warden  or  deputy 
superintendent  shall  perform  the  duties  of  that  officer.

materially  injure  such  fisheries,  they  may  by  an  order  in

subject  to   all   the   duties,   restrictimis   and    liabilities   set 
forth  in  all  gencsral  laws  now  or  hereafter  in  force  appli- 
cable to  such  corporations. 

Section  2.     Said  corporation,  for  the  purposes  afore-  May  acquire 
said,  may  lease,  take  or  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  wltBr",  water 
and  hold  and  convey  the  waters,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  "^^^'''  '^''^' 
be  necessary,  of  any  ponds,  springs,  streams,  wells  or  any 
filter  galleries  or  wells  that  may  b(;  constructed  upon  the 
shore  of  any  pond,  or  near  any  spring  or  stream  within  the 
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limits  of  said  to^vii,  together  with  any  water  rights  con- 
nected therewith,  and  also  all  lands,  rights  of  way  and 
easements  necessary  for  holding  and  preserving  such  water 
and  for  conveying  the  same  to  any  part  of  said  towm ;  and 
may  erect  on  the  land  thus  taken  or  held  proper  dams, 
buildings,  standpipes,  fixtures  and  other  structures,  and 
may  make  excavations,  procure  and  operate  machinery, 
and  provide  such  other  means  and  appliances,  and  may  do 
such  other  things,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  complete  and  effective  water 
works :  provided,  however,  that  no  source  of  water  supply 
for  domestic  purposes  or  lands  necessary  for  preserving 
the  quality  of  such  water  shall  be  acquired  under  this  act 
without  the  consent  of  the  state  board  of  health,  and  that 
the  location  of  all  dams,  reservoirs,  wells  or  other  works  for 
collecting  or  storing  water  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  said  board. 

Section  3.  Said  company,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
may  construct,  lay  and  maintain  aqueducts,  conduits,  pipes 
and  other  works,  under  or  over  any  land,  water  courses, 
canals,  dams,  railroads,  railways  and  public  or  other  ways, 
and  along  any  highway  or  other  way  in  the  town  of  Nor- 
ton, in  such  manner  as  not  unnecessarily  to  obstruct  the 
same;  and  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  laying,  main- 
taining and  repairing  such  aqueducts,  conduits,  pipes  and 
other  works,  and  for  all  purposes  of  this  act,  said  company 
may  dig  up,  raise  and  embank  any  such  lands,  highways  or 
other  ways  in  such  manner  as  to  cause  the  least  hindrance 
to  public  travel ;  but  all  things  done  upon  any  public  ways 
shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  and  approval  of  the  select- 
men of  said  town. 

Section  4.  Said  corporation  shall,  within  ninety  days 
after  voting  to  take  any  lands,  rights  of  way,  water  rights, 
water  sources  or  easements  as  aforesaid,  file  and  cause  to 
be  recorded  in  the  registry  of  deeds  for  the  county  of  Bris- 
tol, northern  district,  a  description  thereof  sufficiently 
accurate  for  identification,  with  a  statement  of  the  purpose 
for  which  the  same  were  taken,  signed  by  the  president  of 
the  corporation.  The  recording  shall  operate  as  a  taking 
of  the  real  estate  and  rights  and  easements  therein  de- 
scribed. 

Section  .5.  Said  corporation  shall  pay  all  damages  to 
property  sustained  by  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  by 
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the  taking  of  any  land,  right  of  way,  water,  water  sources,  Damages, 
water  right  or  easement,  or  by  any  other  thing  done  by  said 
corporation  under  the  authority  of  this  act.  Any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  sustaining  damages  as  aforesaid,  and 
failing  to  agree  with  said  corporation  as  to  the  amount 
thereof,  may  have  the  same  assessed  and  determined  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law  in  the  case  of  land  taken  for  the 
laying  out  of  highways,  on  application  at  any  time  within 
tlu'ee  years  after  the  taking  of  such  land  or  other  property 
or  the  doing  of  any  other  injury  under  authority  of  this  act ; 
but  no  such  application  shall  be  made  after  the  expiration 
of  the  said  three  years.  'No  application  for  the  assessment 
of  damages  shall  be  made  for  the  taking  of  any  water,  water 
right  or  water  source,  or  for  any  injury  thereto,  until  the 
water  is  actually  withdrawn  or  diverted  under  authority 
of  this  act.  Said  corporation  may  by  vote,  from  time  to 
time,  determine  what  amount  or  quantity  of  water  it  pro- 
poses to  take  and  appropriate  under  this  act ;  in  which  case 
any  damages  caused  by  such  taking  shall  be  based  upon 
such  amount  or  quantity,  until  the  same  shall  be  increased 
by  vote  or  otherwise,  and  in  such  event  said  corporation 
shall  be  further  liable  only  for  the  additional  damages 
caused  by  such  additional  taking. 

Section  6.  Said  corporation  may  distribute  water  Distribution 
through  the  town  of  jSTorton,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  regu-  °  ^'^  ^^'  "^  '^' 
late  the  use  of  the  same  and  may  establish  and  fix  from 
time  to  time  the  rates  for  the  use  of  said  water  and  collect 
the  same ;  and  may  make  such  contracts  with  the  said  town 
or  with  any  fire  district  now  or  hereafter  established 
therein,  or  with  any  individual  or  corporation,  to  supply 
water  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  or  for  other  purposes, 
as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

Section  7.  Said  corporation  may,  for  the  purposes  set  Real  estate 
forth  in  this  act,  hold  real  estate  not  exceeding  in  value  stock.''^'  ^ 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  the  capital  stock  of  said  cor- 
poration shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to 
be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each.  If  it 
be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  said  corporation,  an  in- 
crease of  capital  stock  may  be  authorized  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  corporations  in  the  manner  provided  in  sections 
thirty  and  thirty-one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  nine  of 
the  Revised  Laws,  and  in  any  amendment  thereof  now  or 
hereafter  made. 
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Section  8.  Immediately  after  the  payment  of  the  cap- 
ital stock  of  said  company  a  certificate  of  that  fact  and  of 
the  manner  in  which  the  same  has  been  paid  in,  and,  at  the 
time  of  making  the  certificate,  has  been  invested,  signed 
and  sworn  to  by  the  president,  treasurer,  and  a  majority 
at  least  of  the  directors,  and  approved  by  the  commissioner 
of  corporations,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary 
of  the  commonwealth.  A  conveyance  to  the  corporation  of 
property,  real  or  personal,  at  a  fair  valuation,  shall  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  paying  in  of  the  capital  stock  to  the 
extent  of  such  value,  if  a  statement  is  included  in  the  cer- 
tificate made,  signed  and  sworn  to  by  its  president,  treas- 
urer, and  a  majority  of  its  directors,  giving  a  description 
of  such  property  and  the  value  at  which  it  has  been  taken 
in  pajTuent,  in  such  detail  as  the  commissioner  of  corpora- 
tions shall  require  or  approve,  and  endorsed  with  his  cer- 
tificate that  he  is  satisfied  that  said  valuation  is  fair  and 
reasonable. 

Section  9.  Said  corporation  may  issue  bonds  and  may 
secure  the  same  by  a  mortgage  of  its  franchise  and  other 
property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  its  capital  stock 
actually  paid  in.  The  proceeds  of  all  bonds  so  issued  shall 
be  expended  only  in  the  extension  of  the  works  of  the  com- 
pany and  in  payment  of  expenditures  actually  made  in  the 
construction  of  the  works,  over  and  above  the  amount  of 
the  capital  stock  actually  paid  in. 

Section  10.  The  capital  stock  and  bonds  hereinbefore 
authorized  shall  be  issued  only  in  such  amounts  as  may 
from  time  to  time,  upon  investigation  by  the  commissioner 
of  corporations,  be  deemed  by  him  to  be  reasonably  requi- 
site for  the  purposes  for  which  such  issue  is  authorized. 
His  decision  approving  such  issue  shall  specify  the  respec- 
tive amounts  of  stock  and  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued, 
and  the  purposes  to  which  the  proceeds  thereof  are  to  be 
applied.  A  certificate  setting  forth  his  decision  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth 
before  the  certificates  of  stock  or  the  bonds  are  issued,  and 
the  proceeds  of  such  stock  or  bonds  shall  not  bo  applied  to 
any  purpose  not  specified  in  the  said  decision. 

Section  11.  Whoever  wilfully  or  wantonly  corrupts, 
pollutes  or  diverts  any  water  taken  or  held  under  this  act, 
or  injures  any  structure,  work  or  other  property  owned, 
held  or  used  by  said  corporation  under  authority  of  this 
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act,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  corporation  three  times 
the  amount  of  damages  assessed  therefor,  to  be  recovered 
in  an  action  of  tort ;  and  upon  being  convicted  of  any  of 
the  above  wilful  or  wanton  acts  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment 
in  jail  for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year.

ChapAQl  An  Act  relative  to  recipients  of  state  and  military 

AID. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  two  of  chapter  seventy-nine  of  tbe  Revised  Laws, 
as  amended  and  superseded  by  chapter  four  hundred  and 
sixty-eight  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
nine,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  tbe  words  '^  follow- 
ing conditions  ",  at  tbe  end  of  tbe  section,  and  inserting  in 
place  tbereof  the  words :  —  conditions  specified  in  this  chap- 
ter, but  wherever  money  is  expended  for  a  person  within 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  no  officer  of  any  city  or  town 
sball,  directly  or  indirectly,  solicit,  direct,  or  in  any  way 
interfere  with  the  recipient  of  such  aid  in  tbe  matter  of  tbe 
person,  partnership  or  corporation  to  whom  or  to  which, 
or  the  place  at  which,  the  recipient  sball  give  his  custom ; 
and  whoever  violates  this  provision  sball  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  —  Section  2.  A  city 
or  town  may  raise  money,  and,  under  the  direction  of  tbe 
mayor  and  aldermen  or  selectmen  or,  in  Boston,  subject  to 
the  order  of  the  aldermen  as  to  the  amounts  to  be  paid  to 
beneficiaries,  but  under  tbe  direction  of  tbe  soldiers'  relief 
commissioner,  pay  state  or  military  aid  to,  or  expend  it 
for,  any  worthy  person,  subject  to  the  conditions  specified 
in  this  chapter,  but  wherever  money  is  expended  for  a 
person  within  tbe  provisions  of  this  act,  no  officer  of  any 
city  or  town  sball,  directly  or  indirectly,  solicit,  direct,  or  in 
any  way  interfere  with  the  recipient  of  such  aid  in  the 
matter  of  the  person,  partnership  or  corporation  to  whom 
or  to  which,  or  the  place  at  which,  tbe  recipient  sball  give 
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his  custoin ;  and  whocvrr  violatos  this  ])r()visioii  shall  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars.  Approved  April  iiV,  1010.

lands,  buildings,  rights  of  way  and  casements  within  the 
watershed  of  Seven  Mile  river  in  the  town  of  jSTorth  Attle- 
borough as  may  be  necessary  for  collecting,  storing,  hold- 
ing, purifying  and  preserving  the  purity  of  the  water  and

The  town  shall  not  enter  upon,  construct  or 
lay  any  conduits,  pipes  or  other  works  within  the  location 
of  any  railroad  corporation,  except  at  such  time  and  in  such 
manner  as  it  may  agree  upon  with  such  corporation,  or,  in 
case  of  failure  so  to  agree,  as  may  be  approved  by  the  board 
of  railroad  commissioners. 

Section  3.  The  town  of  Attleborough  shall  within 
ninety  days  after  the  taking  of  any  lands,  rights  of  way, 
Avater  rights,  water  sources  or  easements  as  aforesaid  other 
than  by  purchase,  file  and  cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  regis- 
try of  deeds  for  the  district  and  county  in  which  the  same 
are  situated  a  description  thereof  sufficiently  accurate  for 
identification,  with  a  statement  of  the  purpose  for  which 
the  same  were  taken,  signed  by  the  water  commissioners. 
Upon  the  filing  of  said  description  and  statement  the  title 
in  fee  simple  to  the  lands,  buildings,  rights  of  way,  water 
rights  or  easements  so  taken  shall  vest  in  the  town  of  Attle- 
borough, and  the  land  purchased  or  acquired  in  any  way 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  managed,  improved 
and  controlled  by  the  board  of  water  commissioners  of  said 
town  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  deem  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  town. 

Section  4.  The  town  of  Attleborough  shall  pay  all 
damages  to  property  sustained  by  any  person  or  corporation 
by  the  taking  of  any  land,  right  of  way,  water,  water  source, 
water  right  or  easement,  or  by  anything  done  by  said  town 
under  authority  of  this  act.  Any  person  or  corporati(»n 
sustaining  damages  as  aforesaid  and  failing  to  agree  with 
said  town  as  to  the  amount  thereof,  may  have  the  same 
determined  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  in  the  case  of 
land  taken  for  the  laying  out  of  highways,  on  application  at 
any  time  within  the  period  of  two  years  after  the  taking  of 
such  land  or  other  property,  or  the  doing  of  other  injury 
under  authority  of  this  act ;  but  no  such  application  shall 
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1)0  made  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  two  years ;  and  no 
application  for  the  assessment  of  damages  shall  be  made 
for  the  taking  of  any  water,  water  right,  or  for  any  injnry 
thereto,  until  the  water  is  actually  withdrawn  or  diverted 
by  said  town  under  authority  of  this  act. 

SECTioisr  5.    After  the  actual  taking  of  any  property  in  Property 
the  town  of  N'orth  Attleborough  by  the  town  of  Attlebor-  valued  by 
ough  under  authority  of  this  act,  the  same  may  be  valued  by  of'^No^rth^*"^^ 
the  assessors  of  Xorth  Attleborough  on  the  basis  of  the  etc.^  °™^^  ' 
average  of  the  assessed  values  of  the  water  rights,  real  estate 
and  easements  so  taken  for  the  three  years  last  preceding 
the  acquisition  thereof ;  and  the  town  of  Attleborough  shall 
annually  pay,  if  required  by  the  town  of  I^orth  Attlebor- 
ough, to  said  town  of  North  Attleborough  taxes,  or  sums  in 
lieu  of  taxes,  at  the  rate  per  thousand  of  all  taxes  in  said 
town  for  that  year  on  the  valuation  so  determined. 

Section  G.  If  said  town  of  Attleborough  shall,  under  Grade  o/ 
authority  of  this  act,  construct  any  reservoir  in  such  man-  to  be  raised, 
ner  as  to  flow  any  existing  public  way,  it  shall  raise  the  way 
to  such  grade  as  will  make  it  reasonably  safe  and  convenient 
for  travel,  or  shall  build  in  place  of  any  part  of  such  way 
so  flowed  another  suitable  way,  which  shall  thereafter  be  a 
public  way,  with  all  necessary  fences  and  culverts,  as  and 
in  such  manner  as  shall  be  agreed .  upon  by  its  board  of 
water  commissioners  and  the  selectmen  of  the  town,  or,  if 
they  cannot  agree  thereon,  then  in  such  manner  as  shall 
be  determined  by  the  county  commissioners  on  application 
of  either  party  to  them,  and  said  county  commissioners  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  adjudicate  upon  the 
same. 

Section  7.    The  town  of  iVttleborough,  for  the  purj^oses  Town  of 
aforesaid,  may  issue  from  time  to  time  bonds,  notes  or  scrip  wate'?'Loan!' 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ^c^o^^^io. 
in  addition  to  the  amount  heretofore  authorized  by  law  to 
be  issued  by  said  town  for  water  works  purposes.     Such 
bonds,  notes  or  scrip  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words, 
Town  of  Attleborough  Water  Loan,  Act  of  1910;  shall  be 
payable  at  the  expiration  of  periods  not  exceeding  thirty 
years  from  the  dates  of  issue ;  shall  bear  interest,  "payable 
semi-annually,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  per  cent  per 
annum;  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  treasurer  of  the  town 
and  countersigned  by  the  water  commissioners.     The  town  Saieof. 
may  sell  such  securities  at  public  or  private  sale,  or  pledge  It^"*'^"' 
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the  same  for  money  borrowed  for  the  purposes  of  this  act 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  it  may  deem  proper : 
provided,  that  the  securities  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than 
their  par  value. 

Section  8.  The  town  of  Attleborough  shall,  at  the  time 
of  authorizing  said  loan,  provide  for  the  payment  thereof  in 
such  annual  payments,  as  nearly  equal  in  amount  as  prac- 
ticable, as  will  extinguish  the  same  within  the  time  pre- 
scribed by  this  act ;  and  when  a  vote  to  that  eifect  has  been 
passed  a  sum  which,  with  the  income  derived  from  water 
rates,  will  be  sufRcient  to  pay  the  annual  expense  of  oper- 
ating its  water  works  and  the  interest  as  it  accrues  on  the 
said  bonds,  notes  or  scrip,  and  to  make  such  payments  on 
the  principal  as  may  be  required  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  without  further  vote  be  assessed  and  collected 
by  the  town  in  each  year  thereafter  in  a  manner  similar  to 
that  in  which  other  taxes  are  assessed,  until  the  debt  in- 
curred by  said  loan  is  extinguished. 

Section  9.  Whoever  wilfully  or  wantonly  corrupts, 
pollutes  or  diverts  any  water  taken  or  held  under  this  act, 
or  injures  any  structure,  work  or  other  property  owned, 
held  or  used  by  said  town  under  authority  of  this  act,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  to  the  town  three  times  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages assessed  therefor,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  tort ; 
and  upon  being  convicted  of  any  of  the  above  wilful  or 
wanton  acts  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  jail  for  a  term 
not  exceeding  one  year.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  thirteen  of  chapter  one  hundred  of  ?-,lj'-^°°> 
the  Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  amended, 
ninth  and  tenth  lines,  the  words  "  ISTo  more  than  one  such 
place  shall  be  licensed  by  any  one  vote  of  the  licensing 
board",  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  — 
l^owhere  in  the  commonwealth  shall  a  fourth  or  fifth  class 
license  be  granted  to  be  exercised  upon  the  same  premises 
with  a  license  of  any  of  the  first  three  classes,  except  that  a 
licensed  innholder,  who  has  a  license  of  any  of  the  first 
three  classes  may  likewise  be  granted  a  license  of  the  fourth 
or  fifth  class  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  liquor  to  guests 
who  have  resorted  to  his  inn  for  food  or  lodging.  ISTo  more 
than  one  license  shall  be  granted  by  any  one  vote  of  the 
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licensing  board,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows  :  —  Section  13. 
In  cities  and  towns  which  vote  to  authorize  the  granting  of 
licenses  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  the  number  of 
places  licensed  for  the  sale  of  such  liquors  shall  not  exceed 
one  for  each  one  thousand  of  the  population  as  ascertained 
by  the  last  preceding  national  or  state  census,  but  one  such 
place  may  be  licensed  in  any  town  having  a  population  of 
less  than  one  thousand.  In  Boston,  one  such  place  may  be 
licensed  for  each  five  hundred  of  the  population,  but  in  no 
event  shall  the  total  number  of  licensed  places  therein 
exceed  one  thousand.  Xowhere  in  the  commonwealth  shall 
a  fourth  or  fifth  class  license  be  granted  to  be  exercised 
upon  the  same  premises  with  a  license  of  any  of  the  first 
three  classes,  except  that  a  licensed  innholder,  who  has  a 
license  of  any  of  the  first  three  classes  may  likewise  be 
granted  a  license  of  the  fourth  or  fifth  class  for  the  purjjose 
of  supplying  liquor  to  guests  who  have  resorted  to  his  inn 
for  food  or  lodging,  ^o  more  than  one  license  shall  be 
granted  by  any  one  vote  of  the  licensing  board.  Such 
licenses  shall  be  numbered  in  regular  order  as  granted,  and 
any  license  granted  contrary  to,  or  in  excess  of,  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section  shall  be  void ;  but  in  a  town  voting  as 
aforesaid  at  its  last  annual  town  meeting  which  has  less 
than  five  thousand  permanent  residents  according  to  the 
last  preceding  state  or  national  census  but  has  an  increased 
resident  population  during  the  summer  months,  the  select- 
men may,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  in  any 
year,  apply  to  the  chief  of  the  bureau  of  statistics  of  labor 
to  have  an  enumeration  made  of  the  temporary  or  summer 
residents  of  such  town.  Said  chief  shall  thereupon  make 
such  enumeration,  between  the  twenty-third  and  the  twenty- 
eighth  day  of  June  next  following,  under  such  rules  as  he 
shall  estal)lish.  A  person  who  has  not  been  a  resident  of 
such  town  for  at  least  three  days  preceding  the  enumeration 
shall  not  be  regarded  as  a  temporary  or  summer  resident 
thereof.  Said  chief  may  employ,  for  such  enumeration, 
such  persons  as  may  be  necessary,  who  shall  in  all  cases  be 
residents  of  the  town  if  suitable  and  competent  persons  can 
be  found  ;  otherwise,  non-residents  may  be  employed.  The 
chief  shall  report  the  total  number  of  such  temporary  or 
summer  residents  to  the  selectmen  of  the  town  on  or  before 
said  twenty-eighth  day  of  .lune.

ISTo  policy  of  insurance  against  loss  or  dam-  issuing  of 
age  from  disease  or  by  the  bodily  injury  or  death  by  acci-  fngagainTt"'^ 
dent  of  the  assured  shall  be  issued  or  delivered  in  this  com-  bod'ify'infury 
mon wealth  (a)  until  a  copy  of  the  policy  and  the  table  of  reguTated! 
rates  or  manual  of  risks  of  the  company  has  been  filed  at 
least  thirty  days  with  the  insurance  commissioner,  unless 
before  the  expiration  of  said  thirty  days  the  insurance  com- 
missioner shall  have  approved  the  policy  in  \\Titing ;  nor 
(b)  if  the  insurance  commissioner  notifies  the  company  in 
writing  that  in  his  opinion  the  form  of  said  policy  does  not 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  laws  of  this  common- 
wealth, specifying  the  reasons  for  his  opinion,  provided 
that  upon  the  petition  of  the  company  the  opinion  of  the 
insurance  commissioner  shall  be  subject  to  review  by  the 
supreme  judicial  court  of  this  commonwealth  ;  nor  (c)  shall 
such  policy  be  so  issued  or  delivered  unless  every  part  is 
plainly  printed  in  type  not  smaller  than  long  primer  or  ten 
point  type ;  nor  (d)  unless  there  is  printed  on  the  first  page 
thereof  and  on  its  filing  back  in  type  not  smaller  than 
eighteen  point  or  great  primer,  a  brief  description  of  the 
policy;  nor  (e)  unless  the  exceptions  be  printed  with  the 
same  prominence  as  the  benefits  to  which  such  exceptions 
apply;  nor  (f)  unless  it  contains  in  substance  the  following 
provisions : 

1.  A  provision  that  such  policy,  with  a  copy  of  the  appli- 
cation therefor,  if  any,  and  of  such  other  papers  as  may  be 
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attached  to  or  endorsed  thereon  shall  constitute  the  whole 
contract  of  insurance,  except  as  the  same  may  be  affected 
by  any  table  of  rates  or  classiiication  of  risks  filed  by  the 
company  with  the  insurance  commissioner. 

2.  A  provision  that  no  statement  made  by  the  applicant 
for  insurance,  which  statement  is  not  incorporated  in  or 
endorsed  on  the  policy  issued  to  such  applicant  shall  avoid 
the  policy  or  be  used  in  evidence,  and  that  no  provision  of 
the  charter,  constitution  or  by-laws  shall  be  used  in  defence 
of  any  claims  arising  under  any  such  policy  unless  such 
provisions  are  incorporated  in  full  in  the  policy;  but  this 
requirement  shall  not  be  deemed  to  apply  to  the  table  of 
rates  or  manual  of  classification  of  risks  of  any  company 
filed  with  the  insurance  commissioner  prior  to  the  date  of 
the  occurrence  of  the  injury  or  commencement  of  the  sick- 
ness for  which  indemnity  is  claimed. 

3.  A  provision  that  specifies  the  time  within  which  notice 
of  accident  or  disability  shall  be  given,  which  time  shall  not 
be  less  than  twenty  days  from  the  date  of  the  accident  nor 
less  than  ten  days  from  the  date  of  the  beginning  of  the 
disability  from  sickness  upon  which  the  claim  is  based : 
provided,  however,  that  in  case  of  accidental  death,  imme- 
diate notice  thereof  may  be  required,  unless  the  notice  as 
herein  specified  may  be  shown  not  to  have  been  reasonably 
possible. 

4.  A  provision  that  notice  of  a  claim  for  indemnity  shall 
be  deemed  sufficient  when  given  to  the  office  or  agent  of  the 
company  specified  in  the  policy. 

5.  A  provision  that  under  every  such  policy,  if  a  past  due 
premium  shall  be  accepted  by  the  company  or  by  a  branch 
office  or  by  a  duly  authorized  agent  of  the  company  in  the 
city,  town  or  county  in  which  the  insured  shall  reside,  or 
by  the  duly  authorized  agent  of  the  company  who  accepted 
the  last  premium  on  the  policy,  if  so  authorized  at  the  time 
of  the  acceptance  of  the  past  due  premium,  such  acceptance 
shall  reinstate  the  policy  in  full  as  to  disability  resulting 
from  accidental  bodily  injuries  thereafter  sustained,  but 
shall  only  reinstate  the  policy  as  to  disability  from  dis- 
ease beginning  more  than  ten  days  after  the  date  of  such 
acceptance. 

6.  A  provision  that  if  the  insured  is  injured  or  contracts 
disease  after  having  changed  his  occupation  to  one  classified 
by  the  company  as  more  hazardous  than  that  stated  in  the 
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policy,  or  while  he  is  doing  any  act  or  thing  pertaining  to  issuing  9/ 
any  occupation  so  classified,  except  ordinary  duties  about  [nVl.gainst"'^ 
his  residence  or  while  engaged  in  recreation,  the  company  bodi'iy'injliry 
will  pay  such  proportion  of  the  indenniitics  provided  in  the  regu'fated! 
policy  as  the  premium  paid  would  have  purchased  at  the 
rate  but  within  the  limits  fixed  by  the  company  for  such 
more   hazardous   occupation   according   to   the   company's 
rates  and  classification  of  risks  filed  with  the  insurance 
commissioner  in  this  commonwealth  prior  to  the  occurrence 
of  the  injury  or  the  commencement  of  the  disease  for  which 
indemnity  is  claimed. 

7.  A  provision  that  the  company  will  pay  the  benefits 
promised  within  not  more  than  sixty  days  of  the  receipt  by 
it  of  due  proofs  of  death  or  disability. 

8.  A  j)rovision  that  the  policy  may  be  cancelled  at  any 
time  by  the  company  by  written  notice  delivered  to  the  in- 
sured or  mailed  to  him  at  his  last  address  as  shown  by  the 
records  of  the  company  and  the  tender  of  the  company's 
check  for  the  unearned  portion  of  the  premium,  but  that 
such  cancellation  shall  be  without  prejudice  to  any  claim 
arising  on  account  of  disability  commencing  prior  to  the 
date  on  which  the  cancellation  takes  effect. 

9.  A  provision  specifying  the  time  within  which  proofs 
of  claim  shall  be  furnished  to  the  company,  which  time 
shall  be  not  less  than  ninety  days  from  the  date  of  death, 
dismemberment  or  loss  of  sight  or  from  the  termination  of 
any  other  disability. 

Section  2.    I^o  policy  insuring  against  accidental  bodily  Policies  not 
injuries  or  disease  or  death  from  accident  shall  be  issued  or  cer'ttjn'"" 
delivered  in  this  commonwealth  if  it  contains  in  substance  p^^'^'o'*^- 
any  of  the  following  provisions  : 

1.  A  provision  limiting  the  time  within  which  an  action 
at  law  or  in  equity  may  be  begun  to  less  than  two  years 
from  the  date  when  the  final  proof  of  claim  is  filed  with  the 
company. 

2.  A  provision  that  shall  authorize  the  deduction  of  any 
premium  or  assessment  from  any  indemnity  payable  under 
the  terms  of  the  policy,  except  such  premium  or  assessment 
as  may  be  due  or  covered  by  written  order  or  note  at  the 
time  of  payment  of  the  indemnity. 

3.  A  provision  limiting  the  amount  of  indemnity  to  be 
paid  to  a  sum  less  than  the  indemnity  as  stated  in  the  policy 

and  for  which  the  premium  has  been  paid :  provided,  how-  P'o^'so- 
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ever,  that  if  the  assured  shall  carry  other  insurance  cov- 
ering the  hazard  without  giving  written  notice  to  the 
companies,  corporations  or  associations  issuing  the  policies, 
then  and  in  that  case  each  company,  corporation  or  associa- 
tion may  stipulate  that  it  will  be  liable  only  for  such  pro- 
portionate amount  of  benefits  as  the  indemnity  promised 
bears  to  the  total  amount  of  indemnity  in  all  the  policies 
covering  such  hazard  and  for  the  return  of  such  part  of  the 
premium  paid  as  shall  exceed  the  pro  rata  of  the  premium 
for  the  benefits  paid. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  or  afl^ect  fra- 
ternal beneficiary  associations,  societies  or  orders  with 
representative  form  of  government  operating  on  a  lodge 
system,  or  those  whose  members  when  admitted  are  resi- 
dents of  this  commonwealth,  or  the  beneficiary  certificates 
or  policies  issued  by  them. 

Section  4.  A  policy  issued  in  violation  of  this  act  shall 
be  valid,  but  the  rights,  duties  and  obligations  of  all  par- 
ties thereto  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  5.  The  policies  of  insurance  against  accidental 
injury  or  disease  issued  by  a  company  not  organized  under 
the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  may,  when  issued  in  this 
commonwealth,  contain  any  provision  which  the  law  of 
the  state,  territory  or  district  of  the  United  States  under 
which  the  company  is  organized  prescribes  shall  be  in 
such  policies ;  and  the  policies  of  insurance  against  acci- 
dental injury  or  disease  of  a  company  organized  under  the 
laws  of  this  commonwealth  may,  when  issued  or  delivered 
in  any  other  state,  territory,  district  or  country,  contain 
any  provision  required  by  the  laws  of  the  state,  territory, 
district  or  country  in  which  the  same  are  issued,  anything 
in  this  act  to  the  contrary,  notwithstanding. 

Section  6.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  or  affect 
any  general  or  blanket  policy  of  insurance  issued  to  any 
municipal  corporation  or  department  thereof,  or  to  any 
corporation,  co-partnership,  association  or  individual  em- 
ployer, police  or  fire  department,  underwriters  corps,  sal- 
vage bureau,  or  like  associations  or  organizations,  where 
the  officers,  members  or  employees  or  classes  or  departments 
thereof  are  insured  against  specified  accidental  bodily  in- 
juries or  diseases  while  exposed  to  the  hazards  of  the  oc- 
cupation or  otherwise,  for  a  premium  intended  to  cover 
the  risks  of  all  the  persons  insured  under  such  policy. 
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Section  7.  Any  coinpaiiy  or  association  to  wliicli  this  I'enaity. 
act  applies,  or  any  olKecr  thereof  which  issues  or  delivers 
in  this  commonwealth  any  accident  or  health  policy  or 
contract  in  wilfnl  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars  for  each  oftcnce,  and  the  insurance  commissioner 
may  proceed  against  the  company  or  association,  or  its 
officers  or  agents,  in  the  manner  provided  in  section  seven 
of  chapter  five  hundred  and  seventy-six  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  seven. 

SECTioisr  8.    All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  here-  Repeal, 
with  are  hereby  repealed.

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  dis-  Taking  of 
play  torches  or  other  light  designed  or  used  for  the  purpose  tifician^ght 
of  taking  herring  or  other  fish  in  any  of  the  waters  of  Co-  wa^ers^reg- 
hasset  and  Scituate  southwesterly  of  a  line  drawn  from  "'=*'*>d. 
Little  Black  Rock  to  Gull  Island,  or  in  the  waters  of  Dux- 
bury  and  Plymouth  harbors  westerly  of  a  line  drawn  from 
Pier  Head  to  Saquish  Head  :  provided,  however,  that  the  se-  proviso, 
lectmen  of  the  towns  of  Cohasset,  Scituate,  Duxbury  and 
Plymouth  may  grant  permits  for  the  display  of  torches  or 
other  light  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  within  the  limits  of 
their  respective  towns  as  herein  described,  with  such  re- 
strictions as  in  their  judgment  will  prevent  the  same  from 
constituting  a  nuisance ;  and  they  may  at  any  time  revoke 
any  such  permit. 

Section  2.  Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  this  act  Penalty, 
shall  be  punished  for  a  first  ofl^ence  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than

the  state  board  of  health  shall  api)rove  for  this  purpose: 
provided,  that  said  board  is  satisfied  that  the  analysis  is  to 
be  used  for  the  enforcement  of  law. 

Section  2.  The  said  board  shall  furnish  a  certificate  of 
the  result  of  the  analysis  above  provided  for  to  said  au- 
thorities or  organizations,  and  the  certificate  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  composition  and  quality  of  the  ma- 
terials so  analyzed.

The  said  notes  or  bonds 
shall  be  signed  by  the  treasurer-  of  the  city  and  counter- 
signed by  the  mayor.

for  the  abolition  of  the  grade  crossing  is  approved  by  the 
Massachusetts  highway  commission.

hundred  and  forty-three  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  eight,  and  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
two  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  First  clause 
of  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :

tion and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  —  Under 
the  Fifth  clause  to  insure  only  against  the  sickness  and  the 
bodily  injury  or  death  of  the  insured  by  accident,  and

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dred  thousand  dollars,  —  so  that  the  clauses  and  paragraph 
of  said  section  hereby  amended,  being  clauses  First.  Fourth

Under  the  Fifth  clause  to  insure  only  against  the  sickness 
and  the  bodily  injury  or  death  of  the  insured  by  accident, 
and  under  the  Sixth  and  Twelfth  clauses  not  less  than  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Section  2.  Section  thirty-four  of  said  chapter  five  hun- 
dred and  seventy-six,  as  amended  by  chapter  eighty-one  of 
the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eight,  and  by 
chapter  four  hundred  and  eighty-eight  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  adding  after  clause  G  the  following  paragraphs :  —  Any 
company  re-incorporated  under  section  thirty-five  of  this 
chapter  may  increase  its  capital  stock  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided in  section  thirty-nine  of  said  chapter  and  may,  if  it 
has  sufficient  capital,  transact  any  or  all  of  the  kinds  of 
business  which  such  companies  are  permitted  to  transact  by 
sections  thirty-two  and  thirty-four  of  said  chapter  and  acts 
in  amendment  thereof  or  in  addition  thereto.

Section  1.  The  Shelburne  Falls  and  Colrain  Street 
Railway  Company  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  bonds, 
notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  payable  at  periods 
of  more  than  twelve  months  after  the  date  thereof,  for  the 
purpose  of  refunding  or  providing  means  to  pay  its  present 
funded  debt,  and  for  funding  and  providing  means  to  pay 
and  discharge  said  company's  other  obligations,  incurred 
for  any  purposes  for  which  street  railway  companies  are 
authorized  to  issue  bonds  under  section  one  hundred  and 
three  of  Part  III  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty-three

But  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  shall  not  aj)ply  to  persons  shooting  at,  or  killing 
said  birds  from  such  boats  or  floating  devices  if  the  same 
are  at  anchor. 
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Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  take  or  kill  a  hare  Taking,  etc., 
or  rabbit  by  a  traj),  snare  or  net,  or  for  the  purpose  of  kill-  rabbits  reg- 
ing  a  hare  or  rabbit  to  construct  or  set  a  trap,  snare  or  net, 
or  to  use  a  ferret.

shall  not  be  reckoned  in  determining  the  statutory  limit  of 
indebtedness  of  the  town.  Such  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear 
on  their  face  the  words,  Braintree  Sewerage  Loan,  Act  of 
1910,  shall  be  payable  within  periods  not  exceeding  thirty 
years  from  the  dates  of  issue,  and  shall  bear  interest,  pay- 
able semi  annually,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  per  cent 
per  annum.  They  shall  be  signed  by  the  treasurer  of  the 
town  and  countersigned  by  a  majority  of  the  selectmen. 
The  town  may  from  time  to  time  sell  such  securities,  or  any 
part  thereof,  at  public  or  private  sale,  provided  they  shall 
not  be  sold  for  less  than  their  par  value.  The  proceeds 
thereof  shall  be  retained  in  the  treasury,  and  the  treasurer 
shall,  upon  the  order  of  said  board  of  commissioners,  pay

shall  by  vote  determine,  and  the  said  receipts  shall  be  used 
for  no  other  ]>ur])ose.  If  the  said  receipts  shall  not  in  any 
year  be  sufficient  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  the  town 
shall  raise  forthwith  by  taxation,  in  the  same  manner  in 
which  money  is  raised  and  ap])r()priated  for  other  town 
])ui'])()ses,  the  balance  required  therefor. 

Section  9.  The  town  of  Braintree  shall  by  vote  de- 
termine what  proportion  of  the  cost  of  said  system  or 
systems  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  said  town  shall 
pay:  iwov'uJed,  that  it  shall  not  pay  less  than  one  third 
nor  more  than  two  thirds  of  the  whole  cost.  The  remaining 
cost  of  said  systems  shall  be  borne  by  the  owners  of  estates 
situated  within  the  territory  end)raced  by  them  and  bene- 
fited thereby,  but  no  estate  shall  be  deemed  to  be  benefited 
until  a  sewer  is  constructed  into  which  it  can  be  drained. 
The  owners  of  such  estates  shall  be  assessed  by  said  com- 
missioners their  proportional  parts,  respectively,  of  such 
]iortion  of  the  total  cost  of  said  systems  as  is  not  borne  by 
th('  town  as  above  provided.  The  said  boai-d  of  .sewer  com- 
missiouei's  shall  determine  the  value  of  the  special  l)enefit 
to  each  of  the  said  estates,  respectively,  from  the  said  sys- 
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tern  of  sewers,  taking  into  account  all  tbe  circmnstances  of 
the  case,  and  the  proportionate  part  to  Le  paid  by  the 
owners  of  the  said  estates,  respectively,  shall  be  based  upon 
the  amount  of  the  special  benefit  to  each  estate,  determined 
as  aforesaid ;  and  every  such  owner  shall,  within  three 
months  after  written  notice  of  such  assessment,  served  on 
him  or  on  the  occupants  of  his  estate,  or  sent  by  mail  to 
the  last  address  of  said  owner  known  to  said  commissioners, 
pay  the  sum  so  assessed  to  the  collector  of  taxes  of  said 
town;  provided,  that  said  board  shall  on  the  written  request  Provisos, 
of  any  such  owner,  made  within  said  three  months,  appor- 
tion such  assessment  into  four  equal  parts  or  instalments ; 
and  said  board  shall  certify  such  apportionment  to  the 
assessors  of  the  town,  and  one  of  said  parts  or  instalments, 
with  interest  from  the  date  of  the  apportionment  at  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent  per  annum,  shall  be  added  by  the 
assessors  to  the  annual  tax  on  such  estates  for  each  year 
next  ensuing,  until  all  said  parts  have  so  been  added,  unless 
sooner  paid  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  provided,  further,

or  payments  to  the  assessors,  who  shall  preserve  a  record 
thereof.  In  cases  of  corner  lots  and  lots  abutting  on  more 
than  one  sewered  street  the  same  area  shall  not  be  assessed 
more  than  once. 

Section  10.  An  assessment  made  under  the  provi-  Assessment 
sions  of  section  nine  shall  constitute  a  lien  upon  the  estate,  a  iien  upon 
which  shall  continue  for  three  years  after  it  is  made  and 
notice  served  as  above  provided,  or,  in  case  of  apportion- 
ment, until  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the  time 
when  the  last  instalment  is  committed  to  the  collector  of 
taxes ;  and  said  assessment,  if  not  paid  within  three  months 
after  service  of  said  notice,  or,  if  apportioned,  within  three 
months  after  any  part  has  become  due,  may,  together  with 
interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  per  annum,  with 
incidental  costs  and  expenses,  be  levied  by  the  collector  by 
sale  of  such  estate,  or  so  much  thereof  as  shall  be  sufficient 
to  discharge  the  assessment  and  interest  and  intervening 
charges.     Such  sale  and  all  proceedings  connected  there- 
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with  shall  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  sales  for 
the  non-payment  of  taxes;  and  real  estate  so  sold  may  be 
redeemed  the  same  as  if  sold  for  the  non-payment  of  taxes, 
and  in  the  same  manner.

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Section  10.  A  justice  of  either  court,  or  of  the  land  court, 
or  any  judge  of  probate  and  insolvency,  who,  having  at- 
tained the  age  of  seventy  years  and  having  served  in  any 
or  all  of  said  courts  for  at  least  ten  consecutive  years,  re- 
signs his  office  shall,  during  the  remainder  of  his  life,  re-

name  or  trade  mark  the  same  may  be  called  or  known  shall 
affix  to  the  bottle  or  vessel  containing  the  same  a  label  bear- 
ing the  words,  ''  Poison,  Not  for  Internal  Use  ",  in  red  let- 
ters of  uncondensed  Gothic  type  not  less  than  one  fourth  of 
an  inch  in  height,  and  the  same  words,  "  Poison,  Not  for 
Internal  Use  ",  in  stencilled  letters  of  similar  Gothic  type 
of  a  size  not  less  than  three  fourths  nor  more  than  one  and 
one  half  inches  in  height  for  use  on  barrels  and  kegs.  Who-  Penalty, 
ever  violates  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  pay  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  for 
each  sale  in  respect  to  which  the  violation  occurs.

Section  1.  The  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Beverly  shall  ge^eriy. 
continue  to  be  a  municipal  corporation  under  the  name  of 
the  City  of  Beverly,  and  as  such  shall  have,  exercise  and 
enjoy  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  now  pertaining  to 
and  incuiixbent  upon  the  said  city  as  a  municipal  corpora- 
tion. 

The  territory  of  the  city  shall  be  divided  six  wards, 
into  six  wards  with  their  boundaries  as  at  present  consti- 
tuted, until  the  same  are  changed  under  the  provisions  of 
law. 

Section  3.     The  administration  of  allthe  fiscal,  pru-  Administra- 
dential  and  municipal  affairs  of  said  city,  and  the  govern-  municipal 

affairs,  etc. 
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meiit  thereof,  —  except  the  affairs  of  the  public  schools, 
the  adniiiiistration,  iiiaiiagemeiit  and  control  oi  which  shall 
be  vested  in  a  school  committee  of  seven  members,  —  shall 
be  vested  in  an  executive  department  which  shall  consist  of 
one  officer  to  be  calleil  the  mayor,  and  in  a  legislative  depart- 
ment, which  shall  consist  of  a  single  body  of  nine  to  be 
called  the  board  of  aldermen,  the  members  whereof  shall 
be  called  aldermen.  The  legislative  department  shall  never 
exercise  any  executive  power,  and  the  executive  department 
shall  never  exercise  any  legislative  power,  except  as  may 
otherwise  be  provided  herein. 

Section  4.  All  meetings  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
city  for  the  purpose  of  voting  at  elections  and  for  other 
special  municipal  or  legal  purposes  shall  be  called  by  war- 
rants issued  by  order  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  and,  so  far 
as  may  be,  in  the  manner  provided  for  calling  elections  in 
cities  by  chapter  five  hundred  and  sixty  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  and  acts  in  amendment 
thereof  and  in  addition  thereto.  When  no  convenient  ward 
room  for  holding  meetings  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
ward  can  be  had  within  the  territorial  limits  of  such  ward, 
the  board  of  aldermen  may  in  the  warrant  calling  for  a 
meeting  of  the  voters  of  the  ward,  direct  that  the  meeting  be 
held  in  some  convenient  place  which  they  shall  designate 
within  the  limits  of  an  adjacent  w^ard  of  the  city;  and,  for 
that  purpose,  the  place  so  designated  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
a  part  of  the  ward  in  which  the  election  is  held. 

Section  5.  All  meetings  for  the  election  of  national, 
state,  county  and  district  officers  shall  be  called  by  order  of 
the  board  of  aldermen  in  the  manner  in  which  meetings  for 
municipal  elections  are  called. 

Section  6.  General  meetings  of  the  citizens  qualified  to 
vote  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  held  according  to  rights 
secured  by  the  constitution  of  the  commonwealth,  and  all 
such  meetings  may,  and  upon  the  request  in  writing  of  fifty 
qualified  voters  setting  fprth  the  purposes  thereof,  shall 
duly  be  called  by  the  board  of  aldermen.  Any  discussion 
or  action  taken  at  such  a  meeting  shall  be  confined  to  the 
purposes  set  forth  in  the  petiticm. 

Section  7.  The  annual  city  election  shall  be  held  on 
the  Tuesday  after  the  second  Monday  in  December,  and  the 
municipal  year  shall  begin  on  the  first  Monday  in  January 
next  followinL^  at  twelve  o'clock  noon,  and  continue  until 
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the   first   jMoiulay   in   Jniiuary    next   followin*!;   at    twelve 
uV'loek  noon. 

Section  8.  At  the  annual  city  electi(ni  the  (lualiiied  '';''''''''","/ .. 
voters  of  the.  city  shall  give  in  their  votes  by  ballot  for  men,  etc. 
mayor  and  members  of  the  board  of  aldermen  and  of  the 
school  committee,  or  for  such  of  them  as  are  to  be  elected, 
and  the  person  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  for 
any  office  shall  be  deemed  and  declared  to  be  elected  to  such 
office,  and  whenever  two  or  more  persons  are  to  be  elected 
to  the  same  office  the  several  ]icrsons  up  to  the  number  re- 
quired to  be  chosen  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes 
shall  ])o  deemed  and  declared  to  be  electeil.  If  it  shall  Jt'l'=^°""'" 
appear  that  there  is  no  choice  for  mayor,  or  if  the  person 
elected  to  that  office  shall  refuse  to  accept,  or  shall  die 
before  qualifying,  or  if  a  vacancy  in  the  office  shall  occur 
more  than  four  months  previous  to  the  expiration  of  service 
of  a  mayor,  the  board  of  aldermen  shall  forthwith  cause 
warrants  to  be  issued  for  a  new  election  and  the  same  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  had  in  all  respects  as  are  hereinbefore 
provided  for  the  election  of  mayor,  and  shall  be  repeated 
until  the  election  of  a  mayor  is  completed.  If  the  full 
number  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  aldermen  has  not 
been  elected  or  if  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  alderman  shall 
occur  more  than  three  months  previous  to  the  expiration  of 
the  term  of  office,  the  board  of  aldermen  shall  forthwith 
elect  from  among  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city  or  ward,  as 
the  case  may  be,  some  person  or  persons  to  fill  the  vacancy 
or  vacancies  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term.  In 
case  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  mayor  shall  occur  within 
four  months  previous  to  the  expiration  of  the  unexpired 
term,  the  board  of  aldermen  may  in  its  discretion  order  a 
new  election  for  mayor  to  be  held  as  aforesaid  to  fill  the 
vacancy ;  and  may,  likewise,  should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the 
office  of  any  member  of  the  board  of  aldermen  within  said 
period  of  three  months,  fill  said  office  in  the  manner  afore- 
said. 

Section  9.     At  the  first  municipal  election  held  under  First  mimici-

this  act  the  qualified  voters  of  the  whole  city  voting  at  large  etc. 
shall  elect  from  their  number  by  ballot  a  mayor  to  serve 
for  the  term  of  two  years  beginning  with  the  first  Monday 
in  January  next  following,  and  every  second  year  there- 
after shall  elect  in  like  manner  a  mavor  to  serve  for  the 
term  of  two  years  ;  and  in  like  manner  shall  elect  three  mem- 
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bers  of  the  board  of  aldermen  to  serve  for  the  term  of  one 
year  beginning  with  said  first  Monday  in  January  then 
next  ensuing.  And  there  shall  be  elected  by  and  from  the 
qualified  voters  of  each  ward  at  said  first  municipal  election 
held  under  this  act,  one  member  of  the  board  of  aldermen 
to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year  beginning  with  the  first 
Monday  in  January  next  ensuing;  and  at  each  annual  mu- 
nicij^al  election  thereafter  there  shall  be  elected-  by  and 
from  the  voters  at  large  three  members  of  the  board  of  alder- 
men, and  by  and  from  the  voters  of  each  ward  one  member 
of  said  board,  to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year  beginning 
with  the  first  Monday  in  January  then  next  ensuing.  The 
member  elected  at  large  receiving  the  highest  number  of 
votes  at  any  annual  municipal  election,  including  the  first 
nnmicipal  election  under  this  act,  shall  be  president  of  the 
board  of  aldermen.  At  said  first  municipal  election  there 
shall  be  elected  by  and  from  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
entire  city,  voting  at  large,  one  member  of  the  school  com- 
mittee who  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years,  begin- 
ning with  the  first  Monday  in  January  next  following. 
At  said  first  municipal  election  there  shall  also  be  elected 
from  the  qualitied  voters  of  each  ward  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  whole  city,  voting  at  large,  one  member  of 
the  school  committee,  the  two  candidates  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  to  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years, 
the  two  candidates  receiving  the  next  highest  number  of 
votes  to  serve  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  the  two  candi- 
dates receiving  the  next  highest  numl)er  of  votes  to  serve  for 
the  term  of  one  year,  beginning  in  each  case  with  the  said 
first  Monday  in  January.  Thereafter,  as  the  term  of  each 
member  of  the  school  committee  expires,  the  successor  of 
such  member  shall  be  chosen  for  the  term  of  three  years  in 
the  manner  hereinbefore  provided.  The  mayor,  members 
of  the  board  of  aldermen,  and  members  of  the  school  com- 
mittee shall  hold  office  for  their  respective  terms  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Section  10.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall  be  the  judge 
of  the  election  and  qualifications  of  its  members,  and  shall 
from  time  to  time  establish  rules  for  its  proceedings.  In 
the  case  of  the  death,  inability,  absence  or  resignation  of 
the  mayor,  and  whenever  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office 
for  any  cause,  the  president  of  the  board  of  aldermen, 
while  such  cause  continues,  shall  perform  the  duties  of 
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mayor.  If  the  president  of  the  board  of  aldermen  is  also 
absent  or  unavailable  for  any  cause,  the  said  duties  shall 
be  performed  until  the  mayor  or  president  of  the  board 
of  aldermen  returns  or  is  able  to  attend  to  said  duties,  by 
such  member  of  the  board  of  aldermen  as  that  body  may 
elect,  and  until  such  election,  by  the  city  clerk.  The  per- 
son upon  whom  the  said  duties  shall  devolve  shall  be  called 
acting  mayor,  and  he  shall  possess  the  power  of  mayor 
only  in  matters  not  admitting  of  delay,  and  shall  have  no 
power  to  make  permanent  appointments  except  upon  the 
death  or  resignation  of  the  mayor,  and  then  only  for  the 
period  intervening  until  a  new  election  of  mayor  is  had, 
or  except  in  a  case  arising  under  section  eight  of  this  act 
where  the  discretion  of  the  board  is  not  exercised  by  calling 
a  new  election  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  mayor  oc- 
curring within  four  months  of  the  expiration  of  the  term. 
In  such  case,  said  acting  mayor  shall  perform  all  the  du- 
ties, and  be  clothed  with  all  the  authority  of  the  office  of 
mayor  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Section  11.  Any  male  qualified  and  registered  voter  Nominations 
in  said  city  may  be  nominated  for  any  municipal  elective  e?p'^Uve""^'^^ 
office,  and  the  procedure  for  procuring  such  nominations,  ''''^'^'^^• 
obtaining  signatures,  filing  and  certification  of  the  same, 
shall  be  according  to  the  method  laid  down  in  chapter  five 
hundred  and  sixty  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  seven,  and  in  all  other  provisions  of  law  thereto  per- 
taining. Women  who  are  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of 
the  school  committee,  may  be  nominated  as  and  sign  nom- 
ination papers  for  candidates  for  that  office  in  the  same 
manner  and  under  the  same  provisions  of  law  as  men. 
The  names  of  candidates  appearing  on  nomination  papers 
shall,  when  filed  and  certified,  be  subject  to  public  inspec- 
tion. The  certification  required  by  law  shall  not  preclude 
any  voter  from  filing  objections  to  the  validity  of  the  nom- 
inations. 

The  order  of  precedence  in  which  the  names  of  all  can-  Order  of 
didates  to  be  voted  for  at  any  municipal  election  shall  "ffidri  baiiot. 
appear  on  the  official  ballot  shall  be  determined  by  the 
registrars  of  voters  of  said  city  by  drawing  lots  for  the 
same,  separate  drawings  to  be  made  for  each  group  of 
candidates  for  each  office  to  be  elected. 

SECTioisr  12,     The  mavor-elect  and  the  aldermen-elect  Oath  of  office

shall,  on  the  first  Monday  m  January  at  twelve  o  clock  aldermen. 
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noon,  meet  and  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discliarge  of  their 
duties.  The  oath  may  be  administered  to  the  mayor  by 
the  city  clerk,  or  by  a  judge  of  a  court  of  record,  or  by  a 
justice  of  the  peace.  The  oath  may  be  administered  to 
the  members  of  the  board  of  aldermen  by  the  mayor,  he 
ha^•ing  been  duly  sworn,  or  by  any  of  the  above  named 
officials.  A  certificate  that  said  oath  or  oaths  have  been 
taken  shall  be  entered  in  the  journal  of  the  board  of  alder- 
men. In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  mayor-elect  on  said 
day,  or  if  a  mayor  shall  subsequently  be  elected,  the  oath 
of  office  may  at  any  time  thereafter  be  administered  to 
him,  and  at  any  time  thereafter  in  like  manner  the  oath 
of  office  may  be  administered  to  any  member  of  the  board 
of  aldermen,  who  for  similar  reasons  shall  not  have  taken 
the  oath  on  the  day  named.  All  such  oaths  subsequently 
taken  shall  be  entered  in  the  journal  aforesaid.  After  the 
oath  has  been  administered  to  the  aldermen  present  they 
shall  organize,  with  the  member  elected  at  large  receiving 
the  highest  number  of  votes  at  the  preceding  municipal 
election,  as  president,  as  provided  in  section  nine.  The 
president  shall  be  sworn  by  the  city  clerk,  or  in  case  of 
the  absence  of  the  clerk,  by  any  justice  of  the  peace.  Noth- 
ing in  the  duties  of  his  office  shall  be  held  to  deprive  him 
of  his  right  to  vote  and  act  as  a  member  of  the  board. 

Section  13.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall,  so  far  as  is 
consistent  with  this  act,  have  and  exercise  all  the  legislative 
power  of  towns  and  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  shall 
have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  now  vested  by  law  in  the 
city  of  Beverly  and  in  the  inhabitants  thereof  as  a  munic- 
ipal corporation,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  be  sub- 
ject to  all  the  liabilities  of  city  councils  and  of  either 
branch  thereof,  and  it  may  by  ordinance  prescribe  the 
manner  in  which  such  powers  shall  be  exercised.  Its 
members  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services 
as  members  of  the  board  of  aldermen  or  of  any  committee 
thereof.  Sessions  of  the  board  whether  as  a  board  of  alder- 
men or  as  a  committee  of  the  whole  shall  be  open  to  the 
public,  and  a  journal  of  its  proceedings  shall  be  kept, 
which  journal  shall  l)e  subject  to  public  inspection.  The 
vote  of  the  board  upon  any  question  shall  be  taken  by  roll 
call  when  the  same  is  requested  by  at  least  three  members. 
Nothing  herein  shall  prevent  the  board,  by  special  vote, 
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from  liokliiig  private  sittings  for  the  consideration  of  nom- 
inations by  the  mayor. 

Section  l-i.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall  annnally  in  Certain  om- 
the  month  of  Jannary,  as  soon  after  its  organization  as  may  elected  by 
be,  elect  a  city  clerk,  a  city  collector  of  taxes,  a  city  messen-  aicieimen, 
ger,  a  city  treasurer,  a  city  physician,  and  a  clerk  of  com- 
mittees, all  for  the  term  of  one  year  beginning  with  the 
first  Monday  in  January  and  continuing  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified.  The  terms  of  office  of  all 
officers  and  members  of  boards  not  annually  elected  under 
the  present  city  charter,  except  the  school  committee,  whose 
term  or  terms  do  not  expire  on  the  first  Monday  in  January, 
nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  under  the  provisions  of  law, 
shall  continue  and  be  in  force  for  the  full  term  or  terms  to 
which  they  were  elected  under  the  present  law,  and  upon  the 
expiration  of  such  term  or  terms  the  vacancies  shall  be  filled 
as  hereinafter  provided.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall  elect 
as  said  terms  expire,  a  city  auditor  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  a  member  of  the  board  of  assessors  for  three  years, 
a  member  of  the  board  of  health  for  three  years,  a  member 
of  the  park  commissioners  for  three  years,  a  member  of  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  for  three  years,  and  a  member  of  the 
water  board  for  three  years,  each  of  which  boards  shall  con- 
sist of  three  members  as  at  present  constituted.  Thereafter 
there  shall  annually  be  elected  by  the  board  of  aldermen  a 
member  of  every  such  board  or  office  to  serve  for  the  term  of 
three  years,  as  the  term  or  terms  of  such  member  or  officer 
shall  expire.  Any  term  or  terms  of  such  officers  or  mem- 
bers or  boards  expiring  the  first  Monday  in  January,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  eleven,  shall  then  and  subsequently  be 
filled  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law.  Any  officers 
thus  elected  by  the  board  of  aldermen  may  be  removed  by 
the  said  board  for  sufficient  cause  by  a  two  thirds  vote. 
Vacancies  in  any  city  offices,  where  no  other  provision  is 
made  for  filling  the  same  in  this  act,  shall  be  filled  by  the 
election  or  appointment  of  a  successor  in  the  manner  in 
which  the  previous  incumbent  was  elected  or  appointed,  and 
the  person  elected  or  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  shall  hold 
his  office  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  during  which  his 
predecessor  would  have  been  entitled  to  hold  the  same. 

Section  15.     The  board  of  aldermen  shall  by  ordinance  Board  of 
determine  the  salary  of  the  mayor  and  of  all  the  officers  of  determi" 
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the  city,  except  as  is  otherwise  herein  provided,  and  may  in 
like  manner  change  sneh  salary  or  salaries  from  time  to 
time,  bnt  no  increase  of  salary  shall  be  ordained  after  July 
first  of  any  mnnicipal  year,  nor  shall  any  change  in  salary 
take  effect  until  the  municipal  year  succeeding  that  in 
which  the  ordinance  is  passed. 

Sp:ction  16.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall  have  power 
to  make  and  establish  ordinances  to  be  effective  wifhin  the 
city,  and  to  affix  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof,  as 
herein  or  by  general  law  provided,  without  the  sanction  of 
any  court  or  any  justice  thereof.  All  such  ordinances  shall 
forthwith  be  published  in  one  or  more  newspapers  desig- 
nated by  the  mayor  and  shall  take  effect  at  the  time  of  their 
approval  by  the  mayor  unless  it  is  otherwise  expressly 
stated  in  the  ordinance,  or  if  a  penalty  for  the  violation  is 
provided,  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  day  of 
approval.  Under  their  general  power  to  make  and  establish 
ordinances  the  board  of  aldermen  may  provide  by  ordi- 
nance for  the  establishment  of  additional  boards  or  officers 
to  insure  the  general  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city 
and  to  promote  economy  and  efficiency  in  the  municipal 
administration,  and  for  other  municipal  purposes.  The 
board  shall  therein  determine  the  number,  duties,  powers 
and  salaries  of  the  incumbents  of  such  boards  or  offices,  and 
may  delegate  for  such  purpose  to  any  board  or  office  thus 
created  the  appropriate  administrative  powers  given"  by 
general  law  to  city  councils  and  boards  of  aldermen.  The 
board  of  aldermen  may  also  by  ordinance  reorganize,  con- 
solidate or  abolish  departments  or  offices  of  the  city  in  whole 
or  in  part ;  and  may  transfer  the  duties,  powers  and  appro- 
priations of  one  department  to  another  in  whole  or  in  part. 
Said  board  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  existing  law  in  this 
behalf  delegated  to  city  councils,  and  inhabitants  of  towns 
to  establish  ordinances  as  aforesaid,  and  in  all  other  respects 
to  make  valid  and  reasonable  by-laws  for  said  city. 

Si-X'Tiox  17.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor,  have  exclusive  authority  and  power  to 
order  the  laying  out,  locating  anew,  widening,  discontinu- 
ing, or  changing  the  grade  of,  and  the  making  of  specific 
repairs  in  all  streets,  and,  except  as  is  otherwise  provided 
lierein,  it  shall  act  in  all  matters  relating  to  such  laying  out, 
locating  anew,  widening,  changing  of  grade,  or  discontinu- 
ing.   The  board  shall  assess  the  damages,  if  any,  sustained 
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thereby  by  any  persons.    Any  such  person  aggrieved  by  the 
action  of  the  board  of  aldermen  in  relation  to  damages,  or 
in  other  respects  hereunder,  shall  have  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  now  allowed  by  law  in  such  cases  in  appeals  from 
decisions  of  the  selectmen  of  towns.     Nothing  herein  shall  ^.^'J^of "0™-"^' 
be   held   to   deprive   the   county   commissioners    of    Essex  Ksslxcounty 
county  of  any  power  or  authority  in  relation  to  highways  not  affected.'

objections  of  the  mayor  at  length  upon  its  records  and  pro- 
ceed to  reconsider  such  ordinance,  order,  resolution  or  vote, 
and  if,  after  reconsideration,  two  thirds  of  the  board  of 
aldermen,  notwithstanding  the  said  objections,  vote  to  pass 
the  same,  it  shall  be  in  force.

The  head  of  the 
police  department  shall  be  known  as  the  chief  of  police. 
The  power  of  appointment  of  the  subordinate  officers  and 
members  of  the  police  force  shall  be  vested  in  the  mayor, 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen.  The 
chief  of  police  shall  annually  be  a])i)ointed  by  the  mayor 
without  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  and  may 
be  removed  at  any  time  by  the  mayor.  The  board  of  alder- 
men shall  have  power  to  prescribe  and  make  regulations 
for  the  government  of  the  police  department  and  of  all 
other  departments  of  the  city,  except  as  is  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  existing  law. 

Section  21.  Every  ordinance,  order,  resolution  or  vote 
involving  the  appropriation  or  expenditure,  of  money  to  an 
amount  exceeding  three  hundrwl  dollars,  and  every  such 
ordinance,  order,  resolution  or  vote  ordering  any  street 
improvement  or  sewer,  or  making  or  authorizing  the 
making  of  any  contract  in  excess  of  said  amount  of  three 
hundred  dollars,  or  granting  any  franchise  or  right  to 
occupy  or  use  the  streets,  highways,  bridges  or  public 
places  in  the  city  for  any  purpose,  shall  remain  on  file 
with  the  city  clerk  for  public  inspection  for  at  least  one 
week  before  the  final  passage  or  adoption  thereof:  iirovided, 
liowever,  that  in  the  case  of  any  such  ordinance,  order,  res- 
olution or  vote  appropriating  an  amount  or  authorizing  the 
making  of  a  contract  in  excess  of  three  hundred  dollars, 
and  not  relating  to  any  street  improvement  or  sewer,  or 
to  the  granting  of  a  franchise,  the  board  of  aldermen  may 
in  its  discretion  upon  receiving  the"  written  recommenda- 
tion of  the  mayor  with  his  reasons  therein  stated,  pass  such 
ordinance,  order,  resolution  or  vote  on  the  same  day  when 
the  first  reading  is  had  by  a  two  thirds  yea  and  nay  vote. 
On  the  final  passage  of  all  such  ordinances,  orders,  resolu- 
tions or  votes,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  roll  call.  All 
orders  carrying  appropriations  and  expenditures,  or  au- 
th(^)rizinfi'  the  borrowiii"'  of  monov,  shall  be  in  itemized 
form. 

Sectiox  22.  ^o  contract  made  in  behalf  of  the  city 
involving  an  amount  in  excess  of  three  hundred  dollars 
shall  be  valid  unless  it  receives  the  signature  of  the  mayor. 
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This  provision  shall  not  apply  to  any  exercise  of  the  ]>olice 
power  or  other  power  of  the  commonwealth  by  any  pul)lic 
officer  or  board  so  authorized  by  law. 

Section  28.     The  board  of  aldermen  shall  secure  a  iust  Board  of 

.  (•      m  aldermen  to 

and  proper  accountability  for  the  performance  of  all  con-  require  bonds 
tracts  or  obligations  entered  into  by  the  city  by  requiring  performance 
bonds  with  sufficient  penalties  and  sureties  from  all  persons  etc 
entrusted  in  behalf  of  the  city  with  the  receipt,  custody  or 
disbursement  of  money.    The  board  shall  have  the  care  and  Jtc.l'of  cemi'n 
superintendence  of  all  public  ]u-operty  of  the  city  together  ^"y'et^^P" 
with  its  custody  and  management,  except  as  herein  or  by 
general  law  otherwise  provided,  with  power  to  rent  or  sell 
what  may  legally  be  rented  or  sold,  and  to  purchase  prop- 
erty, real  or  personal,  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the 
city  whenever  such  purchase  is  deemed  by  the  board  to  be 
necessary. 

Section  24:.     The  board  of  aldermen  shall  have  power  Board  of 
to  establish  fire  limits  within  the  city,  and  from  time  to  IstluUh^"'^ 
time  to  change  or  to  enlarge  the  same,  and  to  regulate  by  etc  ™'  ^' 
ordinance  the  construction  of  buildings  erected  within  said 
fire  limits,  with  lawful  stipulations  as  to  their  situation, 
size,  and  the  material  of  which  they  shall  be  constructed, 
and  may  make  other  lawful  rules  and  regulations  to  pre- 
vent damage  by  fire. 

Section  25.  Special  meetings  of  the  board  of  aldermen  special  meet- 
may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  mayor  upon  mailing  writ-  "f^^idern^en. 
ten  notifications  of  the  same  with  a  statement  of  the  sub- 
ject-matter to  be  considered,  to  each  member  thereof,  or  by 
leaving  such  notice  at  the  usual  place  of  residence  of  each 
member  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  the  time  ap- 
pointed for  the  meeting. 

Section   26.     No  member  of  the  board  of  aldermen  Members  of 
shall,  during  the  term, for  which  he  is  elected,  hold  any  aideTmen 
other  office  or  position  the  salary  or  compensation  for  which  certain  other 
is  payable  out  of  the  city  treasury,  nor  shall  he  appear  as  etc  °''''**^' 
counsel  or  act  as  attorney  before  the  board  of  aldermen  or 
any  committee  thereof. 

Section  27.     All  elections  by  the  board  of  aldermen  Elections  by 
under  any  provision  of  law  shall  be  made  by  a  viva  voce  aide'rm°en. 
vote,  each  member  who  is  present  answering  to  his  name 
when  it  is  called  by  the  clerk  or  other  proper  officer,  stating 
the  name  of  the  person  for  whom  he  votes  or  declining  to 
vote  as  the  case  may  be ;  and  the  clerk  or  other  proper  officer 
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shall  record  every  such  vote.  Xo  such  election  shall  be 
valid  unless  it  is  made  as  aforesaid. 

Section  28.  The  executive  powers  of  the  city  shall  be 
vested  exclusively  in  the  mayor,  who  shall  enforce  the  laws 
and  regulations  of  the  city  either  personally  or  through 
the  administrative  officers  and  members  of  boards  provided 
in  this  act,  and  shall  be  vigilant  at  all  times  regarding 
such  enforcement ;  and  he  may,  except  as  herein  or  by 
general  laws  otherwise  provideil  suspend  from  office  by 
written  order  any  officer  api)ointed  by  him,  whether  or  not 
such  appointment  was  made  by  confirmation  of  the  board 
of  aldermen,  for  any  cause  which  he  shall  in  his  official 
discretion  deem  sufficient,  which  cause  he  shall  assign  in 
the  order  of  sus2)ension.  Such  suspension  shall  take  effect 
u])on  the  filing  of  the  order  therefor  with  the  city  clerk, 
and  the  serving  of  a  copy  thereof  upon  the  officer  thus  sus- 
pended either  personally  or  by  leaving  the  same  at  his 
last  or  usual  place  of  business,  or  residence.  The  suspen- 
sion of  any  such  officer  shall,  unless  previously  revoked  by 
the  mayor,  create  a  vacancy  in  such  office  at  the  expiration 
of  fifteen  days  after  said  order  is  filed  with  the  city  clerk, 
unless  within  that  time  the  officer  asks  for  a  hearing  before 
the  board  of  aldermen,  in  which  case  a  hearing  shall  forth- 
with be  held.  If,  within  one  week  after  the  conclusion  of 
said  hearing,  the  board  by  a  two  thirds  vote  shall  set  aside 
the  suspension,  the  officer  shall  be  reinstated,  otherwise  he 
shall  be  held  to  be  finally  discharged  from  office,  and  the 
vacancy  therein  shall  be  filled  forthwith. 

Section  29.  The  mayor  may  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  board  of  aldermen,  and  in  his  absence  and  in  all  cases 
where  nominations  of  the  mayor  are  to  be  acted  upon  by  the 
Ixjard  of  aldermen,  the  president  of  the  board  of  aldermen 
shall  preside.  The  mayor  shall  appoint  the  committees  of 
the  board  of  aldermen. 

Section  30.  The  mayor  shall  communicate  to  the  board 
of  aldermen  such  information  and  shall  recommend  such 
measures  as  in  his  judgment  the  interests  of  the  city  re- 
quire. He  shall  cause  to  be  kept  a  record  of  all  his  official 
acts,  and  for  this  purpose  and  to  assist  him  in  his  official 
duties  he  may,  without  the  confirmation  of  the  board  of 
aldermen,  appoint  a  secretary,  define  his  duties  and,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  fix  his 
salary. 
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Section  31.    The  mayor  shall  require  from  all  adminis-  Estimates  of

trative  officers  and  boards  ol  the  city  having  the  expendi- 
ture of  money,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  officers  and 
boards  to  furnish  forthwith  in  detail  when  so  required, 
estimates  for  the  next  municipal  year  of  the  expenditures  of 
the  department  or  office  under  their  charge.  Said  estimates 
shall  be  requested  annually  on  or  before  October  first,  and 
within  thirty  days  from  that  date  in  each  year  the  annual 
budget  of  the  estimated  expenses  of  the  city  for  the  ensuing 
municipal  year  shall  be  submitted  to  the  board  of  aldermen 
by  the  mayor.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall  forthwith  con- 
sider said  budget  and  may  reduce,  pass  or  reject  any  item 
thereof  by  majority  vote,  l)ut  shall  vote  no  increase  in  any 
item  except  by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the 
board.  The  mayor  may  submit  thereafter  supplementary 
budgets  until  such  time  as  the  tax  rate  for  the  year  shall 
have  been  fixed.  The  board  of  aldermen  shall,  on  or  Appropria- 
before  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year  in  the  manner  '""^'  *^"^' 
aforesaid,  appropriate  such  amount  as  may  be  necessary  to 
meet  the  expenditure  of  the  following  year,  and  such  appro- 
priation shall  not  thereafter  be  increased,  nor  any  subse- 
quent appropriation  made,  except  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of 
all  the  members  taken  by  yea  and  nay.  No  expenditure 
of  public  money  to  be  taken  from  the  annual  appropriation 
order  shall  be  authorized  except  by  a  two  thirds  vote  taken 
by  yea  and  nay  and  approved  by  the  mayor.  The  making 
of  the  annual  budget  for  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
eleven,  the  estimates  for  the  same,  and  appropriations 
therefor,  and  for  all  other  municipal  purposes  in  said 
year,  shall  be  carried  out  under  the  provisions  of  law  in 
force  at  the  time  when  this  charter  takes  effect.  But  all 
annual  budgets  and  appropriations  for  subsequent  years 
shall  be  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Section  32.     The  mayor  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  Mayor  to 
sign,  seal,  execute  and  deliver  in  behalf  of  the  city  deeds  leases,  etc' 
and  leases  of  land  sold  or  leased  by  the  city,  and  any  other 
evidences   in   writing   of   transfers   requiring  the   written 
assent  of  the  city. 

Section  33.     Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  the  Appointment 
mayor  shall  appoint,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the  tra^i^'officers, 
board  of  aldermen,  all  the  administrative  officers  and  mem-  ^^°' 
bers  of  boards  of  the  city.    Xo  appointment  so  made  by  the 
mayor  shall  be  acted  upon  by  the  board  of  aldermen  until 
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the  expiration  of  one  week  from  tlie  time  when  the  appoint- 
ment was  transmitted  to  the  board.  The  city  solicitor  shall 
annually  be  appointed  by  the  mayor,  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided in  this  section. 

Section  34.  The  administrative  officers  of  the  city 
shall  perform  the  duties  by  law  and  herein  prescribed  for 
them  respectively,  and  such  further  duties  not  inconsistent 
with  the  nature  of  their  respective  offices  as  the  board  of 
aldermen  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe.  All  such 
officers  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  official  transactions, 
which  records  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection.  All 
officers  or  members  of  boards  appointed  by  the  mayor  or 
elected  by  the  board  of  aldermen  shall  be  held  to  be  admin- 
istrative officers  within  the  meanine;  of  this  act.  Such 
officers  and  boards  whether  now  existing  or  hereafter  estab- 
lished by  the  board  of  aldermen,  may  appoint,  employ, 
discharge  or  remove  all  subordinate  officers,  em])loyees, 
clerks  or  assistants  in  their  res])ective  departments,  making 
record  of  such  action  for  public-  inspection,  and  in  case  of 
discharge  or  remo^^al  the  grounds  therefor  shall  be  a  matter 
of  record,  and  shall  be  subject,  where  the  person  removed 
or  discharged  is  lawfully  classified  under  the  civil  service 
rules,  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  civil  service  commissioners. 
Administrative  officers  shall  appear  before  the  board  of 
aldermen  at  the  request  of  that  body  and  give  such  informa- 
tion as  may  be  required  in  relation  to  any  official  act  done 
by  them.  All  administrative  officers  shall  be  sworn  to  the 
faithful  discharge  of  their  respective  duties,  and  certifi- 
cates of  their  oaths  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  city 
clerk. 

Section  35.  The  street  and  sewo]-  departments  of  the 
city,  and  all  matters  coming  within  their  jurisdiction,  shall 
be  under  the  charge  of  a  superintendent  of  highways  and 
sewers,  who  shall  bo  appointed  in  January  by  the  mayor  for 
the  term  of  two  years  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed 
and  qnalified,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of 
aldermen.  The  superintendent  of  highways  and  sewers 
shall  have  all  the  powers  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  of 
the  present  street  commissioner,  and  in  all  matters  what- 
soever pertaining  to  sewers  or  the  sewer  department  of  said 
city  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  board  of  alder- 
men. He  may  be  remo\'ed  for  cause  by  the  mayor  under 
the  provisions  of  section  twenty-eight.     He  shall  also  have 
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all  the  powers  and  duties  of  a  surveyor  of  highways  under 
the  general  laws. 

Section   36.     Whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  to  Commission

of  a  commission  of  three  persons  appointed  for  the  purpose 
as  follows :  —  The  mayor  shall  name  three  citizens  of  Bev- 
erly not  members  of  the  board  of  aldermen  to  act  as  such 
commission,  wdio  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  board  of  alder- 
men.    This  commission  shall  serve  without  compensation 
and  shall  have  full  power  to  secure  plans,  approve  the  same 
except  as  hereinafter  provided  in  the  case  of  buildings  for 
school  purposes,  and  to  make  contracts  after  having  sub- 
mitted the  plans  to  the  board  of  aldermen  together  with 
estimates  of  the  cost  of  construction,   provided  that  the 
board  of  aldermen  have  made  appropriations  to  cover  the 
said  cost.

adjourn  from  time  to  time.    Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  vacancy. 
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office  of  a  nieiiiLer  of  tbe  school  committee  for  any  cause, 
the  mayor  shall,  as  soon  as  may  bo,  call  a  joint  convention 
of  the  board  of  aldermen  and  the  school  committee,  at

The  vote  of  the 
committee  upon  any  question  shall  be  taken  by  roll  call 
when  the  same  is  requested  by  at  least  two  members. 

Section  42.  Xo  official  of  said  city,  except  in  a  case  of 
emergency  involving  the  health  and  safety  of  the  people  or 
their  property,  shall  expend  in  any  municipal  year  any 
Slim  for  any  purpose  in  excess  of  the  appropriation  duly 
made  therefor  in  accordance  with  this  act,  nor  involve  the 
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city  in  any  contract  for  the  future  payment  of  money  in 
excess  of  such  appropriation,  unless  so  permitted  or  re- 
quired by  law.  Any  official  violating  the  provisions  of  this  Penalty, 
section  shall  be  punished  by  a  line  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  ex- 
ceeding six  months,  or  by  both '  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment.

purpose  shall  be  expended  for  any  other  purpose  except  expenditures, 
upon  the  written  recommendation  of  the  mayor  and  the 
affirmative  vote  of  at  least  seven  of  the  members  of  the 
board  of  aldermen  with  a  lapse  of  at  least  one  week  between 
the  two  readings  of  such  an  order ;  and  no  expenditure 
shall  be  made  nor  liability  incurre<:l  by  or  in  behalf  of  the 
city  until  an  appropriation  has  duly  been  voted  by  the 
board  of  aldermen  sufficient  to  meet  such  expenditure  or 
liability  together  with  all  prior  unpaid  liabilities  growing 
out  of  the  item  for  which  said  appropriation  is  made. 

Section  44.  ISTo  franchise  or  right  to  occupy  or  use  the  Granting 
highways,  bridges  or  public  places  in  said  city,  shall  be  etc.'^'"^'^  '^^^' 
granted,  renewed  or  extended  except  by  ordinance  and 
under  the  provisions  of  law,  and  every  such  franchise  or 
grant  relating  to  street  railways,  gas  or  electric  light,  or 
power  plants,  telegraph  or  telephone  systems,  or  other 
public  service  utilities  within  said  city  having  first  been 
granted  or  renewed,  as  provided  in  this  act,  by  the  mayor 
and  board  of  aldermen,  shall  not  be  valid  until  approved  by 
a  majority  of  the  electors  voting  thereon  at  a  general  or 
special  election  called  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  In 
all  cases  however  where  extensions  of  existing  franchises 
or  rights  are  sought,  the  same  may  be  granted  to  the  holders 
thereof  in  the  manner  provided  'in  section  twenty-one  of 
this  act,  and  in  such  cases  approval  by  the  voters  shall  not 
be  required  to  render  the  same  valid,  unless  within  thirty 
days  after  the  final  passage  of  the  order  granting  the  ex- 
tension,  a  petition  objecting  thereto,  signed  by  at  least 
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three  Imiidrcd  qualitieil  voters  of  tlie  city  shall  be  filed  with 
the  city  clerk. 
Contracts.  Section  45.     jSTo  coiitract  for  the  purchase  of  materials 

or  supplies,  or  for  labor  to  be  furnished,  except  labor  to  be 
rendered  in  person,  involving  the  expenditure  of  more  than 
three  hundred  dollars  for  any  one  specific  purpose,  shall 
be  valid  unless  the  same  be  in  writing  and  signed  in  behalf 
of  the  city  by  the  mayor  and  the  ofticer,  or  a  majority  of  the 
board  or  committee,  authorized  to  incur  the  liability.     No 
such  contract  shall  be  made  until  proposals  shall  have  been 
invited  by  an  advertisement  printed  in  one  or  more  ncws- 
i:)apers  for  at  least  three  week  days  before  the  time  desig- 
nated therein  for  the  closing  of  bids,  unless,  in  the  case 
of  any  particular  contract,  the  mayor  shall  in  writing  rec- 
ommend that  the  same  be  not  advertised.    In  such  writing, 
the  mayor  shall  fully  set  forth  the  necessity  for  such  recom- 
mendation, and  his  reasons  for  the  same,  and  in  such  case 
the  provisions  herein  for  advertising  shall  be  suspended  if 
the  board  of  aldermen  by  a  two  thirds  vote  approve  the 
recommendation.     At  the  time  and  place  appointed  in  said 
advertisement  all  bids  received  shall  be  opened  publicly, 
and  the  contract  shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder  complying  with  the  regulations,  who,  in  the  judg-

The  check  shall  be  returned  to  the  depositors  as 
soon  as  the  contract  is  awarded,  except  that  if  the  successful 
bidder  does  not  duly  execvite  the  contract  upon  request  and 
sign  any  bond  which  may  be  required  by  its  terms,  the 
check  accompanying  his  proposal  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
city  treasurer  for  collection.     JS^o  bond  shall  be  furnished 
of  less  than  one  quarter,  nor  shall  it  exceed  one  half  the 
total  amount  of  the  contract.     A  duly  executed  copy  of 
every  such  contract  shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk  forth- 
with up(ni  the  signing  of  the  same.

except  in  rooms  which  are  lighted  by  gas,  and  then  between 
four  and  five  o'clock,  in  the  afternoon  of  every  day  on 
which  any  persons  are  employed  in  any  weaving  or  spin- 
ning department,  and  he  shall  record  the  readings  of  each 
thermometer  in  such  department  at  each  of  the  said  times 
upon  a  form  provided  for  the  purpose,  which,  together 
with  the  regulations  relating  thereto,  shall  be  furnished  by 
the  state  board  of  health.

that  purpose  it  may  employ  any  necessary  agents,  and, 
from  time  to  time  as  it  may  consider  proper,  shall  issue 
certified  statements  of  the  amount  legally  and  properly  ex- 
pended for  such  abolition  of  a  grade  crossing ;  and  the  com- 
monwealth shall  pay  to  the  parties  entitled  thereto  under 
the  agreement  twenty  per  cent  of  such  expenditure.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful,  except  as  hereinafter  Killing,  etc., 
provided,  to  hunt,  pursue,  wound  or  kill  a  deer,  or  to  sell  hibited, 
or  offer  for  sale,  or  to  have  in  possession  for  the  purpose  ^^'^^^ '  ^  °' 
of  sale,  a  deer  or  the  flesh  of  a  deer  captured  or  killed  in  this 
commonwealth:  provided,  that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  Provisos. 
a  tame  deer  belonging  to  any  person  and  kept  on  his  own 
premises;  and  provided,  further,  that  any  farmer  or  other 
person  may,  on  land  owned  or  occupied  by  him,  pursue, 
wound  or  kill  any  deer  found  destroying  or  injuring  any 
fruit  tree  or  any  crop,  except  grass  growing  on  uncultivated 
land ;  and  he  may  authorize  any  member  of  his  family,  or 
any  person  employed  by  him  so  to  pursue,  wound  or  kill 
a  deer  under  the  circumstances  above  specified.  In  the 
event  of  the  wounding  or  killing  of  a  deer  as  afores'aid,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  by  whom  or  under  whose 
direction  the  deer  was  wounded  or  killed  to  mail  or  other- 
wise transmit  within  twenty-four  hours  thereafter  to  the 
commissioners  on  fisheries  and  game  a  report  in  writing 
signed  by  him  of  the  facts  relative  to  the  said  wounding  or 
killing.  The  said  report  shall  state  the  time  and  place  of 
the  wounding  or  killing,  and  the  kind  of  tree  or  crop  in- 
jured or  destroyed  by  the  deer.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell 
or  offer  for  sale  the  whole  or  any  part  of  a  deer  killed  under 
the  aforesaid  provision.

No  deer  shall  be  hunted,  taken  or  killed  on 
land  posted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section 
fourteen  of  chapter  ninety-two  of  the  Revised  Laws,  or  in 
violation  of  any  city  ordinance  or  town  by-law,  or  in  any 
state  reservation,  or  by  any  method  prohibited  by  law.  It 
shall  be  unlawful  to  make,  set  or  use  any  trap,  salt  lick  or 
other  device  for  the  purpose  of  ensnaring,  enticing,  taking, 
injuring  or  killing  a  deer.  Whoever  wounds  or  kills  a 
deer  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  make  a  re- 
port in  writing,  signed  by  him,  and  mailed  or  otherwise 
transmitted  within  twenty-four  hours,  of  said  wounding  or 
killing,  to  the  commissioners  on  fisheries  and  game,  stating 
the  facts  relative  to  the  wounding  or  killing.

Section  1.     The  countv  of  Bristol  shall  provide  for  the  Care,  mamte-

care,  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  highway  bridge  over  of  highway 
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Taunton  river,  between  the  city  of  Fall  River  and  the  town 
of  Somerset  in  said  county,  built  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty-two  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  three.  For  this  purpose  the  said 
county  may  make  contracts,  hire,  control  and  discharge 
agents  and  employees,  and  shall  pay  the  cost  of  such  care, 
maintenance  and  repair  in  the  first  place.  Thereafter  the

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows:

If,  after  receiving  notice  in 
writing  as  aforesaid  from  the  insured,  the  company  does 
not  forthwith  request  of  the  insured  said  sworn  statement,

of  the  opening   Bostou  may  require  any  person  or  corporation  applying  for 
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a  permit  to  open  streets  or  sidewalks  in  said  city  to  deposit 
with  the  city  treasurer,  in  addition  to  a  bond  to  protect  the 
city  against  suits  for  damages  to  persons  or  property,  cash, 
or  if  the  applicant  prefers,  such  securities  as  savings  banks 
in  Massachusetts  are  permitted  by  law  to  invest  in,  and 
may  withhold  such  permit,  except  an  emergency  permit, 
until  the  deposit  is  made.  Such  deposit  shall  be  for  an 
amount  which  the  superintendent  of  streets,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  mayor,  determines  to  be  sufficient  to  restore 
the  street  or  sidewalk  to  an  order  and  condition  as  good  as 
obtained  prior  to  the  opening,  but  the  total  amount  on  de- 
posit by  any  person  or  corporation  at  any  time  shall  not  be 
in  excess  of  five  thousand  dollars ;  and  if  the  deposit  of 
any  person  or  corporation  at  any  time  amounts  to  five  thou- 
sand dollars  no  further  deposit  shall  be  required  as  a  condi- 
tion of  the  granting  of  a  permit  until  the  lawful  deduction 
from  said  deposit  shall  be  made  by  the  city  as  hereinafter 
provided.

BY   JUNK  DEALERS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  folloivs: 

Section  1.  Section  twenty-nine  of  chapter  one  hundred 
and  two  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  amended  by  section  one 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following :  —  But  no  per- 
son licensed  as  a  junk  dealer  shall  under  such  license,  or 
on  the  licensed  premises,  purchase,  barter,  sell  or  offer  for 
sale  any  new  or  unused  or  unworn  article  or  material,  — 
so  as  to  read  as  follows :  —  Section  29.  The  mayor  and 
aldermen  of  any  city  except  Boston,  and  in  Boston,  the 
board  of  police,  and  the  selectmen  of  any  town,  if  ordi- 
nances or  by-laws  therefor  have  been  adopted  in  such  city 
or  town,  may  license  suitable  persons  to  l)e  dealers  in  and 
keepers  of  shops  for  the  purchase,  sale  or  barter  of  junk, 
old  metals  or  second  hand  articles,  in  such  city  or  town. 
They  may  also  license  suitable  persons  as  junk  collectors, 
to  collect,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  junk,  old  metals  and 
second  hand  articles  from  place  to  place  in  such  city  or 
town ;  and  they  may  provide  that  such  collectors  shall  dis- 
play badges  upon  their  persons  or  upon  their  vehicles,  or 
upon  both,  when  engaged  in  collecting,  transporting  or  deal- 
ing in  junk,  old  metals  or  second  hand  articles;  and  may

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prescribe  the  design  thereof.  They  may  also  provide  that

Chap.B^Q  An  Act  to  authorize  employers  and  employees  to  es- 
tablish CO-OPERATIVE  RETIREMENT^  ANNUITY  OR  PEN- 
SION   SYSTEMS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Employees,  officers  and  agents  of  any  cor- 
poration, firm  or  individual,  and  the  corporation,  firm  or 
individual  by  which  they  are  employed,  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  form  an  association  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
annuities,  pensions  or  endowments  for  employees  retiring 
from  their  employment  on  account  of  age,  under  a  system 
by  which  the  participating  employees  contribute  to  the 
funds  of  the  association  a  percentage  or  portion  of  their 
salaries  or  wages  as  fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  association, 
to  be  deducted  by  the  employer  and  paid  to  the  association, 
and  the  employer  contributes  to  the  funds  of  the  association 
in  the  manner  and  to  the  extent  fixed  in  said  by-laws.  The 
funds  so  provided  shall  be  held  by  trustees  independently 
of  other  funds  of  the  employer,  for  the  purchase  or  payment 
of  annuities,  pensions  or  endowments  to  participating  em- 
ployees upon  their  retirement  from  service  on  account  of 
age,  for  the  payments  to  the  representatives  or  appointees 
of  any  participator  dying  before  reaching  the  age  of  retire- 
ment, for  the  payment  to  any  participator  retiring  from 
service  before  becoming  entitled  to  a  pension  or  annuity 
and  for  the  pa^nnent  of  the  expenses  of  administration.  An 
association  formed  under  the  authority  of  this  act  shall  not 
be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  five  hundred  and 
seventy-six  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
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seven,  or  to  such  other  provisions  of  law  as  relate  to  insur- 
ance companies  or  associations,  except  as  herein  provided. 

Section  2.  The  by-laws  of  every  such  association  shall  Jp^ppTed  by* 
be  approved  by  the  insurance  commissioner,  and  shall  pre-  'Jommii 
scribe  the  manner  in  which  and  the  officers  and  agents  by  etc 
whom  the  purpose  of  the  association  may  be  carried  out 
and  the  manner  in  which  its  funds  may  be  invested  and 
paid  out.  Such  association  shall  be  deemed  to  be  formed 
when  its  by-laws  have  been  approved  and  agreed  to  by  the 
employer  and  by  the  employees  by  vote  of  two  thirds  of  all 
employees  present  and  voting  at  a  meeting  called  by  the 
employer  for  the  purpose,  and  have  been  approved  by  said 
connnissioner.  Such  association  shall  annually,  on  or  be-  Annual 
fore  the  first  day  of  February,  report  to  the  insurance  com- 
missioner such  statements  of  its  membership  and  financial 
transactions  for  the  year  ending  on  the  preceding  thirty- 
first  day  of  December  as  the  commissioner  may  consider 
necessary  to  show  its  business  and  standing.  Said  commis- 
sioner may  verify  such  statement  by  an  examination  of  the 
books  and  papers  of  the  association ;  and  whoever,  having 
charge  or  custody  of  said  books  and  papers,  neglects  to  com- 
ply with  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

Section  3.  The  property  of  every  such  association,  and  faSonf  e°™ 
the  portion  of  the  wages  or  salary  of  an  employee  deducted 
or  to  be  deducted  under  this  act,  the  right  of  an  employee 
to  an  annuity,  pension  or  endowment,  and  all  his  rights 
in  the  funds  of  the  association,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion and  from  the  operation  of  any  law  relating  to  bank- 
ruptcy or  insolvency,  and  shall  not  be  liable  to  attachment 
by  trustee  process  or  be  liable  to  be  taken  on  execution  or 
on  any  other  process  legal  or  equitable  to  satisfy  any  debt 
or  liability  of  the  employer  or  of  any  member  of  the  asso- 
ciation. 

Section  4.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or 
keep  fur  sale  any  blank  cartridge,  toy  pistol,  toy  gun  or  toy 
cannon  that  can  be  used  to  fire  a  blank  cartridge ;  or  to  sell 
or  keep  for  sale,  or  to  fire,  explode  or  cause  to  explode  any 
blank  cartridge  or  bomb ;  or  to  sell  or  keep  for  sale,  or  to 
set  oft",  explode  or  cause  to  explode  any  fireworks  containing 
any  picric  acid  or  picrates,  or  any  firecracker  exceeding 
two  inches  in  length  and  three  eighths  of  an  inch  in  diam- 
eter or  of  a  greater  explosive  power  than  a  firecracker  of 
such  size  containing  black  gunpowder  only:  provided,  that 
this  section  shall  not  apply  to  illuminating  fireworks  set  off 
between  the  hours  of  seven  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  and 
twelve  o'clock  midnight,  excepting  those  containing  picric 
acid  or  picrates,  or  to  the  sale  of  any  article  herein  named 
to  be  shipped  directly  out  of  the  state,  or  to  the  sale  or  use 
of  explosives  in  the  firing  of  salutes  by  official  authorities, 
or  to  the  sale  or  use  of  blank  cartridges  for  a  duly  licensed 
show  or  theatre  or  for  signal  purposes  in  athletic  sports,  or 
to  experiments  at  a  factory  for  explosives,  or  the  firing  of 
salutes  with  cannon  on  shore  or  on  boats  where  a  permit 
has  been  secured  from  the  chief  of  the  district  police  or

A  railway  company  which  violates  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  forfeit  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offence.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  county  commissioners  of  the  county  of 
Plymouth  and  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Scituate,  acting 
jointly,  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  erect, 
build,  repair,  relocate  and  construct  such  sea  walls,  break- 
waters or  other  structures  for  the  protection  of  the  high- 
ways in  the  town  of  Scituate  as  will  best  provide  for  the 
public  safety  and  convenience  and  as  they  may  deem 
proper.  The  cost  of  the  work  herein  authorized  shall  be 
paid  from  the  respective  treasuries  of  said  county  and 
town  in  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  from  the  treas- 
ury of  said  county  and  ten  thousand  dollars  already  appro- 
priated by  said  town.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  said 
amount  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  said  county,  through  its 
county  commissioners,  may  borrow  upon  its  bonds,  notes 
or  scrip  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  taxes  levied  by  said  county  upon  the  towns 
thereof  in  four  years  from  the  date  of  this  enactment,  at  a 
rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  four  per  cent  per  annum. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  chapter  ninety-six  of  the 
Tiovised  Laws  shall  ap])ly  to  any  work  done  in  tide  water 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  All  damages  arising  out 
of  the  doings  of  said  joint  boards  of  county  commissioners 
and  selectmen  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  respective  treasuries 
of  said  county  and  town  in  such  proportion  as  the  damages 
recovered  relate  to  land  or  material  bordering  upon  county 
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or  town  highways.  Such  daiiiagi's  may  be  agreed  upon  by 
said  joint  boards  and  the  person  or  persons  injured;  and 
if  the  parties  cannot  agree  a  jury  in  the  superior  court  for

of  the  commonwealth  the  proportionate  amounts  to  be  paid 
by  them  respectively.

The  Boston  transit  commission  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered,  after  such  notice  and  hearing 
as  are  required  by  section  one  of  chapter  five  hundred  and 
seventy-three  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
seven,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  twelve  of  said 
chapter,  to  relocate  the  westerly  terminal  point  or  points  of 
the  subway  therein  provided  for,  in  B(^acon  street,  at  or 
near  and  east  of  the  junction  of  Conmiouwealth  avenue. 
Beacon  street,  Brookline  avenue  and  Deerfield  street.  In

line  avenue,  and  locations  for  surface  tracks  on  each  side 
of  the  proposed  open  cut  in  Beacon  street  in  order  to  afford 
a  reasonable  connection  between  surface  tracks  on  Beacon 
street  westerly  of  the  proposed  open  cut  and  the  surface 
tracks  on  Beacon  street  easterly  of  the  proposed  open  cut, 
and  in  connection  with  such  locations  said  commission  may 
change  and  alter  existing  locations,  and  shall  grant  the  right 
to  maintain  poles  and  wires  and  other  necessary  equipment. 
If  the  westerly  terminal  point  or  points  of  the  subway  are

provided,  that  the  Greylock  reservation  commission  assents  Proviso. 
to  the  construction  of  such  line  of  railway  through  the  reser- 
vation and  indicates  a  route  therefor,  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  will  permit  of  safe 
and  reasonably  economical  construction  and  operation  for 
a  railway  to  some  point  at  or  near  the  summit  of  said 
mountain ; 

(c)  a  line  of  street  railway  from  the  present  terminus 
of  the  Berkshire  Street  Railway  Company  in  the  town  of 
Great  Barrington  through  the  to^\al  of  Sheffield  to  some  con- 
venient point  on  the  boundary  line  between  the  common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  and  the  state  of  Connecticut ; 

(d)  a  line  of  street  railway  from  some  convenient  point 
on  the  extension  last  hereinbefore  mentioned  to  some  con- 
venient point  in  the  toMTi  of  Egremont ; 

(e)  Such  extensions,  double  tracking,  and  track  recon- 
struction in  the  cities  of  jSTorth  Adams  and  Pittsfield  as  the 
mayor  and  city  council  of  the  city  of  N"orth  Adams,  and 
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the  major  and  board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Pittsfield, 
respectively,  shall  within  nine  months  after  the  passage  of 
this  act  request,  and  as  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners 
shall  approve  as  consistent  with  the  public  interest  and 
convenience:  provided,  however,  that  the  board  of  railroad 
commissioners  may,  after  public  notice  and  a  hearing,  ex- 
tend said  time  for  the  construction  of  any  of  said  lines  of 
railway,  by  a  certificate  stating  that  in  its  judgment  due 
diligence  has  been  exercised  by  the  Berkshire  Street  Rail-

ELECTIONS. 

Section  20.  At  a  city  election  other  than  the  above 
described  preliminary  election,  the  person  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  for  an  office  shall  be  deemed  and 
declared  elected  to  such  office ;  and  if  two  or  more  persons 
are  to  be  elected  to  the  same  office  the  several  persons  re- 
ceiving, respectively,  the  highest  number  of  votes,  the 
second  highest,  and  so  on  to  the  number  to  be  chosen  to  such 
office,  shall  be  deemed  and  declared  to  be  elected ;  but  per- 
sons receiving  the  same  number  of  votes  shall  not  be  deemed 
to  be  elected  if  thereby  a  greater  number  would  be  elected 
than  are  by  law  to  be  chosen. 

Section  21.  The  laws  of  the  commonwealth  relating 
to  annual  city  elections,  special  elections  of  city  officers, 
special  elections  in  cities,  election  officers,  voting  places 
for  elections,  election  apparatus  and  blanks,  calling  and 
conduct  of  elections,  manner  of  voting  at  elections,  counting 
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and  recounting  of  votes  at  elections,  corrupt  practices  and 
penalties  shall  apply  to  all  elections  under  this  act,  includ- 
ini>'  preliminary  elections,  except  as  is  otherwise  provided 
herein. 

GENERAL    MEETINGS    OF    VOTERS. 

Section  22.  General  meetings  of  the  registered  voters  General 
of  the  city  shall  be  called  by  the  municipal  council  upon  ™oTerT.^''° 
petition  of  at  least  five  hundred  of  the  said  voters,  M^hich 
petition  shall  state  the  purpose  or  purposes  of  the  meeting. 
Such  meeting  shall  be  held  not  later  than  three  weeks  after 
the  filing  of  the  petition ;  and  notice  thereof  shall  be  given 
by  the  municipal  council  on  the  front  page  of  at  least  one 
daily  newspaper  of  the  city,  not  less  than  three  times  within 
two  weeks  after  the  filing  of  said  petition.  A  presiding 
officer  shall  be  chosen  for  said  meeting  from  those  present ; 
and  the  city  clerk  shall  act  as  the  clerk  thereof  and  shall 
keep  complete  records  of  the  proceedings.  If  so  requested 
in  said  petition,  or  demanded  at  said  meeting,  any  city 
officer  or  officers  shall  attend  such  meeting,  and  if  called 
upon  so  to  do  shall  place  before  the  meeting  any  facts,  docu- 
ments, or  other  information  relative  to  the  subject-matter 
of  said  petition. 

The  city  clerk  or  a  justice  of  the  peace  shall  administer  oathtobe 
an  oath  to  any  person  or  persons  called  upon  to  testify  be-  to  persons 
fore  said  meeting,  as  aforesaid,  including  any  city  officer  to  tlstify!"^ 
or  officers,  whose  presence  has  been  requested  or  demanded, 
and  any  person  so  placed  under  oath  who  shall  willfully 
give  false  testimony  before  said  meeting  upon  any  point 
material  to  the  matter  of  inquiry  shall  be  guilty  of  perjury, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  two  hun- 
dred and  ten  of  the  Revised  Laws  and  any  amendment 
thereof.    But  no  person  shall  be  required  to  give  testimony 
tending  to  incriminate  himself. 

The  provisions  of  sections  eight  and  nine  of  chapter  one  Certain  pro- 
hundred  and  seventy-five  of  the  Revised  Laws,  and  any  to^appiy*!   ^^ 
amendments  thereof,  shall  be  applicable  to  the  conduct  and 
procedure  at  said  hearing.

ABOLISHMEIS'T    OF    PRESENT    GOVERNMENT. 

Section  23.  At  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  the  first 
Monday  of  January,  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
eleven,  the  city  council,  board  of  mayor  and  aldermen, 
board  of  aldermen  and  common  council,  board  of  public 
works  and  public  water  board  shall  be  abolished ;  the  terms 
of  office  which  the  present  mayor,  aldermen,  common  coun- 
cilmen,  members  of  the  board  of  public  works,  school  com- 
mittee and  public  water  board  are  now  serving  shall 
terminate ;  and,  except  as  is  otherwise  provided  in  this 
act,  all  the  present  powers  and  duties,  under  any  general 
or  special  acts,  of  the  mayor,  board  of  mayor  and  aldermen, 
board  of  aldermen,  city  council,  common  council,  board  of 
public  works  and  public  water  board  shall  devolve  upon 
and  be  exercised  and  performed  by  the  municipal  council. 
At  the  aforesaid  time  the  board  of  assessors  shall  become 
an  appointive  board,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  relative  to  appointive  boards.  The  munic- 
ipal council  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  election  of  its  own 
members. 

Section  24.  The  municipal  council  elected  as  aforesaid 
shall  meet  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  January  in  each  year ;  and  the  members  of  said 
municipal  council,  whose  terms  of  office  then  begin  shall 
severally  make  oath  before  the  city  clerk,  or  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  to  perform  faithfully  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices.  The  municipal  council  shall  thereupon  be  organ- 
ized by  the  choice  of  a  president,  who  shall  be  called  the 
president  of  the  municipal  council  and  shall  hold  his  office 
during  its  pleasure.  The  president  of  the  municipal  coun- 
cil shall  be  some  member  thereof  other  than  the  mayor. 
The  organization  of  the  municipal  council  shall  take  place 
as  aforesaid,  notwithstanding  the  absence,  death,  refusal 
to  serve,  or  non-election  of  the  mayor,  or  one  or  more  of  the 
four  other  members:  provided,  that  at  least  three  of  the 
persons  entitled  to  be  members  of  the  municipal  council  are 
present  and  make  oath  as  aforesaid.  Any  person  entitled 
to  make  the  aforesaid  oath,  who  was  not  present  at  the  time 
fixed  therefor,  may  make  oath  at  any  time  thereafter. 
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MEETINGS   OF   MUNICIPAL   COUNCIL. 

Section  25.  The  municipal  council  shall  fix  suitable  Meetings  of 
times  for  its  regular  meetings.  The  mayor,  the  president  councT'' 
of  the  municipal  council,  or  any  two  members  thereof,  may, 
at  any  time,  call  a  special  meeting,  by  causing  a  written 
notice,  stating  the  time  of  holding  such  meeting  and  signed 
by  the  person  or  persons  calling  the  same,  to  be  delivered 
in  hand  to  each  member,  or  left  at  his  usual  dwelling  place, 
at  least  six  hours  before  the  time  of  such  meeting.  Meet- 
ings of  the  municipal  council  may  also  be  held  at  any  time 
when  all  the  members  are  present  and  consent  thereto. 

Section  26,  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  munic-  Quorum. 
ipal  council  shall  constitute  a  quorum ;  its  meetings  shall  ^^^^^ifc  *etc 
be  public,  and  the  mayor,  if  present,  shall  preside  and  shall 
have  the  right  to  vote.  In  the  absence  of  the  mayor,  the 
president  of  the  municipal  council  shall  preside,  and  in  the 
absence  of  both,  a  chairman  pro  tempore  shall  be  chosen. 
The  city  clerk  shall  be,  ex  officio,  clerk  of  the  municipal 
council,  and  shall  keep  records  of  its  proceedings ;  but  in 
case  of  his  temporary  absence,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in 
the  office,  the  municipal  council  may  elect  by  ballot  a  tem- 
porary clerk  who  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge 
of  his  duties  and  may  act  as  clerk  of  the  municipal  council 
until  a  city  clerk  is  chosen  and  qualified.  All  final  votes  of 
the  municipal  council  involving  the  expenditure  of  fifty 
dollars  or  over  shall  be  by  yeas  and  nays  and  shall  be  en- 
tered on  the  records.  It  shall  vote  by  yeas  and  nays  when 
that  is  practicable,  and  on  the  request  of  one  member  any 
vote  shall  be  by  yeas  and  nays  and  shall  be  entered  upon  the 
records.  The  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  three  members 
shall  be  necessary  for  the  passage  of  any  order,  ordinance, 
resolution  or  vote. 

POWEES    OF    THE    MUNICIPAL    COUNCIL. 

Section  27.  The  municipal  council  shall  have  the  Powers  of 
power  to  do,  except  as  is  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  with-  "uncT ''^ 
out  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  all  things  which  the  city 
council,  board  of  aldermen,  common  council  and  public 
water  board  or  board  of  public  works  can  now  do  with  such 
approval.  The  municipal  council  shall  determine  the  poli- 
cies to  be  pursued  and  the  work  to  be  undertaken  in  each 
department,  but  each  commissioner  shall  have  full  power

jority of  the  municipal  council. 

Section  28.  The  municipal  council  shall  have  full 
aiteratton''*'*"*'  supcrvisiou  of  tho  crcctiou,  alteration  and  repair  of  all  pub- 
etc.,  of  public  lie  buildings,  including  school  buildings,  except  repairs 
and  alterations  of  school  buildings  for  which  provision  is 
made  in  the  annual  appropriation,  and  except  as  is  other- 
wise provided  in  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-eight 
of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  nine.  No 
department  of  the  city  and  no  corporation  or  person,  shall 
at  any  time,  open,  dig  up  or  otherwise  obstruct  any  way 
or  sidewalk,  without  the  consent  of  the  municipal  council 
in  writing  previously  obtained,  except  in  case  of  an  emer- 
gency. 

Section  29.  The  public  library  of  the  city  shall  be 
under  the  exclusive  management  and  control  of  the  munic- 
ipal council,  which  shall  have  the  power  to  name  the  trus- 
tees and  to  remove  them  for  cause.  The  municipal  council 
may  increase  or  diminish  the  number  of  trustees  and  make 
such  rules  and  regulations  concerning  the  public  library 
as  it  may  deem  expedient.

PUBLICITY     FOR    CONTEACTS. 

Section  30.  Neither  the  municipal  council  nor  the 
school  committee  shall  make  or  pass  any  order,  resolution, 
or  vote  appropriating  money  in  excess  of  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  making  or  authorizing  the  making  of  any  contract 
involving  a  liability  on  the  part  of  the  city  in  excess  of 
five  hundred  dollars,  unless  the  same  is  proposed  in  writing 
and  notice  is  given  by  the  city  clerk  in  at  least  one  daily 
newspaper  of  the  city,  not  less  than  one  week  before  its 
passage,  except  an  order,  resolution  or  vote  for  the  im- 
mediate preservation  of  the  public  peace,  health  or  safety, 
which  contains  a  statement  of  its  urgency  and  is  passed  by 
a  four  fifths  vote ;  and  such  notice  shall  be  given  as  afore- 
said upon  the  request  of  said  municipal  council  or  of  the 
school  committee. 

Section  31.  When  the  municipal  council  shall  pass  any 
measure  or  an  amendment  or  repeal  of  any  measure,  such 
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measure,  amendment  or  repeal  so  passed  shall,  except  as 
is  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  take  effect  at  the  expira- 
tion of  ten  days  from  its  passage :  provided^  however,  that  Proviso, 
if  there  be  a  time  therein  specified  when  it  shall  take  effect, 
and  such  time  be  more  than  ten  days  after  its  passage,  such 
measure,  amendment  or  repeal  shall,  except  as  is  otherwise 
provided  in  this  act,  take  effect  at  the  time  so  specified 
therein. 

Section  32.    No  measure  passed  by  the  municipal  coun-  Certain  meas- 
cil  or  by  the  voters,  as  provided  in  this  act,  shall  require  req^uire 
the  approval  of  any  court  or  of  the  attorney-general,  or  shall  court!\^tc° 
be  required  to  be  published  in  order  to  become  effective, 
unless  otherwise  provided  in  this  act. 

Section  33.  Upon  vote  of  the  municipal  council  the  Execution 
mayor  shall  sign,  seal,  execute  and  deliver  in  behalf  of  the  feases,  etc. 
city  deeds  and  leases  of  land  sold  or  leased  by  the  city,  and 
other  deeds,  agreements,  contracts,  leases,  indentures,  as- 
surances, and  instruments  on  behalf  of  the  city,  except  as 
is  otherwise  provided  herein.  No  part  of  the  common  shall 
be  let  or  sold.

duly  made  in  accordance  with  law,  and  any  officer  who  shall 
violate  this  provision  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  one  year,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  37.  All  loans  issued  by  the  city  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act  shall  be  made  payable  in  annual  instalments 
in  the  manner  authorized  by  section  thirteen  of  chapter 
twenty-seven  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  amended  by  section 
one  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  forty-one  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  eight.  All  bonds  shall  be 
offered  for  sale  in  such  a  manner  that  the  effect  of  the 
premiums,  if  any,  shall  be  to  reduce  the  total  amount  of 
bonds  issued.

MONTHLY  STATEMENTS   TO   BE   PUBLISHED. 

Section  38.  The  commissioner  of  finance  shall  each 
month  have  printed  in  pamphlet  form  a  detailed  itemized 
statement  of  all  cash  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  city 
during  the  preceding  month  and  of  all  bills  and  accounts 
owed  by  the  city  at  the  end  of  the  preceding  month,  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  show  the  gross  monthly  revenue  and  expense 
of  each  department,  and  shall  furnish  copies  thereof  to  the 
public  library,  to  the  daily  newspapers  published  in  said 
city,  and  to  persons  who  shall  apply  therefor  at  the  office 
of  the  city  clerk.  At  the  end  of  the  municipal  year  he  shall 
cause  a  complete  examination  of  all  books  and  accounts  of 
the  city  to  be  made  by  competent  accountants,  and  shall 
publish  the  result  of  such  examination  in  the  manner  above 
provided  for  the  publication  of  monthly  statements.  The 
l)rovisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  the  school  depart- 
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merit  of  the  city,  and  the  school  committee  shall  furnish 
the  commissioner  of  finance  with  such  information,  facts, 
figures  and  data  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  so  far  as  it  applies  to  the  school 
department. 

CRIMINAL   OFFENSE   TO  PARTICIPATE   IN    CONTRACTS. 

Section  39.  It  shall  be  Unlawful  for  a  member  of  the  officers  or 
municipal  council  or  school  committee  or  for  any  officer  or  o^c'ity^not 
employee  of  the  city  directly  or  indirectly  to  make  a  con-  In  contracts!^ 
tract  with  the  city,  or  to  receive  any  commission,  discount, 
bonus,  gift,  contribution  or  reward  from,  or  any  share  in 
the  profits  of,  any  person  or  corporation  making  or  per- 
forming such  a  contract,  unless  such  member,  officer,  or 
employee  immediately  upon  learning  of  the  existence  of 
such  contract  or  that  such  contract  is  proposed  shall  notify 
in  writing  the  municipal  council  or  school  committee  of 
such  contract  and  shall  abstain  from  doing  any  official  act 
on  behalf  of  the  city  in  reference  thereto.  In  case  such  in- 
terest exists  on  the  part  of  an  officer  whose  duty  it  is  to 
make  such  a  contract  on  behalf  of  the  city,  the  contract 
may  be  made  by  another  officer  of  the  city,  duly  authorized 
thereto  by  the  mayor,  or  if  the  mayor  has  such  interest,  by 
the  commissioner  of  finance ;  except,  however,  that  when 
a  contractor  with  the  city  is  a  corporation  or  voluntary  as- 
sociation, the  ownership  of  less  than  five  per  cent  of  the 
stock  or  shares  actually  issued  shall  not  be  considered  as 
being  an  interest  in  the  contract  within  the  meaning  of  this 
act,  and  such  ownership  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the 
contract  unless  the  owner  of  such  stock  or  shares  is  also 
an  officer  or  agent  of  the  corporation  or  association  or  so- 
licits or  takes  part  in  the  making  of  the  contract.  A  vio- 
lation of  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  render  the 
contract  in  respect  to  which  such  violation  occurs  voidable 
at  the  option  of  the  city.  Any  person  violating  the  provi-  Penalty, 
sions  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  one  year,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.

a  city  engineer,  a  city  physician,  a  board  of  health  consist- 
ing of  three  persons  of  whom  the  city  physician  shall  be  one, 
a  city  solicitor,  a  board  of  park  commissioners  consisting 
of  five  persons,  a  board  of  sinking  fund  commissioners  con- 
sisting of  three  persons,  a  board  of  assessors  consisting  of 
three  persons,  seven  assistant  assessors  and  a  board  of  trus- 
tees of  the  public  library  consisting  of  seven  persons.  The 
mayor  shall  be,  ex  officio,  chairman  and  a  member  of  the 
board  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor.

DEPARTMENTS. 

Section  41.  The  administration  of  all  affairs  of  the 
city  shall  be  divided  into  five  departments,  to  wit :  —  De- 
partment of  public  safety,  department  of  finance,  depart- 
ment of  streets  and  highways,  department  of  water  and 
water  works,  and  department  of  public  property ;  and  said 
departments  are  defined  as  follows :  — 

The  department  of  public  safety  shall  include  the  follow- 
ing sub-departments  and  all  boards  and  offices  connected 
therewith,  to  wit :  police,  fire,  electrical,  health,  poor,  legal, 
claims,  weights  and  measures  and  license  commission. 

The  department  of  finance  shall  include  the  following 
sub-departments  and  all  boards  and  offices  connected  there- 
with, to  wit :  treasury,  auditing,  purchasing,  assessing,  sink- 
ing funds,  tax  collection,  registration  of  voters  and  city 
clerk. 

The  department  of  streets  and  highways  shall  include  the 
following  sub-departments  and  all  boards  and  offices  con- 
nected therewith,  to  wit:  highways  and  other  ways,  street 
lighting,  street  watering,  sewers  and  drains  and  engineer- 
ing. The  commissioner  of  streets  and  highways,  except 
as  is  herein  otherwise  provided,  shall  have  exclusively  the 
powers  of,  and  be  subject  to  the  liabilities  and  penalties 
imposed  by  law  on,  surveyors  of  highways. 

The  department  of  water  and  water  works  shall  include 
all  1)oards  and  offices  connected  with  the  water  supply  of  the' 
city. 
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The  department  of  public  property  shall  include  the  fol-  ^^"^^^{1^"°^ 
lowing  sub-departments  and  all  boards  and  offices  connected  property. 
therewith,  to  wit:   buildings,  parks,   public  grounds  and 
cemeteries.

Three 
of  its  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  mayor, 
when  present,  shall  preside,  and  its  meetings  shall  be  pub- 
lic.

Skctton  63.  The  holder  of  any  elective  oflice  may  be  re- 
moved at  any  time  by  the  voters  qualified  to  vote  at  city

A  petition  signed  by  a  number  of  such  voters  equal  to  at 
least  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  aggregate  number  of  votes 
cast  for  candidates  for  mayor  at  the  last  preceding  annual 
election  at  which  a  mayor  was  elected,  demanding  an  elec- 
tion of  a  successor  to  th(;  person  sought  to  be  removed,  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk.  Such  petition  shall 
contain  a  general  statement  of  the  grounds  upon  which  the 
removal  is  sought.  It  need  not  be  on  one  paper,  but  may 
consist  of  several  distinct  papers,  each  containing  the  said 
demand  and  su])stantially  upon  the  same  grounds,  and  all 
papers  containing  the  said  demand  and  statement  which,  in 
any  one  day,  shall  be  filed  at  the  office  of  the  city  clerk, 
shall  l»e  deemed  parts  of  the  same  petition.     Every  signer 
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moved,  etc. 


shall  add  to  his  sic-iiatim^  his  place  of  rosideiiee,  ftivino-  tho  Holder  of  an 
street  and  street  number,  if  any.  One  signer  of  every  snch  may  be  re- 
paper  shall  make  oath  upon  his  information  and  belief,  be- 
fore a  notary  public,  or  a  justice  of  the  peace,  that  the  state- 
ments therein  made  are  true,  and  that  each  signature  to 
such  paper  is  the  genuine  signature  of  the  person  whose 
name  it  })urports  to  be.  Within  ten  days  after  the  date  of 
the  filing  of  such  petition,  the  city  clerk,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  registrars  of  voters,  shall  examine  the  petition  to 
ascertain  whether  or  not  it  is  signed  by  the  requisite  num- 
ber of  voters,  as  above  prescribed,  and  shall  attach  to  said 
petition  his  certificate,  showing  the  result  of  his  examina- 
tion. If,  from  the  city  clerk's  certificate  the  petition 
appears  not  to  be  signed  by  the  requisite  number  of  voters, 
it  may  be  supplemented,  within  ten  days  after  the  date  of 
such  certificate,  by  other  papers,  signed  and  sworn  to  as 
aforesaid,  and  all  other  papers  containing  a  like  demand 
and  statement,  and  signed  and  sworn  to  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  deemed  supplemental  to  the  original  petition.

(a)  Pass  said  measure  without  alteration,  within  twenty 
days  after  the  attachment  of  the  city  clerk's  certificate  of 
sufficiency  to  such  petition,  or 

(b)  Forthwith,  after  the  expiration  of  tw^enty  days  after 
the  attachment  of  the  said  certificate  of  sufficiency  to  the 
petition,  call  a  special  election,  unless  an  annual  city  elec- 
tion is  held  within  ninety  days  after  the  attachment  of  the 
certificate  of  sufficiency;  and  at  such  special  election,  or 
annual  city  election,  if  one  is  so  to  be  held,  submit  said 
measure  without  alteration  to  the  voters  of  the  city  qualified 
as  aforesaid.

on  the  ballots  after  the  list  of  candidates,  if  there  be  any. 
If  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  voting  on  the  proposed 
measure  shall  vote  in  favor  thereof,  it  shall  thereupon  be- 
come a  valid  and  binding  measure  of  the  city,  and  no  sucli 
measure  passed  as  aforesaid  by  the  municipal  council,  upon 
petition  as  aforesaid,  or  which  shall  be  adopted  as  aforesaid 
at  any  such  annual  city  election  or  special  election,  shall 
be  repealed  or  amended  except  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
city  at  an  annual  city  election  or  special  election.

The  municipal  council  may 
submit  a  proposition  for  the  repeal  of  any  such  measure, 
or  for  amendment  thereof,  to  be  voted  npon  at  any  succeed- 
ing annual  city  election ;  and  should  such  proposition  as 
submitted  receive  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  thereon  at 
such  election,  the  measure  shall  thereby  be  repealed  or 
amended  accordingly.  The  vote  upon  such  repeal  or 
amendment  at  the  annual  city  election  shall  be  taken  by 
ballot  in  answer  to  the  question,  "  Shall  the  measure 
(stating  the  nature  of  the  same)  be  repealed  or  amended 
(stating  the  nature  of  the  amendment)  ?  "  which  shall  be 
printed  on  the  ballots  after  the  list  of  candidates,  if  there 
be  any.  Whenever  any  such  measure  or  proposition  is  re- 
quired by  this  act  to  be  submitted  at  any  election  as  afore- 
said, the  city  clerk  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  published 
once  in  each  of  the  daily  newspapers  published  in  said 
city ;  such  publication  to  be  not  more  than  twenty  nor  less 
than  five  days  before  the  submission  of  the  measure  or 
proposition  to  be  voted  on.  Petitions  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section  may  consist  of  one  or  more  distinct  papers. 
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Penalty  may 
be  prescribed. 


In  each  of  such  papers  the  measure,  the  passage  of  which 
is  requested,  shall  be  set  forth  or  referred  to,  and  all  such 
papers  filed  in  any  one  day  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  parts  of  the  same  petition.  Such 
petitions  shall  be  signed,  sworn  to  as  to  signatures,  ex- 
amined, re-examined,  ]>resented  to  the  municipal  council, 
shall  have  the  city  clerk's  certiiicate  of  sufficiency  or  in- 
sufficiency attached  thereto,  and  may  be  supplemented,  in 
the  same  manner  as  petitions  filed  under  section  sixty- 
three.  Any  measure,  passed  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section  by  the  munici]ial  council,  or  by  the  voters,  may  pre- 
scribe such  ])enalty  for  its  violation  as  the  municipal  coun- 
cil, after  this  act  takes  effect,  shall  have  a  right  to  affix 
to  a  like  measure  for  a  breach  thereof.

Section  05,  If,  during  the  ten  days  next  following 
the  passage  of  any  measure  by  the  municipal  council,  a 
petition,  signed  by  a  number  of  voters  of  said  city,  reg- 
istered to  vote  at  city  elections,  equal  to  at  least  twenty- 
five  per  cent  of  the  aggregate  number  of  votes  cast  for 
candidates  for  mayor  at  the  last  preceding  annual  city 
election  at  which  a  mayor  was  elected,  and  protesting 
against  the  passage  of  such  measure  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  city  clerk,  such  measure  shall  be  suspended 
from  going  into  operation,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
municipal  council  to  reconsider  the  same,  and  if  it  is  not 
entirely  repealed  the  municipal  council  shall  submit  it, 
as  is  provided  in  sub-division  (b)  of  section  sixty-four  to 
the  registered  voters  of  the  city,  and  the  said  measure  shall 
not  go  into  effect  or  become  operative  unless  a  majority 
of  the  voters,  qualified  as  aforesaid,  voting  on  the  same 
shall  vote  in  favor  thereof.  The  vote  upon  such  a  measure 
at  an  annual  city  election  or  s]iecial  election  shall  be  taken 
by  ballot  in  answer  to  the  question,  "  Shall  the  measure

be  printed  on  the  ballot  after  the  list  of  candidates,  if  there 
be  any.

Section  1.  The  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Lynn  shall 
continue  to  he  a  municipal  corporation,  under  the  name 
of  the  City  of  Lynn,  and  as  such  shall  have,  exercise  and 
enjoy  all  the  rights,  immunities,  powers  and  privileges, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  lial)ilities  and  obliga- 
tions provided  for  herein  or  otherwise  pertaining  to  or 
incumbent  upon  said  city  as  a  municipal  corporation. 

Section  2.  The  government  of  the  city  and  the  general 
management  and  control  of  all  the  fiscal,  prudential  and 
municipal  affairs  thereof  shall  be  vested  in  a  single  officer, 
to  be  called  the  mayor,  and  a  municipal  council  to  be  called 
the  city  council,  except  however  that  the  general  manage- 
ment and  control  of  the  public  schools  of  the  city  and  of 
the  buildings  and  property  pertaining  to  such  schools  shall 
be  vested  in  a  school  committee. 

Section  3.  The  territory  of  the  city  shall  continue  to 
be  divided  into  seven  wards,  which  shall  retain  their 
present  boundaries  until  the  same  shall  be  changed  under 
the  general  law  relating  thereto,  in  any  year  fixed  by  law 
for  a  new  division  of  wards  in  cities,  by  vote  of  the  city 
C(nincil,  approved  by  the  mayor,  at  or  prior  to  the  making 
of  such  division ;  but  the  number  of  wards  shall  never  be 
less  than  seven. 

Section  4.  The  city  council  shall  be  composed  of  eleven 
members  of  whom  four  shall  be  (dected  by  and  from  the 
qualified  voters  of  the  city  and  seven  shall  be  elected  from 
wards,  that  is  to  say,  there  shall  be  one  elected  from  each 
ward  by  and  from  the  qualified  voters  of  that  ward.  The 
mayor  and  city  council  shall  be  elected  for  terms  of  two 
years  as  hereinafter  provided.  The  school  committee  shall 
consist  of  eleven  members  elected  as  follows :  —  one  by 
and  from  the  qualified  voters  in  each  ward  qualified  to 
vote  for  members  of  said  school  committee  and  four  mem- 
bers at  large. 

Section  5.  The  municipal  election  shall  take  place  an- 
nually on  the  second  Tuesday  of  December,  and  the  munic- 
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ipal  year  shall  begin  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  on  the 
first  Monday  of  Jannary  and  continue  until  ten  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  following  Jan- 
uary. 

Section  G.  In  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  ten  and  mJ'y,V°"n'd 
every  second  year  thereafter  there  shall  be  elected  at  the  comuiimen. 
annual  city  election  of  the  said  city  a  nuiyor.  In  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  ten  there  shall  also  be  elected  eleven 
councilmen.  The  two  councilmen  elected  at  large  receiving 
the  largest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  elected  for  the 
term  of  two  municipal  years,  and  the  two  receiving  the  next 
largest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  elected  for  the 
term  of  one  municipal  year.  Of  the  ward  councilmen 
three  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  two  municipal  years 
and  the  other  four  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  one  mu- 
nicipal year.

for  the  term  of  one  year.  The  board  of  registrars  shall 
previous  to  the  calling  of  the  preliminary  election  for  the 
said  school  committee  determine  by  drawing  in  which  of 
the  several  wards  the  members  of  said  committee  shall  be 
elected  in  said  year  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten  for  the 
respective  terms  of  three,  two  and  one  years.  At  each  suc- 
ceeding annual  municipal  election  thereafter  the  successors 
to  members  of  the  school  committee  whose  terms  are  about 
to  expire  shall  be  elected  in  the  several  wards  for  the  term 
of  three  years.  Six  members  of  the  school  committee  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Section  7.  On  the  third  Tuesday  preceding  any  an- 
nual or  special  election  at  which  there  is  to  be  elected  a 
mayor,  any  member  of  the  city  council  or  any  member  of 
the  school  committee,  there  shall  be  held  a  preliminary 
election  for  the  purpose  of  nominating  candidates  for  such 
offices  as  are  to  be  filled  at  such  annual  or  special  city  elec- 
tion. No  special  election  for  mayor  or  any  other  officer 
shall  be  held  until  after  the  expiration  of  forty  days  from 
the  calling  of  the  preliminary  election.  At  any  city  pre- 
liminary or  special  election  the  polls  shall  l)e  opened  at  six 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  shall  be  kept  open  until  four 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  The  laws  of  the  connnonwealth 
relative  to  annual  city  elections  shall  apply  to  all  prelim- 
inary, special  and  annual  elections  held  under  this  act, 
except  as  is  herein  otherwise  specifically  provided.

In  case  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  mayor  or 
of  a  memlx'r  of  the  city  council  or  school  committee  shall 
occur  within  the  six  months  previous  to  the  expiration  of 
his  term  of  office  the  city  council  may,  in  its  discretion, 
order  a  new  election  to  be  held  to  fdl  the  vacancy. 

Section  17.  The  mayor  and  any  member  of  the  city 
council  or  school  committee  may  be  removed  from  office  at 
any  time  by  the  voters  registered  to  vote  for  the  official 
Avhose  removal  is  sought,  and  the  procedure  to  effect  his 
removal  shall  be  as  follows:  A  petition  signed  by  a  number 
of  such  voters  equal  to  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the 
number  of  voters  registered  to  vote  for  such  official  at  the 
I)rec(ding  municipal  election  at  which  he  was  elected,  de- 
manding an  election  of  a  successor  to  the  person  sought 
to  be  removed,  shall  bo  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk. 
Such  petition  shall  contain  a  general  statement  of  the 
grounds  on  which  the  removal  is  sought.  It  need  not  be 
on  one  paper,  Imt  nuiy  consist  of  several  distinct  papers, 
each  containing  the  said  demand  and  substantially  upon 
the  same  grounds,  and  all  papers  containing  such  demand 
and  statement,  which,  in  any  one  day,  shall  l)e  filed  at  the 
office  of  the  city  clerk,  shall  be  deemed  parts  of  the  same 
petition.  Each  signer  shall  add  to  his  signature  his  place 
of  residence,  giving  the  street  and  street  number,  if  any. 
One  signer  of  every  such  paper  shall  make  oath  upon  his 
information  and  l)elief  before  a  notary  public,  or  a  justice 
of  the  peace,  that  the  statements  therein  made  are  true, 
and  that  each  signature  to  such  paper  is  the  genuine  sig- 
nature of  the  person  whose  name  it  purports  to  be.  Within 
ten  days  after  the  filing  of  such  a  petition,  the  city  clerk, 
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with  the  assislaiK'c  of  the  registrars  of  voters,  shall  examine  Procedure, 
the  petition  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  it  is  signed  by  the 
requisite  number  of  voters,  as  above  described,  and  shall 
attach  to  said  petition  his  certificate,  showing  the  result 
of  his  examination.  If,  from  the  city  clerk's  certificate,  the 
petition  appears  not  to  be  signed  by  the  re(iuisite  number 
of  voters,  it  may  be  supplemented,  provided  it  contains 
more  than  four  fifths  of  the  number  of  names  required, 
within  ten  days  after  the  date  of  such  certificate,  by  other 
papers  signed  and  sworn  to  as  aforesaid,  and  all  other 
papers,  containing  a  like  demand  and  statement,  and 
signed  and  sworn  to  as  aforesaid,  which  shall  be  filed  with 
the  city  clerk  within  the  said  ten  days,  shall  be  deemed  sup- 
plemental to  the  original  petition.  The  city  clerk,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  registrars  as  aforesaid,  shall,  within 
ten  days  after  such  supplementing,  make  a  like  examina- 
tion of  the  amended  petition,  and  attach  thereto  a  new 
certificate,  and,  if  it  appears  from  such  new  certificate  that 
the  petition  is  still  insufficient  as  to  the  number  of  signers 
as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  returned  to  the  person  or  persons 
filing  the  same,  without  prejudice,  however,  to  the  filing 
of  a  new  petition  to  the  same  effect.  If  the  petition,  as 
originally  filed  or  as  supplemented,  shall  be  certified  by  the 
city  clerk  to  be  sufficient,  he  shall  present  the  same  to  the 
city  council  without  delay,  and  the  city  council  shall  call 
the  election  so  demanded,  and  shall  fix  a  date  for  holding 
the  same,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  sixty  or  more  than 
seventy  days  after  the  date  when  the  petition  was  pre- 
sented by  the  city  clerk  to  the  city  council.  The  city  coun- 
cil shall  make  or  cause  to  be  made  all  arrangements  for 
holding  such  election,  including  the  preliminary  election, 
and  the  same  shall  be  held  and  conducted,  returns  thereof 
made  and  the  results  thereof  declared  in  all  resi:)ects  as  in 
the  case  of  other  city  elections.  The  successor  of  any  per- 
son removed  shall  hold  office  during  the  unexpired  term  of 
his  predecessor.  Any  person  sought  to  be  removed  may  Persons 
be  a  candidate  at  such  election,  and  unless  he  requests  other-  remov*ed°may 
wise  in  wn-iting  the  city  clerk  shall  place  his  name  on  the  at  eiecUon'!'^^ 
official  ballots  without  nomination.  The  person  receiving 
the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  elected.  If 
some  person  other  than  the  incumbent  receives  the  highest 
nundier  of  votes,  the  incumbent  shall  thereupon  be  deemed 
to  be  removed  from  office.    In  case  a  person,  other  than  the 
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incumbent,  receiving  the  highest  inimber  of  votes  shall  fail 
to  make  oath  before  the  city  clerk,  a  notary  public  or  a 
justice  of  the  peace,  within  thirty  days  after  his  election, 
faithfully  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office,  the  office  shall 
be  deemed  vacant.  If  the  incumbent  receives  the  highest 
number  of  votes,  he  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  end 
of  the  term  "which  he  was  serving  at  the  time  of  such  elec- 
tion, unless  sooner  removed  therefrom  by  new  and  like  pro- 
ceedings. The  name  of  no  candidate,  other  than  the  person 
sought  to  be  removed,  shall  be  printed  on  the  official  ballots 
to  be  used  at  such  election,  unless  such  candidates  be  nom- 
inated as  hereinbefore  provided,  at  a  preliminary  election. 
^o  petition  for  the  recall  of  any  officer,  shall  be  filed 
earlier  than  six  months  after  his  election  and  qualification. 

Section  18.  General  meetings  of  the  qualified  voters  of 
the  city  may  from  time  to  time  be  held  according  to  the 
right  secured  to  the  people  by  the  constitution  of  the  com- 
monwealth, and  such  meetings  shall  be  duly  warned  by  the 
mayor  and  city  council  upon  the  request  in  writing  of  one 
hundred  qualified  voters  setting  forth  the  purpose  thereof. 

Section  19.  At  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  the  first 
]\[onday  of  January  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
eleven,  the  board  of  mayor  and  aldermen,  board  of  alder- 
men and  common  council  and  board  of  public  works  shall 
be  abolished ;  the  terms  of  office  which  the  present  mayor, 
aldermen,  common  councilmen,  members  of  the  board  of 
public  works  and  school  committee  are  now  serving  shall 
terminate;  and  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act, 
all  the  present  powers  and  duties,  under  any  general  or 
special  laws,  of  the  board  of  mayor  and  aldermen,  board 
of  aldermen,  city  council,  common  council  and  board  of 
public  works,  shall  devolve  upon  and  be  exercised  and  per- 
formed by  the  city  council. 

Section  20.  The  mayor  elect  and  the  members  elect  of 
the  city  council  shall  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  suc- 
ceeding their  election,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon, 
assemble  and  T)e  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their 
duties  by  the  city  clerk,  a  notary  public  or  a  justice  of  the 
peace.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  mayor  elect  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January,  or  if  a  mayor  shall  be  elected  subse- 
quently, the  oath  of  office  may  at  any  time  thereafter  be 
administered  to  him  in  presence  of  the  city  council;  and 
at  any  time  after  the  first  Monday  in  January  the  oath  of 
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office  may  be  adiuinistercd  in  presence  of  the  city  council 
to  any  member  who  was  absent  on  the  first  Monday  in  Jan- 
nary,  or  who  shall  subsequently  be  elected.  A  certificate 
that  such  oath  has  been  taken  by  the  mayor  and  by  the 
several  members  of  the  city  council  shall  be  entered  in  the 
iournal  of  the  city  council.     Oaths  shall  be  administered  oath  of  office

in  like  manner  to  the  members  of  the  school  committee  who  committee, 
shall  meet  for  that  purpose  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening 
of  the  said  first  Monday  in  January,  and,  after  said  oaths 
have  been  administered,  shall  proceed  to  organize  by  the 
election  of  a  chairman. 

Section  21.    Immediately  after  the  oaths  of  office  have  Organization 
been  administered,  the  city  council  shall  meet  and  organize  of  city 
by  the  election  by  ballot  of  a  president,  and  no  other  busi-  '^°"'"''  • 
ness  shall  be  in  order  until  a  president  has  been  chosen. 
Until  such  choice  has  been  made  the  city  council  shall  hold 
daily  sessions.  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excepted.     The 
president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  city  council. 
In  case  of  the  temporary  absence  or  disability  of  the  presi- 
dent, the  city  council  shall  elect  a  president  pro  tempore. 
The  city  clerk  shall  also  be  the  clerk  of  the  city  council, 
but  in  the  case  of  his  temporary  absence  or  of  a  vacancy 
ill  the  office,  the  city  council  may  elect  by  ballot  a  temporary 
clerk,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  his 
duties  and  may  act  as  clerk  of  the  city  council  while  the 
absence  continues  or  vacancy  exists.     The  city  clerk  shall  ^'^^g'c'f/rk 
attend  the  sessions  of  the  city  council,  shall  keep  a  record  g^^^gif^tc 
of  all   its   proceedings,    and   shall   perform   such  further 
service  as  may  be  required.     In  case  of  a  temporary  ab- 
sence or  disability  of  the  city  clerk,  the  city  council  may 
elect  a  city  clerk  pro  tempore,  who  shall  be  duly  sworn. 
In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  city  clerk,  the  same 
shall  be  filled  by  the  city  council. 

Section  22.    The  city  council  shall  be  judge  of  the  elec-  city  council 
tion  and  qualifications  of  its  members,  shall  determine  the  ruiel  for'i't"^ 
rules  for  its  proceedings,  and  may  appoint  such  assistant  et™.''^*'  '°^^' 
clerks  and  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  its  business. 

Section  23.     The  mayor  or  the  president  may  at  any  Special 
time  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  city  council,  and  shall  city  council, 
call  a  special  meeting  upon  the  recpiest  in  writing  of  three 
of  the  members.     Such  request  shall  state  the  subjects  to 
be  considered  at  the  meeting.     The  mayor  or  president 
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shall  cause  a  written  notice  of  any  meeting  called  under 
this  section,  stating  the  subjects  to  be  considered  thereat, 
to  be  left  at  the  residence  of  each  member,  as  previously 
filed  with  the  city  clerk,  previous  to  the  time  appointed  for 
the  meeting,  and  no  action  shall  be  taken  at  such  special 
meeting  on  any  business  not  stated  in  the  notice. 

Section  24.  Six  members  of  the  city  council  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  but  a 
smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time.  Any 
order  authorizing  the  apjn-opriatioii  or  expenditure  of 
money  shall  require  the  afhrmative  vote  of  six  members  of 
the  city  council. 

Section  25.  The  mayor  shall  receive  a  yearly  salary  of 
four  thousand  dollars.  The  members  of  the  city  council 
shall  each  receive  a  yearly  salary  of  five  hundred  dollars. 

Section  26.  All  votes  of  the  city  council  making  ap- 
propriations or  loans  of  money  shall  be  in  itemized  form 
and  shall  be  taken  by  a  yea  and  nay  vote,  and  when  brought 
before  the  city  council,  on  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee on  finance,  no  item  of  the  appropriation  or  loan  in 
excess  of  the  amount  recommended  by  the  committee  on 
finance  shall  be  passed,  except  by  the  affirmative  votes  of 
at  least  eight  members. 

Section  27.  All  loans  issued  by  the  city  after  the 
passage  of  this  act  shall  be  made  payable  in  annual  instal- 
ments in  the  manner  authorized  by  section  thirteen  of  chap- 
ter twenty-seven  of  the  Kevised  Laws,  as  amended  by 
section  one  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  forty-one  of  the 
acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eight.  All  bonds 
shall  be  offered  for  sale  in  such  a  manner  that  the  effect 
of  the  premiums,  if  any,  shall  bo  to  reduce  the  total  amount 
of  bonds  issued. 

Section  28.  All  meetings  of  the  city  council  shall  be 
public.  All  deliberations  of  the  school  committee,  except 
the  consideration  of  the  appointment  of  teachers  and 
agents,  and  all  votes  of  said  committee  shall  be  in  public, 
and  all  votes  of  said  committee  providing  for  the  appro- 
priation or  expenditiire  of  money  shall  be  by  yeas  and  nays. 

Section  29.  No  member  of  the  city  council  shall,  dur- 
ing the  term  for  which  he  is  elected,  hold  any  other  office 
or  position  the  salary  or  compensation  for  which  is  payable 
from  the  city  treasury,  nor  shall  he  act  as  counsel  or  attor- 
ney before  the  city  council  or  before  any  committee  thereof. 
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Section  30.     The  city  council  shall  have  power  within  city  council 
said  city  to  make  and  establish  ordinances  and  affix  pen-  ordinances, 
alties  for  the  violation  thereof,  as  herein  or  by  general  law  etc.^*"'*  '^^' 
provided,   without   the   sanction   of   any   court   or  of   any 
justice  thereof.     All  ordinances  so  made  and  established 
shall  be  published  forthwith  in  one  or  more  newspapers 
designated  by  the  mayor,  and  they  shall,  unless  they  con- 
tain an  express  provision  for  a  later  date,  take  effect  at 
the  time  of  their  approval  by  the  mayor,  or,  if  a  penalty 
for  their  violation  is  provided,  at  the  expiration  of  thirty 
days  from  the  date  of  such  approval,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions   of    section    thirty-two    relating    to    the    referen- 
dum. 

Sectiojs^  31.  If  a  petition,  signed  by  a  number  of  the  initiative, 
voters  of  said  city,  qualified  to  vote  at  city  elections,  equal 
to  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  aggregate  number  of 
voters  qualified  to  vote  for  candidates  at  the  last  preceding 
annual  city  election  at  which  a  mayor  was  elected,  and 
requesting  the  city  council  to  pass  any  measure  therein  set 
forth  or  referred  to,  shall  be  filed  in  the 'office  of  the  city 
clerk,  who  shall  forthwith  present  the  same  to  the  city  coun- 
cil, provided  said  measure  be  one  which  it  has  a  legal  right 
to  pass,  shall :  — 

(a)  pass  said  measure  without  alteration,  within  twenty 
days  after  the  attachment  of  the  city  clerk's  certificate  of 
sufficiency  to  such  petition,  or 

(h)  forthwith,  after  the  expiration  of  twenty  days  after 
the  attachment  to  the  petition,  of  the  said  certificate  of 
sufficiency,  call  a  special  election  unless  an  annual  city 
election  is  to  be  held  within  ninety  days  after  the  attach- 
ment of  the  certificate  of  sufficiency,  and  at  such  special 
election,  or  annual  city  election,  if  one  is  so  to  be  held,  sub- 
mit said  measure  without  alteration  to  the  voters  of  the  city 
qualified  as  aforesaid.  The  date  of  said  election  shall  be 
fixed  as  provided  by  section  seventeen. 

If,  however,  a  petition  is  filed  like  the  above  described 
petition,  and  signed  by  a  number  of  such  qualified  voters 
equal  to  at  least  ten  per  cent  but  less  than  twenty-five  per 
cent  of  the  aggregate  number  of  qualified  voters,  the  city 
council  shall : 

(c)  pass  the  measure  therein  set  forth  or  referred  to 
without  alteration,  within  twenty  days  after  such  attach- 
ment of  the  certificate  of  sufficiencv,  or 
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{d)   siiljinit  the  same  to  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city 
at  the  next  annual  city  election.

after  the  list  of  candidates,  if  there  be  any.  If  a  majority 
of  the  qualified  voters  voting  on  the  proposed  measure  shall 
vote  in  favor  thereof,  it  shall  thereupon  become  a  valid  and 
binding  measure  of  the  city,  and  no  such  measure  passed 
as  aforesaid  by  the  city  council,  upon  petition  as  aforesaid, 
or  which  shall  be  adopted  as  aforesaid  at  any  such  annual 
city  election  or  special  election,  shall  be  repealed  or 
amended  except  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city  at  an 
annual  city  election  or  special  election.  Any  number  of 
measures  requested  by  petition,  as  aforesaid,  may  be  voted 
upon  at  the  same  election,  in  accordance  with  the  provision 
of  this  section.  The  city  council  may  submit  a  proposition 
for  the  repeal  of  any  such  measure,  or  for  amendment 
thereof,  to  be  voted  upon  at  any  succeeding  annual  city  elec- 
tion, and  should  such  proposition  as  submitted  receive  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  thereon  at  such  election,  the 
measure  shall  thereby  be  repealed  or  amended  accordingly. 
The  vote  upon  such  repeal  or  amendment  at  the  annual 
city  election  shall  be  taken  by  ballot  in  answer  to  the  ques- 
tion, "  Shall  the  measure  (stating  the  nature  of  the  same) 
be  repealed,  or  amended  (stating  the  nature  of  the  amend- 
ment) ?  "  which  shall  be  printed  on  the  ballots  after  the 
list  of  candidates,  if  there  be  any.  Whenever  such  measure 
or  proposition  is  required  by  this  act  to  be  submitted  at 
any  election  as  aforesaid,  the  city  clerk  shall  cause  the  same 
to  be  published  once  in  each  of  the  daily  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  said  city;  such  publication  to  Ix^  not  more  than 
twenty  nor  less  than  five  days  before  the  submission  of  the 
measure  or  proposition  to  be  voted  on.  Petitions  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section  may  consist  of  one  or  more  dis- 
tinct pajicrs.  In  each  of  such  papers  the  measure,  the 
passage  of  which  is  requested,  shall  be  set  forth  or  referred 
to,  and  all  such  papers  filed  in  any  one  day  in  the  office 
of  the  city  clerk  shall  be  deemed  to  be  parts  of  the  same 
])etition.  Rnch  petitions  shall  l)e  signed,  sworn  to  as  to 
signatures,  examined,  re-examined,  presented  to  the  city 
council,  shall  have  the  city  clerk's  certificate  of  sufficiency 
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or  insufficiency  attaclieJ  thereto,  and  may  Lc  supplemented, 
in  the  same  manner  as  petitions  tiled  under  section  seven- 
teen. Any  measure  passed  under  the  provisions  of  this  Penalty 
section  by  the  city  council  or  by  the  voters  may  prescribe  pres<;rii)e<i. 
such  penalty  for  its  violation  as  the  city  council,  after  this 
act  takes  effect,  shall  have  a  right  to  affix  to  a  like  measure 
for  a  breach  thereof. 

Section  32.  If,  during  the  seven  days  next  following  Refeif-ndum. 
the  passage  of  any  measure  by  the  city  council,  a  petition 
signed  by  one  hundred  voters  of  said  city,  registered  to  vote 
at  city  elections,  is  filed  with  the  city  clerk  stating  that  it 
is  desired  to  subject  said  measure  to  the  referendum,  then 
said  measure  shall  not  become  operative  until  the  expiration 
of  three  days  additional.  If  before  the  expiration  of  said 
three  days  a  petition  signed  by  a  number  of  voters  equal 
to  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  aggregate  number 
of  voters  registered  to  vote  for  candidates  for  mayor  at  the 
last  preceding  annual  city  election  at  which  a  mayor  v^as 
elected,  and  protesting  against  the  passage  of  such  measure, 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk,  such  measure 
shall  be  suspended  from  going  into  operation,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  city  council  to  reconsider  the  same,  and 
if  it  is  not  entirely  repealed  the  city  council  shall  submit  it, 
as  is  provided  in  subdivision  (Z>)  of  section  thirty-one,  to 
the  registered  voters  of  the  city,  and  the  said  measure  shall 
not  go  into  effect  or  become  operative  unless  a  majority  of 
the  voters  registered  as  aforesaid,  voting  on  the  same  shall 
vote  in  favor  thereof.  The  votes  upon  such  measure  at  an 
annual  city  election  or  special  election  shall  be  taken  by 
ballot  in  answer  to  the  question,  "  Shall  the  measure  (stat- 
ing the  nature  of  the  same)  take  effect?"  which  shall  be 
printed  on  the  ballot  after  the  list  of  candidates,  if  there 
be  any. 

Petitions  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  may  con-  Form  of 
sist  of  one  or  more  distinct  papers.  In  each  of  such  papers  p*^''^'°"^- 
the  measure,  the  passage  of  which  is  protested,  shall  be  set 
forth  or  referred  to,  and  all  such  papers  filed  in  any  one 
day  shall  be  deemed  to  be  parts  of  the  same  petition.  Such 
petitions  shall  be  signed,  sworn  to  as  to  signatures,  exam- 
ined, re-examined,  presented  to  the  city  council,  shall  have 
the  city  clerk's  certificate  of  sufficiency  or  insufficiency 
attached  thereto,  and  may  be  supplemented,  in  the  same 
manner  as  petitions  filed  under  section  seventeen. 
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SF.CTiOiSr  33.  The  city  council  shall  have  exclusive  au- 
thority to  order  the  laying  out,  locating  anew  and  discon- 
tinuing of,  and  the  making  of  specific  repairs  in,  all  high- 
ways and  other  ways,  except  county  ways,  within  the  limits 
of  the  city,  to  assess  the  damages  sustained  thereby  by  any 
person,  and,  except  as  is  otherwise  provided  herein,  to  act 
in  matters  relating  to  such  laying  out,  locating  anew,  alter- 
ing, discontinuing  or  repairing. 

Section  34-.  Except  as  is  otherwise  herein  provided, 
the  city  council  shall,  in  general,  have  and  exercise  the  legis- 
lative powers  of  towns  and  of  the  inhabitants  tliereof,  shall 
have  all  the  powers  and  authority  given  to  city  councils 
under  the  general  laws  of  the  commonwealth,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  duties  imposed  on  city  councils,  shall  have 
and  exercise  all  the  powers,  other  than  executive,  given  to 
the  selectmen  of  towns,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  and 
authority  given  to  boards  of  aldermen.  The  several  ad- 
ministrative officers  and  boards  elected  by  the  city  council 
shall  be  responsible  to  said  council  for  the  proper  perform- 
ance of  their  duties  and  may  at  any  time  be  removed  for 
cause,  after  public  hearing,  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  coun- 
cil. Notice  of  such  removal  shall  be  given  in  writing  to 
the  person  removed,  and  shall  state  plainly  the  cause  there- 
for. It  shall,  however,  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor,  at  all 
times,  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  city  council  any  lack 
of  capacity,  fidelity  or  efi^ort  on  the  part  of  any  of  the  said 
officers,  and  the  citj^  eouucil  shall  give  consideration  to  any 
information  or  recommendation  of  the  executive  concerning 
the  same. 

Section  35.  The  mayor  shall  be  the  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  city,  and  the  executive  powers  of  the  city  shall 
be  vested  in  him  and  be  exercised  by  him  either  personally 
or  through  the  several  officers  and  boards  in  their  respective 
departments,  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions  of  the  fore- 
going sections.  He  shall  communicate  to  the  city  council 
such  infornuition,  and  shall  recommend  such  mcnisures  as 
in  his  judgment  the  interests  of  the  city  require ;  shall  cause 
the  laws,  ordinances  and  orders  for  the  government  of  the 
city  to  be  enforced  ;  and  shall  secure  an  honest,  efficient 
and  economical  conduct  of  the  executive  and  administrative 
business  of  the  city  under  harmonious  action  of  the  dificr- 
ent  administrative  and  executive  departments.  He  shall, 
as  often  as  once  a  month,  call  together  for  consultation 
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upon  tlio  affairs  of  the  city  the  heads  of  departinerits,  who 
shall,  whenever  called  upon,  furnish  such  information 
relative  to  their  respective  departments  as  he  may  re- 
quest. 

Section  3C.     In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  the  whoshaii 
mayor  or  of  his  resignation,  absence  from  the  common-  vacanc'^y  in" 
wealth,  or  inability  for  any  cause  to  perform  the  duties  ^'^j^n 
of  his  office,  the  president  of  the  city  council  shall,  under  Acting 
the  style  of  acting  mayor,  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  ™''^°''- 
the  duties  of  mayor,  except  that  such  acting  mayor  shall 
not,  unless  authorized  thereto  in  a  special  instance  by  the 
city  council,  make  any  removal  from  office  or  any  per- 
manent appointment,  nor  shall  he,  unless  the  disability  of 
the  mayor  has  continued  at  least  ten  days  or  unless  the 
office  of  mayor  become  vacant,  have  power  to  approve  or 
disapprove  any  ordinance,  order,  resolution  or  vote  of  the 
city  council. 

Section  37.     Every  order,  ordinance  or  resolution  rela-  Orders,  reso- 
tive  to  the  affairs  of  the  city,  adopted  or  passed  by  the  city  to  be  pie- 
council,  shall  be  presented  to  the  mayor  for  his  approval,  mayor  for 
If  he  approves  it  he  shall  sign  it ;  if  he  disapproves  it  he  ^pp™^'''-  ''*''• 
shall  return  it  with  his  objections  in  writing  to  the  city 
council,  which  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large. on  its 
records,  and  again  consider  it.     If  the  city  council,  not- 
withstanding such  disapproval  of  the  mayor,  shall  again 
pass  such  order,  ordinance  or  resolution  by  the  same  vote 
required  for  its  original  passage,  it  shall  then  be  in  force, 
but  such  vote  shall  not  be  taken  for  seven  days  after  its 
return  to  the  city  council.     Every  such  order,  ordinance 
or  resolution  shall  be  in  force  if  it  is  not  returned  by  the 
mayor  within  ten  days  after  it  has  been  presented  to  him, 
subject,  however,  to  further  provisions  of  this  act  relative 
to  the  enactment  of  ordinances  and  providing  a  penalty  for 
their  violation. 

Section  38.  There  shall  annually  be  chosen  or  ap-  committee  on 
pointed  a  committee  on  finance  consisting  of  the  mayor,  pofmrnentTetc 
the  president  and  three  other  members  of  the  city  council. 
The  mayor  shall  be  chairman,  and  the  city  council  shall 
determine  by  rule  the  manner  of  appointment  or  election 
of  the  members,  exclusive  of  the  mayor  and  the  president. 
The  heads  of  departments,  the  school  committee  and  all 
officers  and  boards  having  authority  to  spend  money  shall 
annuallv  submit  to  the  committee  on  finance  in  the  month 
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of  January  detailed  estimates  of  the  amounts  deemed  by 
them  to  be  necessary  for  their  respective  departments  for 
the  financiai  year  which  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of 
January  next  succeeding,  and  the  committee  shall  as  soon 
as  may  be  thereafter,  transmit  such  estimates  to  the  city 
council  recommending  such  appropriations  for  each  de- 
partment or  purpose  as  it  deems  necessary  therefor. 

Section  39.  No  sum  appropriated  for  a  specific  pur- 
pose shall  be  expended  for  any  other  purpose,  except 
as  is  hereinafter  provided,  and  no  expenditure  shall  be 
made  and  no  liability  incurred  by  or  in  behalf  of  the 
city  until  the  city  council  has  duly  voted  an  appropria- 
tion estimated  to  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  same,  together 
with  all  prior  unpaid  liabilities  which  are  payable  there- 
from, except  that,  after  the  expiration  of  the  financial  year 
and  before  the  making  of  the  regular  annual  appropria- 
tions, liabilities  payable  out  of  the  regular  appropriation 
may  be  incurred  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  fourth 
of  the  total  appropriation  made  for  similar  purposes  in 
the  preceding  year.  Liabilities  that  were  incurred  pre- 
vious to  the  expiration  of  the  financial  year  shall  not, 
however,  be  paid  out  of  said  one  fourth.  At  any  time  the 
unexpended  balance  of  the  sum  appropriated  for  a  specific 
purpose,  and  not  further  required  for  that  purpose,  may  be 
transferred  to  another  account  by  vote  of  the  city  council, 
except  that  the  balance  of  any  account  derived  from  special 
loans  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  said  loan ;  but 
nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be  taken  to  prohibit  the 
payment  of  executions  against  the  city  at  any  time,  or  to 
repeal  or  amend  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred 
and  seventy-eight  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
nine. 

Skctiox  40.  The  mayor  shall  annually  require  all 
boards  and  officers  intrusted  with  the  receipt  or  expenditure 
of  public  money,  or  with  the  care  and  custody  of  public 
property,  to  make  particular  and  detailed  statements 
thereof,  and  shall  cause  such  statements  to  be  published  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  March  for  the  information  of  the 
citizens. 

Sf.ction  41.  The  mayor  shall  have  sole  power  to  sign, 
seal,  execute  and  deliver  in  behalf  of  the  city  deeds  and 
leases  of  lands  sold  or  leased  by  the  city,  and  other  deeds, 
agreements,  contracts,  leases,  indentures,  assurances  and 
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other  instruments  on  behalf  of  the  city,  except  burial  lots 
in  public  cemeteries  and  burial  grounds,  and  except  as  is 
otherwise  provided  herein  or  by  any  other  general  or  spe- 
cial law. 

Section  42.    All  ordinances  adopted  by  the  city  council  diMncls^Ind 
and  all  orders  passed  by  said  council  requiring,  authorizing  t^*|gg\f°  ^'^ 
or  involving  the  expenditure  of  money,  the  sale  of  city  firmativeiy 
property,  granting  of  franchises,  or  incurring  of  liability 
<^n  the  part  of  the  city,  shall  in  order  to  bo  valid  be  twice 
affirmatively  voted  by  said  council,  and  a  period  of  at  least 
seven  days  shall  intervene  between  the  meeting  at  which 
the  first  vote  is  taken  and  the  meeting  at  which  the  final 
vote  is  taken,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  thirty- 
two  of  this  act  relating  to  the  referendum.     The  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  not,  however,  apply  to  the  passage  of 
any  measure  over  the  veto  of  the  mayor  as  set  forth  in 
section  thirty-seven.

The  above  officers  shall  be  elected  by  the  city  council  Election,

for  a  term  of  three  years,  as  the  terms  of  the  present  in- 
cumbents shall  expire  by  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  or 
ordinances  under  which  they  were  respectively  elected. 

VI.  A  city  engineer,  who  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  City 
of  office  of  the  present  incumbent  shall  be  elected  by  the 
city  council  for  a  term  ending  the  first  ]\Ionday  in  May, 
nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  and  then  and  thereafter  for 
the  term  of  two  years.

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VITI.  A  city  physician,  who,  at  the  expiration  of  the 
term  of  the  present  incumbent  and  thereafter,  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

IX.  A  board  of  park  commissioners,  consisting  of  fiye 
members,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  city  council  for  the 
term  of  three  years  as  the  terms  of  office  of  the  present  in- 
cumbents shall  respectiyely  expire.  The  said  board  of  park 
commissioners  shall  have  general  direction  and  control  of 
the  public  parks  and  the  playgrounds  of  the  city,  including 
the  common,  subject,  howeyer,  to  the  direction  of  the  city 
council. 

X.  A  superintendent  of  streets  and  sewers,  who  shall 
be  elected  by  the  city  council,  in  January,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  eleven,  for  a  term  to  expire  the  first  week  in  May, 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  and  in  said  jMay  and 
thereafter  for  a  term  of  two  years.  Said  officer  shall  be 
a  member  of  the  commission  on  ways  and  drainage,  as 
is  herein  elsewhere  provided,  and  shall  have  immediate 
charge  and  direction  of  all  construction  and  repair  work . 
on  ways,  streets  and  sewers,  including  street  sprinkling, 
subject,  however,  to  the  provisions  elsewhere  herein  set 
forth  relating  to  the  powers,  duties  and  responsibilities 
of  the  city  council  and  the  commission  on  ways  and  drain- 
age. Said  officer  shall  have  power  to  employ  and  dis- 
charge all  laborers,  mechanics  and  foremen  employed  on 
the  woi-k  over  which,  by  the  provisions  of  this  section,  he 
has  charge  and  control,  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions 
of  section  fifty,  relative  to  the  apju-oval  of  the  city  council 
as  to  rates  of  wages  to  l)e  ])aid  to  the  city  employees. 

XT.  A  board  of  overseers  of  the  poor,  consisting  of  six 
persons,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  city  council  for  a  term 
of  three  years,  two  to  be  elected  each  year  as  the  respective 
terms  of  office  of  the  present  incund»ents  expire,  and  two 
each  year  thereafter. 

XTT.  A  board  of  health,  consisting  of  three  persons, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  mayor.  Of  this  board  the  city 
physician  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member.  The  other  two 
mend)ers  shall  be  appointed  each  for  a  term  of  three  years 
as  the  respective  terms  of  the  present  incumbents  expire. 
Each  appointment  thereafter  shall  be  for  a  term  of  three 
years, 

XTIT.  A  ])nl)lic  water  board,  consisting  of  five  per- 
sons, who  shall  be  elected  by  the  city  council  for  the  term 
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of  three  years,  as  the  respective  terms  of  office  of  the  pres- 
ent inciinibeiits  ex})ir(',  and  thereafter. 

XIV.  A  board  of  sinking  fund  commissioners,   con-  sinking 
sistiiig  of  three  persons,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  city  missioners. 
council  for  the  term  of  three  years,  one  to  be  elected  each 

year  as  the  respective  terms  of  office  of  the  present  incum- 
bents expire,  and  one  each  year  thereafter.  No  city 
money  shall  be  deposited  in  any  bank  or  trust  company 
of  which  the  treasurer  of  said  city  is  an  officer,  director 
or  agent. 

XV.  A  board  of  cemetery  commissioners,  consisting  Cemetery 
of  five  members,  to  be  elected  by  the  city  council  in  Jan-  sioners. 
uary,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  as  follows,  to  wit :  — 

Two  shall  be  elected  for  terms  ending  in  March,  nineteen 
hundred  and  twelve,  tAvo  shall  be  elected  for  terms  ending 
in  March,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  and  one  shall 
be  elected  for  a  term  ending  in  March,  nineteen  hundred 
and  fourteen.  As  said  terms  shall  respectivelj^  expire  the 
city  council  shall  elect  said  commissioners  for  terms  of 
three  years.  Subject  to  the  ordinances,  established  by  the 
city  council  said  board  shall  have  general  direction  and 
control  of  public  burying  grounds  and  cemeteries  in  said 
city.  The  present  board  of  Pine  Grove  cemetery  commis- 
sioners shall  continue  in  office  until  the  board  of  cemetery 
commissioners  as  above  provided  for  shall  be  elected. 

XVI.  A  board  of  assessors,  consisting  of  three  persons,  Assessors. 
who  shall  be  elected  by  the  city  council  for  a  term  of  three 

years  as  hereinafter  provided,  to  wit :  —  the  terms  of  the 
present  incumbents  of  said  office  are  hereby  respectively 
extended  to  the  first  week  of  October  following  the  expira- 
tion of  said  terms  as  heretofore  fixed  by  law.  As  said 
extended  terms  shall  respectively  expire  the  city  council 
shall  elect  assessors  for  terms  of  three  years  beginning  and 
ending  in  October.

Section  44.     The  mayor,  the  city  engineer,  and  the  Commission 
superintendent  of  streets  and  sewers  shall  constitute  a  com-  drainage*'^ 
mission  on  ways  and  drainage,  of  which  the  mayor  shall 
be  chairman.     Said  commission  shall  have  cognizance  and 
general  direction  and  control  of  the  construction,  repair, 
care,  sprinkling  and  lighting  of  ways  and  sidewalks,  and 
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of  all  wires  in  or  over  the  same ;  of  the  construction,  altera- 
tion, repair  and  care  of  main  drains,  common  sewers  and 
catch  basins ;  of  the  construction,  alteration,  repair  and 
care  and  maintenance  of  public  bridges ;  the  collection  of 
ashes  and  waste  exclusive  of  house  offal ;  and  the  care, 
superintendence  and  management  of  the  public  grounds, 
except  the  common,  public  parks  and  playgrounds,  and 
such  grounds  as  are  appurtenant  to  buildings  in  charge  of 
other  departments,  as  elsewhere  herein  provided.  The 
said  commission  shall,  except  as  is  otherwise  provided 
herein,  have  exclusively  the  powers  of,  and  be  subject  to  the 
liabilities  and  j^enalties  imposed  by  law  on,  surveyors  of 
highways.  jSTo  person,  department  of  the  city  or  corpora- 
tion, except  in  case  of  emergency,  shall  dig  up  or  open  for 
any  purpose  any  public  way  in  said  city  without  first 
obtaining  permission  in  writing  from  said  commission  so 
to  do.  Said  commission  shall  have  charge  and  control  of  all 
wires  in  public  ways,  and  of  all  shade  and  ornamental  trees 
growing  therein.  The  said  commission  shall  annually,  not 
later  than  the  second  Monday  in  February,  prepare  and 
furnish  to  the  city  council  a  complete  and  detailed  report 
containing  the  recommendations  of  the  commission  relative 
to  general  highway  and  server  improvements  in  the  city  for 
the  current  fiscal  year.  This  report  shall  include  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  commission  as  to  the  acceptance,  laying 
out  and  construction  of  streets  and  for  general  sidewalk  im- 
provements ;  the  recommendations  of  said  commission  as  to 
the  location,  installation  and  construction  of  new  sewers 
during  the  said  fiscal  year,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by 
estimates  of  costs  and  outline  plans  of  the  proposed  work. 
The  recommendations  for  sidewalk  and  street  and  sewer 
construction  shall  be  accompanied  by  specific  data  as  to 
material  to  be  used  and  method  of  construction.  Said  re- 
port shall  include  also  all  plans  for  the  installation  of  new 
water  pipes  or  mains,  other  than  house  connections,  in  any 
ways  in  said  city  during  the  said  fiscal  year,  and  for  that 
pur})ose  the  water  boa^-d  shall  furnish  the  said  commission 
with  the  necessary  information  upon  which  to  base  so  much 
of  the  report  as  relates  to  water  pipes  or  mains.  All 
])etitions  for  the  laying  out  and  acceptance  of  streets,  and 
the  construction  of  sidewalks  and  sewers,  shall  in  the  first 
instance  be  referred  by  the  city  council  to  said  commission, 
and  all  orders  for  such  laying  out,  acceptance  and  con- 
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structioii,  not  previously  reported  by  said  commission,  shall 
also  be  referred  to  said  commission  and  said  commission 
shall  return  said  petitions  and  orders  to  the  city  council 
with  the  recomniendations  of  the  commission  thereon,  not 
later  than  one  month  from  the  time  of  such  reference,  un- 
less an  extension  of  time  shall  be  granted  by  the  city  coun- 
cil upon  the  written  request  of  said  commission  stating  the 
reason  why  such  extension  is  desired.  If  in  any  such  report 
the  commission  shall  recommend  ncAV  construction  work 
or  the  taking  of  land  Avithin  the  fiscal  year  in  which  such 
report  is  made,  estimates  of  cost  shall  be  included  therein. 
All  persons,  firms,  corporations,  departments  or  others 
opening  a  street  under  the  permission  of  said  commission 
shall  restore  the  street  to  its  former  condition,  to  the  satis- 
faction of  said  commission ;  otherwise  the  said  commission 
shall  put  the  opened  street  in  such  condition  as  it  was  before 
such  opening,  and  charge  the  expense  thereof  to  the  per- 
sons, firms,  corporations,  departments  or  others  who  made 
the  opening.  At  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  city  eiectri- 
present  city  electrician  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  the  etc"' 
said  commission  shall  elect  a  city  electrician,  who  shall 
perform  the  duties  required  by  the  provisions  of  sections 
sixteen  and  nineteen  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
two  of  the  Revised  Laws,  and  all  laws  in  addition  thereto 
and  in  amendment  thereof.  The  city  electrician  shall  be  a 
subordinate  of  said  commission  and  act  under  its  general 
direction  and  control.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city 
council  the  said  commission  may  fix  the  salary  of  the  city 
electrician. 

Section  45.  All  officers  appointed  by  the  mayor  shall  ^„Tr'em3's' 
be  responsible  to  him  for  the  proper  performance  of  their  by  mayor. 
duty  and  may  be  removed  by  him  for  cause,  after  a  public 
hearing.  N^otice  of  such  removal  shall  be  in  writing  and 
shall  state  the  reason  for  removal.  J^o  appointment  by  the 
mayor  either  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  of  any  law 
now  existing  shall  require  confirmation  by  the  city  council. 

Section  46.     The  city  council  may  from  time  to  time.  Additional 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  in  accordance  with  officers  may 
the  general  laws,   establish  additional  boards   and   other  iished%tc. 
oflEicers  for  municipal  purposes.     All  officers  whose  offices 
are  not  abolished  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  whether 
heretofore  elected  or  appointed  or  elected  or  appointed  here- 
under, shall,  except  in  case  of  removal,  continue  in  office 
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until  tbfir  successors  are  elected  or  appointed,  and  quali- 
licd.  Upon  the  resignation,  removal  or  disability  of  any 
officer,  the  vacancy  may  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  part  of 
the  term  by  election  or  appointment,  as  above  provided. 

Section  47.  All  administrative  officers  shall  be  sworn 
to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  respective  duties,  and  cer- 
tificates of  their  oaths  shall  be  made  and  kept  in  the  office 
of  the  city  clerk;  and  all  administrative  boardsand  other 
officers  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  official  transactions,  and 
such  record  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection. 

Section  -iS.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  board  of 
assessors  from  the  qualified  voters  of  each  ward  one  or  more 
assistant  assessors.  The  assistant  assessors  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed, 
and  shall  perform  such  services  as  may  be  required  of  them 
by  the  board  of  assessors. 

Section  49.  The  city  council  shall  require  the  city 
treasurer,  the  collector  of  taxes  and  the  city  auditor  to  give 
Ijonds,  with  such  surety  or  sureties  as  it  shall  deem  proper, 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  respective  duties,  and 
may  require  any  other  municipal  officer  or  agent  intrusted 
with  the  receipt,  care  or  disbursement  of  money,  to  give 
such  bond. 

Section  50,  All  admiiiij^trative  boards  and  officers 
above  specified,  and  every  administrative  board  and  officer 
hereafter  established  by  the  city  council  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  and  having  charge  of  a  department  shall, 
within  their  resjiective  departments  have  power,  except  as 
is  herein  otherwise  pro\'ided,  to  employ  all  labor  and  to 
appoint  and  employ,  and  to  discharge  and  remove  all  sub- 
ordinate officers,  clerks  and  assistants:  provided,  however, 
that  the  rate  of  wages  to  be  paid  to  any  emploj^ee  of  the  city 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city  council.  Said 
administrative  boards  and  officers  shall  keep  a  record,  sub- 
ject to  inspection,  of  all  persons  appointed  and  employed 
and  of  all  persons  discharged  and  removed,  and,  in  case  of 
discharge  or  removal,  of  the  grounds  therefor.  Said  boards 
and  officers  shall,  within  their  respective  departments,  make 
and  execute  all  necessary  contracts,  purchase  all  materi- 
als and  supplies  and  shall  in  general  have  the  immediate 
direction  and  control  of  all  executive  and  administrative 
business.  The  city  council,  however,  shall  have  the  right  to 
establish  by  ordinance  the  office  of  purchasing  agent,  and 
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to  define  the  duties  and  responsibility  of  such  agent  if  the  Contracts, 
office  is  established.     All  contracts  made  in  behalf  of  the 
city  in  which  the  amount  involved  exceeds  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  shall,  in  order  to  be  valid,  be  in  writing 
and  be  approved  in  writing  by  the  mayor.     Such  approval  ' 

must  be  endorsed  on  the  contract  itself,  ^o  contract  for  con- 
struction work  or  for  the  purchase  of  apparatus,  supplies 
or  materials,  whether  the  same  shall  be  for  repairs  or  orig- 
inal construction,  the  estimated  cost  of  which  amounts  to  or 
exceeds  one  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  awarded  unless  pro- 
posals for  the  same  shall  have  been  invited  by  advertise- 
ments inserted  in  not  more  than  two  newspapers  published 
in  said  city  once  a  week  for  at  least  two  successive  weeks, 
the  last  publication  to  be  at  least  one  week  before  the  time 
specified  for  the  opening  of  said  proposals.  Such  advertise- 
ments shall  state  the  time  and  place  where  plans  and  speci- 
fications of  proposed  work  or  supplies  may  be  had  and  the 
time  and  place  for  opening  the  proposals  in  answer  to  said 
advertisements,  and  shall  reserve  to  the  city  the  right  to 
reject  any  or  all  of  such  proposals.  All  such  proposals  shall 
be  opened  in  public.  No  bill  or  contract  shall  be  split  or 
divided  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  any  provision  of  this 
act.

STATE   OF  KHODE   ISLAND  TO   SUPPLY   WATER   TO   THE   IN 
HABITANTS    OF    THE    TOWN    OF    BLACKSTONE. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  city  of  Woonsocket,  in  the  state  of 
Ehode  Island,  a  municipal  corporation,  when  duly  author- 
ized so  to  do  by  the  law  of  said  state  of  Rhode  Island,  is 
hereby  authorized  to  supply  water  for  the  extinguishment 
of  fire  and  for  domestic  and  other  purposes  to  the  inhab- 
itants of  that  part  of  the  town  of  Blackstone  included 
within  the  limits  of  precinct  one  as  established  by  said 
town,  and  known  as  Blackstone  village. 

Section  2.  For  the  purposes  aforesaid,  the  said  city  of 
Woonsocket,  when  so  authorized,  may  construct  and  lay 
conduits,  pipes  and  other  works  under  or  over  any  lands, 
water  courses,  railroads,  railways,  and  public  or  private 
ways,  and  along  such  ways  in  the  said  precinct,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing,  maintaining  and  repairing 
such  conduits,  pipes  or  other  works,  and  for  all  proper 
purposes  of  this  act  may  enter  upon  and  dig  up  such  lands 
and  ways :  provided,  however,  that  the  said  city  shall  not 
enter  upon  or  dig  up  any  private  lands  or  private  ways 
except  with  the  consent  of  the  owners  thereof,  or  any  pub- 
lic way  except  with  the  consent  of  the  selectmen ;  and  said 
city  shall  restore  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  selectmen  the 
public  ways  dug  up  or  otherwise  disturbed  therein,  and 
shall  pay  all  damages  sustained  by  any  person  in  conse- 
quence of  any  act  or  neglect  of  said  city,  its  agents  and 
employees,  in  digging  up  or  otherwise  disturbing  any  lands 
or  public  or  private  ways  under  authority  hereof;  and 
provided,  further,  that  no  source  of  water  supply  for  do- 
mestic purposes  shall  be  acquired  or  used  under  this  act 
without  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  state  board  of 
health.

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Section  3.  The  citj  of  Woonsocket,  when  so  author- 
ized, may  distribute  water  through  said  precinct  one,  or 
any  part  thereof;  may  regulate  the  use  of  said  water,  and 
fix  and  collect  rates  therefor ;  and  the  town  of  Blackstone, 
or  any  individual  or  corporation,  may  make  such  con- 
tracts with  the  said  city  for  the  use  of  water  for  the  ex- 
tinguishment of  fires  and  for  other  purposes  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  said  town,  individual  or  corporation, 
and  the  said  city,  and  said  city  may  establish  and  main- 
tain fountains  and  hydrants  within  said  precinct,  and  may 
relocate  or  discontinue  the  same. 

Section  4.  The  town  of  Blackstone  shall  have  the 
right  at  any  time  to  take  or  acquire  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise the  property  and  all  rights  and  privileges  of  the  city 
of  Woonsocket  within  the  towm  of  Blackstone,  on  payment 
to  said  city  of  a  sum  to  be  fixed  by  said  town,  in  an  annual 
town  meeting,  and  by  said  city.  In  case  the  said  town  shall 
vote  to  purchase  the  said  property,  rights  and  privileges, 
and  cannot  agree  with  the  said  city  upon  the  amount  to 
be  paid  therefor,  then,  upon  a  suit  in  equity  brought  either 
by  said  city  or  by  the  said  town,  the  supreme  judicial  court 
of  the  commonwealth  shall  ascertain  and  fix  the  said 
amount,  and  shall  enforce  the  right  of  the  said  town  to 
take  possession  of  the  said  property  upon  payment  of  the 
sum  so  ascertained. 

Section  5.  Said  city  of  Woonsocket  shall  comply  with

Every  person  licensed  to  operate  automobiles 
as  aforesaid  shall  endorse  his  usual  signature  on  the  margin 
of  the  license,  in  the  space  provided  for  the  purpose,  imme- 
diately upon  the  receipt  of  said  license,  and  such  license 
shall  not  be  valid  until  so  endorsed.  All  licenses  to  operate 
motor  vehicles,  heretofore  commoidy  called  ^'  private  oper- 
ators' licenses  ",  and  other  than  those  of  chauft'eurs.  shall 
expire  at  midnight  upon  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  in 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  and  thereafter  all 
licenses  issued  to  operators  and  chauffeurs  shall  be  valid 
for  one  year  only  from  the  date  of  issue.  A  person  whose 
motor  cycle  has  been  registered  in  accordance  with  the  pro^ 
visions  of  sections  two  and  three  of  this  act  may  operate 
such  motor  cycle  without  a  license  from  the  commission, 
and  the  certificate  of  registration  for  said  vehicle  shall  be 
evidence  of  the  right  of  the  owner  thereof  to  operate  it 
while  said  registration  is  in  force.  Every  application  filed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  sworn  to  by 
the  applicant  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  a  notary 
public.  The  fee  for  such  oath  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five 
cents. 

Sectiois'  4.  Section  ten  of  said  chapter  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  "  do  ",  in  the 
thirty-eighth  line,  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  10. 
[NTo  person  shall  operate  a  motor  vehicle  upon  any  way  in 
this  commonwealth  unless  licensed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  except  as  is  otherwise  herein  provided ;  but  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  prevent  the  operation  of 
motor  vehicles  by  unlicensed  persons  if  riding  with  or  ac- 
companied by  a  licensed  chauffeur  or  operator,  excepting 
only  persons  who  have  been  licensed  and  whose  licenses 
are  not  in  force  because  of  revocation  or  suspension,  and 
persons  less  than  sixteen  years  of  age;  but  such  licensed 
chauffeur  or  operator  shall  be  liable  for  the  violation  of  any 
provision  of  this  act  or  of  any  regulation  made  in  accord- 
ance herewith  committed  by  such  unlicensed  operator: 
provided,  however,  that  the  examiners  of  chauffeurs  and 
operators,  in  the  employ  of  the  commission,  when  engaged 
in  their  official  duty,  shall  not  be  lial)le  for  the  acts  of  any 
person  who  is  being  examined.  During  the  period  of  ten 
days  within  which  a  motor  vehicle  of  a  nbn-resident  may  be 
operated  on  the  ways  of  this  state  in  accordance  with  the 
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provisions  of  section  three,  such  vehicle  may  he  operated  by 
its  owner  or  by  his  chautfeiir  or  employee  without  a  license 
from  the  commission,  if  the  operator  is  duly  licensed  under 
the  laws  of  the  state  in  which  he  resides,  or  has  complied 
fully  with  the  laws  of  the  state  of  his  residence  respecting 
the  licensing  of  operators  of  motor  vehicles ;  but  if  any  such 
non-resident  or  his  chauffeur  or  employee  be  convicted  by 
any  court  or  trial  justice  of  violating  any  provision  of  the 
laws  of  this  commonwealth  relating  to  motor  vehicles  or  to 
the  operation  thereof,  whether  or  not  he  appeals,  he  shall  be 
thereafter  subject  to  and  required  to  comply  with  all  the 
provisions  of  this  act  relating  to  the  registration  of  motor 
vehicles  owned  by  residents  of  this  commonwealth  and  the 
licensing  of  the  operators  thereof.  A  record  of  the  trial 
shall  be  sent  forthwith  by  the  court  or  trial  justice  to  the 
commission.  Except  as  hereinbefore  provided,  no  person 
shall  operate  a  motor  vehicle  for  hire  or  as  a  chauffeur 
unless  specially  licensed  by  the  commission  so  to  do. 

Section  5.     Section  fourteen  of  said  chapter  is  hereby  i909,  534, 
amended  by  striking  out  the  word  '^'  and  ",  after  the  word  amended. 
"  sidewalk  ",  in  the  eighteenth  line,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words :  —  or  where  the  operator's  view  is  ob- 
structed either,  —  by  striking  out  the  words  "  where  the 
operator's  view  is  obstructed  ",  in  the  twentieth  line,  — 
and   by   inserting  after  the   word   "  signalling ",    in   the 
twenty-third    line,    the   words :  —  provided,    that    in    the 
thickly  settled  part  of  a  city  or  town  no  bell,  horn  or  other 
device  for  signalling  shall  be  sounded  so  as  to  make  a  harsh, 
objectionable  or  unreasonable  noise,  except  in  the  case  of

Every  person  Regulations 
operating  a  motor  vehicle  shall  bring  the  vehicle  and  the  s^o^p'^prngl'ftc., 
motor  propelling  it  immediately  to  a  stop  when  approach-  ^*  ^^  ^'^  ^^' 
ing  a  horse  or  other  draft  animal  being  led,   ridden  or 
driven,  if  such  animal  appears  to  be  frightened  and  if  the 
person  in  charge  thereof  shall  signal  so  to  do ;   and,  if 
travelling  in  the  opposite  direction  to  that  in  which  such 
animal  is  proceeding,  said  vehicle  shall  remain  stationary 
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so  long  as  may  be  reasonable  to  allow  such  horse  or  animal 
to  pass ;  or,  if  travelling  in  the  same  direction,  the  person 
operating  shall  nse  reasonable  caution  in  thereafter  passing 
such  horse  or  other  animal.  In  approaching  or  passing  a

Upon  approaching  a  pedestrian  who  is  upon  the  travelled 
part  of  any  way  and  not  upon  a  sidewalk,  or  where  the 
operator's  view  is  obstructed  either  upon  approaching  an 
intersecting  way  or  a  curve  or  corner  in  a  way,  every  person 
operating  a  motor  vehicle  shall  slow  down  and  give  a 
timely  signal  with  his  bell,  horn  or  other  device  for  sig- 
Provisos.  nailing:  provided,  that  in  the  thickly  settled  part  of  a  city 

or  town  no  bell,  horn  or  other  device  for  signalling  shall 
be  sounded  so  as  to  make  a  harsh,  objectionable  or  unrea- 
sonable noise,  except  in  the  case  of  fire  and  police  depart- 
ment vehicles  and  ambulances ;  and  provided,  further,  that 
no  operator  of  any  motor  vehicle  shall  at  any  time  permit 
any  unreasonable  amount  of  smoke  to  escape  from  such 
motor  vehicle,  nor  shall  said  operator  at  any  time  permit 
such  motor  vehicle  to  make  any  unnecessary  noise,  by  cut- 
ting out  the  muffler,  or  otherwise.  The  driver  of  any  motor 
vehicle  on  any  highway  approaching  a  crossing  of  ways, 
shall  slow  down  and  keep  to  the  right  of  the  intersection 
of  the  centres  of  both  ways,  when  turning  to  the  right,  and 
shall  pass  to  the  right  of  the  intersection  of  the  centres  of 
said  ways  before  turning  to  the  left.

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SPEED  LIMITS. 

Section  6.  Section  sixteen  of  said  chapter  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  the  word^ "  way  ",  in  the  six- 
teenth line,  the  words :  —  at  a  rate  of  speed  exceeding  eight 
miles  per  hour  where  the  operator's  or  chauffeur's  view  of 
the  road  traffic  is  obstructed  either,  —  and  by  striking  out 
all  after  the  word  "  way  ",  in  the  nineteenth  line,  —  so  as 
to  read  as  follows :  —  Section  1 6.  Every  person  operating 
a  motor  vehicle  on  any  way  in  this  commonwealth  shall  run 
it  at  a  rate  of  speed  at  no  time  greater  than  is  reasonable 
and  proper,  having  regard  to  traffic  and  the  use  of  the  way 
and  the  safety  of  the  public.  It  shall  be  prima  facie  evi- 
dence of  a  rate  of  speed  greater  than  is  reasonable  and 
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proper  as  aforesaid  if  a  motor  vehicle  is  operated  on  any 
way  outside  of  the  thickly  settled  or  business  part  of  a  city 
or  town  at  a  rate  of  speed  exceeding  twenty  miles  per  hour 
for  the  distance  of  a  quarter  of  a  mile.  It  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  a  rate  of  speed  greater  than  is  reasonable 
and  proper  as  aforesaid  if  a  motor  vehicle  is  operated  on 
any  way  inside  the  thickly  settled  or  business  part  of  a 
city  or  town  at  a  rate  of  speed  exceeding  fifteen  miles  per 
hour  for  the  distance  of  one  eighth  of  a  mile,  or  if  a  motor 
vehicle  is  operated  on  any  way  at  a  rate  of  speed  exceeding 
eight  miles  per  hour  where  the  operator's  or  chauffeur's 
view  of  the  road  traffic  is  obstructed  either  upon  approach- 
ing an  intersecting  way,  or  in  traversing  a  crossing  or  inter- 
section of  ways,  or  in  going  around  a  corner  or  a  curve  in  a 
street  or  w^ay.  Approved  June  10,  1910.

An  Act  relative  to  the  improvement  of  lynn  harbor. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.     For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  best  Commission 
means  of  abating  the  nuisance  caused  by  the  existence  of  tigation  of 
tidal  flats  in  Lynn  harbor  and  of  improving  the  capacity  appointment,' 


of  the  harbor  for  navigation  and  commerce,  the  governor 
shall,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  appoint  a 
commission  to  consist  of  three  persons,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
named  as  chairman,  two  of  whom  shall  be  citizens  of  Lynn 
and  none  of  whom  shall  be  directly  or  indirectly  interested 
in  the  ownership,  control  or  management  of  any  lands  or 
interest  therein  which  may  by  the  provisions  of  this  act 
be  taken  or  purchased  by  the  city  of  Lynn.  Said  commis- 
sion shall  be  known  as  the  Commission  on  the  Investigation 
of  Lynn  Harbor,  and  its  term  shall  expire  with  its  report 
hereinafter  provided  for.  The  compensation  of  its  mem- 
bers shall  be  paid  by  the  city  of  Lynn,  and  shall  be  such  as 
the  governor  and  council  shall  from  time  to  time  determine 
after  notice  to  the  city  of  Ljam  and  the  commissioners, 
and  a  hearing,  if  the  said  city  or  any  one  of  the  said  com- 
missioners shall  request  a  hearing.  The  compensation 
shall  be  based  upon  the  amount  and  value  of  the  services 
performed  by  the  said  commissioners.  The  city  council  of 
Lynn  shall,  by  appropriation  in  the  manner  provided  by 
law  for  making  appropriations  by  the  said  city,  provide 
for  the  payment  of  the  compensation. 


etc. 
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Section  2.  The  commission  appointed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  foregoing  section  shall  proceed  to  ascertain 
so  far  as  possible  the  advisability  of  abating  the  nuisance 
cansed  by  the  existence  of  tidal  flats  in  Lynn  harbor  and  of 
improving  the  harbor  for  navigation  and  commerce,  and 
if  such  abating  and  improving  or  either  of  them  shall  seem 
advisable  to  the  commission,  then  the  commission  shall 
determine  the  best  and  most  practical  method  or  methods 
of  doing  the  same ;  and  for  that  purpose  shall  investigate 
the  advisability  and  necessity  of  filling  solid  the  whole  or 
any  part  of  said  flats,  the  areas  and  ownership  of  lands  or 
interests  therein  to  be  taken  for  the  purpose  of  the  abate- 
ment of  said  nuisance  and  for  the  improvement  of  the 
harbor,  the  probable  cost  of  such  takings  and  the  whole 
amount  of  money  required  to  carry  out  any  plans  sug- 
gested by  said  commission  for  doing  the  said  work.  It 
shall  particularly  investigate  and  report  as  to  the  ability 
of  the  city  of  Lynn  to  pay  for  the  said  abatement  and 
improvement  and  the  benefits  to  be  derived  therefrom  by 
said  city.  It  shall  embody  in  a  report  to  the  city  council 
of  Lynn,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen 
hundred  and  twelve,  its  conclusions  and  recommendations 
as  to  the  advisability  of  undertaking  forthwith  or  at  any 
future  time  the  abatement  of  said  nuisance  and  the  im- 
provement of  said  harbor  for  the  purpose  of  navigation 
and  commerce,  and,  if  such  undertakings  or  either  of  them 
be  deemed  desirable,  its  conclusions  and  recommendations 
as  to  the  best  plan  for  carrying  out  such  undertakings, 
or  either  of  them  that  is  deemed  desirable,  the  probable 
cost  thereof,  and  the  benefits  that  may  be  expected  to  result 
therefrom. 

Section  3.  If  the  said  commission  shall  report  that 
in  its  judgment  no  abatement  of  said  nuisance  and  no  im- 
provement of  said  harbor  should  forthwith  be  undertaken 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  then  no  further  proceed- 
ings shall  be  had  under  this  act.  If  the  said  commission 
shall  report  that  in  its  judgment  said  nuisance  should  be 
abated  or  said  harbor  be  improved  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  then  the  city  council  of  Lynn  within  three 
months  after  the  date  of  receiving  such  report  shall  either 
approve  or  reject  the  report.  If  the  city  council  rejects 
the  report,  no  further  proceedings  shall  be  had  under  this 
act.     If  the  city  council  approves  the  report,  the  question 
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■of  furtlier  proceedings  shall  be  submitted  within  nine 
months  thereafter  to  the  qualified  voters  of  Lynn  in  the 
following  form :  —  "  Shall  the  action  of  the  city  council 
approving  the  report  of  the  commission  on  the  investiga- 
tion of  Lynn  harbor  be  confirmed  ?  "  If  a  majority  of 
the  votes  cast  on  said  question  are  in  the  affirmative,  then 
this  act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect.  If  the  majority 
of  said  votes  are  in  the  negative,  then  this  act  shall  have 
no  further  effect.  If  the  voters  confirm  said  report  as 
provided  in  this  section  the  governor  shall  appoint  a  com- 
mission consisting  of  three  persons  who  shall  have  the  qual- 
ifications required  in  section  one,  and  the  compensation  of 
its  members  shall  be  determined  and  paid  as  therein  pro- 
vided. Whenever  the  word  "  commission  "  is  hereinafter 
used,  it  shall  mean  the  commission  appointed  under  this 
section,  pnless  a  different  meaning  is  expressly  given  to  it. 
Said  commission  shall  be  known  as  the  Commission  on  the 
Improvement  of  Lynn  Harbor, 

Sectiox  4.  After  the  said  commission  on  the  improve- 
ment of  Lynn  harbor  shall  have  been  appointed,  the  city 
of  Lynn  may  for  the  purpose  of  abating  said  nuisance  or 
of  improving  said  harbor,  or  both,  acquire  by  gift  or 
purchase  or  may  take  in  fee  by  right  of  eminent  domain 
such  flats  in  said  harbor  Iving  within  the  territorial  limits 
of  the  city  as  are  necessary  to  carry  out  any  plan  suggested 
by  the  said  commission  on  the  investigation  of  Lynn  har- 
bor, provided  that  a  proper  appropriation  for  the  carrying 
out  of  such  plan  has  duly  been  made  by  the  city  council 
of  Lynn,  whether  or  not  said  flats  are  owned  or  held  as 
appurtenant  to  any  upland  bounding  on  the  harbor.  The 
power  to  take  land  or  an  interest  therein  by  right  of 
eminent  domain,  as  set  forth  in  this  section,  shall  be  ex- 
ercised on  behalf  of  the  city  of  Lynn  by  said  commission, 
which  shall  within  sixty  days  after  the  taking  of  any 
land  or  interest  therein  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
file  and  cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  registry  of  deeds  for 
the  southern  district  of  the  county  of  Essex  a  description 
thereof  sufficiently  accurate  for  identification,  and  a  state- 
ment of  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  taken,  which  shall 
be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  commission. 
The  filing  of  such  description  and  statement  shall  consti- 
tute a  taking  in  fee  by  the  city  of  Lynn.  But  no  land 
shall  so  be  taken  or  acquired  until  the  city  council  of  Lynn 
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sliall  have  duly  made  an  appropriation  therefor  in  the 
manner  j)i't>vided  by  law  for  making  appropriations  by 
the  city.  The  said  commission  may,  with  the  approval 
of  the  city  council  of  Lynn,  agree  with  any  person  or 
corporation  sustaining  damages  to  his  or  its  property  by 
such  taking  as  to  the  amount  thereof  and  the  city  of  Lynn 
shall  pay  the  same ;  but  if  they  are  unable  to  agree  the 
damages  shall,  on  petition  of  the  person  or  corporation 
whose  land  is  taken  or  on  the  petition  of  the  city  of  Lynn, 
filed  in  the  superior  court  within  two  years  after  such 
taking,  be  determined  by  a  jury  in  the  manner  provided 
for  determining  damages  sustained  in  the  taking  of  land 
for  laying  out  highways.  The  said  city  may,  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  said  improvement  into  effect,  dredge 
channels  and  basins  and  may  also  construct,  control  and 
manage  such  wharves,  docks  and  piers  provided  for  in 
said  plan  of  improvement  as  may  be  necessary  for  pro- 
moting and  carrying  on  the  commerce  of  the  port  of  Lynn. 
All  of  the  powers  given  by  this  act  to  fill  solid  the  whole 
or  any  part  of  the  land  taken  or  the  flats  of  the  common- 
wealth permitted  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  be  used, 
to  dredge  channels  or  basins,  or  to  construct  docks,  wharves 
or  piers,  shall  be  possessed  and  exercised  by  said  commis- 
sion, which  shall  have  authority  to  employ  all  necessary 
labor,  make,  execute  and  carry  out  all  necessary  contracts, 
and  generally  to  perform  all  construction  work  of  any 
kind  herein  authorized  to  be  done  by  the  city  of  Lynn. 
The  administration,  however,  of  the  land  taken  or  re- 
claimed and  of  all  structures  built  or  maintained  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  power  to  sell  land  taken 
for  the  purpose  of  abating  said  nuisance  or  created  by 
means  of  filling  solid  any  flats  as  hereinbefore  authorized, 
shall  be  and  reniain  in  the  city  council  of  Lynn,  subject  to 
the  laws  governing  the  ownership,  sale  and  administration 
of  land  owned  in  fee  by  that  city:  provided,  however,  that 
the  said  commission  shall  have  power  to  agree  with  any 
contractor  undertaking  to  do  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
construction  or  engineering  work  herein  authorized,  or 
with  any  person  or  corporation  having  a  right  of  action 
for  an  interest  of  land  taken  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  that  the  payment  for  said  work  or  for  said  interest 
shall  be  made  in  land  taken  or  reclaimed  by  said  city  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  act,  at  rates  to  be  determined 
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by  said  commission,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  said 
council.  No  expenditures  shall  be  incurred  or  contracted  Expenditures, 
for  by  either  of  the  commissions  created  under  this  act, 
for  the  purposes  of  the  above  authorized  investigation,  or 
for  the  taking  or  purchase  of  land  or  any  interest  therein, 
or  for  construction  work  of  any  kind,  until  the  city  council 
of  Lynn  shall  have  made  an  appropriation  therefor  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law  for  making  appropriations  by  the 
city.  Such  expenditures  shall  not  exceed  the  appropria- 
tions made  therefor,  and  all  contracts  involving  an  ex- 
penditure in  excess  of  such  appropriations  shall  be  void. 

Section  5.  The  power  to  lay  out  and  construct  streets  Powers  of  the 
and  ways  and  sewers  in  and  over  any  part  of  the  land 
acquired,  created  or  reclaimed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  and  remain  in  the  city  council  of  Lynn. 
If  the  said  city  shall,  acting  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  or  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
thirty-four  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
eight,  lay  out  and  extend  Market  street  to  the  ]S[ahant  line, 
the  metropolitan  park  commission  may,  if  it  deems  the 
same  desirable,  continue  such  laying  out  and  extension 
to  the  traffic  road,  so-called,  in  the  town  of  Nahant,  and 
may  fill  solid  the  flats  lying  between  the  inner  boundary 
of  said  extension  of  Market  street  continued  and  the  up- 
lands within  the  metropolitan  reservation  in  the  town  of 
ISTahant :  provided,  however,  that  none  of  the  work  herein-  Proviso, 
before  authorized  shall  be  undertaken  by  the  said  com- 
mission on  behalf  of  the  city  of  Lynn  and  no  appropria- 
tion therefor  shall  be  made  by  the  city  council  until  the 
plans  under  which  said  work  is  to  be  performed  shall 
have  been  approved  by  the  board  of  harbor  and  land  com- 
missioners. 

Section  6.     Chapter  three  hundred  and  thirteen  of  the  Repeal, 
acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  estab- 
lishing the  harbor  line  of  the  city  of  Lynn,  is  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Section  7.     Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  citymay 
sections,  the  city  of  Lynn,  acting  through  said  commission,  bulkhead, 
may  build  a  bulkhead  of  wood  or  such  other  material  as 
may  be  determined  upon  on  such  line  as  may  be  designated 
in  the  plan  accepted  by  the  city  of  Lynn:  provided,  that  Proviso, 
said  line  does  not  lie  southerly  of  the  line  of  bulkhead 
shown  on  the  plan  prepared  by  and  on  file  in  the  office  of 
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the  board  of  harbor  and  land  commissioners,  marked 
**  Plan  of  Ljnn  Harbor  prepared  by  Harbor  and  Land 
Commissioners,  January  1910  ",  and  may  fill  the  flats 
behind  said  bulkhead  to  an  elevation  of  sixteen  feet  or 
to  such  other  elevation  as  may  be  determined  by  the  city 
of  Lynn  and  approved  by  the  said  board.  The  work  con- 
templated under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  all  be 
done  with  the  approval  of  the  said  board,  as  provided  in 
chapter  ninety-six  of  the  Revised  Laws,  except  as  is  other- 
Avise  provided  herein.  When  said  commission  shall  have 
constructed  said  bulkhead,  and  shall  have  filled  all  or  a 
substantial  part  of  the  flats  northerly  thereof,  the  title  of 
the  commonwealth  to  the  flats  so  filled  and  the  rights 
therein  shall  pass  to  the  city  of  Lynn  without  any  com- 
pensation for  the  same  or  for  the  displacement  of  tide 
water,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  ninety-six  of  the 
Revised  Laws:  provided,  however,  that  unless  the  con- 
struction work  authorized  in  this  section  is  begun  and  a 
substantial  amount  thereof  completed  within  six  years 
after  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  null  and  void.  The  board  of  harbor 
and  land  commissioners  shall  determine  what  shall  con- 
stitute a  substantial  amount  of  filling  and  construction 
work  under  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Section  8.  The  title  to  all  the  piers,  wharves,  docks 
and  berths  on  the  harbor  or  sea  side  of  said  bulkhead 
when  constructed,  together  with  an  area  of  filled  land 
eighty  feet  wide  behind  or  northerly  of  said  bulkhead  and 
substantially  parallel  therewith,  shall  be  and  remain  the 
property  of  the  city  of  Lynn,  without  any  power  to  convey 
or  alienate  the  same  otherwise  than  by  lease  for  a  term 
not  exceeding  fifteen  years :  provided,  hoivever,  that  if  the 
lessee  be  a  person  or  corporation  whose  flats  have  been 
taken  or  purchased  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or 
whose  access  to  the  water  front  from  property  now  bor- 
dering on  the  harbor  is  destroyed  by  filling  the  flats  solid 
as  aforesaid,  said  lease  may  be  for  such  term  not  exceed- 
ing ninety-nine  years  as  the  city  council  may  determine 
upon. 

Section  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage, 
except  so  much  thereof  as  is  made  dependent  on  its  ac- 
ceptance by  the  voters  of  the  city  of  Lynn,  and  that  part 
shall  take  effect  when  accepted  as  hereinbefore  provided.

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An  Act  to  provide  for  reimbursing  cities  and  towns  (JJiap^QQJ 

FOR    LOSS    OF    TAXES    ON    LAND    USED    FOR    PUBLIC    INSTI- 
TUTIONS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.    For  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  word  "  pub-  institutions 
lie  "  institutions  shall  be  construed  to  mean  all  institutions  the  provisions 
subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  state  board  of  insanity, 
state  board  of  charity  or  the  board  of  prison  commissioners, 
except  county  jails  and  houses  of  correction  and  county 
training  schools. 

Section  2.     In  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  ten  and  ^^g^™™;  to 
in  every  fifth  year  thereafter  the  tax  comiuissioner  shall  ^^J^g^'f"*^ 
between  the  first  day  of  April  and  the  first  day  of  June  land,  etc. 
determine  as  of  April  first  of  such  year  the  fair  cash  value 
of  all  land  in  every  city  or  town  owned  by  the  common- 
wealth and  used  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  institution. 
This  determination  shall  be  in  such  detail  as  to  lots,  sub- 
divisions or  acreage  as  the  commissioner  may  from  time  to 
time  deem  necessary.    For  the  purposes  of  this  determina- 
tion he  may  require  information  from  boards  of  assessors, 
from  the  state  board  of  charity,  state  board  of  insanity  and 
the  board  of  prison  commissioners,  and  from  any  other 
officers  or  agents  of  the  commonwealth  or  any  city  or  town 
thereof,  and  from  any  other  person.     It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  such  boards,  commissions,  officers,  agents  and  persons, 
so  far  as  they  are  able,  to  furnish  the  tax  commissioner 
with  such  information  and  in  such  form  as  he  may  require 
within  fifteen  days  after  being  requested  by  him  so  to  do, 
and  the  tax  commissioner  may  require  any  one  to  give  in- 
formation orally  or  in  written  form  under  oath.     At  his  Appraisers 
discretion  the  tax  commissioner  may  from  time  to  time  p*ioyed™etc.

the  value  of  such  land  in  such  city  or  town.     Any  board  of 
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assessors  aggrieved  as  to  the  determination  of  the  tax  com- 
missioner in  respect  of  the  value  of  such  land  in  its  city  or 
town  may,  within  ten  days  after  the  date  of  the  notice 
provided  for  in  this  section  apply  for  a  correction  of  the 
said  value  to  the  board  of  appeal  constituted  by  section 
sixty-eight  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  ninety,  Part  III, 
of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  nine.  There- 
upon the  said  board  shall  give  a  hearing  to  such  board  of 
assessors  not  later  than  the  fifteenth  day  of  July,  and  shall 
seasonably  notify  such  board  and  the  tax  commissioner 
of  the  date,  hour  and  place  of  the  hearing.  After  the  hear- 
ing said  board  of  appeal  shall  notify  said  board  of  assessors 
and  the  tax  commissioner  of  its  finding  as  to  the  value  of 
the  land  in  question,  and  its  decision  as  to  valuation  shall 
be  conclusive. 

Section  4.  The  valuation  determined  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  the  value  of  the  land  owned  by  the  commonwealth  for 
the  jourposes  of  public  institutions  in  cities  and  towns  for 
the  year  in  which  such  valuation  is  made  and  for  the  four 
succeeding  years,  and  until  another  valuation  is  made 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  except  that  if  any  land  is 
purchased  by  the  commonwealth  in  any  city  or  town  for 
the  purposes  of  a  public  institution  after  the  valuation 
provided  for  by  this  act  has  been  made  by  the  tax  commis- 
sioner, and  before  another  valuation  has  been  made  by  him 
as  provided  for  in  this  act,  the  tax  commissioner  shall  adopt 
the  assessed  valuation  of  the  said  land  as  made  by  the 
assessors  of  the  city  or  town  in  the  year  last  preceding  its 
purchase  by  the  commonwealth,  and  such  assessed  valua- 
tion shall  be  the  valuation  of  the  land  for  the  purposes  of 
this  act  until  another  valuation  is  made  by  the  tax  com- 
missioner as  provided  for  herein. 

Section  5.  In  every  year,  not  later  than  the  first  day 
of  August,  the  tax  commissioner  shall  deliver  to  the  treas- 
urer and  receiver  general  a  statement  as  to  the  value  of 
such  land  in  each  city  and  town,  and  of  the  amount  of 
money  to  be  paid  to  each  of  such  cities  and  towns  as  deter- 
mined by  the  following  section. 

Section  6.  The  treasurer  and  receiver  general  in  every 
year,  not  later  than  the  fifteenth  day  of  jSTovember,  shall 
reimburse  each  city  and  town  in  which  the  commonwealth 
owns  land  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  institution  an 
amount  in  lieu  of  taxes  upon  the  value  of  such  land  as 
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reported  to  him  by  the  tax  commissioner  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  preceding  section,  determined  by  multiply- 
ing each  thousand  dollars  of  valuation  or  fractional  part 
thereof  by  the  rate  provided  for  under  section  forty-three 
of  Part  III  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  ninety  of  the  acts 
of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  nine. 

Section  7.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  nineteen  of  the  r.  l.  19, 
Revised  Laws,  as  amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  amended, 
fifty-nine  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  six,

Section  1.     The  town  of  Millbury  may  supply  itself  ^mbuT?"* 
and  its  inhabitants  with  w^ater  for  the  extinguishment  of  pay  supply

fires  and  for  domestic  and  other  purposes,  subject  however  water,  etc 
to  the  provisions  of  sections  twelve  and  thirteen  of  this  act. 
Said  town  may  establish  fountains  and  hydrants  and  relo- 
cate or  discontinue  the  same,  and  may  regulate  the  use  of 
such  water  and  fix  and  collect  rates  to  be  paid  for  the  use 
of  the  same. 

Section  2.  Said  town  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  may  May  take 
hold  and  convey  through  said  town  the  water  to  be  obtained  rlght^s.Ttc^'" 
as  herein  provided  and  may  also  take,  or  acquire  by  pur- 
chase or  otherwise,  and  hold  all  lands,  waters,  water  rights, 
rights  of  way  and  easements  necessary  for  holding,  storing, 
purifying  and  preserving  such  water  and  for  conveying 
the  same  to  any  part  of  said  town ;  may  erect  on  the  lands 
thus  taken  or  held  proper  dams,  wells,  reservoirs,  build- 
ings, fixtures  or  other  structures ;  may  make  excavations, 
procure  and  operate  machinery,  and  provide  such  other 
means  and  appliances  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  estab- 
lishment and  maintenance  of  complete  and  effective  water 
works;  may  construct  and  lay  conduits,  pipes  and  other 
works,  under  and  over  any  lands,  water  courses,  railroads, 
railways  and  public  or  private  ways,  and  along  any  ways 
in  such  manner  as  not  unnecessarily  to  obstruct  the  same ; 
and  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  maintaining  and  re- 
pairing such  conduits,  pipes  or  other  works,  and  for  all 
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other  purposes  of  this  act,  said  town  may  dig  up  any  such 
lands,  and  may  enter  upon  and  dig  up  any  such  ways  in 
such  manner  as  to  cause  the  least  hindrance  to  public  travel 
thereon.  The  title  to  all  lands  taken  or  purchased  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  vest  in  said  town,  and  the 
land  so  acquired  may  be  managed,  improved  and  controlled 
by  the  board  of  water  commissioners  hereinafter  provided 
for,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  deem  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  town. 

Section  3.  Said  town  shall,  within  ninety  days  after 
the  taking  of  any  lands,  rights  of  way  or  easements  as 
aforesaid,  file  and  cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  registry  of 
deeds  for  the  county  of  Worcester  a  description  thereof  suf- 
ficiently accurate  for  identification,  with  a  statement  of  the 
purposes  for  which  the  same  were  taken,  signed  by  the 
water  commissioners  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Section  4.  Said  to%vn  shall  pay  all  damages  to  prop- 
erty sustained  by  any  person  or  corporation  by  the  taking 
of  any  lands,  waters,  water  rights,  rights  of  way  or  ease- 
ments, or  by  any  other  thing  done  by  said  town  under  the 
authority  of  this  act.  Any  person  or  corporation  sustain- 
ing damages  as  aforesaid  under  this  act,  and  failing  to 
agree  with  said  to\\ni  as  to  the  amount  thereof,  may  have 
the  same  assessed  and  determined  in  the  manner  provided 
by  law  in  case  of  land  taken  for  the  laying  out  of  high- 
ways, on  making  application  at  any  time  within  the  period 
of  one  year  after  the  taking  of  such  land  or  other  property, 
or  the  doing  of  other  injury  under  the  authority  of  this 
act ;  but  no  such  application  shall  be  made  after  the  expira- 
tion of  said  one  year.  When  damages  shall  have  been 
assessed  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  the  petitioner 
shall  be  entitled  to  interest  on  the  amount  thereof,  at  the 
rate  of  five  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  date  of  the  actual 
entry  and  taking  of  possession  by  said  town. 

Section  5.  In  every  case  of  a  petition  to  the  superior 
court  for  an  assessment  of  damages  the  town  may  tender 
to  the  complainant  or  his  attorney  any  sum,  or  may  bring 
the  same  into  court  to  be  paid  to  the  complainant,  for  the 
damages  by  him  sustained  or  claimed  in  his  petition,  or 
may  in  writing,  offer  to  be  defaulted  and  that  damages 
may  be  awarded  against  it  for  the  sum  therein  expressed ; 
and  if  the  complainant  does  not  accept  such  sum,  with  his 
costs  up  to  that  time,  but  proceeds  in  his  suit  and  does  not 
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recover  greater  damages  than  were  so  oriered  or  tendered, 
not  including  interest  on  the  sum  recovered  in  damages 
from  the  date  of  such  offer  or  tender,  the  town  shall  have 
judgment  for  its  costs  after  said  date,  for  which  execution 
shall  issue;  and  the  complainant,  if  he  recovers  damages, 
shall  be  allowed  interest  and  costs  only  to  the  date  of  such 
offer  or  tender. 

Section  6.  Said  town,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  ^ownof 
necessary  expenses  and  liabilities  incurred  under  the  pro-  Water  Loan, 
visions  of  this  act,  may  incur  indebtedness  outside  of  the 
limit  fixed  by  law ;  and  may  issue  from  time  to  time  bonds, 
notes  or  scrip  to  an  amount  sufficient  for  this  purpose,  to 
be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  town  at  a  legal  meeting  held 
for  that  purpose.  Such  bonds,  notes  or  scrip  shall  bear  on 
their  face  the  words.  Town  of  Millbury  Water  Loan,  shall 
be  payable  at  the  expiration  of  periods  not  exceeding  thirty 
years  from  the  dates  of  issue,  shall  bear  interest,  payable 
semi-annually,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  per  cent  per 
annum,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  treasurer  of  the  town 
and  countersigned  by  the  water  commissioners  hereinafter 
provided  for.  Said  town  may  sell  such  securities  at  public 
or  private  sale,  or  pledge  the  same  for  money  borrowed  for 
the  purposes  of  this  act,  and  upon  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  it  may  deem  proper:  provided,  that  the  securities  Proviso, 
shall  not  be  sold  or  pledged  for  less  than  their  par  value, 
and  the  premiums,  if  any,  received  on  the  sale  of  such 
bonds,  notes  or  scrip  shall  be  applied  to  the  reduction  of 
the  principal  of  the  debt. 

Section  7.  Said  town  shall  at  the  time  of  authorizing  Payment 
said  loan  provide  for  the  payment  thereof  in  such  annual  °^'°'''°- 
payments  as  will  extinguish  the  same  within  the  time  pre- 
scribed in  this  act ;  and  when  a  vote  to  that  effect  has  been 
passed  the  amount  required  thereby  shall  be  provided  for 
and  paid  from  the  water  rates  as  provided  in  section  eight 
of  this  act,  or  if  not  so  provided  and  paid  the  assessors  of 
said  town  ohall,  without  further  vote,  assess  the  required 
amount  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  are  assessed 
under  the  provisions  of  section  thirty-seven  of  chapter 
twelve  of  the  Revised  Laws. 

Section  8.     The  water  commissioners  hereinafter  pro-  Water 
vided  for  shall  fix  such  prices  or  rates  for  the  use  of  water  '"''*^^'  ^**'' 
as  shall  produce  annually  an  amount  sufficient,  as  near  as 
may  be,  to  defray  all  current  operating  expenses,  including 
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therein  maintenance,  all  interest  charges  and  payments  on 
account  of  the  principal  of  said  loan  as  provided  in  section 
seven  of  this  act,  and  an  additional  amount  of  not  more 
than  three  thousand  dollars  a  year  for  new  construction. 
If  however  the  amount  thus  provided  shall  in  any  year  be 
insufficient  for  the  payment  of  the  current  operating  ex- 
penses, all  interest  charges  and  payments  on  account  of 
the  principal  as  provided  in  section  seven  of  this  act  shall 
be  paid  by  the  town,  which  shall  raise  by  taxation  a  sum 
sufficient  to  make  up  the  deficit.  Any  net  annual  surplus 
over  and  above  the  payments  above  specified  shall  be  ap- 
plied toward  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  said  loan. 

Section  9,  Said  town  shall  after  the  acceptance  of  this 
act,  at  a  legal  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  which  may  be 
the  meeting  at  which  this  act  shall  be  accepted,  or  at  a 
subsequent  meeting,  elect  by  ballot  three  persons,  legal 
voters  of  said  town,  to  be  the  board  of  water  commissioners, 
and  to  hold  office  one  until  the  expiration  of  thi-ee  years, 
one  until  the  expiration  of  two  years  and  one  until  the 
expiration  of  one  year  from  the  next  succeeding  annual 
town  meeting;  and  at  every  annual  town  meeting  there- 
after one  such  commissioner  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  for 
a  term  of  three  years.

Whoever  without  the  consent  of  the  town  unlawful 
uses  any  water  obtained  or  held  by  it  under  authority  of  water,  etc. 
this  act,  or  wilfully  or  wantonly  corrupts,  pollutes  or 
diverts  any  water  obtained  or  held  by  said  town  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  destroys  or  injures  any 
structure,  work  or  other  property  owned,  held  or  used  by 
said  town  under  the  authority  and  for  the  purposes  of  this 
act,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  town  three  times  the 
amount  of  damages  assessed  therefor,  to  be  recovered  in  an 
action  of  tort;  and  upon  conviction  of  any  of  the  above 
wilful  or  wanton  acts  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceed- 
ing three  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  a  term 
not  exceeding  one  year.

of  its  use  by  said  town  shall  be  determined  by  three 
commissioners,  one  of  whom  shall  be  learned  in  the 
law  and  one  a  skilled  engineer,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
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supreme  judicial  court  upon  application  by  either  party 
and  notice  to  the  other,  whose  award,  when  accepted  by  the 
court,  shall  be  final.  Such  value  shall  be  estimated  with-  vaiue,  how- 
out  enhancement  on  account  of  future  earning  capacity 
or  good  will,  or  on  account  of  the  franchise  of  said  com- 
pany' ;  and  the  value  shall  not  be  increased  or  decreased 
by  reason  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  four  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-five.  Said  company  shall  be  entitled  to  recover 
interest  upon  the  amount  found  due  by  the  commissioners 
from  the  date  when  said  town  takes  possession  of  said  prop- 
erty at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent  per  annum.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.     Section  three  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  ^^3°^e'tc^*' 
eighty-four  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  amended, 
eight,  as  amended  by  section  one  of  chapter  three  hundred 
and  twenty-five  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  nine,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after 
the  word  "  him  ",  in  the  ninth  line,   the  following :  — 
and  the  board  of  commissioners  on  fisheries  and  o'ame  shall

BY   TOWNS   FOR   MONEY    BORROWED. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  director  of  the  bureau  of  statistics 
shall  furnish  to  the  treasurer  of  every  town  within  the 
commonwealth  a  book  of  forms  for  the  issue  of  notes  for 
money  borrowed  by  the  town.  The  note  shall  state  the 
amount  thereof,  the  date  of  issue,  the  interest  which  it 
bears,  and  the  date  when  it  will  become  due  for  payment, 
and  a  record  of  every  note  so  issued  shall  be  kept  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  town  in  such  form  as  the  director  of  the 
bureau  of  statistics  may  designate. 

Section  2.  Whenever  a  town  votes  to  raise  money 
otherwise  than  by  the  issue  of  bonds  to  be  paid  for  from  a 
sinking  fund  or  by  the  serial  method,  so-called,  the  treas- 
urer shall  make  a  note  or  notes  for  the  amount  of  the 
proposed  loan,  and  shall  use  one  or  more  in  serial  order  of 
the  forms  furnished  as  hereinbefore  provided,  with  the 
blank  spaces  properly  filled  in,  and  shall  sign  the  same 
in  the  space  or  spaces  provided,  and  a  majority  of  the  se- 
lectmen shall  countersign  and  approve  each  note  in  the 
presence  of  the  to^\'Il  clerk,  who  shall  certify  to  the  fact 
on  the  face  of  the  note  and  afiix  thereon  the  town  seal  in  a 
space  to  be  provided  therefor.  The  treasurer,  after  mak- 
ing a  record  of  the  transaction  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  one,  shall  forward  every  such  note  to  the 
director  of  the  bureau  of  statistics,  together  with  a  copy  of 
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said  record,  and  a  copy  of  the  vote  authorizing  the  loan, 
certified  by  the  town  clerk,  and  a  certification  by  the  town 
clerk  that  the  jJerson  whose  signature  appears  upon  the  note 
as  that  of  the  treasurer  was  the  duly  authorized  treasurer 
of  the  town  at  the  date  when  such  signature  was  made, 
and  that  the  persons  whose  signatures  appear  upon  the  note 
as  those  of  a  majority  of  the  selectmen  were  duly  qualified 
selectmen  when  such  signatures  were  made,  and  he  shall 
at  the  same  time  forward  the  fee  provided  for  by  section 
four  of  this  act.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  folloivs: 

Section  1.     Section  one  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  l^^^'  ^^^^  , 
eighty-nme  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
eight  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  ''  at  a 
rate  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  a  year  ", 
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in  the  fifth  and  sixth  lines,  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  — 
Section  1.  The  school  committee  of  the  city  of  Boston 
shall  forthwith  establish  a  permanent  school  pension  fund 
for  the  payment  of  pensions  as  hereinafter  set  forth  to  the 
members  of  the  teaching  or  supervising  staff  of  the  public 
day  schools  of  the  said  city. 

Section  2.  Section  four  of  said  chapter  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  words  r — Ac- 
crued interest  not  expended  during  any  year  shall  be  avail- 
able for  the  payment  of  pensions  during  any  subsequent 
year,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  —  Section  4-  In  addition 
to  the  amount  which  the  school  committee  is  now  author- 
ized by  law  to  appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  public 
schools  of  the  city,  and  for  other  purposes,  it  shall  annually 
appropriate  for  the  purposes  contemplated  by  this  act,  and 
in  the  same  manner  in  which  it  makes  appropriations 
for  other  school  purposes,  the  sum  of  five  cents  upon  each 
one  thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation  on  which  the  appro-

The  total 
amount  of  pensions  payable  hereunder  in  any  one  year 
shall  not  exceed  the  proceeds  of  the  said  five  cents  upon 
each  one  thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation  aforesaid,  to- 
gether with  the  accrued  interest  of  the  permanent  fund. 
In  case  the  amount  available  in  any  one  year  under  this 
act  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  pensions  that  have  been 
granted,  the  amount  so  available  shall  be  divided  pro 
rata  among  those  to  whom  pensions  have  been  or  may  be 
granted  on  the  basis  of  the  amount  of  the  pension  each  is 
then  receiving:  provided,  that  in  no  case,  nor  in  any  year, 
shall  the  pension  of  any  person  retired  after  thirty  years 
of  service  be  less  than  three  hundred  and  twelve  dollars. 
Section  7.  The  school  committee  of  said  city,  by  a  ma- 
jority vote  of  all  its  members,  may  retire  with  a  pension

any  members  of  the  teaching  or  supervising  staff  of  the 
public  day  schools  of  the  city  of  Boston,  who  shall  have 
attained  the  age  of  sixty-five  years,  and  such  other  mem- 
bers of  the  teaching  or  supervising  staff  of  said  schools, 
as,  in  the  opinion  of  said  school  committee,  shall  be  in- 
capacitated for  further  efficient  service.  If  a  person  so 
retired  has  been  employed  in  teaching  or  supervising  in 
public  day  schools  for  a  period  aggregating  thirty  years  or 
more,  ten  years  of  which  shall  have  been  in  the  employ 
of  the  school  committee  of  the  city  of  Boston,  such  person 
shall  be  paid  a  pension  at  the  annual  rate  of  one  third  of 
the  annual  salary  paid  to  said  person  at  the  time  of  re- 
tirement: provided,  that  in  no  case  shall  the  pension  of  Proviso, 
any  person  so  retired  after  thirty  years  of  service,  be  less 
than  three  hundred  and  twelve  dollars  nor  more  than  six 
hundred  dollars.  If  a  person  so  retired  has  been  employed 
in  teaching  or  supervising  in  the  public  day  schools  for  a 
period  aggregating  less  than  thirty  years,  ten  years  of 
which  shall  have  been  in  the  employ  of  the  school  commit-

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.     In  this  act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  Certain  words 

and  terms 

requires :  —  defined. 

(rt)  The  words  "  city  council  "  mean  the  legislative 
branch  of  the  city  government,  whether  consisting  of  one 
chamber  or  two. 

(&)  The  words  '^retirement  system  "  mean  the  arrange- 
ments provided  in  this  act  for  the  payment  of  annuities 
and  pensions, 

(c)  The  word  "  annuities  "  means  the  payments  for 
life  derived  from  money  contributed  by  the  employees. 

(rf)  The  word  "  pensions  "  means  the  payments  for  life 
derived  from  money  contributed  by  the  city  or  to^vn. 

(e)  The  words  "regular  interest"  mean  interest  at 
three  per  cent  per  annum  compounded  semi-annually  on 
the  last  days  .of  January  and  July,  and  reckoned  foi-  full 
three  and  six  months  periods  only. 

(/)  The  words  "  continuous  service "  mean  uninter- 
rupted employment,  with  this  exception :  a  lay-off  on  ac- 
count of  illness  or  reduction  of  force  j  and  a  leave  of  ab- 
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seiice,  suspension  or  dismissal  followed  by  reinstatement 
within  one  year,  shall  not  be  considered  as  breaking  the 
continuity  of  service.

Section  2.  Any  city  or  town  in  this  commonwealth 
may  establish  a  retirement  system  for  its  employees  by 
accepting  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  the  following  man- 
ner: In  the  case  of  a  city,  whenever  a  vote  to  accept  the 
provisions  of  the  act  shall  have  duly  been  passed  by  the 
city  council,  the  question  of  acceptance  shall  then  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  voters  of  the  city  at  the  next  municipal  elec- 
tion. The  vote  shall  be  in  answer  to  the  question  placed 
upon  the  ballot :  ''  Shall  an  act  passed  by  the  general  court 
in  the  year  1910,  entitled  '  An  Act  authorizing  the  cities 
and  towns  of  the  commonwealth  to  establish  retirement  sys- 
tems for  their  employees,'  be  accepted  ?  "  In  the  case  of 
a  town,  whenever  a  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of  the  act 
shall  have  duly  been  passed  by  the  board  of  selectmen,  the 
question  of  acceptance  shall  then  be  submitted  to  the 
voters  of  the  town  at  the  next  town  meeting.  If  a  majority 
of  the  voters  voting  on  the  question  at  the  city  election  or  at 
the  town  meeting  shall  vote  in  the  affirmative,  this  act  shall 
take  effect  in  such  city  or  town  as  hereinafter  provided.

(1)  All  employees  of  the  city  or  town,  on  the  date  when  Organization, 
the  retirement  system  is  declared  established  by  the  issne 

of  the  certificate,  as  provided  in  section  two,  may  become 
members  of  the  association.

The  insurance  commissioner  shall  at  least  oncB  every 
year,  either  personally  or  by  deputy  or  assistant,  thor- 
oughly inspect  and  examine  the  affairs  of  the  retirement 
association  to  ascertain  its  financial  condition,  its  ability 
to  fulfil  its  obligations,  whether  all  the  parties  in  interest 
have  complied  with  the  provisions  of  law  applicable  to  the 
association,  and  whether  the  transactions  of  the  board  of 
retirement  have  been  in  accordance  with  the  rights  and 
equities  of  those  in  interest.  The  retirement  systems  shall 
be  credited,  in  the  account  of  its  financial  condition,  with 
its  investments  having  fixed  maturities  upon  which  the 
interest  is  not  in  default  at  amortized  values,  and  its  other 
investments  at  a  reasonable  valuation. 

For  the  purposes  aforesaid,  the  insurance  commissioner 
or  other  person  making  examination  shall  have  access  to  all 
the  securities,  books  and  papers  of  the  retirement  system, 
and  may  summon  and  administer  oaths  to  and  examine  as 
witnesses  the  members  of  the  board  of  retirement  or  any 
other  person  relative  to  the  financial  afl^airs,  transactions 
and  condition  of  the  retirement  system.  The  insurance 
commissioner  shall  preserve  in  a  permanent  form  a  full 
record  of  the  proceedings  at  such  examination,  and  the 
results  thereof.  Upon  the  completion  of  such  examination, 
verification  and  valuation,  the  insurance  commissioner 
shall  make  a  report  in  writing  of  his  findings  to  the  board 
of  retirement,  and  shall  send  a  copy  thereof  to  the  city 
council  or  the  board  of  selectmen.

Section  1.  Section  five  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  §^5*^^etc^^' 
ninety  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eight,  amended. 
as  amended  by  section  three  of  chapter  four  hundred  and 
ninety-one  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
nine,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "  thor- 
oughly inspect  and  ",  in  the  eleventh  line,  by  striking  out 
the  words  "  to  ascertain  its  condition,  its  ability  to  fulfil 
its  obligations  ",  in  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth  lines,  by 
inserting  after  the  word  "  and  ",  in  the  thirteenth  line,  the

At  such  visits  the  person  making  the  ex- 
amination shall  have  free  access  to  the  vaults,  investments, 
cash,  books  and  papers,  and  shall  examine  the  affairs  of 
the  bank,  and  ascertain  whether  it  has  complied  with  the 
provisions  of  law.  In  the  case  of  banks  not  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  section  thirty-two  of  this  act  the  person  mak- 
ing the  examination  shall  also  ascertain  the  condition  of 
the  bank,  and  its  ability  to  fulfil  its  obligations.  The  com- 
missioner shall  preserve  a  full  record  of  such  examinations, 
including  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  every  bank  so 
examined.  Such  records,  and  information  contained  in 
rc])orts  of  such  banks,  other  than  information  required  by 
law  to  be  published  or  to  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the 
public,  shall  be  open  only  to  the  inspection  of  the  com- 
missioner, his  deputy,  examiners  and  assistants,  and  such 
other  officers  of  the  commonwealth  as  may  have  occasion 
and  authority  to  inspect  them  in  the  performance  of  their 
official  duties.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  harbor  line  in  Boston  harbor  at  Jeffries 
Point,  East  Boston,  is  hereby  changed  and  established  as 
follows: — Beginning  at  the  point  I  of  the  harbor  line 
established  by  chapter  forty-eight  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two,  in  latitude  forty-two 
degrees,  twenty-one  minutes,  forty-three  and  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-eight  thousandths  seconds,  longitude  seventy- 
one  degrees,  one  minute,  and  fifty-seven  and  seven  hundred 
and  fifty-three  thousandths  seconds ;  thence  straight  south- 
easterly one  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty  feet  to  point  J 
in  latitude  forty-two  degrees,  twenty-one  minutes,  thirty- 
five  and  six  hundred  and  twenty-four  thousandths  seconds, 
longitude  seventy-one  degrees,  one  minute,  thirty-eight  and 
nine  hundred  and  sixty-two  thousandths  seconds ;  thence 
straight  easterly  eight  thousand  four  hundred  feet  to  point 
K  in  latitude  forty-two  degrees,  twenty-one  minutes,  thirty- 
six  and  eight  hundred  and  eight  thousandths  seconds,  lon- 
gitude seventy  degrees,  fifty-nine  minutes,  forty-seven  and 
seventy-seven  thousandths  seconds ;  thence  straight  north- 
easterly two  thousand  five  hundred  feet  to  point  L  in  lati- 
tude forty-two  degrees,  twenty-one  minutes,  fifty  and  seven 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  thousandths  seconds,  longitude 
seventy  degrees,  fifty-nine  minutes,  nineteen  and  five  hun- 
dred and  sixty-six  thousandths  seconds:  provided,  that  no 
structure  shall  be  licensed  to  encroach  upon  the  channel 
within  the  harbor  line  hereby  established  unless  there  is 
first  provided  a  channel  in  substitution  of  the  part  en- 
croached upon,  su])stantially  as  accessible  as  the  one  en- 
croached upon.  The  above  geographical  positions  are 
determined  in  accordance  with  the  elements  of  Bessel's 
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Spheroid  and  the  astronomical  data  used  by  the  United 
States  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  previous  to  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  efVect  upon  its  passage.

Chap.624: 


An  Act  to  authorize  the  appointment  of  town  ac- 
countants,   AND   PKESCEIBING    THEIR    DUTIES. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Any  town,  at  a  town  meeting  lawfully  Appointment 
called  for  the  purpose,  may  authorize  the  selectmen  to  ap-  accountants, 
point  a  town  accountant  and  he  shall  perform  all  of  the  ®^*^" 
duties  and  possess  all  of  the  powers  of  town  auditors  as 
defined  in  sections  seventy-nine  and  eighty  of  chapter 
twenty-five  of  the  Revised  Laws  and  chapter  three  hundred 
and  twenty-two  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  four.  In  towns  authorizing  the  appointment  of  a  town 
accountant  as  aforesaid  the  office  of  tovai  auditor  may,  if 
the  town  so  vote,  .be  abolished.  The  appointment  of  the 
town  accountant  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter nineteen  of  the  Revised  Laws  and  the  rules  thereunder, 
provided  that  said  chapter  has  been  accepted  by  said  town. 
The  town  accountant  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties,  shall  hold  no  other  town  office 
involving  the  receipt  or  disbursement  of  money,  shall  re- 
ceive such  salary  as  the  town  shall  vote  and  shall  hold  office 
for  three  years  and  until  his  successor  has  been  appointed 
and  has  qualified. 

Section  2.     The  selectmen  and  all  boards,  committees,  Biiistobe 
heads  of  departments  and  officials  authorized  to  expend  monthly '*^'^ 
money  shall  approve  and  transmit  to  the  town  accountant  accoum!^", 
as  often  as  once  each  month  all  bills,  drafts  and  orders  ^^*'- 
chargeable  to  the  respective  appropriations  of  which  they 
have  the  pxpenditure.     The  town  accountant  shall  exam- 
ine all  such  bills,  drafts  or  orders,  and  if  found  correct 
and  approved  as  provided  for  above  shall  draw  a  warrant 
upon  the  treasurer  for  the  payment  of  the  same ;  but  such 
warrant  shall  only  be  ^'alid  when  signed  by  the   official 
or  a  majority  of  the  board  or  committee  authorized  to 
make  the  expenditure.     The  treasurer  shall  pay  no  money 
from  the  treasury  except  upon  a  warrant  so  signed.

Secttox  3.  The  town  accountant  shall  keep  a  complete 
set  of  books  wherein  shall  be  entered  the  amount  of  each 
specific  appropriation,  the  amounts  and  purposes  of  ex- 
petiditures  made  therefrom,  the  receipts  from  each  source 
of  income,  the  amount  of  each  assessment  levied,  and  the 
abatements  made;  and  he  shall  keep  his  accounts,  so  far 
as  practicable,  in  conformity  with  the  classifications  and 
forms  prescribed  by  the  bureau  of  statistics  of  the  com- 
monwealth in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter 
three  hundred  and  seventy-one  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine.  The  town  accountant  shall 
have  custody  of  all  contracts  of  the  town,  shall  keep  a 
register  of  the  sureties  on  all  bonds  of  indemnity  given 
to  the  town,  shall  keep  a  detailed  record  of  the  town  debt 
which  shall  show  the  ])urpose  for  which  the  same  was  is- 
sued, when  issued,  when  due,  the  rate  of  interest  and  the 
provisions  made  for  the  payment  of  the  debt. 

Section  4.  Whenever  any  appropriation  shall  have 
been  expended  or  whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  town 
accountant,  it  appears  that  the  liabilities  incurred  against 
any  appropriation  may  be  in  excess  of  the  unexpended 
balance  of  said  appropriation,  he  shall  immediately  give 
notice  to  the  selectmen  and  to  the  board,  committee,  head 
of  department,  or  official  authorized  to  make  expenditures 
from  said  appropriation,  and  no  claim  against  such  appro- 
priation shall  be  allowed  nor  any  further  liability  be  in- 
curred until  the  town  makes  provision  for  the  payment 
of  the  same.  The  town  accountant  shall,  at  regular  in- 
tervals and  as  often  at  least  as  once  each  month,  send  to 
the  selectmen  and  to  each  board,  committee,  head  of  de- 
partment or  official  having  the  disbursement  of  an  appro- 
priation, a  statement  of  the  amount  of  orders  approved 
and  waiTants  dra\vn  on  behalf  of  said  board,  department 
or  official  during  the  preceding  month,  and  a  statement  of 
the  balance  of  such  a])])ro])riation  remaining  subject  to 
draft.  Each  head  of  a  de])artment,  l)oard  or  committee 
authorized  to  expend  money  shall  furnish  the  town  ac- 
countant, at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  a  list  of  all  bills 
remaining  unpaid,  showing  to  whom  the  same  are  due, 
for  what  due,  and  the  amounts;  and  the  town  accountant 
shall  incorporate  the  same  in  his  annual  report  covering 
the  financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  pi'ovided  by  sec- 
tion seven  of  this  act. 
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Section  5.  The  selectmen  and  all  boards,  committees, 
heads  of  departments  or  other  town  officials  authorized  by 
law  to  expend  money  shall  furnish  to  the  town  accountant, 
not  loss  than  ten  days  before  the  end  of  the  town  financial 
year,  detailed  estimates  of  the  amounts  necessary  for  the 
proper  maintenance  of  the  department  under  their  juris- 
diction for  the  ensuing  year,  with  explanatory  statements 
as  to  any  changes  from  the  amounts  appropriated  for  the 
same  purposes  in  the  preceding  year;  and  an  estimate  of 
amounts  necessary  for  outlays  or  permanent  improve- 
ments. They  shall  also  prepare  estimates  of  any  income 
likely  to  be  received  by  the  town  during  the  ensuing  year 
in  connection  with  the  town's  business  or  property  en- 
trusted to  their  care.  The  selectmen  shall  include  in  their 
estimates  the  salaries  and  expenses  connected  with  their 
own  office,  and  the  salaries  of  all  other  town  officers  shall 
be  included  in  the  estimates  for  the  office,  department  or 
branch  of  the  public  service  committed  to  their  charge. 
The  treasurer  shall,  in  addition  to  his  estimate  of  the

Section  1.  One  limidred  and  twenty  free  scholarships 
are  hereby  established  at  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural 
College,  to  be  given  by  appoiaitment  to  persons  in  this  com- 
monwealth, after  a  competitive  examination  under  rules 
prescribed  by  the  president  of  the  college,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  senator  then  in  office  from  each  district 
shall  designate.  The  said  scholarships  shall  be  assigned 
equally  to  each  senatorial  district ;  but  if  there  shall  be  less 
than  three  successful  applicants  for  scholarships  from  any 
senatorial  district,  such  scholarships  may  be  distributed  by 
the  president  of  the  college  equally  among  the  other  dis- 
tricts, as  nearly  as  possible.

Section  1.    The  metropolitan  park  commission  is  hereby  The  metro- 
authorized  to  replace  or  rebuild  any  of  the  existing  bridges  commission 
over  Charles  river  within  the  metropolitan  parks  district  o'i-rebund 
whenever  funds  for  the  purpose  shall  become  available  by  bridge"  over 
gift  under  the  provisions  of  this  act:  provided,  however,  r/ve?.*^'^''^^ 
that  no  such  bridge  shall  be  replaced  or  rebuilt  unless  the  Proviso, 
consent  of  the  city  government  and  of  the  selectmen  of  any 
town  in  which  any  part  of  the  bridge  is  situated  shall  first 
be  obtained.     With  the  consent  of  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment any  such  bridge  may  be  replaced  or  rebuilt  with- 
out a  draw  for  the  passage  of  vessels,  and  may  be  of  no 
greater  height  above  the  water  than,  in  the  judgment  of 
said  commission,  the  architectural  appearance  of  the  bridge 
would  require,  except  that  every  such  bridge  shall  be  so 
constructed  as  to  leave  a  clear  height  of  at  least  ten  feet 
above  the  ordinary  level  of  the  water  in  the  basin.     When 
the  work  of  replacing  or  rebuilding  any  such  bridge  is  com- 
pleted, the  bridge  shall  be  maintained  and  policed  under 
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and  in  accordance  with  the  laws  governing  such  mainte- 
nance and  policing  at  the  time  when  the  work  was  begun. 

Section  2.  The  treasurer  and  receiver  general  of  the 
commonwealth  is  authorized  to  receive,  hold,  manage  and 
invest  any  funds  given  or  bequeathed  to  him  in  trust,  by 
any  person  or  corporation,  upon  such  terms,  conditions  and 
limitations  as  the  donor  may  impose,  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  the  metropolitan  park  commission  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  commission,  whenever  it 
shall  deem  that  the  public  interests  so  require,  may  expend 
under  authority  of  this  act  and  of  any  other  act  relating 
to  the  commission,  any  such  funds  in  accordance  with  the 
terms,  conditions  or  limitations  aforesaid. 

The  metropolitan  park  commission  may 
acquire  by  purchase  title  to  such  lands  on  the  banks  of

Chap.G30  An  Act  to  authorize  the  boston  and  eastern  elec- 
tric RAILROAD  COMPANY  TO  CONSTRUCT  A  TUNNEL  AND 
TERMINAL   IN    THE    CITY   OF    BOSTON. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  In  this  act,  unless  the  context  otherwise 
recpiires,  the  word  '^  city  "  means  the  city  of  Boston,  the 
word  "  board  "  means  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners, 
the  word  ''  commission  "  means  the  Boston  transit  commis- 
sion or  its  successors,  the  words  "  joint  board "  mean  the 
board  of  railroad  commissioners  and  the  Boston  transit 
commission  or  its  successors  sitting  as  a  joint  board,  the 
concurrent  action  of  each  board  being  necessary  to  a  deci- 
sion; the  word  "  tunnel  "  means  the  subways,  tunnels,  ter- 
minals, stations,  approaches,  entrances,  exits,  spurs,  sid- 
ings, turnouts,  inclines,  loops,  deflections,  switches,  connec- 
tions and  other  suitable  structures  and  appurtenances; 
the  word  "  company  "  means  the  Boston  and  Eastern  Elec- 
tric liailroad  Company  when  incorporated  according  to  the 
l^rovisions  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  sixteen  of  the  acts 
of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  six  and  acts  amendatory

SiX'TioN  2.  The  company,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  may  construct  and  operate  and  maintain  a  tunnel 
under  the  harbor  from  some  convenient  point  in  East 
Boston  to  some  convenient  point  in  the  city  of  Boston 
proper,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  commission  and  of  the 
J>oston  Elevated  Kailway  Company  or  its  assigns  may  con- 
nect the  tunnel  with  the  Washington  street  tunnel  in  such 
manner  as  the  joint  board  shall  approve.  The  general 
character,  size,  design  and  location  of  the  tunnel  shall  be 
fixed   and  determined   by  the  joint  board   as  hereinafter

provided  and  tlie  joint  board,  in  locating  said  tunnel,  shall 
fix  and  determine  the  same  with  due  regard  to  the  require- 
ments of  a  tunnel  connection  between  the  north  and  south 
stations.  The  tunnel  may  have  such  stations,  approaches,  stations, 
entrances,  exits,  spurs,  sidings,  turnouts,  inclines,  loops,  et^^^"^''  ^^' 
deflections,  switches,  connections  and  other  suitable  struc- 
tures and  appurtenances  as  the  joint  board  may  deem  con- 
venient and  jDroper  to  enable  the  eomi^any  to  turn  its  trains 
or  to  reverse  the  direction  thereof,  or  to  make  connections 
with  the  subway  system  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company  with  the  consent  of  said  company  as  aforesaid, 
or  for  other  purposes  authorized  by  this  act  or  the  general 
laws  governing  electric  railroads,  and  the  company  subject 
to  the  limitations  hereinafter  set  forth  may  operate  and 
maintain  the  same  for  the  running  of  electric  railroad, 
trains  of  its  own  cars  and  the  cars  of  other  companies  or 
any  such  cars,  and  for  such  other  incidental  uses  as  are 
hereinafter  defined  in  connection  therewith.     In  respect  Rights  and

01  the  equipment,  use  and  operation  oi  the  railroad  to  be  the  company 
constructed  in  the  tunnel  and  transportation  thereon  the  equipment, 
company  shall  have  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  immuni- 
ties and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  liabilities  and  restric- 
tions set  forth  in  general  laws  now  or  hereafter  in  force 
applicable  to  it,  so  far  as  the  same  do  not  affect  its  obliga- 
tions or  impair  its  rights,  privileges  and  immunities  under 
this  act. 

Section  3.  The  company  from  time  to  time,  subject  to  May  issue 
the  requirements  prescribed  by  law  and  the  approval  of  or  bonds!*e°c. 
the  board,  may  issue  and  dispose  of  such  amounts  of  its 
capital  stock  or  bonds  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  and 
pay  the  cost  of  constructing  the  tunnel  and  of  its  equip- 
ment for  use  and  operation,  and  the  cost  of  real  estate  and 
rights  therein,  and  all  other  lawful  expenditures  made  or 
incurred  by  the  company  under  authority  of  this  act :  jjro-  Proviso. 
■vided,  however,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
construed  a^  limiting  or  affecting  the  right  of  the  company 
to  issue  its  capital  stock  and  bonds  according  to  law,  to 
pay  for  such  portions  of  its  railroad  as  may  be  authorized 
under  any  general  laws  now  or  hereafter  in  force.  The 
company  to  secure  the  payment  of  bonds  issued  by  it  may 
mortgage  its  franchise  and  property,  present  and  future, 
exclusive  of  the  tunnel  but  inclusive  of  its  right  to  use 
the  same  as  herein  provided. 
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Sectio>'  4.  The  directors  shall,  within  sixty  days  after 
the  acceptance  of  this  act,  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  city  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be  held 
by  said  treasurer  as  a  special  fund  for  the  pur2:)oses  set 
forth  in  this  section  and  applied  from  time  to  time  as 
herein  provided.  The  said  fund  shall  be  applied  towards 
the  payment  of  such  proportion  of  the  general  office  and 
administration  expenses  of  the  commission,  including  the 
compensation  of  its  members,  its  chief  engineer,  secretary 
and  office  employees,  as  the  commission  may  from  time  to 
time  determine  to  be  equitable  and  proportionally  charge- 
able to  the  work  authorized  by  this  act  and  to  the  payment 
of  expert  services,  and  of  counsel  fees  and  costs,  and  any 
other  expenses  of  the  commission  or  board  incurred  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  total  amount  so  chargeable 
shall  be  determined  by  the  commission  monthly,  and  the 
city  treasurer  shall  deduct  the  amount  so  determined 
from  the  said  special  fund  and  shall  transfer  the  same  to 
the  appropriation  or  appropriations  out  of  which  said  ex- 
penses have  been  paid.  The  city  treasurer  shall  also  pay 
directly  from  the  said  special  fund  the.  monthly  and 
weekly  pay  rolls  of  such  enlployees  of  the  commission  as 
it  may  certify  to  have  been  employed  in  connection  with 
works  authorized  by  this  act.  The  company  shall,  within 
sixty  days  after  incorporation  and  on  the  tenth  day  of  each 
month  thereafter,  pay  to  the  city  treasurer  to  th^  credit 
of  said  special  fund  such  sums  as  may  be  required  to  re- 
store the  same  to  the  full  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars. 
When  the  purposes  for  which  this  special  fund  is  created 
have  been  fulfilled,  the  balance,  if  any,  shall,  upon  the 
order  of  the  commission,  be  repaid  by  the  city  treasurer 
to  the  company. 

Si^cTioN  5.  As  soon  as  the  directors  shall  have  caused 
to  be  deposited  with  the  city  treasurer  the  sum  of  money 
required  by  the  preceding  section,  the  directors  or  their 
authorized  agents  may  enter  upon  any  lands  so  far  as  may 
be  necessary  to  make  preliminary  investigations,  surveys 
and  plans,  and  may  place  and  maintain  marks  thereon, 
make  borings  and  excavations,  and  do  all  other  acts  neces- 
sary for  such  investigations  and  surveys:  provided,  liow- 
ever,  that  the  operation  and  traffic  of  any  existing  railroad 
or  railway  shall  not  thereby  be  impeded  or  delayed.  The 
commission  may  cause  to  be  made  such  further  investiffa- 
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tions,  surveys,  plans,  excavations  and  borings  as  it  may 
deem  necessary,  and  the  expense  of  the  same  shall  be  paid 
as  provided  in  section  four.  The  directors  shall,  after 
such  preliminary  work,  restore  the  premises  to  the  same, 
or  as  good,  condition  as  they  were  in  prior  to  the  beginning 
of  the  work,  and  shall  compensate  the  owner  of  said  prem- 
ises for  any  injury  or  damage  resulting  from  such  work. 
Such  compensation  may  be  recovered  in  the  same  manner 
as  damages  are  recovered  under  section  ten  of  this  act, 
upon  petition  brought  within  one  year  from  the  completion 
of  such  work. 

Section  6.  Within  sixty  days  after  the  certificate  of  J;^°nnei°etc^ 
exigency  provided  for  in  section  five  of  chapter  five  hun- 
dred and  sixteen  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  six  is  issued  the  directors  shall  apply  to  the  joint 
board  to  fix  the  location  of  the  tunnel,  and  with  such  appli- 
cation shall  file  the  maps,  profiles  and  plans  showing  the 
location  of  the  tunnel  as  desired,  and  such  other  informa- 
tion as  the  joint  board  may  request.  The  joint  board  shall, 
after  notice  and  a  public  hearing,  fix  the  location,  includ- 
ing grades  and  elevations,  which  location  shall  be  certified 
by  it  to  the  directors.  After  the  location  of  the  tunnel 
has  been  fixed  by  the  joint  board  no  changes  shall  there- 
after be  made  in  the  said  location  without  the  approval 
in  writing  of  the  joint  board,  after  notice  and  a  public 
hearing.  The  company  shall  not  begin  the  work  of  con-  Work  of 
struction  until  it  has  given  bond  to  the  satisfaction  of  ^Op"s*'"^'^*'<'°' 
the  commission  securing  the  city  against  any  loss,  damage 
or  expense  resulting  to  it  on  account  of  work  done  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  and  further  securing  abutters  on 
a  public  street  from  any  loss,  damage  or  expense  result- 
ing to  them  on  account  of  work  done  in  or  under  such 
street,  nor  until  it  has  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  en- 
gineer a  plan  signed  by  the  joint  board  showing  the  loca- 
tion of  that  part  of  the  work  which  it  is  about  to  construct. 
In  case  any  change  shall  have  been  approved  in  writing 
by  the  joint  board  as  aforesaid  any  such  plan  so  filed 
may  be  altered  by  a  new  plan  signed  and  filed  in  like 
manner. 

Section  Y.    For  the  purpose  of  constructine-  the  tunnel  ^'^^'j,"  ^'^'-s

and  any  alterations  thereof  and  additions  thereto  author-  etc. 
ized  by  the  joint  board,  the  company,  to  such  extent  as  may 
be  authorized  by  the  commission,  may  use  j)ublic  ways 
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and  lands  withont  compensation  therefor  except  as  herein 
provided ;  but  no  permanent  structures  shall  be  erected 
upon  the  surface  in,  and  no  openings  for  permanent  en- 
trances to  or  exits  from,  said  tunnel  shall  be  made  in,  any 
public  street  or  way  or  in  property  now  owned  or  occu- 
pied by  the  city.  To  provide  for  such  construction  the 
company,  with  the  approval  of  the  commission,  may  take 
by  purchase  or  otherwise  any  lands  in  fee,  including  the 
buildings  thereon,  and  any  easements  or  limited  estates  or 
rights  in  lands  which  may  be  deemed  necessary  therefor, 
including  the  right  to  go  under  or  above  the  surface 
thereof  or  through  or  under  buildings  or  parts  of  buildings 
thereon,  and  any  taking  in  fee  or  otherwise  may  be  made 
whether  the  lands  taken  or  affected  are  held  by  title  de- 
rived under  eminent  domain  or  otherwise,  but  shall  not 
be  made  in  respect  of  property  owned  or  used  by  the  city, 
or  without  the  approval  of  the  board  after  a  hearing,  of 
property  owned  or  used  for  railroad  or  railway  purposes. 
A  taking  or  purchase  of  an  easement  or  limited  estate  or 
right  in  a  given  parcel  of  real  estate,  whether  such  parcel 
consists  of  unimproved  land  or  of  land  and  buildings, 
may  be  confined  to  a  portion  or  section  of  such  parcel  fixed 
by  horizontal,  vertical  or  inclined  planes  of  division  or 
curved  surfaces  or  otherwise,  below,  above  or  at  the  sur- 
face of  the  soil,  and  in  such  case  no  taking  need  be  made 
of  other  portions  or  sections  thereof,  except  of  such  ease- 
ments therein,  if  any,  as  the  commission  may  deem  neces- 
sary. 

Sectiox  8.  Before  the  company  makes  any  taking  or 
takings  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  commission 
shall  estimate  the  total  amount  necessary  to  provide  for 
the  payment  for  such  taking  or  takings,  and  such  taking 
or  takings  shall  not  be  made  until  the  amount  so  estimated 
has  been  paid  by  the  company  to  some  trust  company  or 
companies  approved  by  the  city  treasurer,  to  be  held  as  a 
special  fund,  which  shall  not  be  attachable,  to  be  paid 
out  only  upon  execution  issued  on  account  of  such  taking 
or  takings,  or  upon  the  request  of  the  company  approved 
by  said  commission  in  payment  on  account  of  such  taking 
or  takings.  Whenever  such  special  fund,  by  partial  pay- 
ments or  otherwise,  becomes,  in  the  judgment  of  the  com- 
mission, insufficient  to  provide  for  such  payment,  the 
commission  may  require  the  company  to  add  to  such  spe- 
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cial  fund  such  amount  as  it  may  deem  necessary.  When 
all  claims  for  damages  on  account  of  such  taking  or  tak- 
ings have  been  settled,  the  commission  shall  so  certify  to 
the  trust  company  or  companies,  and  thereupon  such  trust 
company  or  companies  shall  pay  to  the  company  the  bal- 
ance, if  any,  of  such  fund. 

Section  9.  To  make  any  taking  for  the  purposes  of  '^^^J^^^^^ ^^^ 
this  act  by  right  of  eminent  domain  the  company  shall 
cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  registry  of  deeds  for  the  county 
of  Suffolk  a  description  of  the  lands,  easements,  estates 
or  rights  taken,  as  certain  as  is  usual  in  a  conveyance  of 
land,  together  with  a  statement  that  the  same  are  taken 
under  authority  of  this  act,  which  description  and  state- 
ment shall  be  signed  by  said  company,  and  the  lands, 
easements,  estates  or  rights  described  in  said  description 
shall  upon  such  recording  be  taken  for  and  shall  vest  in  the 
company.  The  company  shall,  so  far  as  may  be  prac- 
ticable, notify  owners  of  such  takings,  but  the  validity 
thereof  shall  not  be  affected  by  want  of  such  notice. 

Section  10.  The  company  shall  pay  all  damages  for  Damages,  etc. 
which  the  city  may  become  liable  by  reason  of  any  act 
of  the  commission  or  the  company  in  carrying  out  the  work 
herein  authorized.  The  company  and  the  commission 
may  agree  with  the  owner  of  any  property  taken  upon  the 
amount  to  be  paid  as  compensation  or  damages  therefor, 
and  if  said  parties  do  not  agree,  such  amount  may  be  de- 
termined by  a  jury  in  the  superior  court  for  the  county 
of  Suffolk,  on  petition  of  such  owner  against  the  company. 
Such  petition  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
said  court  before  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the 
date  of  recording  said  taking,  and  judgment  shall  be  en- 
tered upon  the  verdict  of  such  jury  and  costs  shall  be 
taxed  and  execution  issued  in  favor  of  the  prevailing- 
party  as  in  other  civil  cases.  The  provisions  of  sections  Certain  pro- 
seventeen  to  twenty-five  inclusive  of  chapter  forty-eight  to^app!y°  ^^ 
of  the  Revised  Laws  relating  to  procedure  in  case  of  dam- 
age to  estates  in  which  several  parties  have  different  or 
several  interests  shall  apply  to  proceedings  in  such  cases 
under  this  act.  As  to  all  damages  caused  by  any  taking  of 
property  or  other'act  of  the  company  beyond  the  limits  of 
the  tunnel,  the  liability  of  the  company  shall  be  such  as  is 
fixed  by  the  general  laws  applicable  to  electric  railroad 
companies. 
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SECTiOkX  11.  The  company  shall  cause  the  tunnel  to  be 
constructed  without  cost  to  the  city  and  shall,  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  commission,  so  contract  for  materials  to 
be  furnished  and  for  work  to  be  done  in  such  construction 
as  to  protect  the  city  from  any  liability  therefor,  and  from 
any  claims  for  damages  arising  therefrom.  Upon  the 
completion  of  the  tunnel  and  before  it  is  opened  for  use 
the  company  by  a  good  and  sufficient  deed  shall  convey 
the  same  free  from  all  incumbrances  except  as  herein  pro- 
vided to  the  city  of  Boston.  And  in  consideration  thereof 
and  of  the  fulfilment  by  the  company  of  its  other  obliga- 
tions hereunder,  the  company,  except  as  is  provided  in  sec- 
tion sixteen,  shall  have  the  sole  and  exclusive  use  of  the 
tunnel  for  the  operation  of  an  electric  railroad  therein  and 
for  such  other  uses  as  are  herein  specified  for  the  term  of 
forty  years  from  the  opening  of  said  tunnel  for  public  use 
as  hereinafter  provided.  All  property  within  the  tunnel 
which  is  not  an  integral  part  of  said  tunnel  but  has  been 
placed  therein  for  the  uses  of  the  company  in  constructing 
and  operating  its  railroad  and  providing  for  its  passengers 
shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of  the  company,  and  may 
be  removed  by  it  after  the  expiration  of  said  term  of  forty 
years,  except  that  the  city  may  then  take  the  said  property, 
or  so  much  of  it  as  it  may  require,  at  its  then  fair  value 
as  agreed  upon  by  the  commission  and  the  company,  or 
in  case  of  difference  at  a  value  to  be  determined  by  the  de- 
cision of  three  arbitrators,  one  to  be  selected  by  the  com- 
mission, one  to  be  selected  by  the  company,  and  the  third 
by  the  two  thus  selected.  The  report  of  the  arbitrators  or 
of  the  majority  of  them  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties. 

Section  12.  Whenever  before  the  expiration  of  said 
forty  years,  in  the  opinion  of  the  company  approved  by 
the  commission,  any  lands,  interests  in  lands  or  other 
property  acquired  for  the  purposes  of  the  tunnel  shall 
cease  to  be  needed  for  such  purposes,  the  same  may  be  sold 
and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  paid  to  the  company, 
and  the  company  with  the  approval  of  the  commission  may 
at  any  time  sell  or  remove  any  buildings  on  any  land  so 
acquired,  or  may  sub-let  any  such  lands,  buildings  or  inter- 
ests in  land  or  other  property,  and  the  proceeds  of  any 
such  sales  or  leases  shall  be  paid  to  the  company. 

Section  13.  The  commission  may  order  the  temporary 
removal  or  relocation  of  any  surface  tracks,  and  the  tern- 
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porarj  or  permanent  removal  or  relocation  of  any  conduits, 
pipes,  wires,  poles,  cables,  sewers,  drains  or  other  prop- 
erty of  any  person  or  corporation  which  in  its  judgment 
interfere  with  the  construction  or  oj)eration  of  the  tunnel, 
and  at  the  same  time  shall  grant  new  locations  for  any  such 
structures  so  removed  or  relocated.  Such  orders  to  the 
extent  specified  therein  shall  be  deemed  a  revocation  of 
the  former  right  or  license  to  maintain  such  surface 
tracks,  conduits,  pipes,  wires,  poles,  cables,  sewers,  drains 
or  other  property,  and  the  owner  of  any  such  structures 
in  public  ways  or  lands  shall  comply  with  such  orders  at 
the  expense  of  the  company.  If  the  owner  shall  fail  to 
comply  with  such  order  within  a  reasonable  time  to  be 
fixed  therein,  the  company  may  remove  such  surface  tracks, 
conduits,  pipes,  wires,  poles,  cables  or  other  property,  and 
may  relocate  and  reconstruct  the  same :  provided,  hoioever.  Proviso, 
that  such  removal,  relocation  and  reconstruction  shall  be 
done  at  the  expense  of  the  comj^any.  iSTo  such  temporary 
or  permanent  removal  or  relocation  shall  entitle  the  owner 
of  the  property  thus  affected  to  any  damages  on  account 
therefor.  The  removal  and  relocation  of  any  property 
of  the  commonwealth  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  public  authorities  having  immediate  charge  thereof, 
and  whether  made  by  the  commonwealth  or  the  city  or  the 
commission  the  company  shall  pay  the  cost  thereof  as 
approved  by  the  commission.  Any  gas  or  electric  light 
company  may  shut  off  the  gas  or  current  from  any  pipes 
or  wires  aifected  by  any  acts  done  hereunder,  when  and 
so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  avoid  the  escape  or  explosion 
of  gas  or  other  public  danger.  The  commission  may 
cause  to  be  removed  and  replaced,  in  such  manner  as  to 
be  substantially  as  serviceable  and  complete  as  previously, 
any  poles,  wires,  pipes,  sewers,  drains  or  other  structures 
of  the  city,  so  far  as  the  work  may  require,  and  the  expense 
thereof  shall  be  borne  by  the  company. 

Section  14.  The  tunnel  may  be  constructed  by  the  com-  Construction 
pany  or  by  such  contractors  as  it  shall  select,  but  the  etc!  ®*'^°'^^' 
company  shall  not  begin  any  portion  of  the  work  until 
the  plans  and  specifications  for  such  portion  have  been 
approved  in  writing  by  the  commission,  and  in  case  such 
portion  of  the  work  is  to  be  done  by  a  contractor,  until 
the  commission  is  satisfied  by  a  bond  or  such  other  assur- 
ance as  it  may  require  to  be  furnished  by  said  contractor, 
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that  siicli  portion  of  the  work  will  be  completed  in  the 
manner  and  within  the  time  specified  in  the  contract,  and 
the  commission  shall  have  power  to  supervise  the  work  on 
the  tunnel  in  such  way  as  it  shall  see  fit,  and  the  expense 
of  such  supervision  shall  be  paid  by  the  company.  In  case 
any  such  contract  is  not  awarded  by  the  company  to  the 
lowest  bidder  after  public  advertisement,  the  commission 
shall  not  approve  the  same  unless  it  is  satisfied,  after  hav- 
ing the  reasonable  cost  of  performing  the  contract  esti- 
mated by  its  own  engineers,  that  the  contract  price  does 
not  allow  more  than  a  reasonable  profit  to  the  contractor, 
in  view  of  the  character  of  the  work  required  and  the 
conditions  under  which  it  must  be  done.  All  work  upon 
the  tunnel  under  or  near  pul)lic  ways  or  places  shall  be 
conducted  so  far  as  practicable  in  such  manner  as  to  leave 
such  public  ways  or  places  or  a  reasonable  part  thereof 
open  for  travel  between  the  hours  of  eight  in  the  forenoon 
and  six  in  the  afternoon  of  every  secular  day,  except  pub- 
lic holidays,  and  the  company  shall  further  require  the 
contractors,  employees  and  all  others  engaged  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  work  herein  authorized  at  all  times  to 
keep  clear  a  space  sufficient  for  the  passage  of  the  appara- 
tus and  vehicles  of  the  fire  and  police  departments.  The 
company  shall  comply  with  all  orders  of  the  commission 
relating  to  the  obstruction  or  excavation  of  public  ways  or 
lands,  and  shall  at  its  own  expense  restore  the  surface 
thereof  as  soon  as  practicable  to  a  condition  substantially 
as  good  as  its  former  condition.  The  company  within  the 
limitations  of  this  act  shall  make  such  alterations  in  or 
additions  to  the  tunnel  as  shall  be  directed  or  approved 
by  the  commission. 

Section  15.  The  company  shall  maintain  the  tunnel, 
except  as  to  repairs  below  excepted,  in  good  order  and  con- 
dition as  a  complete  structure  adapted  to  the  maintenance 
and  use  of  an  electric  railroad,  and  shall  at  all  reasonable 
times  be  entitled  to  a  permit  to  open  the  streets  and  other 
public  places  of  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  making  requi- 
site repairs  to  the  tunnel,  and  when  the  right  of  the  com- 
pany or  its  successors  and  assigns  to  use  the  tunnel  shall 
terminate,  shall  restore  it  to  the  city  in  good  condition 
except  as  to  repairs  not  obligatory  upon  the  company.  All 
repairs  to  the  tunnel  shall  be  at  the  sole  cost  and  expense  of 
the  company,  except  such  repairs  as  are  made  necessary 
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by  any  cause  growing  out  of  the  acts  of  public  enemies  or  Maintenance 
mobs  or  of  riots,  or  growing  out  of  works  or  excavations  etc!"°'^^' 
carried  on  by  the  city  or  other  public  authority,  or  growing 
out  of  the  bursting  of  city  pipes  outside  the  tunnel,  or 
growing  out  of  the  location,  maintenance  or  use  of  the  wires 
or  other  apparatus  which  the  city  is  hereinafter  authorized 
to  maintain  in  the  tunnel,  and  if  repairs  shall  be  made 
necessary  by  any  of  the  said  excepted  causes  then  suck 
repairs  shall  be  made  by  the  company,  and  the  reasonable 
cost  and  expense  thereof  shall  be  paid  to  the  company  by 
the  city.  The  company  shall  have  no  right  at  any  time  to 
remove  from  the  tunnel  any  tracks,  wires,  apparatus, 
equipment  or  other  property  necessary  to  the  use  and 
maintenance  of  the  tunnel  and  the  operation  of  an  electric 
railroad  therein,  except  for  the  purpose  of  repairs  or  re- 
newal or  for  the  substitution  of  equivalent  structures, 
property,  apparatus  or  equipment.  In  case  the  tunnel  shall 
be  substantially  destroyed  by  the  act  of  God  at  any  time 
during  the  said  term  of  forty  years,  the  company  shall  be 
under  no  obligation  to  rebuild  the  same.  The  company 
shall  keep  the  tunnel  thoroughly  clean  and  free  from  un- 
necessary dampness,  and  the  approaches  to  the  stations 
clean  and  free  from  ice  and  snow.  When  the  tunnel  is  in 
use  the  company  shall  suitably  light  the  same  in  all  parts, 
and  by  means  of  artificial  ventilation,  if  necessary  in  the 
judgment  of  the  commission,  shall  keep  the  air  adequately 
pure  for  health  and  comfort. 

SECTiOiSr  16.    Any  railroad  corporation,  electric  railroad  ra^^roa'^  com- 
company  or  street  railway  company,  including  the  Boston  paniesmay 
Elevated  Railway  Company,  may,  if  the  board  shall  ap-  tunnel,  etc. 
prove  and  under  such  restrictions  and  regulations  and  upon 
such  terms,  conditions  and  compensation  to  the  company 
and  for  such  time  as  the  board  after  a  hearing  shall  fix,  use 
the  said  tunnel  and  for  such  purpose  the  company  shall 
permit  a  physical  connection  of  tracks  in  the  city  of  Boston 
at  such  place  as  the  board  shall  determine. 

Section  17.     The  company  may  permit  any  person  or  Wires,  eon- 
corporation  using  or  authorized  to  use  and  maintain  wires,  nia/be  °'' 
conduits,  tubes  or  similar  structures  along  the  route  of  the  wXn  the*^ 
tunnel,   to  place   such  wires,   conduits,   tubes   or   similar  t^^^^^'  «*<=. 
structures   (which  shall  not  include  gas,  sewer  or  water 
pipes)   within  a  corresponding  portion  of  the  tunnel,  in 
such  manner  and  upon  such  terms  as  to  compensation  and 
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otlienvise  as  may  be  agreed  npon  by  the  company  and 
approved  by  the  board.  The  company  may  place  and  main- 
tain in  the  tunnel  booths  for  the  sale  of  newspapers,  maga- 
zines, periodicals  and  books,  and  in  places  specially  adapted 
therefor  may  place  or  permit  unobjectionable  advertise- 
ments, and  may  make  such  other  use  of  the  tunnel  not  im- 
pairing the  use  for  transportation  of  passengers  as  the 
board  may  from  time  to  time  approve:  provided^  however,. 
that  such  booths  and  advertisements  shall  not  be  so  placed 
or  used  as  to  diminish  or  impair  the  safety,  accommoda- 
tion, convenience  or  comfort  of  passengers  using  the  tun- 
nel. And  upon  receipt  of  notice  in  writing  at  any  time 
or  from  time  to  time  from  the  board  that  in  its  opinion 
any  of  the  uses  above  referred  to  or  approved,  either  in 
whole  or  in  part  in  any  way  diminish  or  impair  such  safety, 
accommodation,  convenience  or  comfort,  or  conflict  in  any 
way  with  the  best  interests  of  the  public,  the  company  shall 
forthwith  to  the  extent  specified  in  the  notice  discontinue 
such  use.  The  city  may  place  in  the  tunnel  such  wires 
and  apparatus  as  may  be  necessary  for  its  police  and  fire 
alarm  service,  to  be  used,  hpwever,  exclusively  for  such 
service  and  to  be  so  located  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  use 
of  the  tunnel  which  the  company  is  hereby  authorized  to 
make.  The  location,  construction,  maintenance  and  repair 
of  such  wires  and  apparatus  shall  be  subject  to  such  reason- 
able directions  and  regulations  as  the  company  may  im- 
pose, or  in  case  of  any  disagreement  as  the  board  may 
determine.  Except  as  above  provided  the  company  shall 
not  have  the  right  to  place  in  the  tunnel  or  attach  thereto 
any  structures,  machinery,  merchandise,  apparatus,  adver- 
tisements or  property  of  any  sort  which  are  not  necessary 
or  proper  for  the  operation  of  its  railroad  therein. 

Section  18,  The  city  shall  not  be  responsible  for  any 
damages  resulting  to  persons  or  property  in  the  construc- 
tion, operation  and  use  of  the  tunnel,  whether  upon  prop- 
erty belonging  to  the  city  or  upon  property  the  fee  of 
which  belongs  to  other  parties,  and  the  company  shall  hold 
the  city  harmless  and  indemnified  therefrom,  and  shall  at 
its  own  expense,  upon  due  notice  from  the  city,  defend  all 
suits  or  other  proceedings  of  every  description,  whether 
at  law  or  in  equity,  which  may  be  brought  against  the  city, 
its  officers,  servants  or  agents  by  reason  of  any  liability 
arising  out  of  the  operation  and  use  of  the  tunnel  or  of  the 
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railroad,  machinery,  and  apparatus  therein,  and  shall 
satisfy  all  final  judgments  of  legal  tribunals  rendered  in 
such  suits  and  proceedings.  The  foregoing  provisions  shall 
not  be  construed  to  impose  any  liability  or  obligation  grow- 
ing out  of  the  acts  of  public  enemies,  of  mobs  or  of  riots,  or

TO  MAINTAIN  A  SEPARATE  COLLEGE   FOR  WOMEN. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  corporation  known  as  the  Trustees  of 
Tufts  College  may  establish  and  maintain  for  the  education 
of  women  exclusively  a  college  to  be  known  as  the  Jackson 
College  for  Women,  and  may  appropriate  and  set  apart  for 
the  maintenance  thereof  any  funds  now  held  by  it  desig- 
nated by  the  donors  to  be  for  the  education  of  women,  and 
all  property,  real  and  personal,  hereafter  received  by  gift, 
grant,  devise  or  bequest  for  that  purpose. 

Section  2.  All  the  provisions  contained  in  the  act 
establishing  the  Trustees  of  Tufts  College,  and  in  the  acts 
in  amendment  thereof,  shall  relate  to  the  Jackson  College 
for  Women,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  this  act. 

Section  3.  The  corporation  may,  in  the  name  of  Jack- 
son College  for  Women,  confer  any  of  the  degrees  which  it 
is  by  law  authorized  to  confer:  provided,  however,  that 
degrees  so  conferred  in  course  shall  be  conferred  exclusively 
upon  women.  It  may  also  adopt  and  use  upon  diplomas 
and  other  written  instruments  issued  in  the  Jackson  Col- 
lege for  Women,  a  seal  of  a  design  differing  from  the  com- 
mon seal  of  the  corporation.

A  railroad  corporation  shall  not  receive,  for-  Transporta- 
ward  or  deliver  milk  in  large  quantities  over  any  portion  of 
its  line,  or  permit  others  so  to  do,  under  contract,  lease  or 
hiring  of  cars  or  otherwise,  without  at  the  same  time  pro- 
viding, as  regards  time,  care  and  preservation  of  the  milk 
and  the  return  of  the  empty  cans,  equal  facilities  and  ad-

such  portion  or  portions  thereof;  and  if  the  former  is,  in 
the  judgment  of  said  board,  higher  than  the  latter,  said 
board  shall  revise  said  tariff  and  shall  fix  such  rate  for  milk 
by  the  can  as  it  finds  to  be  the  rate  for  milk  in  large 
quantities,  including  in  both  cases  the  same  care  and  pres- 
ervation of  the  milk  and  the  return  of  the  empty  cans,  as 
aforesaid ;  and  shall  notify  the  corporation  in  writing  of 
the  rate  by  the  can  so  fixed  over  such  railroad  or  such 
portion  or  portions  thereof;  but  the  rates  by  the  can  so 
fixed  shall  not  be  higher  than  the  rates  charged  by  the  same 
railroad  corporation  for  a  longer  distance  on  any  part  of  its 
system.

Glazier  and  Edward  F.  Ingram,  their  associates  and  suc- 
cessors, are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the 
Leverett  Cemetery  Association,  for  the  purpose  of  acquir- 
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ing.  liolJiiig  and  improving  the  grounds  known  as  the  East 
Leverett  and  Long  Plain  cemeteries  and  the  N^orth  ceme- 
tery, so-called,  located  about  one  mile  north  from  the 
Leverett  town  hall,  all  being  in  the  town  of  Leverett ;  and 
said  corporation  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  privileges 
and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  restrictions  and  liabilities 
set  forth  in  all  general  laws  which  now  are  or  hereafter 
may  be  in  force  relating  to  such  corporations,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to 
take  possession  and  control  of  said  cemeteries ;  and  said 
town  of  Leverett  is  hereby  authorized  to  convey  to  said 
corporation  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  all  its 
rights,  title  and  interest  in  the  lands  which  have  been 
purchased  and  set  apart  for  said  cemeteries,  and  in  all 
other  property  or  rights  appertaining  thereto,  which  said 
town  now  has  or  is  entitled  to  have,  including  all  moneys 
and  trust  funds  belonging  to  said  cemetery :  provided,  that 
a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  said  town  present  and 
^•oting  thereon  shall  vote  so  to  do  at  a  meeting  duly  called 
for  that  purpose.  Said  corporation  shall  hold  the  said 
property  and  rights  for  thfe  same  uses  and  purposes  for 
which  the  same  are  now  held  by  the  town  of  Leverett,  and 
be  charged  with  the  same  duties  and  liabilities ;  and  all 
rights  which  any  persons  have  acquired  in  said  cemeteries 
shall  remain  valid  to  the  same  extent  as  if  this  act  had 
not  been  passed. 

Sectiox  3.  Said  town  shall  continue  to  have  the  right 
of  burying  in  any  one  of  said  cemeteries  the  bodies  of  those 
for  whose  burial  it  is  bound  by  law  to  provide;  and  such 
interments  shall  be  made  in  a  part  of  the  said  cemeteries 
set  off  for  this  purpose  by  agreement  between  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  said  town  and  the  executive  board  of  said 
corporation.  Such  interments  may  be  made  by  the  town  at 
its  own  expense,  or  by  said  corporation,  upon  such  terms 
as  shall  be  agreed  upon  between  said  overseers  and  said 
executive  board. 

Sectiox  4.  Any  person  now  owning  a  lot  in  any  of  the 
said  cemeteries  or  his  representative,  together  with  those 
])ersons  who  are  now  life  members  of  the  unincorporated 
organization  known  as  the  Leverett  Cemetery  Association, 
may  take  part  in  the  organization  of  this  corporation,  and 
after  the  organization  thereof  any  }>erson  who  is  now  or 
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may  hereafter  become  by  deed  or  otherwise  proprietor  of 
a  lot  in  any  of  the  said  cemeteries  shall  become  a  member  of 
said  corporation  by  applying  to  the  trustees  hereinafter 
mentioned  and  receiving  a  deed  or  certificate  of  such  lot 
from  said  corporation ;  and  when  any  person  shall  cease  to 
be  the  proprietor  of  a  lot  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of 
the  corporation. 

Section  5.  Said  corporation  may  acquire  by  gift,  de-  Gifts,  be- 
vise  or  purchase,  and  hold  in  fee,  additional  land  to  the  ^^^^  ^'  ^'*^' 
extent  of  twenty  acres  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  said 
cemeteries  from  time  to  time  and  may  hold  so  much  per- 
sonal property  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  objects  of  said 
corporation ;  and  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to 
take  and  hold  any  property  granted  or  bequeathed  in  trust 
for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  or  improving  said  cemeteries. 
Said  corporation  may  also  hold  in  trust  any  money  or 
other  property  given  or  bequeathed  by  the  proprietor  of  a 
lot  or  in  his  behalf,  for  the  care  and  embellishment  of  any 
lot  or  for  the  repair,  preservation,  or  renewal  of  a  monu- 
ment, fence  or  other  structure  thereon  or  for  planting  the 
lot  or  its  neighborhood  with  trees  or  shrubs,  and  when  such 
a  gift  or  bequest  is  made  said  corporation  shall  give  to 
said  proprietor  or  his  representative  an  obligation  on  such 
conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  binding  itself  to  fulfill 
the  terms  of  the  gift  or  bequest,  xind  said  corporation  is 
authorized  to  take  possession  of  the  funds  now  held  by  the 
organization  known  as  the  Leverett  Cemetery  Association, 
above  mentioned,  and  said  corporation  shall  hold  the  said 
funds  for  the  same  uses  and  purposes  for  which  they  are 
now  held  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  same  duties  and 
liabilities. 

Section  6.     The  net  proceeds  of  all  sales  of  lots  in  said  fa^efonlts 
cemeteries  shall  be  forever  devoted  to  the  preservation,  etc. 
improvement  and  enlargement  thereof  and  to  the  payment 
of  the   incidental   expenses   connected  therewith,    and   to 
no  other  purposes. 

Section  T.  The  officers  of  the  corporation  shall  consist  officers, 
of  seven  trustees,  of  whom  at  least  two  shall  be  representa-  duties,  etc. 
tives  of  lots  in  the  Long  Plain  cemetery,  two  of  lots  in  the 
East  Leverett  cemetery  and  two  of  lots  in  the  North  ceme- 
tery, a  treasurer  and  a  clerk,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  corporation,  a  president  to  be  elected 
annually  by  the  trustees  from  their  number,  and  such  sub- 
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ordinate  officers  as  may  be  provided  for  by  the  by-laws. 
The  treasurer  and  the  clerk  shall  each  be  elected  for  one 
year  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  The 
trustees  shall  be  elected  one  each  year  for  the  term  of  seven 
years:  'provided,  however,  that  at  the  first  election  one 
trustee  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years, 
one  for  three  years  and  so  on,  respectively,  and  thereafter 
one  trustee  shall  be  chosen  annually  to  serve  seven  years. 
Said  trustees  shall  have  the  general  management  of  the 
property,  expenditures  and  affairs  of  said  corporation  and 
of  the  sale  of  lots  in  said  cemetery,  and  shall  make  a  report 
of  their  doings  to  the  corporation  at  its  annual  meetings.  If 
a  vacancy  occurs  in  said  board  of  trustees,  or  in  the  office 
of  treasurer  or  clerk,  it  may  be  filled  for  the  unexpired 
term  at  any  annual  or  special  meeting  of  the  corporation. 

Section  8.  Said  corporation  shall  pay  all  damages 
sustained  by  any  person  or  corporation  by  the  taking  of 
any  land  or  other  property  or  by  any  other  thing  done  by 
said  corporation  under  the  authority  of  this  act.  Any 
person  or  corporation  so  injured  and  failing  to  agree  with 
the  cemetery  corporation  as  to  the  amount  of  damages  sus- 
tained may  have  the  damaged  assessed  and  determined  in 
the  manner  provided  by  law  when  land  is  taken  for  the 
laying  out  of  highways,  on  application  at  any  time  within 
the  period  of  one  year  from  the  taking  of  such  land  or 
other  property  or  the  doing  of  other  injury  under  the 
authority  of  this  act ;  but  no  such  application  shall  be 
entertained  after  the  expiration  of  one  year. 

Section  9.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

THE    BOSTON    RAILROAD    HOLDING    COMPANY. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Boston  Railroad  Holding  Company 
may,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  in  interest  of  its  common  or 
general  stockholders  at  a  meeting  called  for  that  purpose, 
issue  preferred  stock,  and  from  time  to  time  increase  the 
amount  thereof,  divided  into  shares  of  the  par  value  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each:  provided,  that  the  amount  of  such 
issue  and  of  every  such  increase  shall  be  approved  by  the 
board  of  railroad  commissioners.  The  holders  of  such  pre- 
ferred stock  shall,  in  preference  and  priority  over  all  other 
stock  of  the  corporation,  be  entitled,  upon  dissolution  of 
the  corporation  or  in  liquidation  of  its  affairs,  or  in  case 
of  a  default  in  the  payment  of  any  stipulated  dividend  on 
said  preferred  stock,  to  payment  of  the  par  value  thereof 
and  accrued  dividends  thereon,  and  shall  further  be  entitled 
to  semi-annual  dividends,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  net  profits 
of  the  corporation,  at  a  rate  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of 
railroad  commissioners,  but  not  to  exceed,  however,  five 
per  cent  per  annum,  which  dividends  shall  be  cumulative. 
Said  preferred  stock  shall  not  be  entitled  to  participate  in

62.  A  producer  of  milk  shall  not  be  liable  to  prosecution  m'i°k'regu° 
for  the  reason  that  the  milk  produced  by  him  is  not  of  good  ^^*^*^'  ^^'^' 
standard  quality  unless  such  milk  was  taken  upon  his 
promises  or  while  in  his  possession  or  under  his  control  by 
an  inspector  of  milk,  by  a  collector  of  samples  of  milk,  or 
by  an  agent  of  the  dairy  bureau  or  of  the  state  board  of 
health,  and  a  sealed  sample  thereof  was  given  to  him,  nor 
unless  he  shall  fail  to  bring  the  milk  produced  by  him  to 
the  legal  standard  for  milk  solids  and  milk  fat  within 
twenty  days  after  written  notice  has  been  sent  from  the 
officer  taking  said  sample  that  it  is  below  said  standard. 
At  any  time  after  the  said  period  of  twenty  days  allowed 
the  producer  to  bring  his  milk  to  the  legal  standard  has 
elapsed  the  officer  taking  the  first  sample  may  take  a  sec- 
ond sample,  and  if  it  shall  be  found  to  be  below  the  legal 
standard  for  milk  solids  and  milk  fat  prosecution  may 
follow.

Section  1.    The  Fire  District  in  the  town  of  Hinsdale,  Hinsdale  Fire 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  sewers  in  said  district  and  Se^er^Loan, 
of  paying  the  necessary  expense  connected  therewith,  may  ^'^t^^i^^o. 
issue  from  time  to  time  the  note  or  notes  of  the  district  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  twelve  hundred  dollars.

the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  without  further  vote  be 
assessed  by  the  assessors  of  the  town  of  Hinsdale  and  col- 
lected in  each  year  thereafter  in  the  same  manner  in 
which  other  taxes  are  assessed  and  collected  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  sixty-three  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the 
Revised  Laws,  until  the  debt  incurred  by  said  loan  is 
extinguished.

]ier  cent  of  the  value  of  the  real  property  by  which  it  is 
secured. 

Section  2.  The  insurance  commissioner  shall  annually 
examine  all  mortgage  notes  deposited  with  the  treasurer 
and  receiver  general  as  a  part  of  the  emergency  fund  of  a 
fraternal  beneficiary  corporation  and  certify  to  him  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  what  in  his  judgment  is  the 
value  of  the  property  secured  by  each  of  said  notes  re- 
spectively. If  the  note  in  any  case  exceeds  sixty  per  cent 
of  the  value  of  the  property  by  which  it  is  secured,  there 
shall  be  substituted  for  the  note  some  other  security  satis- 
factory to  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  folloivs: 

Section  1.     In  this  act  unless  the  context  otherwise  certain  words 

and  terms 

requires :  defined,  etc. 

'*  Board  "  means  the  board  of  gas  and  electric  light  com- 
missioners. 

"  District  "  means  the  district  to  which  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  apply,  to  wit :  —  That  part  of  Boston  har- 
bor lying  westerly  of  a  line  drawn  from  the  southeastern 
point  of  Deer  island  to  the  northeastern  point  of  Long 
island  and  the  territory  comprised  within  the  cities  of 
Boston,  Cambridge,  Somerville,  Everett  and  Chelsea  and 
the  town  of  Brookline. 

"  Chart "  means  Kingelmann's  Smoke  Chart  as  pub- 
lished and  used  by  the  United  States  Geological  Survey. 

"  Stack "  means  any  chimney,  smoke  stack  or  other 
structure  whether  of  brick,  metal  or  other  material  in- 
tended for  the  emission  of  smoke.  Smoke-jacks  on  loco- 
motive round  houses  shall  be  deemed  stacks  and  a  part  of 
the  locomotive  beneath  them  for  the  time  being. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  act,  stacks  shall  be  classified  as 
follows :  — 

Class  I  includes  all  fixed  or  stationary  stacks  having  an 
inside  area  at  the  top  not  exceeding  the  area  of  a  circle 
five  feet  in  diameter.

Class  III  includes  all  fixed  or  stationary  stacks  having 
an  inside  area  at  the  top  greater  than  the  area  of  a  circle 
ten  feet  in  diameter. 

Class  IV  includes  all  stacks  of  vessels  having  an  inside 
area  at  the  top  not  exceeding  the  area  of  a  circle  four  feet 
in  diameter. 

Class  V  includes  all  stacks  of  vessels  having  an  inside 
area  at  the  top  greater  than  the  area  of  a  circle  four  feet  in 
diameter. 

Class  VI  includes  all  stacks  on  steam  locomotives. 

Section  2.  The  emission  of  smoke  of  a  degree  of  dark- 
ness or  density  equal  to  No.  2  of  the  chart  or  greater,  for 
more  than  six  minutes  in  any  one  hour  from  stacks  of  Class 
I ;  or  of  a  degree  equal  to  No.  3  of  the  chart  or  greater,  for 
more  than  three  minutes  in  any  one  hour  from  stacks  of 
Class  II ;  or  of  a  degree  equal  to  No.  2  of  the  chart  or 
greater,  for  more  than  twenty-five  minutes  in  any  one 
hour,  but  not  exceeding  during  said  twenty-fi^'e  minutes 
a  degree  ecjual  to  No.  3  of  the  chart  or  greater  for  more 
than  five  minutes  from  stacks  of  Class  III;  or  of  a  degree 
equal  to  No.  3  of  the  chart  or  greater  for  more  than  three 
minutes  in  any  one  hour  from  stacks  of  Class  IV;  for  more 
than  five  minutes  in  any  one  hour  from  stacks  of  Class  V ;

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a  commission,  with  all  of  their  respective  powers,  whose  examine  the 
duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  riawiithTs 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  vork^New 
for  the  pnrjjose  of  ascertaining  whether  and  to  what  extent  Hanford  *^ 
the  aggregate  corporate  assets  of  said  corporation  are  suf-  com™n*'  etc 
ficient  to  secure  its  outstanding  capital  stock  and  indebt- 
edness,   and    such    commission    shall    have    all    necessary 
authority  to  employ  such  clerical  and  expert  assistance  as 
it  shall  deem  necessary.

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Ch€ip.(y53  An  Act  to  tkovide  foe  the  appointment  of  an  in- 
spector OF  APIARIES  AND  FOR  THE  SUPPRESSION  AND 
CONTROL    OF    CONTAGIOUS    BEE    DISEASES. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  a^  follows: 

Section  1.  The  state  board  of  agriculture  shall  appoint 
some  person  qualified  by  scientific  training  and  practical 
experience  in  bee  keeping  to  be  state  inspector  of  apiaries, 
to  serve  until  the  thirty-first  day  of  March  in  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  who  shall  be  responsible  to 
the  said  board  for  the  performance  of  his  duties  under  this 
act,  and  may  be  removed  from  office  by  the  said  board  for 
neglect  of  duty  or  malfeasance  in  office.  The  inspector  of 
apiaries,  with  the  approval  of , the  said  board,  may  appoint 
such  deputies,  not  exceeding  three,  as  he  may  deem  neces- 
sary. The  inspector  and  each  of  his  deputies  shall  receive 
five  dollars  for  each  day  of  service  actually  rendered  under 
this  act  and  the  amount  of  the  travelling  and  other  neces- 
sary expenses  incurred  in  said  service. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspector  of 
apiaries  to  prepare  and  distribute  from  time  to  time  such 
literature  upon  the  subject  of  bee  culture,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  state  board  of  agriculture,  as  may  be  deemed 
advisable.  He  shall  also  make  or  cause  to  be  made  through 
his  deputies,  annually,  such  inspection  of  the  apiaries 
throughout  the  state  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  dis- 
cover and  suppress  all  bee  diseases  of  a  contagious  nature, 
and  he  shall  have  authority,  with  the  approval  of  the  said 
board,  to  make  and  issue  reasonable  regulations  for  carry- 
ing out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  ISTo  person  shall  keep  a  colony  of  bees  af- 
fected with  the  disease  known  as  foul  brood,  or  black 
brood  or  with  any  other  infectious  or  contagious  disease 
harmful  to  honey  bees  in  the  egg,  larval,  pupal  or  adult 
stage,  except  as  provided  by  section  four  of  this  act;  and 
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every  bee  keeper,  when  lie  becomes  aware  of  the  existence 
of  such  a  disease  among  his  bees,  shall  at  once  notify  the 
inspector  of  apiaries  of  the  existence  of  the  same.  Any 
person  who,  knowing  that  a  contagious  or  infectious  disease 
exists  among  his  bees,  sells,  barters  or  gives  away,  or  in 
any  other  way  disposes  of  the  same  in  whole  or  in  part, 
or  any  product  of  the  same,  or  any  hive,  super,  frame, 
section  or  other  appliance  used  about  the  diseased  bees,  in 
such  manner  as  to  cause  the  spread  of  the  disease,  shall, 
upon  conviction  before  a  court,  be  liable  to  the  penalties 
named  in  section  eight  of  this  act. 

Section  4.     The  inspector  of  apiaries  shall,  upon  the  Diseased 
discovery  of  a  case  of  foul  brood,  black  brood  or  other  hddin 
infectious  or  contagious  disease,  send  to  the  owner  of  the  2JJ.^''^iit"»e, 
diseased  bees  an  order  in  writing  that  such  bees  shall  be 
held  in  quarantine  until  such  time  as  the  same  are  released 
by  a  written  permit  from  the  inspector  of  apiaries,  and 
bees  so  placed  in  quarantine  shall  not  be  removed  from  the 
premises  of  the  owner  under  the  penalties  named  in  section 
eight  of  this  act. 

Section  5.  Upon  the  discovery  of  a  case  of  foul  brood,  ?" treatment 
black  brood,  or  other  infectious  or  contagious  disease  in  of  diseased 
any  apiary  or  colony,  the  inspector  oi  apiaries  or  his  depu- 
ties shall  give  such  instruction  to  the  owner  or  caretaker 
thereof,  as  to  the  treatment  of  the  diseased  colonies,  as  may 
be  necessary.  If,  upon  subsequent  inspection,  the  disease 
is  still  found  to  exist  in  the  apiary  or  colony,  the  inspector 
of  apiaries  or  his  deputies  may  cause  the  diseased  colonies 
to  be  destroyed  in  such  manner  as  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
the  disease. 

Section  6.     For  the  purpose  of  enforcing  this  act  the  inspector  or 
inspector  of  apiaries  or  his  deputies  shall  have  access,  in-  tohave"acclss 
gress  and  egress  to  all  places  where  bees,  bee  products  or  wh^^e^bles 
supplies  or  appliances  used  in  apiaries  are  kept.  are  kept. 

Section  7.  The  inspector  of  apiaries  shall  keep  a  de-  Record  to  be 
tailed  record  of  the  number  and  location  of  all  apiaries 
visited  by  him  or  his  deputies,  the  number  and  location 
of  all  colonies  found  diseased,  and  the  treatment  thereof, 
and  the  expenditure  incurred  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties.  He  shall  report  to  the  state  board  of  agriculture 
annually,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  board  may  request, 
and  his  annual  report  shall  be  published  in  the  annual  re- 
port of  the  state  board  of  agriculture. 
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Section  8.  Any  person  convicted  of  the  violation  of 
any  provision  of  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  dollars  for  the  first  ofi^ence,  to  a  fine  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-five  dollars  for  the  second  offence,  and  to  a  fine 
not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  any  subsequent  offence. 

Section  9.  A  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars 
may  be  expended  by  the  state  board  of  agriculture  in  carry- 
ing out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  10.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

JOINT  RAILROAD  AND  HIGHWAY  BRIDGE  OVER  TAUNTON 
GREAT  RIVER  BETWEEN  THE  CITY  OF  FALL  RIVER  AND 
THE  TOWN  OF  SOMERSET  AND  THE  CONSTRUCTION  OF  A 
TUNNEL    UNDER    SAID    CITY. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Whereas  public  necessity  and  convenience 
require  the  reconstruction  of  the  joint  railroad  and  high- 
way bridge,  commonly  known  as  Slade's  Ferry  bridge, 
lying  over  Taunton  Great  river,  between  the  city  of  Fall 
Eiver  and  the  town  of  Somerset,  the  Old  Colony  Railroad 
Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  reconstruct  said 
Slade's  Ferry  bridge  and  locate  the  same  at  a  point  north- 
erly thereof,  but  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  therefrom, 
in  the  manner  hereinafter  stated.  Said  reconstructed 
bridge  shall  be  adapted  to  both  railroad  and  highway  pur- 
jioses,  and  it  shall  be  provided  with  a  suitable  draw  oper- 
ated by  electric  or  other  power,  except  man  power.  The 
plans,  construction  and  draw,  as  well  as  the  piers  and  abut- 
ments thereof,  and  approaches  and  ways  leading  thereto, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  or  direction  of  all  federal 
and  state  departments  and  boards  having  jurisdiction  of 
the  same.  The  said  reconstructed  bridge  shall  be  of  suffi- 
cient width  to  provide  two  tracks  for  the  railroad  part  and 
also  two  tracks  for  street  railways  on  the  highway  part  so 
that  two  street  cars  may  conveniently  meet  and  pass  each 
other  thereon  while  going  in  opposite  directions ;  and  due 
provision  shall  be  made  for  the  accommodation  of  foot  pas- 
sengers thereon. 

Section  2.  For  the  purpose  of  connecting  its  railroad 
and  the  highways  at  the  termini  of  said  bridge  said  rail- 
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road  company  is  authorized  to  take,  use  or  acquire  by  pur- 
chase or  otherwise,  all  land  not  exceeding  five  rods  in  width 
necessary  for  railroad  purposes,  and  not  exceeding  the  area 
or  quantity  of  land  approved  by  the  city  council  of  Fall 
River  to  be  used  for  highways  leading  to  said  reconstructed 
bridge.  In  the  case  of  taking  land  otherwise  than  by  pur- 
chase, or  the  use  of  its  own  land  for  the  purpose,  said  Old 
Colony  Railroad  Company  shall  file  a  statement  with  a 
proper  plan  of  said  bridge,  approaches  and  ways,  signed 
by  its  engineer  and  by  the  city  engineer  of  Fall  River,  in 
the  registry  of  deeds  of  the  Fall  River  district.  And  said 
railroad  company  is  authorized  to  take  such  further  land, 
rights  or  easements,  including  slope  and  embankment 
rights,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  construction, 
security  or  location  of  said  bridge,  ways,  approaches  and 
appurtenances  relating  thereto,  and  for  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  any  station  used  in  connection  with  said 
railroad. 

Section  3.  The  said  railroad  company  shall  pay  all  Damages, 
damages  caused  by  the  laying  out  and  construction  of  said 
new  bridge,  ways  and  approaches ;  and  any  person,  or  cor- 
poration injured  thereby  may  file  a  petition  to  recover  his 
or  its  damages  against  said  company,  in  the  superior  court 
within  one  year  from  the  filing  of  the  statement  and  plan 
as  provided  in  the  preceding  section,  and  have  the  same 
assessed  by  a  jury  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent,  as  in  the  case  of  land  taken  for  highway  purposes 
under  the  general  laws.

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Section  6.  After  said  new  bridge,  approaches  and 
ways  have  been  completed  and  opened  for  use,  the  railroad 
company  aforesaid  shall  remove  the  present  joint  railroad 
and  highway  bridge  bnilt  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety-five  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two;  and  said  bridge 
built  under  said  last  named  act  shall  thereupon  be  discon- 
tinued for  highway  and  railroad  purposes.  The  railroad 
company  shall  use  the  new  joint  bridge,  built  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  connect  its  tracks  with  the  same 
on  both  sides  of  the  river,  and  the  highway  part  as  well  as 
the  aj^proaches  and  ways  leading  thereto  shall  be  public 
highways.  Any  street  railway  company  owning  the  tracks 
on  the  highway  part  of  the  old  Slade's  Ferry  bridge,  shall 
have  the  right  to  lay  double  tracks  on  the  highway  part  of 
said  reconstructed  bridge  and  to  connect  its  tracks  with  the 
same  on  both  sides  of  the  river,  and  to  propel  its  cars 
thereon  by  electricity  or  other  power,  subject,  however,  to 
all  the  conditions  as  to  fares  and  other  matters  mentioned

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  ]^o  person,  partnership,  association  or  cor- 
poration shall  conduct  a  collection  agency,  collection  bureau 
or  collection  office  in  this  commonwealth,  or  engage  in  this 
commonwealth  solely  in  the  business  of  collecting  or  receiv- 
ing payment  for  others  of  any  account,  bill  or  other  indebt- 
edness, or  engage  in  this  commonwealth  solely  in  the  busi- 
ness of  soliciting  the  right  to  collect  or  receive  payment  for 
another  of  any  account,  bill  or  other  indebtedness,  or  adver- 
tise for  or  solicit  in  print  the  right  to  collect  or  receive 
payment  for  another  of  any  account,  bill  or  other  indebted- 
ness, unless,  at  the  time  of  conducting  such  collection 
agency,  collection  bureau,  collection  office  or  collection 
business,  or  of  doing  such  advertising  or  soliciting,  such 
person,  partnership,  association  or  corporation,  or  the  per- 
son, partnership,  association  or  corporation  for  whom  he  or 
it  may  be  acting  as  agent,  shall  have  on  file  with  the  treas- 
urer and  receiver  general  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  as  here- 
inafter specified. 

Section  2.  Said  bond  shall  be  in  the  sum  of  five  thou- 
sand dollars  and  shall  provide  that  the  person,  partnership, 
association  or  corporation  giving  the  same  shall,  upon  writ- 
ten demand,  pay  and  turn  over  to  or  for  the  person,  part- 
nership, association  or  corporation  for  whom  any  account, 
bill  or  other  indebtedness  is  taken  for  collection  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  collection  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
agreement  upon  which  such  account,  bill  or  other  indebt- 
edness was  received  for  collection.  Said  bond  shall  be  in

The  Boston  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Com-  The  Boston 
pany,  a  corporation  existing  and  doing  business  under  the  ni'^uTance^^ 
laws  of  this  commonwealth,  is  hereby  authorized  to  estab-  S3y?st"abiish 
lish  a  guaranty  capital  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  caS!"'^ 
dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each, 
which  shall  be  invested  in  the  same  securities  in  which 
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insurance  companies  are  now  required  by  law  to  invest 
their  capital. 

Section  2.  At  all  elections  of  directors  the  number 
shall  be  as  provided  in  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation.  One 
half  of  the  directors  shall  be  elected  by  the  subscribers  to 
the  guaranty  capital  stock,  and  the  other  half  by  the 
assured,  voting  in  separate  bodies.  The  directors  shall 
either  be  stockholders  or  assured,  and  when  they  cease  to  be 
such  stockholders  or  assured  they  shall  cease  to  hold  office 
as  directors. 

Section  3.  The  stockholders  of  the  guaranty  capital 
shall  be  entitled  to  such  annual  dividends,  not  exceeding 
seven  per  cent,  payable  from  the  net  surplus,  as  may  have 
been  agreed  upon  in  the  subscription  therefor.  The  guar- 
anty capital  shall  be  redeemed  at  par  value  by  an  appro- 
priation of  surplus  whenever  said  surplus  shall  be  twice  the 
amount  of  said  capital,  or  at  any  time  prior  thereto  should 
the  assural  by  vote  so  direct.  If  the  company  shall  liqui- 
date before  the  said  stock  is  redeemed,  the  policy  holders 
shall  be  preferred  claimants.

ing two  hundred  and  iifty  thousand  dollars,  and  the  city 
may  from  time  to  time  issue  bonds,  notes  or  scrip  therefor.

The  following  proposed  article  of  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution has  been  officially  certified  and  deposited  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  required 
by  section  20  of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Laws,  and  if 
agreed  to  by  the  general  court  next  to  be  chosen,  in  the 
manner  provided  by  the  Constitution,  must  be  submitted  to 
the  people  for  their  ratification  or  rejection:  — 

Resolve  providing  foe  an  amendment  of  the  consti- 
tution INCREASING  THE  POWER  OF  THE  LEGISLATURE  TO 
AUTHORIZE  THE  TAKING  OF  LAND  AND  PROPERTY  FOR 
HIGHWAYS   OR   STREETS. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  to  alter  the  constitution  Proposed 
of  this  commonwealth  by  the  adoption  of  the  subjoined  amendment 
article  of  amendment ;   and  that  the  said   article,   being  stitution!^ 
agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  senators  and  two  thirds  of 
the  members  of  the  house  of  representatives  present  and 
voting  thereon,  be  entered  on  the  journals  of  both  houses, 
with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken  thereon,  and  referred  to  the 
general  court  next  to  be  chosen ;  and  that  the  said  article 
be  published,  to  the  end  that  if  agreed  to  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  the  constitution,  by  the  general  court  next  to  be 
chosen,  it  may  be  submitted  to  the  people  for  their  ap- 
proval and  ratification,  in  order  that  it  may  become  a  part 
of  the  constitution  of  the  commonwealth. 

ARTICLE   OF  AMENDMENT. 

Article  ten  of  part  one  of  the  constitution  is  hereby  increasing 

amended  by  adding  to  it  the  following  words :  —  The  legis-  the^eglIL^ture 

lature  may  by  special  acts  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out,  Ihe'^rakfng^of 

widening  or  relocating  highways  or  streets,  authorize  the  [fropertyfor 

taking  in  fee  by  the  commonwealth,  or  by  a  county,  city  or  aid'^rJets 
town,  of  more  land  and  property  than  are  needed  for  the 

actual  construction  of  such  highway  or  street:  provided.  Proviso. 
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however,  that  the  land  and  property  authorized  to  be  taken 
are  specified  in  the  act  and  are  no  more  in  extent  than 
would  be  sufficient  for  suitable  building  lots  on  both  sides  of 
such  highway  or  street,  and  after  so  much  of  the  land  or 
property  has  been  appropriated  for  such  highway  or  street 
as  is  needed  therefor,  may  authorize  the  sale  of  the  re- 
mainder for  value  with  or  without  suitable  restrictions.

Whereas,  the  voice  of  Massachusetts  ought  to  be  heard 
on  this  subject  at  the  present  time  when  two  thirds  of  the 
resources  of  our  national  government  are  devoted  to  meet- 
ing the  cost  of  past  wars  and  of  preparation  for  possible 
future  wars,  when  the  national  military  expenditures  on  a 
peace  basis  have  reached  a  sum  in  excess  of  two  hundred 
and  twenty-five  million  dollars  annually,  and  there  is  a 
continual  call  for  additional  vast  appropriations  for  new 
war  ships,  contributing  to  the  naval  rivalry  which  is  ex- 
hausting the  nations  of  the  world ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  general  court  of  Massachusetts  re- 
spectfully requests  the  president  of  the  United  States  to

The  general  court  of  1910,  during  its  annual  session,  passed  651 
acts  and  158  resolves  which  received  executive  approval. 

In  addition  to  these,  eight  acts  and  two  resolves,  entitled  re- 
spectively, "  An  Act  relative  to  the  revision  of  assessments  of 
property  upon  recommendation  of  the  tax  commissioner  ",  ( chap- 
ter 260);  "An  Act  relative  to  the  compensation  of  probation 
officers",  (chapter  275)  ;  "An  Act  to  authorize  the  city  of  Fall 
River  to  incur  indebtedness,  outside  of  the  debt  limit,  for  park 
purposes",  (chapter  475);  "An  Act  relative  to  heai-ings  given 
to  veterans  in  the  public  service",  (chapter  500) ;  "An  Act  rela- 
tive to  the  enticing  or  persuading  of  seamen  to  desert  or  leave 
their  vessels",  (chapter  526);  "An  Act  to  authorize  the  Massa- 
chusetts highway  commission  to  construct  a  breakwater  and  high- 
way in  the  town  of  Marblehead ",  (chapter  578);  "An  Act 
relative  to  the  construction  of  a  highway  in  the  counties  of  Essex 
and  Middlesex",  (chapter  591);  "An  Act  relative  to  the  pay- 
ment of  pensions  to  the  members  of  the  teaching  or  supervising 
staff  of  the  public  schools  of  the  city  of  Boston  ",  (chapter  617)  ; 
"  A  Resolve  to  provide  for  an  additional  building  at  the  Lowell 
textile  school  and  for  other  purposes  of  said  school",  (chapter 
89) ;  and  "A  Resolve  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mission to  consider  and  apportion  the  finances  and  expenses  of 
the  county  of  Suffolk  among  the  cities  and  towns  therein ", 
(chapter  109),  were  passed,  but  failed  to  receive  executive  ap- 
proval; but  as  they  were  not  returned,  with  objections  thereto, 
within  five  days  after  they  had  been  received  in  the  executive 
department,  the  general  court  not  having  been  prorogued  in  the 
meantime,  said  acts  and  resolves  have  the  force  of  laws,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  constitution  goveniing  such  cases,  and  have 
been  so  certified. 

Three  acts  and  one  resolve,  entitled,  respectively,  "An  Act  rela- 
tive to  the  compensation  of  employees  of  cities  and  towns  who 
may  be  ordered  for  duty  in  the  militia";  "An  Act  to  provide 
for  pensioning  members  of  the  district  police";  "An  Act  to 
constitute  eight  hours  a  day's  work  for  public  employees  ",  and 
"A  Resolve  in  favor  of  Frank  Russell ",  were  passed  and  laid 
before  the  executive  for  approval,  and  were  returned,  with  objec- 
tions thereto,  to  the  branch  in  which  they  respectively  originated; 
■were  reconsidered,  and  the  vote  being  taken  on  passing  the  same, 
the  objections  of  the  executive  thereto  notwithstanding,  they  were 
rejected,  two  thirds  of  the  members  of  the  senate  and  house, 
respectively,  not  having  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

The  general  court  also  passed  "A  Resolve  providing  for  an 
amendment  of  the  constitution  increasing  the  power  of  the  leg- 
islature to  authorize  the  taking  of  land  and  property  for  high- 
ways or  streets ",  which  resolve  is  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  the  commonwealth. 

The  general  court  Avas  prorogued  on  Wednesday,  June  15, 
at  9.20  P.M.  the  sessio)!  having  occupied  163  days. 


INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 


His  Excellency  Eben  S.  Draper. 


At  twelve  o'clock  on  Thursday,  the  sixth  day  of  Jan- 
uary, his  excellency  the  governor,  accompanied  by  his 
honor  the  lieutenant  governor,  the  members  of  the  execu- 
tive council,  and  officers  of  the  civil  and  military  depart- 
ments of  the  government,  met  the  senate  and  house  of 
representatives,  in  convention,  and  delivered  the  follow- 
ing 

ADDRESS. 

Gentlemen  of  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts: 

In  presenting  my  second  message  for  your  consideration, 
I  desire  first  to  thank  the  people  of  Massachusetts  for  their 
renewed  expression  of  confidence  in  me. 

FINANCES. 

The  net  direct  debt  of  the  commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts on  Dec.  1,  1909,  was  $18,980,755.42.  This  debt  on 
Dec.  1,  1908,  was  $17,669,372.69.  During  the  past  year, 
therefore,  the  net  direct  state  debt  increased  $1,311,382.- 
73.  The  net  metropolitan  debt,  or  contingent  debt,  as  it 
is  called  in  the  auditor's  report,  was,  on  Dec.  1,  1909, 
$60,676,311.03.  On  Dec.  1,  1908,  this  debt  was  $60,- 
428,223.14,  —  so  that  this  debt  has  increased  during  the 
past  year  $248,087.89.  There  have  been  issued  during 
the  year,  charged  to  the  net  state  debt  for  permanent  im- 
provements, new  bonds  amounting  to  $2,326,300,  while 
bonds  have  been  paid  amounting  to  $2,552,500.  The  met- 
ropolitan debt  was  increased  by  bonds  issued  for  per- 
manent improvements  amounting  to  $1,643,000,  and  was 
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decreased  bj  payment  of  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $8,000 
and  a  contribution  to  the  sinking  fund  of  $1,386,912.11. 

The  receij^ts  from  miscellaneous  sources  of  revenue  dur- 
ing the  year  ending  Dec.  1,  1909,  were  $7,694,776.10. 
The  state  tax  was  $4,500,000,  so  that  the  total  revenues 
for  the  year,  exclusive  of  cash  on  hand,  amounted  to 
$12,194,776.10.  There  was  paid  out  for  expenses  during 
the  year  $12,822,559.24,  so  that  the  cash  on  hand  was  quite 
substantially  reduced  from  Dec.  1,  1908,  to  Dec.  1,  1909. 

We  have  in  the  last  year,  in  both  classes  of  debt,  issued 
bonds  for  permanent  improvements,  but  we  have  not  in- 
creased either  class  of  debt  as  much  as  the  amount  of  such 
bonds.  The  net  debt  was,  however,  in  each  case  greater  on 
the  first  day  of  December,  1909,  than  it  was  on  the  first 
day  of  December,  1908. 

The  annual  charge  for  interest  on  the  net  direct  debt 
in  1909,  reckoned  at  31/2  per  cent,  would  be  something 
more  than  $650,000  a  year ;  while  on  the  metropolitan 
debt  the  annual  interest  charge,  which  has  to  be  paid  by 
the  metropolitan  district,  at  the  same  rate  of  3^  per  cent, 
would  be  more  than  $2,100,000  a  year. 

I  call  these  matters  to  your  attention,  and  ask  you  to 
seriously  consider  whether  it  is  not  time,  in  making  your 
appropriations,  to  provide  for  a  substantial  payment  each 
year  on  the  principal  of  the  net  direct  debt.  It  also  seems 
to  me  that  it  is  time  that  the  principal  of  the  metropolitan 
debt  should  begin  to  be  decreased,  as  the  annual  interest 
charges  are  constantly  growing  larger  and  becoming  a 
heavier  burden. 

The  expenses  of  the  commonwealth  were  materially  en- 
larged during  the  past  year  because  of  the  greatly  in- 
creased number  of  unfortunate  people  who  had  to  be  cared 
for  in  our  various  institutions,  and  we  must  expect  this 
to  be  larger  in  the  future.  This  fact  should  be  taken  into 
consideration  in  making  your  appropriations  for  the  cur- 
rent year.  It  is  obviously  necessary,  with  the  finances  of 
the  commonwealth  in  their  present  condition,  to  practice 
economy  in  every  expenditure,  and  certainly  no  large  new 
imdertakings  should  be  started  which  are  not  absolutely 
necessary,  except  those  which  are  for  the  proper  care  of 
our  sick  and  unfortunate. 
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MUNICIPAL  ACCOUNTING  AND  REGISTRATION  OF  MUNICIPAL 

LOANS. 

The  bureau  of  statistics  is  doing  a  large  amount  of  work 
in  connection  with  municipal  accounting  reform.  It  is  a 
legitimate  function  of  the  commonwealth  to  assist  its  mu- 
nicipalities, and  especially  the  towns,  in  devising  methods 
by  which  their  affairs  can  be  better  administered  to  their 
own  advantage,  and  it  is  highly  desirable  that  it  should  do 
so  in  the  interest  of  all  our  citizens  and  of  investors  in  mu- 
nicipal securities. 

The  very  unfortunate  occurrences  which  came  to  light 
during  the  past  year  in  connection  with  the  finances  of 
the  town  of  Framingham  have  brought  forcibly  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  people  the  necessity  for  some  reform  in  the 
method  of  issuing  municipal  loans. 

I  suggest  that  some  plan  be  adopted  requiring  the  reg- 
istration and  certification  in  the  office  of  the  bureau  of 
statistics  of  all  town  and  city  loans.  This  arrangement 
should  be  most  carefully  thought  out  and  made  as  thor- 
ough as  possible,  and  yet  the  system  should  not  be  too  ex- 
pensive. A  proper  charge  for  all  registration  and  certifi- 
cation of  the  loans  should  be  made  to  the  towns  and  cities 
having  it  done.  I  believe  the  registration  and  certification 
of  such  loans  would  cause  them  to  sell  at  a  higher  price, 
so  that  the  charges  for  having  it  done  would  be  no  hardship 
to  the  municipalities,  while  it  would  be  of  material  advan- 
tage to  investors. 

There  are  many  people  interested  in  this  subject  who 
have  suggested  various  methods  by  which  this  can  be  done, 
and  I  submit  the  general  subject  to  your  attention,  with  an 
earnest  request  for  prompt  and  wise  action. 

INTEREST   ON   WAR  LOANS. 

It  has  been  called  to  my  attention  that  there  are  certain 
equitable  claims  for  reimbursement  of  gold  premium  and 
interest  charges  paid  by  the  commonwealth  on  its  war 
loans,  which  the  Federal  government  may  properly  be 
asked  to  pay,  after  enabling  legislation  has  been  enacted 
at  Washington.  The  sum  at  issue  is  a  large  one,  amount- 
ing to  more  than  a  million  dollars.

At  the  present  time  there  is  no  authority  in  law  which 
would  allow  the  governor  and  council  to  make  proper  con- 
tracts and  arrangements  for  the  presentation  of  these 
claims.  Under  section  79  of  chapter  G  of  the  Revised 
Laws,  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council,  is  given  authority  to  make  contracts  to  collect 
moneys  due  the  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  "  except 
any  claim  for  reimbursement  of  interest  paid  by  the  com- 
monwealth on  its  war  loans."  These  claims  to  which  I 
have  referred  are  in  part  for  "  interest  paid  by  the  com- 
monwealth on  its  war  loans,"  and  it  is  necessary  for  the 
legislature  to  take  action,  in  order  to  give  the  governor 
and  council  authority  to  make  proper  arrangements  to 
prosecute  these  claims.  I  therefore  recommend  that  such 
action  be  taken. 

EDUCATION. 

The  reorganized  board  of  education  was  appointed  on 
the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  1909,  to  take  office  on  the  first 
day  of  July.  The  members  have  necessarily  had  little 
chance  to  do  anything  up  to  the  present  time  except  to 
familiarize  themselves  with  present  conditions  and  engage 
a  commissioner  of  education.  As  the  old  commission  on 
industrial  education  and  its  officials  went  out  of  office  when 
the  new  board  came  in,  the  members  of  the  new  board  were 
themselves  obliged  to  devote  a  great  deal  of  time  and  at- 
tention to  the  ordinary  routine  work  which  was  required 
until  they  could  decide  on  a  commissioner  of  education  and 
get  the  new  board  thoroughly  organized.  They  have  now 
engaged  their  commissioner,  and  are  carefully  studying 
the  questions  which  come  within  their  province,  especially 
the  matter  of  industrial  education  and  how  best  to  adapt 
it  to  our  present  school  system. 

They  find  that  the  statutes  under  which  industrial 
schools  may  be  and  have  been  established  are  not  clear ; 
and,  because  of  this  lack  of  clearness,  many  questions  have 
arisen  in  the  past,  under  the  commission  on  industrial 
education,  in  regard  to  so-called  independent  industrial 
schools,  which  need  to  be  settled  and  which  can  be  cleared 
up  only  by  new  legislation.  The  board  of  education  will 
ask  for  such  action  as  it  deems  necessary,  and  will  explain 
in  detail  the  reasons  therefor  and  what  it  desires  to  ac- 
complish. 
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This  question  of  industrial  education  and  how  it  shall 
be  worked  in  harmony  with,  and  very  likely  become  a  part 
of,  our  public  school  system,  is  a  great  one.  The  board 
has  not  had  time  as  yet  to  properly  study  out  and  formulate 
a  definite  policy.  It  is  not  desirable  that  the  common- 
wealth should  rush  into  this  matter  haphazard,  and  with- 
out careful  consideration  and  a  definite  plan. 

I  believe  it  would  be  very  unwise  to  establish  indepen- 
dent industrial  schools  in  various  sections  of  the  com- 
monwealth, which  shall  not  be  a  part  of  our  general 
educational  system  and  which  would  not  be  under  the 
direction  of  the  board  of  education.  Various  steps  in  this 
direction  have  been  taken  in  the  past,  and  others  attempted ; 
but  it  is  much  wiser  to  have  all  the  work  that  shall  be  per- 
formed by  the  state  in  this  direction  done  systematically, 
after  a  careful  examination  by  the  board,  and  done  in 
harmony  with  our  f)resent  school  system. 

We  have  an  able  board  of  education,  which  is  earnestly 
devoted  to  its  duties,  and  during  the  present  year  it  will 
have  time  to,  and  will,  formulate  definite  plans  as  to  what 
should  be  done  for  the  real  advancement  of  this  important 
work.  In  the  meantime,  it  would  be  an  unwise  policy  and 
bad  judgment  to  create  separate  and  individual  schools 
for  industrial  education  which  would  not  be  integral  parts 
of  our  whole  school  system. 

Much  can  be  done  this  year  by  the  board,  and  legislation 
will  be  requested  which  will  permit  such  work  as  is  deemed 
proper;  but  it  will,  after  the  passage  of  new  legislation, 
require  some  time  to  study  out  a  system  before  the  board 
will  be  able  to  go  ahead  with  a  completed  plan  of  education 
which  shall  include  industrial  education  as  one  of  its  prin- 
cipal and  component  parts. 

STATE    LIBRARY. 

More  room  has  been  given  to  the  state  library,  and  the 
trustees  and  the  librarian  are  planning  to  use  this  space 
for  legislative  reference  work.  This  will  necessitate  the 
employment  of  an  assistant  in  this  department,  and  I  rec- 
ommend an  appropriation  sufficient  to  meet  this  extra 
expense,  and  also  a  reasonable  increase  in  the  salary  of  the 
state  librarian. 
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FREE  PUBLIC  LIBKAEY  COMMISSION. 

This  commission  has  done  excellent  work  for  many 
years,  and  the  people  of  every  town  in  the  commonwealth 
now  have  the  opportunity  to  obtain  books  from  a  free  public 
library.  It  is  not  desirable  that  the  towns  should  have  too 
much  state  assistance  in  this  direction,  but  it  is  essential 
that  the  commission  should  be  given  more  assistance.  The 
appropriation  of  the  commission  should  be  somewhat  in- 
creased so  that  it  may  have  additional  help  for  performing 
its  clerical  work  and  visiting  the  various  libraries  through- 
out the  commonwealth. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

During  the  last  year  much  interest  was  taken  in  and 
attention  given  to  the  improving  of  conditions  under  which 
meat,  to  be  sold  for  food  to  the  people,  should  be  slaugh- 
tered and  prepared  for  sale.  There  was  a  feeling  that  meat 
infected  with  the  germs  of  disease  might  be  sold  as  food ; 
and  the  fear  that  such  conditions  existed  caused  the  legis- 
lature to  pass  laws  intended  to  prevent  the  sale  of  infected 
meat,  and  also  to  order  an  inquiry  by  the  state  board  of 
health  into  the  methods  of  slaughtering,  in  Massachusetts, 
of  animals  to  be  used  for  food. 

Of  all  the  animal  food  products  consumed  in  this  com- 
monwealth a  very  large  percentage  is  brought  in  from 
other  states.  In  these  cases,  it  being  interstate  business, 
the  food  products  must  be  inspected  by  officers  of  the 
United  States  stationed  in  the  slaughter-houses  where  the 
animals  are  killed,  and  these  animals  and  carcasses  are 
examined  thoroughly,  by  trained  men,  before  and  after 
being  slaughtered.  If  there  is  anything  which  renders 
meat  unfit  for  food,  it  is  seen  by  these  inspectors  and  the 
carcass  is  destroyed ;  and  only  meat  which  is  fit  for  food 
is  permitted  to  be  shipped  from  one  state  to  another  or  to 
other  countries.  I  have  personally  looked  into  this  exam- 
ination in  various  slaughter-houses,  and  I  am  satisfied  that 
the  government  inspection  is  scientific  and  adequate.  This 
applies  to  the  great  bulk  of  the  animal  food  products  con- 
sumed by  the  people  of  this  commonwealth. 

The  local  conditions  which  are  permitted  to  exist  in  this 
state  are  not,  in  my  opinion,  good.     The  slaughter-houses 
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are  not  properly  kept,  and  many  inspectors  in  the  different 
sections  of  the  commonwealth  do  not  properly  understand 
their  duties ;  the  inspection  is  not  sufficiently  careful,  and  it 
is  inadequate. 

A  reorganization  of  this  system  should  be  effected,  so 
that  the  commonwealth  may  be  divided  into  districts,  hav- 
ing expert  inspectors  who  shall  superintend  all  the  condi- 
tions under  which  animals  for  food  are  slaughtered,  and 
who  shall  also  examine  the  carcasses  to  see  that  they  are  in 
proper  healthful  condition  to  be  sold  for  food. 

The  appointment  by  the  commonwealth  of  a  given  num- 
ber of  such  inspectors  to  look  after  these  conditions  would 
cost  considerable ;  but  when  the  fact  is  considered  that  the 
people  would  be  better  protected  from  disease  than  they 
now  are  in  the  meat  which  they  use  for  food,  the  extra 
expense,  although  quite  an  item,  should  not  be  controlling. 
While  the  expense  would  be  quite  large  to  the  state,  much 
of  it  would  be  saved  directly  to  the  towns  and  cities,  as 
they  would  be  relieved  of  that  which  they  now  have  to  incur 
for  inspection. 

I  recommend  that  careful  consideration  of  this  subject 
be  given,  and  that  action  be  taken  so  that  all  these  condi- 
tions may  be  improved  and  a  new  system  of  local  slaugh- 
tering established ;  and  I  suggest  that  the  standard  of 
inspection  be  made  the  same  as  that  now  required  by  the 
United  States  government.  1  do  not  think  our  conditions 
in  this  respect  are  worse  than  in  many  of  the  other  states, 
but  we  cannot  afford  to  be  below  the  United  States  stan- 
dard, which  is  the  best ;  and  I  urge  prompt  and  wise  action 
in  dealing  with  this  most  important  question. 

MILK   COI^DITIONS. 

The  production  of  milk  and  the  way  it  shall  be  sold  is  a 
problem  which  seems  very  difficult  to  solve  satisfactorily 
to  both  the  producers  and  consumers.  There  has  been 
much  discussion  as  to  whether  the  standard  now  required 
by  law,  of  12.15  per  cent  of  milk  solids  and  3.35  per  cent 
of  fat,  is  right.  I  do  not  pretend  to  express  an  opinion 
based  on  knowledge  in  this  respect,  but  I  have  not  been 
able  to  see  any  way  in  which  the  consumer  and  the  honest 
producer  of  milk  can  be  properly  protected,  unless  a  stan- 
dard of  quality  shall  be  established  and  maintained  bv  law. 
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While  I  thoroughly  believe  in  a  proper  standard,  estab- 
lished and  maintained  bj  law,  some  conditions  existent 
to-day  seem  to  cause  a  hardship  to  the  Massachusetts  milk 
producers,  because  milk  from  other  states  can  be  sold  in 
Massachusetts  under  many  less  restrictions  than  is  the 
case  with  the  product  of  Massachusetts  farmers. 

It  is  further  a  fact  that  for  some  reason  the  number  of 
neat  cattle  in  the  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  is  de- 
creasing. In  the  year  1908  there  were  3,300  head  less  of 
neat  cattle  than  in  1907,  and  on  jSTov.  30,  1907,  the  record 
showed  a  decrease  of  nearly  10,000  from  the  previous  year, 
so  that  there  were  13,000  head  of  neat  cattle  less  in  Massa- 
chusetts at  the  beginning  of  1909  than  there  were  at  the 
end  of  190G,  This  proves  conclusively  that  the  keeping 
of  cattle  for  milk  in  Massachusetts  is  not  an  industry  that 
is  growing,  but  one  that  is  declining.  This  is  unquestion- 
ably bad  for  the  commonwealth.  As  the  consumption  of 
milk  seems  to  be  constantly  increasing  it  must  be  brought 
in  from  other  states.  Our  farming  industry  in  this  respect 
is  not  flourishing.  It  is  not  profitable  for  the  farmer  to 
raise  and  sell  milk  under'  existing  conditions. 

I  believe  that  the  legislature  should  pass  laws,  if  neces- 
sary, so  that  the  farmers  of  this  commonwealth  can  ship 
their  milk  through  the  direct  agency  of  the  railroads, 
rather  than  be  obliged  to  deal  through  contractors  who 
practically  handle  the  shipping  of  milk  for  the  railroads. 
Whether  or  not  this  would  result  in  cheaper  milk  to  the 
consumer  I  do  not  know;  but  I  do  not  believe  it  wise  for 
the  great  carrying  agencies  operating  in  the  commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  to  sublet  these  privileges  to  any  one. 

E\'ery  man  who  desires  to  ship  milk  to  the  cities  of  this 
conmionwealth  over  the  railroads  of  the  state  should  have 
the  right  to  deal  with  them  directly,  under  proper  regula- 
tions and  conditions.  The  railroad  should  receive  proper 
pay  for  the  service  rendered,  and  should  not  be  obliged  to 
take  milk  at  every  station ;  but  proper  provisions  should  be 
made  so  that  milk  delivered  in  reasonable  quantities  at 
particular  points  should  be  carried  by  the  railroads  at  rea- 
sonable rates  to  the  large  centres  of  population  where  it  is 
to  be  consumed.  I  believe  if  this  were  done  many  of  the 
complaints  which  now  exist  concerning  the  milk  question 
would  disappear. 
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MILITAEY    MATTEES. 

The  militia  is  in  excellent  condition.  The  maneuvers 
which  were  held  during  the  past  summer  were  most  bene- 
ficial and  advantageous.  All  the  conditions  of  actual 
service  in  war  time  were  present  except  the  terrible  carnage 
which  results  from  actual  conflict.  Our  troops  were  or- 
dered to  mobilize  on  a  given  day  at  given  points,  ready  for 
service.  This  proved  a  severe  test  of  the  commissary  and 
quartermaster  departments,  which  was  admirably  met. 
The  troops  of  all  arms,  infantry,  artillery  and  cavalry, 
arrived  at  the  designated  points  on  time  and  in  good  con- 
dition. They  were  well  fed  and  cared  for  during  a  week 
of  most  active  service,  during  which  time  there  was  some 
very  severe  and  disagreeable  weather.  Arrangements  were 
made  to  prevent  fires,  and  the  damage  done  to  the  prop- 
erty of  our  citizens  by  the  officers  and  men  was  almost 
negligible. 

They  worked  hard  and  learned  much,  and,  in  spite  of 
the  bad  weather  conditions  and  hard  work,  there  was  almost 
no  sickness.  I  believe  that  the  information  and  experience 
thus  obtained  will  be  of  great  benefit  in  the  future.  I  do 
not  think  it  wise  to  have  such  extensive  maneuvers  every 
year,  but  I  am  satisfied  that  the  experience  of  the  past  year 
was  most  helpful  and  advantageous,  I  congratulate  officers 
and  men  on  the  excellent  service  rendered  and  the  splendid 
spirit  shown. 

Under  the  Dick  bill,  which  was  passed  by  the  national 
congress  and  approved  on  Jan.  21,  1903,  it  was  provided 
that  troops  serving  from  a  state  in  connection  with  national 
troops  under  special  conditions  should  receive  certain  pay. 
This  did  not  contemplate  that  the  state  troops  so  serving 
should  be  paid  both  by  the  national  and  state  governments ; 
but  some  confusion  in  regard  to  the  matter  has  arisen,  and 
certain  of  our  organizations  which  have  done  special  mili- 
tary work  in  the  past  have  received  pay  from  both  state 
and  nation,  w^hile  the  great  bulk  of  the  militia  has  been 
paid  only  the  amount  specified  by  the  commonwealth. 

It  does  not  seem  to  me  that  this  is  wise  or  just,  and  I 
believe  provision  should  be  made  so  that  the  pay  of  all  the 
state  troops  should  be  the  same,  and  that  any  money  which 
would  under  certain  circumstances  be  paid  by  the  national 
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government  to  such  troops,  either  for  service  or  subsist- 
ence, should  be  turned  into  the  treasury  of  the  com- 
monwealth to  assist  in  the  general  payment  of  military 
expenses.  I  would  suggest  to  you  that  a  proper  law  be 
passed  to  bring  about  this  result. 


INSTITUTIONS. 

The  various  state  institutions  are  in  good  condition  and 
doing  their  usual  good  work.  The  Lyman  school  for  boys 
and  the  state  industrial  school  for  girls  have  both  been 
somewhat  crowded,  but  new  buildings  which  were  author- 
ized by  the  last  legislature  will  be  completed  early  in  1910, 
which  will  relieve  the  situation.  This  also  applies  to  the 
Massachusetts  hosj^ital  school  at  Canton,  which  is  a  new 
school,  doing  well  a  very  important  work. 

The  nurses'  home  at  Eutland  is  nearly  ready  for  accept- 
ance, and  the  sanatorium  is  full.  The  new  accommodations 
which  were  provided  for  at  the  state  hospital  at  Tewksbury 
have  not  been  completed  as  yet,  but  they  are  badly  needed. 
The  industrial  school  for  boys  at  Shirley  has  been  opened 
during  the  year.  A  great  deal  of  work  was  done  here  in 
reorganizing  and  improving  the  plant,  which  was  pur- 
chased at  what  I  believe  to  be  a  very  low  cost  to  the  com- 
monwealth.   There  are  now  90  inmates. 

The  North  Reading  sanatorium  for  consumptives  was 
opened  on  Sept.  22,  1909,  and  is  substantially  full  at  pres- 
ent ;  the  Lakeville  sanatorium  will  be  opened  in  January, 
1910,  accommodating  150  more  people;  and  the  Westiield 
sanatorium  is  expected  to  be  opened  either  in  February  or 
March,  1910,  to  accommodate  the  same  number. 

At  the  Massachusetts  hospital  for  epileptics  at  Monson 
a  building  was  provided  for  last  year  which  will  accommo- 
date enough  patients  to  relieve  the  crowding  which  exists 
there  at  present,  and  this  building  will  be  ready  in  July, 
1910.  The  new  Wrentham  state  school  which  has  been 
established  for  the  feeble-minded  has  about  50  patients  at 
present,  and  new  buildings  to  accommodate  about  200  pa- 
tients will  be  ready  in  about  three  months.  At  the  Massa- 
chusetts School  for  the  Feeble-Minded  at  Waverley  there 
are  at  present  1,261  patients. 

The  prison  commission  reports  that  there  is  no  imme- 
diate need  for  increased  accommodations  in  our  prisons. 
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The  insane  in  our  state  institutions  numbered,  Oct.  1, 
1909,  11,490,  —  an  increase  of  499  this  year,  against  789 
last  year,  402  being  the  average  annual  increase  for  the 
last  five  years.  It  is  safe  to  assume  that  the  number  of 
insane  will  increase  in  the  immediate  future  at  the  average 
rate  of  500  per  year.  The  hospitals  are  now  crowded,  and 
there  are  more  than  1,300  beds  set  up  in  the  day  rooms  and 
corridors,  half  of  which  have  to  be  removed  and  stored 
every  day. 

Under  these  conditions  it  will  be  necessary  for  you  to 
make  appropriations  which  will  provide  for  something 
like  800  patients  for  the  coming  year.  This  will  take  care 
of  the  actual  increase,  and  reduce  the  amount  of  over- 
crowding so  that  conditions  will  be  much  better  than  at 
present.  The  cost  of  this  will  be  quite  large,  and  the  neces- 
sary appropriations  will  be  recommended  for  the  various 
institutions  by  the  board  of  insanity. 

While  economy  should  be  constantly  in  our  minds  this 
year,  we  ought  to  provide  well  for  the  care  of  our  unfortu- 
nate insane,  and  erect  such  additions  to  our  institutions  as 
are  necessary  for  this  purpose. 

FOXBOROUGH  STATE   HOSPITAL. 

The  trustees  of  the  Foxborough  state  hospital  for  inebri- 
ates have  arrived  at  the  point  where  they  desire  to  make  a 
beginning  for  a  new  institution.  They  feel  that  they 
should  eventually  have  a  location  much  larger  than  their 
present  one,  where  they  can  have  a  large  amount  of  land  on 
which  many  of  their  inmates  could  work,  and  where  ar- 
rangements could  be  made  for  a  greater  sub-division  of 
their  patients, 

I  understand  that  if  this  should  be  done  the  board  of 
insanity  would  utilize  entirely  the  Foxborough  institution, 
and  that  they  could  use  it  to  most  excellent  advantage  in 
caring  for  the  insane,  the  number  of  which  unfortunately 
increases  from  year  to  year.  I  think  that  the  trustees  of 
the  Foxborough  hospital  are  obtaining  good  results,  and 
that  your  honorable  bodies  should  take  such  action  as  will 
enable  them  to  make  a  start  in  the  direction  indicated. 

In  this  connection  it  has  been  called  to  my  attention  that 
where  land  is  bought  by  various  boards  of  trustees  it  often  . 
happens  that  they  procure  land  which  is  mortgaged.     The 
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mortgagee  will  not  discharge  his  mortgage  until  he  is  paid. 
On  the  other  hand  the  state  officers  will  not  pay  over  the 
money  to  the  owner  until  he  can  show  a  clear  title  and  the 
deed  is  received  for  record.  Under  these  circumstances 
some  member  of  the  purchasing  board  has  acted  as  an  attor- 
ney for  the  owner  of  the  land,  while  at  the  same  time  he  is 
acting  officially  as  one  of  the  purchasers  of  the  land  for  the 
connnonwealth.  This  ought  to  be  changed,  and  it  might 
be  wise  to  provide  that  the  attorney-general  should  be  given 
fnrther  power  to  act  in  such  transactions,  and  any  member 
of  the  purchasing  board  be  relieved  from  acting  in  a  double 
capacity.  This  suggestion  is  made  as  a  general  proposi- 
tion which  might  be  carried  out  in  the  purchase  of  any 
lands  which  the  commonwealth  might  wish  to  obtain. 

STATE    HIGHWAYS. 

The  automobile  law  which  was  passed  by  the  last  legis- 
latui'e  is  working  well.  It  is  expected  that  it  will  produce 
a  net  revenue  of  $175,000  during  the  next  year,  for  use  on 
the  state  highways ;  and,  with  the  authority  given  the  high- 
way commission  to  check  the  reckless  driving  of  these 
vehicles,  it  is,  in  the  o})inion  of  the  commissioners,  the  most 
effective  automobile  law  of  any  state. 

The  highway  commissioners  should  be  allowed  to  have 
sufficient  money  on  hand  to  enable  them  to  make  advances 
to  laborers  and  others  for  repair  work.  Where  this  work 
is  done  at  i)resent,  —  there  not  being  money  on  hand  to 
deal  directly  with  such  men,  —  the  rejiairs  are  unneces- 
sarily expensive. 

They  should  also  be  given  authority  to  buy  small  sec- 
tions of  land  in  diiferent  parts  of  the  connnonwealth,  to 
bo  used  for  the  storage  of  their  machinery;  and,  when 
opportunity  oHers,  should  have  the  right  to  purchase  land 
in  various  sections  which  furnishes  good  material  for  road 
building. 

All  these  purchases  of  land,  either  for  the  storage  of 
machinery  or  for  the  deposit  of  material  for  repairs  on 
roads,  should  not  be  completed  without  the  approval  of 
the  governor  and  council. 

I  recommend  that  anthority  be  given  the  highway  com- 
mission in  both  these  directions,  because  I  feel  certain  that 
it  will  save  money  for  the  commonwealth  and  permit  the 
commission  to  render  better  service.

The  Boston  IvailroaJ  Holding  Company,  which  was  cs- 
tahlished  by  an  act  of  the  last  legislatnre,  chapter  511),  has 
issned  certain  bonds  based  on  its  holdings  of  Boston  and 
Maine  Eailroad  stock.  These  bonds  are  guaranteed  by  the 
]^ew  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company, 
and  are,  in  my  opinion,  a  safe  investment. 

As  the  holding  company  needs  more  money  to  expend  for 
improvements  on  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad,  it  will 
be  necessary  for  it  to  issne  more  bonds,  and  as  the  money 
for  these  bonds  is  advanced  it  is  necessary  that  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  should 
be  able  to  dispose  of  these  bonds  rather  than  hold  them  in 
its  treasury  and  so  tie  up  a  very  large  amount  of  money. 

These  bonds  bear  4  per  cent  interest,  and,  being  based  on 
the  stock  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  and  guaran- 
teed by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
Company,  would  be,  I  believe,  a  most  excellent  investment 
for  our  savings  banks. 

The  Boston  Railroad  Holding  Company,  in  my  opinion, 
will  be  a  great  benefit  to  the  railroad  situation  in  Massa- 
chusetts and  New  England.  I  believe  the  individuals  who 
control  the  stock  of  this  company  intend  to  very  greatly 
improve  the  physical  condition  of  the  Boston  and  Maine 
railroad.  If  this  is  done  it  will  be  a  great  benefit  to 
Massachusetts  and  New  England,  and  these  owners  should 
be  encouraged  by  proper  legislation. 

Massachusetts  cannot  expect  great  improvements  in  rail- 
road properties  unless  she  is  willing  to  help  in  proper  ways 
those  who  are  willing  to  put  money  into  such  developments. 
I  understand  and  believe  that  important  and  extensive  im- 
provements are  very  soon  to  be  undertaken  on  these  prop- 
erties, and  I  think  it  is  in  the  interest  of  all  our  citizens 
that  those  making  these  large  expenditures  for  such  im- 
provements should  be  encouraged  to  do  so.  I  therefore 
recommend  that  these  bonds  be  made  a  legal  investment  for 
Massachusetts  savings  banks. 

SAVINGS   BANKS  AND   TEUST   COMPANIES. 

Prior  to  the  passage  of  the  business  law  of  corporations, 
savings  banks  and  trust  companies  were  organized  by  spe- 
cial law  and  their  charters  made  subject  to  the  laws  regu- 
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latiiig  the  business  of  such  corporations.  There  was  no 
authority  to  organize  such  corporations  under  general  laws. 
The  general  law  of  business  corporations  enacted  in  1903 
contains  provisions  excluding  from  its  operation  certain 
classes  of  corporations,  among  others  savings  banks,  trust 
companies  and  co-operative  banks,  but  also  enacts  that 
"  such  provisions  should  not  be  construed  to  prohibit  the 
organization  of  a  corporation  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  any  lawful  business, 
outside  of  this  commonwealth." 

It  is  thus  possible  for  savings  banks,  trust  companies 
and  co-operative  banks  to  be  organized  under  our  general 
laws,  subject  to  no  supervision  or  control,  to  carry  on  bus- 
iness outside  the  state. 

The  result  is  that  there  are  two  classes  of  trust  com- 
panies, savings  banks  and  co-operative  banks  which  may 
be  organized  in  this  commonwealth, — one  to  do  business 
within  the  commonwealth  under  restriction  and  supervi- 
sion, the  other  to  do  business  outside  the  commonwealth 
with  no  such  supervision  and  subject  to  no  restriction. 

This  condition  seems  anomalous,  and  I  recommend  the 
subject  to  your  consideration  for  correction. 

CIVIL  SERVICE. 

The  work  of  the  civil  service  commission  has  become 
much  greater  in  the  last  few  years  because  of  the  very  large 
increase  in  the  number  of  peojile  who  are  employed  in  the 
classified  service.  By  the  action  of  the  last  legislature  very 
important  work  has  been  added  to  this  department,  in  con- 
nection with  the  certification  of  fitness  of  important  ap- 
pointees of  the  mayor  of  Boston.  The  commissioners  need 
a  deputy  examiner,  and  they  themselves  should  be  paid 
larger  salaries,  and  be  required  to  give  more  of  their  time 
to  the  work.  I  trust  that  action  will  be  taken  by  you  to 
bring  about  these  results. 

FORESTRY. 

Careful  attention  is  being  given  to  our  standing  forests, 
and  our  non-productive  or  waste  lands  should  not  remain 
idle,  as  large  possibilities  for  the  future  are  to  be  found 
here,  and  great  results  will  come  from  a  well-directed  forest 
policy.     Our  moth  work  would  be  more  effective  in  the 
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saving  of  our  trees  if  the  local  moth  superintendents  in 
towns  and  cities  shoiikl  receive  their  appointments  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  state  forester. 

I  believe  much  better  results  in  all  our  towns  and  cities 
could  also  be  obtained  were  the  state  forester  given  author- 
ity to  advise  and  assist  the  local  tree  wardens. 

PUBLICITY. 

I  recommend  the  enactment  of  a  law  which  shall  require 
the  issuance  annually  of  a  public  document  containing  cor- 
rect information  in  regard  to  the  salaries  or  pay  of  the 
employees  and  members  of  each  department,  board  or  com- 
mission, so  that  such  salary  or  pay,  and  also  the  date  of 
election  or  appointment  and.  residence  of  each  officer  or 
employee  of  the  commonwealth,  may  be  easily  ascertained. 

Senators  and  Representatives:  —  I  am  glad  to  say  that 
the  material  conditions  in  the  commonwealth  and  the  na- 
tion have  been  very  much  better  during  the  past  year  than 
they  were  in  1908.  The  great  crops  of  the  west  have  been 
bountiful,  and  the  prices  at  which  they  have  sold  have  been 
high.  The  cotton  crop  of  the  south  is  probably  less  than 
usual,  but  the  farmers  who  raised  it  have  received  such 
good  prices  for  their  product  that  they  are  prosperous. 
The  manufacturing  industries  in  all  lines  are  busy,  and 
the  people  are  employed  at  good  wages.  The  whole  nation 
is  prosperous. 

As  a  people,  however,  we  are  not  economical ;  we  are 
unnecessarily  wasting  our  natural  resources,  and  extrava- 
gance has  become  a  habit.  The  price  of  everything  is  high, 
and  this  ought  to  put  a  premium  on  economy.  This  is  not 
a  proper  time  or  place  to  discuss  the  reasons  for  these  high 
prices,  but  it  is  well  known  that  the  enormous  increase  in 
the  production  of  gold  and  the  higher  wages  paid  in  every 
vocation  of  life  must  be  two  of  the  great  contributory 
causes. 

In  spite  of  these  high  prices  Massachusetts  has  been  ex- 
tremely prosperous,  and  our  savings  banks  have  shown  the 
largest  increase  in  deposits  of  any  year  in  our  history,  the 
total  increase  being  $33,581,75],  making  the  total  amount 
of  deposits  now  on  hand  in  our  savings  banks  $743,101,481. 
The  dividends  declared  to  the  depositors  in  our  savings 
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banks  during  the  past  year  have  amounted  to  $27,110,0-47. 
The  deposits  put  in  these  banks  in  1909  were  about  $10,- 
000,000  more  than  in  1908,  while  the  withdrawals  of  de- 
posits in  1909  were  $15,000,000  less  than  in  1908. 

The  above  shows  in  a  most  graphic  manner  the  tremen- 
dous change  in  conditions  which  has  taken  place  in  the 
last  year.  IN^otwithstanding  the  prevailing  high  prices 
our  people  have  saved  money,  and  this  means  prosperity. 

You,  as  the  representatives  of  the  people,  have  a  sacred 
trust  imposed  upon  you.  It  is  your  duty  to  see  that  the 
resources  of  the  commonwealth  shall  not  be  wasted,  and 
that  the  money  of  its  citizens  shall  be  wisely  and  properly 
expended.  The  legislatures  of  the  past  in  Massachusetts 
have  established  a  great  record  for  the  enactment  of  laws 
which  have  been  in  the  true  interest  of  the  people.  Your 
immediate  predecessors  maintained  the  high  standard 
which  had  been  set  for  them.  I  have  no  doubt  that  you  will 
do  equally  well,  and  I  promise  to  use  my  best  endeavors 
to  co-operate  with  you  in  accomplishing  good  results.

I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  present,  in  compliance  with 
chapter  50  of  the  resolves  of  1860,  a  report  of  the  thirty- 
seven  pardons  issued  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  of 
the  council,  during  the  year  of  my  administration  just 
closed.  Of  the  number  thus  released,  five  were  in  houses 
of  correction,  ten  in  the  reformatory  prison  for  women, 
eleven  in  the  Massachusetts  reformatory  and  eleven  in  the 
state  prison.

ISTo.  1.  Frank  Marchand.  Convicted  of  receiving  Pardons, 
stolen  goods,  Folice  Court  of  Lawrence,  Sept.  18,  1908. 
Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  reformatory  on  an  inde- 
terminate sentence.  Pardoned  Jan.  20,  1909,  to  go  to  his 
home  in  New  Hampshire.  He  was  nineteen  years  of  age, 
and  this  was  his  first  offence.  He  was  led  astray  by  older 
companions,  who  had  been  arrested  before  and  had  served 
time  in  prison.     His  prison  record  was  perfect. 

'No.  2.  Edward  H.  Haase.  Convicted  of  being  a  com- 
mon and  notorious  thief,  Superior  Court,  Franklin  county, 
Nov.  10,  190G.  Sentenced  to  the  state  prison  for  from 
three  to  four  years.  Pardoned  Jan.  27,  1909.  He  had 
less  than  ten  months  more  to  serve.  During  his  imprison- 
ment he  had  maintained  a  perfect  conduct  record.  He 
gave  information  leading  to  the  detection  and  conviction 
of  persons  smuggling  morphine  into  the  state  prison.  The 
prison  officials  believed  this  was  a  sufficient  service  to  the 
prison  to  warrant  his  pardon,  and  so  recommended. 
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Pardons.  j^^^  3^     Jessie  S.  Macomber.     Coiivicted  of  dnmken- 

iiess,  Superior  Court,  Suffolk  county,  July  8,  1908. 
Sentenced  to  the  reformatory  prison  for  women  on  an  in- 
determinate sentence.  'Pardoned  Jan.  27,  1909,  upon  the 
petition  of  the  husband  of  the  prisoner,  who  caused  her 
arrest.  She  had  a  good  home,  and  six  children  who  needed 
a  mother's  care.  Her  husband  believed  that  she  had  seen 
the  error  of  her  ways,  and  would  hereafter  refrain  from 
the  use  of  intoxicating  liquor. 

^o.  4.  Catherine  Maitan.  Convicted  of  adultery, 
Superior  Court,  Suffolk  county,  l^ov.  4,  1908.  Sentenced 
to  the  reformatory  prison  for  women  on  an  indeter- 
minate sentence.  Pardoned  Feb.  10,  1909,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  justice  who  imposed  the  sentence 
and  the  probation  officer.  She  was  in  a  very  serious  physi- 
cal condition,  and  needed  treatment  outside  the  prison. 

'No.  5.  Mary  He  nigh  an.  Convicted  of  drunkenness, 
Second  District  Court  of  Eastern  Worcester,  Oct.  26, 
1908.  Sentenced  to  the  reformatory  prison  for  women  on 
an  indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  Feb.  10,  1909, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  judge  who  imposed  the 
sentence,  who  believed  that  the  ends  of  justice  had  been 
satisfied  by  the  imprisonment  already  suffered.  She  had 
six  children  who  needed  a  mother's  care. 

No.  6.  Ormfry  Stop  a.  Convicted  of  assault  and  bat- 
tery. Police  Court  of  Chicopee,  Aug.  13,  1908.  Sentenced 
to  the  Massachusetts  reformatory  on  an  indeterminate 
sentence.  Pardoned  Feb.  2,  1909,  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  justice  who  imposed  the  sentence,  the  special 
justice  and  the  probation  officer,  all  of  Chicopee,  who  were 
of  the  opinion  that  the  assault  was  not  so  severe  that  a 
longer  term  of  iin])risonm('nt  was  needed  either  for  the 
purpose  of  justice  or  reformation. 

No.  7.  Ernest  Williams.  Convicted  of  burning  a 
barn,  Superior  Court,  Worcester  county,  Nov.  13,  1908. 
Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  reformatory  on  an  inde- 
terminate sentence.  Pardoned  Feb.  24,  1909.  There 
were  grave  doubts  regarding  the  guilt  of  this  boy.     Judge 
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Gaskill,  who  imposed  the  sentence,  stated  that  in  his  opiu-  Pardons, 
ion  the  verdict  of  guilty  was  not  justified,   and  recom- 
mended a  pardon. 

]N^o.  8,  Lillian  M.  Budrow.  Convicted  of  drunken- 
ness, First  District  Court  of  Southern  Middlesex,  Oct.  28, 
1908.  Sentenced  to  the  reformatory  prison  for  women  on 
an  indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  March  10,  1909, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  justice  who  imposed  the 
sentence,  that  she  might  accompany  her  brother  to  Aus- 
tralia, where  he  was  to  give  her  a  home  in  his  family. 

'No.  9.  Thomas  Branigan.  Convicted  of  drunken- 
ness. District  Court  of  Central  Middlesex,  Jan.  20,  1909. 
Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  reformatory  on  an  inde- 
terminate sentence.  Pardoned  April  7,  1909,  to  join  his 
family  in  Maine,  where  immediate  employment  awaited 
him. 

No.  10.  Jeremiah  WiiALEisr.  Convicted  of  assault  and 
battery,  Superior  Court,  Suffolk  county,  Aug.  21,  1908. 
Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  reformatory  on  an  indeter- 
minate sentence.  Pardoned  April  7,  1909,  on  account 
of  family  affliction.     He  had  but  five  weeks  more  to  serve. 

No.  11.  John  A,  Glines.  Convicted  of  embezzlement, 
Superior  Court,  Essex  county.  May  20,  1904.  Sentenced 
to  the  state  prison  for  from  five  to  seven  years.  Pardoned 
April  14,  1909,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  justice 
who  imposed  the  sentence  and  the  district  attorney.  In 
their  opinion,  Glines  was  a  man  who  had  sinned,  not  a 
criminal,  and  in  all  probability  all  purposes  of  public 
justice  had  been  fully  satisfied  by  the  punishment  he  had 
received. 

No.  12.  Christina  F.  Goff.  Convicted  of  drunken- 
ness. Municipal  Court  of  Boston,  ISTov.  17,  1908.  Sen- 
tenced to  the  reformatory  prison  for  women  on  an 
indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  April  21,  1909,  to  be 
placed  in  a  good  home  in  the  country,  away  from  her  old 
surroundings,  where  it  was  believed  she  would  be  able  to 
overcome  her  desire  for  strong  drink. 
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Pardons.  -^^^  -^^      RosE  Haddad.     Coiivicted  of  abandoning  her 

child,  Superior  Court,  Middlesex  county,  Sept.  28,  1908. 
Sentenced  to  the  reformatory  prison  for  women  on  an  in- 
determinate sentence.  Pardoned  April  28,  1909.  She 
went  with  her  husLand  to  British  Colund)ia  the  day  she  was 
released,  where  a  home  had  been  provided  for  them  by 
relatives. 

No.  14.  Alonzo  Salvatok.  Convicted  of  breaking 
and  entering  a  vacant  building,  Superior  Court,  Norfolk 
county,  Oct.  2,  1908.  Sentenced  to  the  house  of  correction 
for  one  year.  Pardoned  May  5,  1909,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  district  attorney.  Salvator  was  a  witness 
for  the  commonwealth,  and  it  was  largely  through  his  evi- 
dence that  one  Nicoli,  the  leader  in  the  break,  was  con- 
victed. Because  of  this  fact,  it  was  not  the  intention  of  the 
district  attorney  to  ask  for  sentence  against  Salvator ;  but 
in  the  closing  hours  of  the  session,  owing  to  the  absence  of 
his  counsel,  he  received  a  sentence  of  one  year,  the  same  as 
Nicoli. 

No.  15.  Salvatore  Rainieei.  Convicted  of  breaking 
and   entering,   Superior   Court,   Suffolk   county,   Aug.    4, 

1908.  Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  reformatory  on  an 
indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  May  8,  1909.  Rain- 
ieri,  a  boy  seventeen  years  of  age,  was  pardoned  to  accom- 
pany his  father  and  brother  to  Italy,  where  they  were  to 
make  their  permanent  home.  He  sailed  for  Italy  the  day 
of  his  release. 

No.  16.  Ctfart-er  p.  Allen.  Convicted  of  being  a 
delinquent  child,  District  Court  of  Northern  Norfolk, 
March  19,  1909.  Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  reform- 
atory on  an  indeterminate  sentence.     Pardoned  May  12, 

1909,  on  the  gi'ound  that  ho  had  been  sufficiently  punished. 
He  was  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  had  a  good  home  provided 
for  him  with  his  mother  and  step-father.  He  was  living  at 
the  time  of  his  arrest  with  his  grandmother,  who  exercised 
no  crmtrol  over  him. 

No.  17.  Maivuel  Sonoa.  Convicted  of  lewd  and  las- 
civious cohabitation,  Superior  Court,  Barnstable  county, 
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April  7,  1908.  Sentenced  to  the  house  of  correction  for  Pardons, 
two  years.  Pardoned  May  12,  1900,  upon  the  recom- 
nien(hition  of  the  district  attorney  and  sheritf  of  Barnstable 
county.  Songa  and  the  woman  with  whom  he  had  been 
living  were  anxious  to  be  married.  They  were  pardoned 
for  that  purpose.  Employment  as  a  skilled  gardener 
awaited  him. 

No.  18.  John  Fean.  Convicted  of  murder,  second  de- 
gree, Supreme  Judicial  Court,  Suffolk  county,  Dec.  IQ, 
1870.  Sentenced  to  state  prison  for  life.  Transferred  to 
state  farm  Jan.  31,  1894.  Pardoned  May  19,  1909.  Fean, 
se^'enty-seven  years  of  age,  had  been  in  prison  thirty-three 
years.  He  was  very  ill,  with  no  hope  of  recovery.  He 
had  been  a  model  prisoner,  and  was  pardoned  to  be  allowed 
to  die  a  free  man. 

'No.  19.  l^icoLAS  MoNTANO.  Couvictcd  of  sodomy, 
Superior  Court,  Middlesex  county,  Feb.  18,  1897.  Sen- 
tenced to  the  state  prison  for  from  fifteen  to  eighteen  years. 
Transferred  to  the  state  farm  July  14,  1899.  Pardoned 
May  19,  1909.  He  was  removed  to  the  state  farm  on  ac- 
count of  trouble  with  his  eyes.  It  was  the  opinion  of  the 
prison  physician  that  if  he  could  be  placed  in  the  eye  and 
ear  infirmary  for  an  operation  and  continued  treatment  he 
might  possibly  recover  his  sight.  He  was  pardoned  for 
that  purpose. 

No.  20.  Mary  Rose  Viera.  Convicted  of  lewd  and  las- 
civious cohabitation,  Superior  Court,  Bristol  county,  Nov. 
10,  1908.  Sentenced  to  the  reformatory  prison  for  women 
on  an  indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  May  19,  1909, 
on  the  ground  that  she  had  been  sufficiently  punished. 

No.  21.  Angelo  Capuro.  Convicted  of  breaking  and 
entering,  Superior  Court,  Worcester  county,  Jan.  28,  1907. 
Sentenced  to  the  house  of  correction  for  four  years  on  two 
indictments.  Pardoned  May  2G,  1909,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  district  attorney,  to  be  sent  immediately 
to  his  friends  in  Italy.  He  was  twenty-three  years  of  age 
when  he  committed  the  crime  of  breaking  into  an  unoccu- 
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Pardons.  pied  buildiiig.    It  was  believed  that  he  was  under  the  influ- 

ence of  old  offenders. 

No.  22.  Joseph  A.  Iasigi.  Convicted  of  embezzlement, 
November  term,  Superior  Court,  Suifolk  county,  1897. 
Sentenced  to  from  fourteen  to  eighteen  years  in  state 
prison.  Pardoned  June  16,  1909.  This  pardon  was 
strongly  advocated  by  the  prison  commissioners  and  by  the 
district  attorney  who  tried  the  case.  What  influenced  the 
governor  and  the  council  more  than  anything  else  was  that 
Jasigi  had  served  a  longer  time  for  the  crime  committed 
than  any  other  man  had  ever  before  served  in  the  common- 
wealth of  JNlassachusctts  for  a  similar  crime,  and  had  been 
a  substantially  perfect  prisoner  in  behavior  all  these  years. 
He  further  had  been  of  assistance  to  the  officers  in  the 
prison  in  vai-ious  ways.  His  health  was  not  good.  The 
council  considered  the  sentence  a  just  one,  but  felt  that  for 
the  reasons  above  given  it  was  a  proper  case  for  executive 
clemency. 

No.  2.'>,  Mary  Roberts.  Convicted  of  being  a  com- 
mon night  walker.  Municipal  Court  of  Boston,  Sept.  29, 

1908.  Sentenced  to  the  reformatory  prison  for  women  on 
an  indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  July  14,  1909,  upon 
the  petition  of  the  husband  of  the  ]irisoner,  who  was  willing 
to  condone  the  offence  and  furnish  her  a  good  home.  He 
was  convinced  she  had  been  taught  a  lesson  she  would  not 
soon  forget. 

No.  24.  Peter  P.  Madden.  Convicted  of  drunken- 
ness, Municipal  Court  of  the  Dorchester  District,  April  7, 

1909.  Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  reformatory  on  an 
indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  Aug.  11,  1909.  It  was 
believed  ho  had  been  amply  punished  for  the  offence  com- 
mitted.    He  had  no  previous  court  record. 

No.  25.  Thomas  H.  Joyce,  Jr.  Convicted  of  drunk- 
enness, District  Court  of  Central  Berkshire,  Feb.  5,  1909. 
Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  reformatory  on  an  indeter- 
minate sentence.  Pardoned  Sept.  8,  1909.  He  never  was 
in  prison  before.  It  was  believed  by  his  friends  that  he 
had  reformed,  and  would  hereafter  refrain  from  the  use  of 
intoxicating  liquor  and  lead  an  orderly  life. 
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No.  26.  Cakl  J.  Pktekson.  Convicted  of  burglary,  Pardons. 
Superior  Court,  Suffolk  county,  Sept.  29,  1902.  Sentenced 
to  state  prison  for  from  eight  to  ten  years.  Pardoned  Oct. 
11,  1909.  Carl  and  his  older  brother  Julius  were  jointly 
indicted.  Carl  pleaded  guilty  and  was  sentenced.  Julius, 
who  was  considered  by  the  police  as  the  leader,  employed 
counsel,  and  after  a  trial  received  a  sentence  of  from  seven 
to  nine  years,  this  sentence  expiring  Oct.  11,  1909.  The 
pardon  committee  felt  that  Carl,  the  least  guilty  of  the  two, 
should  not  serve  a  longer  time  than  his  brother,  and  ac- 
cordingly recommended  that  they  both  be  released  when 
Julius's  term  expired. 

No.  27.  William  T.  Kooney.  Convicted  of  perjury, 
Superior  Court,  Suffolk  county,  June  1,  1909.  Sen- 
tenced to  the  house  of  correction  for  one  year.  Pardoned 
Sept.  30,  1909,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  select- 
men and  many  of  the  leading  citizens  of  Revere,  for  the 
reason  that  the  prisoner  prior  to  this  offence  had  led  an 
exemplary  and  honorable  life,  and  had  been  sufficiently 
punished  because  of  the  disgrace  he  had  suffered  on  ac- 
count of  his  imprisonment. 

No.  28.  Annie  Jackson.  Convicted  of  receiving 
stolen  goods,  Superior  Court,  Suffolk  county,  March  18, 
1909.  Sentenced  to  the  reformatory  prison  for  women  on 
an  indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  Nov.  3,  1909.  This 
prisoner  was  about  sixty  years  of  age,  and  had  always 
borne  a  good  reputation.  As  her  conduct  record  was  per- 
fect, and  this  .was  her  first  offence,  it  was  the  opinion  of 
the  pardon  committee  that  she  had  been  sufficiently 
punished. 

No.  29.  Henry  A.  Hutciierson.  Convicted  of  lewd 
and  lascivious  cohabitation,  Superior  Court,  Suffolk 
county,  June  11,  1908.  Sentenced  to  the  state  prison  for 
from  two  and  a  half  to  three  years.  Pardoned  Nov.  10, 
1909.  Newly  discovered  evidence,  submitted  to  the  par- 
don committee,  which  was  not  presented  to  the  court  at 
the  trial,  satisfied  the  committee  that  he  would  have  re- 
ceived a  sentence  no  longer  than  he  had  already  served 
if  this  evidence  had  been  presented  at  the  trial. 
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Pardons. 


'No.  30.  Frank  C.  Lynch.  Convicted  of  ajjiilterj, 
Superior  Court,  Suffolk  county,  February  term,  1909. 
Sentenced  to  state  prison  for  three  years.  Pardoned  Dec. 
8,  1909,  Lynch  was  the  only  man  in  state  prison  com- 
mitted for  adultery.  He  was  convicted  on  perjured 
testimony,  as  has  since  been  proved  beyond  a  doubt.  He 
was  the  sole  su^Dport  of  a  wife  and  three  small  children. 

No.  31.  Hannah  Porn.  Convicted  of  illegal  practice 
of  medicine,  Superior  Court,  Worcester  county,  Aug.  31, 
1909.  Sentenced  to  the  house  of  correction  for  three 
months,  and  to  pay  a  fine  of  $100.  Pardoned  Dec.  8, 
1909.  She  had  served  her  three  months'  sentence,  and  was 
held  for  the  payment  of  the  fine.  It  was  agreed  at  the 
trial  that  she  was  a  competent  and  experienced  nurse.  Her 
offence  was  in  practising  midwifery,  believing  she  had  a 
right  so  to  do.  The  district  attorney  and  probation  officer 
recommended  that  the  fine  be  remitted. 

No.  32.  Helen  L.  Waage.  Convicted  of  being  a  stub- 
born child,  Third  District  Court  of  Eastern  Middlesex, 
Oct.  12,  1909.  Sentenced  to  the  reformatory  prison  for 
women  on  an  indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  Dec.  20, 
1909.  She  was  committed  solely  upon  complaint  of  her 
father,  who  took  this  action  that  his  daughter  might  be 
brought  to  a  realizing  sense  of  her  shortcomings.  He  be- 
lieved that  the  purpose  of  her  commitment  had  been  accom- 
plished, and  petitioned  for  her  release,  which  was  granted. 

No.  33.  Joseph  Stewart.  Convicted  of  being  a  stub- 
born child.  Municipal  Court  of  the  Charlestown  District, 
June  15,  1909.  Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  reforma- 
tory on  an  indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  Dec.  22, 
1909,  on  the  ground  that  he  had  been  sufficiently  punished. 
His  father,  who  made  the  complaint,  had  secured  employ- 
ment for  him,  and  believed  he  would  hereafter  obey  his 
parents. 

Nos.  34  and  35.  Joseph  Petonte  and  Frederic 
CoLOGEKO.    Convicted  of  robbery,  Superior  Court,  Suffolk 
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county,  Nov.  16,  1908.  Sentenced  to  state  prison  for  from  Pardons, 
five  to  seven  years.  Pardoned  Dec.  22,  1909,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  assistant  district  attorney  Dwyer,  who 
was  the  prosecuting  officer.  Since  the  trial  and  conviction 
he  had  become  fully  convinced  that  no  robbery  was  in  fact 
done;  that  it  was  simply  an  assault,  and  that  they  had 
been  more  than  sufficiently  punished  for  the  crime  com- 
mitted. Both  of  the  men  were  married,  with  families 
dependent  upon  them.  Neither  of  them  was  ever  arrested 
before. 

No.  36.  Amanda  Chamberlain.  Convicted  of  drunk- 
enness, before  Trial  Justice  Hill,  Essex  county,  Aug.  2, 
1909.  Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  reformatory  on  an 
indeterminate  sentence.  Pardoned  Dec.  29,  1909,  upon 
the  reconnnendation  of  the  trial  justice  who  imposed  the 
sentence,  and  the  chief  of  police  of  Peabody,  on  the  ground 
that  she  had  been  sufficiently  punished. 

No.  37.  Lester  E.  Small.  Convicted  of  rape,  Su- 
perior Court,  Plymouth  county,  Feb.  24,  1904.  Sentenced 
to  state  prison  for  from  thirteen  to  fifteen  years.  Par- 
doned Dec.  29,  1909,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
district  attorney  who  prosecuted  the  case,  who  had  become 
convinced  that  he  was  not  guilty  of  the  crime  of  rape,  but 
of  another  oft'ence  for  which  the  maximum  penalty  is  but 
three  years.

Section  205,  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States. 

An  acknowledgment  of  the  receipt  of  this  communica- 
tion is  requested.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  a  certi- 
fied copy  of  a  resolution  of  congress  entitled  "  Joint 
Resolution  Proposing  an  Amendment  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,"  giving  congress  power  to  lay  and 
collect  taxes  on  incomes,  with  the  request  that  I  cause  the 
same  to  be  submitted  to  the  legislature  for  such  action 
as  may  be  had,  and  that  a  certified  copy  of  such  action  be 
communicated  to  you,  as  required  by  section  205  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States. 

The  legislature  of  this  commonwealth  is  not  now  in 
session  but  will  begin  its  next  sitting  on  the  first  Wednes- 
day of  January,  1910,  at  which  time  the  resolution  will 
be  submitted  for  action  and  a  certified  copy  of  the  result 
will  be  communicated  to  the  secretary  of  state,  as  re- 
quested.

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  secretary  of  state 
and  my  reply  thereto,  I  herewith  submit  the  certified  copy 
of  the  resolution  of  congress  entitled  "  Joint  Resolution 
Proposing  an  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  "  for  such  action  as  you  may  think  proper. 

[To  the  honorable  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  February  11,  1910.] 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  ninth  instant  I  received  from 
bank  commissioner  Chapin  a  copy  of  the  report  of  the  ex- 
amination of  the  Southbridge  Savings  Bank  made  by  his 
office.  This  shows  a  net  deficit  in  the  funds  of  the  savings 
bank  of  $424,442,89.      The  defalcations  have  covered  a 
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period  of  something  like  twenty  years.  During  all  this 
time  the  bank  has  been  examined  by  the  bank  commis- 
sioner's department  and  its  predecessors,  and  the  defalca- 
tion was  not  discovered. 

The  examination  of  savings  banks  in  the  commonwealth 
consists  at  the  present  time  of  an  accurate  examination  of 
the  cash,  securities,  etc.,  reported  to  be  in  the  possession 
of  the  bank,  and  a  comparison  of  the  values  of  these  se- 
curities with  the  valuations  on  the  books,  to  see  that  they 
agree.  This  prevents  false  reports  in  regard  to  cash  on 
hand,  securities,  values  of  mortgages,  etc.,  and  would  dis- 
close any  defalcation  or  mis-statement  in  regard  to  these 
items;  but  the  examination  does  not  have  anything  to  do, 
generally  speaking,  with  the  auditing  of  the  books  of  the 
l3anks.  This,  under  the  present  system  of  examination, 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  trustees  of  the  bank,  and  they 
are  required  to  report  to  the  bank  commissioner's  office 
that  they  have  had  this  done.  This  makes  two  parties  to 
the  complete  examination  of  the  bank,  —  the  bank  com- 
missioner's department  and  the  boards  of  trustees  of  the 
various  banks. 

This  fact  is  well  recognized,  and  was  stated  by  the  bank 
commissioner  in  a  circular  issued  to  the  trustees  of  savings 
banks  under  date  of  October  24,  1908, — ^wheu  this  state- 
ment was  made : 

""  When  the  examiners  of  this  department  visit  a  savings 
baiik,  they  inquire  whether  the  various  provisions  of  the 
law  have  been  complied  with,  and  verify  the  condition  of 
the  bank  as  shown  by  its  books  on  the  day  of  their  visit. 
They  make  no  attempt  to  audit  its  transactions  since  the 
preceding  examination.  It  is  this  important  work  which 
the  law  contemplates  that  auditing  committees  shall  do, 
and  the  suggestions  on  the  following  pages  have  been  pre- 
pared for  their  assistance.  These  suggestions  are  not  to 
be  considered  as  in  any  way  a  requirement  of  this  depart- 
ment. On  the  contrary,  the  responsibility  of  deciding 
what  constitutes  a  thorough  audit  of  their  institution  must 
be  assumed  by  the  trustees  of  each  bank,  and  their  audit- 
ing committee  should  be  instructed  accordingly."  The  cir- 
cular then  gives  much  helpful  information  as  to  how  the 
audit  should  be  carried  out. 

Some  of  the  requirements  of  the  law  when  an  examiner 
visits  a  bank  are  as  follows : 
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"  At  sucli  visits  the  person  making  the  examination  shall 
have  free  access  to  the  vaults,  investments,  cash,  books  and 
papers,  and  shall  thoroughly  inspect  and  examine  the  af- 
fairs of  the  bank,  to  ascertain  its  condition,  its  ability  to 
fultill  its  obligations  and  whether  it  has  complied  with  the 
jjrovisions  of  law." 

In  another  section  it  says: 

"  The  commissioner  may  prescribe  the  manner  and  form 
of  keeping  the  books  and  accounts  of  such  bank,  and  the 
extent  to  which  they  shall  be  audited."  The  inference 
from  this  latter  clause  is  that  the  bank  commissioner  should 
not  audit,  but  can  prescribe  the  "  extent  "  to  which  the 
trustees  shall  go  in  having  their  accounts  audited.  In  the 
great  defalcation  at  the  Southbridge  bank  it  was  reported 
to  the  bank  eomniissioner's  office  that  the  accounts  of  the 
bank  had  been  audited. 

Under  the  existing  conditions  a  defalcation  would  be 
difficult  if,  in  addition  to  the  examination  conducted  by 
the  bank  commissioner's  department,  the  trustees  of  the 
institution  should  have  a  proper  audit  made  of  its  accounts ; 
but  if  such  proper  audit  is  not  made,  wrong-doing  is  easy. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  auditing  of  the  accounts,  as  well 
as  the  examination  of  assets,  etc.,  should  be  in  charge  of 
the  bank  commissioner's  department.  If  thi^  were  so, 
an  examination  would  be  much  more  thorough  and  prac- 
tical in  its  results  than  at  the  present  time,  and  defalcation 
would  be  extremely  difficult.  The  bank  commissioner's 
office  at  the  present  time  examines  452  banks  in  the  com- 
monwealth, including  savings  banks,  co-operative  banks, 
trust  companies,  four  collateral  loan  banks,  sixty-four 
private  bankers  and  two  foreign  banking  corporations. 
The  assets  of  these  institutions  are  $1,222,000,000.  This 
is  an  enormous  sum,  and  a  great  responsibility,  and  the 
commonwealth  should  do  everything  requisite  to  have  the 
affairs  of  these  great  institutions  honestly  and  properly 
managed. 

I  believe  that  proper  auditing  of  these  savings  and  co- 
operative banks  should  be  under  direction  of  the  bank 
commissioner.  I  further  l)elieve  that  the  expense  of  such 
auditing  should  be  borne  by  the  institutions  for  which  it 
is  done.  Should  this  work  be  superintended  by  the  bank 
commissioner,  it  would  require  the  employment  of  several 
expert  accountants  in  his  department,  but  the  expense  in- 
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currcd  would  not  of  necessity  be  borne  by  the  common- 
wealth. Whether  the  added  expense  should  be  borne  by 
the  commonwealth  or  by  the  banks  themselves,  a  com- 
pulsory auditinp^  under  the  direction  of  the  bank  com- 
missioner should  be  required  by  law;  and  I  therefore 
recommend  that  your  honorable  bodies  take  proper  action 
to  bring  about  this  much  needed  reform. 

[To  the  lionorable  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  April  22,  1910.] 

In  my  inaugural  address  to  the  legislature,  I  recom- 
mended that  bonds  of  the  Boston  Railroad  Holding  Com- 
pany be  made  a  legal  investment  for  Massachusetts  savings 
banks. 

I  stated  at  that  time  that  I  believed  the  Boston  Railroad 
Holding  Company  would  be  a  great  benefit  to  the  railroad 
situation  in  Massachusetts  and  New  England,  and  I  further 
stated  that  "  Massachusetts  cannot  expect  great  improve- 
ments in  railroad  properties  unless  she  is  willing  to  help 
in  proper  Avays  those  who  are  willing  to  put  money  into 
such  developments.  I  understand  and  believe  that  im- 
portant and  extensive  improvements  are  very  soon  to  be 
undertaken  on  these  properties,  and  I  think  it  is  in  the  in- 
terest of  all  our  citizens  that  those  making  these  large 
expenditures  for  such  improvements  should  be  encouraged 
to  do  so." 

I  feel  confident  that  the  statements  made  by  me  at  that 
time  were  correct,  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  the  general 
court  will  pass  some  legislation  to  bring  about  these  results. 

I  understand  that  many  members  of  the  legislature  do 
not  approve  of  my  recommendation  that  these  bonds  be 
made  a  savings  bank  investment.  I  have  no  pride  of  opin- 
ion in  this  matter,  and  if  your  honorable  bodies  believe  this 
is  not  wise,  I  hpve  nothing  further  to  urge  in  that  line  at 
this  time. 

I  do,  however,  believe  that  something  should  be  done  to 
bring  about  the  results  referred  to  and  that  some  legislation 
should  be  passed  to  allow  the  Boston  Railroad  Holding 
Company  to  issue  securities,  like  preferred  stock,  the  inter- 
est of  which  could  be  guaranteed  and  which  woidd  be  free 
from  double  taxation.  This  would  facilitate  the  carrying 
out  of  the  improvements  desired  and  would  give  the  people 
a  good  investment. 
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I  therefore  recommend  that  legishition  of  this  kind  be 
passed,  so  that  the  purposes  to  which  I  have  referred,  ■ — 
i.e.,  the  improvements  in  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad, 
may  be  more  promptly  carried  out  and  the  interests  of  all 
the  people  thereby  promotedi 

[To  the  honorable  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  May  2,  1910.] 

I  return  herewith  without  my  approval  an  act  entitled 
"An  Act  relative  to  the  compensation  of  employees  of 
cities  and  towns  who  may  be  ordered  for  duty  in  the 
militia." 

This  act  provides  that  on  receipt  of  proper  notice  from 
the  commanding  officer  of  any  company  of  the  state  militia 
by  the  head  of  a  department  or  other  official  having  super- 
vision of  or  the  employing  of  persons  in  the  service  of  a 
city  or  town  which  accepts  the  provisions  of  this  act,  — 
stating  that  an  employee  under  his  supervision  or  control 
is  ordered  for  military  duty,  —  the  said  head  of  depart- 
ment or  official  shall  carry  the  name  of  such  employee  upon 
the  pay-rolls  of  such  city  or  town  and  the  employee  shall 
receive  the  same  compensation  while  in  the  discharge  of 
said  military  duty  which  he  received  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties  as  an  employee  of  the  city  or  town.  For  the  pur- 
poses of  this  act  military  duty  shall  be  held  to  be  only  su(*h 
tours  of  duty  as  are  ordered  by  the  commander-in-chief  or 
as  result  from  public  emergency. 

Section  2  provides  that  this  act  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be 
after  its  passage,  be  submitted  to  the  city  council  of  every 
city,  or  to  that  botly  which  has  the  powers  of  a  city  council, 
and  shall  take  effect  in  any  city  upon  its  acceptance  by  the 
city  council  or  other  body,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor. 
This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  every  town  in 
the  commonwealth  at  the  next  annual  town  meeting,  and 
shall  take. effect  in  any  town  upon  its  acceptance  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  voters  voting  thereon. 

The  effect  of  this  is  to  provide  that  any  employee  of  a 
city  or  town  which  has  accepted  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  receive  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  military  duties 
the  same  pay  that  he  had  received  while  performing  his 
regular  work  for  the  city  or  town.  This  would  result  in 
putting  a  premium  on  service  in  the  militia  by  pu])lic  em- 
ployees, and  to  that  extent  it  would  serve  a  good  purpose, 
because  any  reasonable  thing  that  can  be  done  by  employers 
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to  encourage  service  in  the  militia,  —  whether  hy  corpora- 
tions, individuals,  cities  or  towns,  is  in  my  opinion  a  good 
thing  not  only  for  the  militia  hut  for  the  whole  common- 
wealth. 

This  hill  would,  however,  in  my  judgment,  establish  a 
very  had  precedent  in  that  it  would  tend  to  a  discrimination 
in  the  pay  of  the  various  members  of  the  militia,  and  would 
create  a  privileged  class  consisting  of  those  men  who  hap- 
pened to  be  employed  by  cities  and  towns  in  the  common- 
wealth. This  would  not  be  fair  and  equitable  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  militia  as  a  whole,  and  woidd  create  jealousy 
and  ill-feeling,  and  further,  would  tend  to  the  raising  of  the 
pay  of  some  members  of  the  militia  who  performed  no 
more  work  or  more  meritorious  work  than  their  compan- 
ions in  the  same  service.  It  would  tend  to  disorganize 
rather  than  improve  conditions. 

Further  than  this,  the  bill  is  altogether  too  broad  in  its 
scope  and  would  establish  a  precedent  and  a  pay-roll 
which  would  be  improper,  giving  double  pay  to  some  fa- 
vored members  of  the  organization.  It  provides  that  ''  for 
the  purposes  of  this  act  military  duty  shall  be  held  to  be 
only  such  tours  of  duty  as  are  ordered  by  the  commander- 
in-chief  or  as  result  from  public  emergency."  Either  of 
these  two  cases  might  call  for  a  service  of  from  one  week 
to  one  year,  and  would  be  an  indirect  method  of  establish- 
ing an  improper  and  discriminating  pay  for  such  military 
service.  This  would  further  be  an  absolute  injustice  to 
cities  and  toMnns,  because  they  would  be  obliged  to  tax 
themselves  to  pay  higher  prices  to  men  serving  in  the 
militia  than  would  private  citizens  or  corporations,  and  this 
would  be  unjust  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  commonwealth. 

I  believe  thoroughly  in  encouraging  service  in  the  militia. 
We  have  an  organization  now  of  which  I  have  a  very  high 
opinion,  and  I  think  it  behooves  all  our  citizens  who  are 
employers  to  do  all  they  can  to  encourage  their  employees 
to  serve  in  the  militia,  but  I  believe  this  act  is  altogether 
too  broad  ;  that  it  is  an  improper  discrimination  between 
the  services  of  men  performing  the  same  work;  and  that 
its  result  would  be  bad  for  the  discipline  and  morale  of  the 
militia,  beside  being  a  great  injustice  to  the  men  serving 
therein. 

For  thf  reasons  above  given  I  return  this  bill  without 
my  approval. 
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[To  the  honorable  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  May  17,  1910.] 

I  retTirii  herewith,  without  my  approval,  an  act  entitled : 
"  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  pensioning  of  members  of  the 
district  police." 

This  bill  practically  provides  for  the  retiring  of  any 
member  of  the  district  police  force  at  half  pay,  after  ex- 
amination by  a  physician,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  gov- 
ernor such  member  shall  be  found  physically  or  mentally 
disabled  as  a  result  of  the  performance  of  his  duties ;  or, 
further,  if  he  shall  have  served  the  state  for  a  term  of 
twenty  years.  There  are  other  provisions  to  the  effect  that 
if  an  officer  shall  die  from  injuries  received  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duties,  his  widow  and  children  may  be  pensioned 
under  certain  terms  and  conditions. 

Other  bills  have  been  passed  by  former  legislatures  to 
provide  for  pensioning  policemen,  firemen  and  employees 
of  the  prisons  of  the  commonwealth. 

The  legislature  has  also  passed  laws  providing  for  the 
pensioning  of  veterans  at  half  pay  who  have  served  the 
commonwealth  for  ten  years  or  over,  if  in  the  judgment  of 
the  governor  they  should  receive  a  pension,  and  retiring 
them  at  half  pay  at  any  time  if  incapacitated  for  service, 
should  the  governor  and  council  agree  to  the  retirement. 

The  veterans  of  the  great  Civil  War,  who  in  my  opinion 
are  in  a  class  by  themselves,  are  retired  at  half  pay  under 
certain  conditions,  not  because  of  the  work  they  have  done 
for  the  state,  but  because  of  the  service  they  liave  rendered 
in  war  to  both  state  and  nation ;  and  that  is  the  sole  reason 
why  the  law  applying  to  them  was  enacted. 

It  is  a  good  law,  although  I  have  one  criticism  to  make 
of  it.  I  believe  that  the  amount  any  veteran  should  receive 
under  this  retirement  act  should  be  limited  to  $800,  be- 
cause it  is  manifestly  unfair  and  unjust  for  some  men  to 
receive  $1,500  per  year  on  retirement  and  others  not  more 
than  $500  or  $600,  when  the  men  receiving  the  $500  or 
$(100  may  have  rendered  in  time  of  war  much  more  valu- 
able service  than  the  ones  receiving  as  high  as  $1,500  a 
year.    This  defect  in  the  law  I  believe  should  be  corrected. 

The  laws  which  have  been  passed  retiring  policemen, 
firemen  and  ])risoM  em])lovees  were  enacted  because  of  the 
belief  that  those  occupations  were  especially  dangerous, 
and  involved  great  risks  to  life  and  health  in  the  ordinary 
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performance  of  their  duties.  Advocates  of  this  proposed 
bill  might  make  the  same  argument,  but  it  seems  to  me 
that  it  would  be  fallacious.  There  are  fifty  members  of  the 
state  police,  twelve  of  whom  are  rated  as  detectives,  who 
might  perhaps  come  under  the  description  given  concern- 
ing policemen  and  firemen.  Five  are  listed  as  fire  in- 
spectors ;  fifteen  as  inspectors  of  factories  and  public  build- 
ings (two  of  whom  are  women)  ;  and  eighteen  are  listed  as 
boiler  inspectors. 

It  cannot  be  claimed  that  the  duties  performed  by  any  of 
these  employees  are  ordinarily  fraught  with  danger  to  their 
lives  or  health.  They  are  well  paid  public  servants,  who 
render  excellent  service  for  the  compensation  they  receive ; 
but  there  is  no  more  reason  why  they  should  be  retired  at 
half  pay  than  that  any  other  class  of  public  servants  of  the 
commonwealth  should  be  retired  on  the  same  basis.  They 
are  among  the  highest  paid  of  all  the  employees  of  the  state 
and  their  work  is  not  of  a  particularly  arduous  character. 

If  a  member  of  this  department  should  be  seriously  hurt 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  there  would  be  no  difficulty 
whatever  in  passing  a  special  law  to  provide  for  his  retire- 
ment ;  but  I  see  no  reason  why  these  employees  should  be 
retired  at  half  pay  after  twenty  years  of  service  unless 
every  other  faithful  employee  of  the  state  be  given  equal 
consideration.  To  such  a  retirement  at  half  pay  for  all 
state  employees  I  should  be  unalterably  opposed,  because 
I  believe  it  would  be  unjust  to  the  people  of  this  common- 
wealth, a  tremendous  burden  on  the  taxpayers,  and  an 
unwarrantable  increase  in  the  expenses  of  state  adminis- 
tration. 

At  the  present  time  I  find  that  the  payments  we  are 
making  under  the  veterans'  retirement  act  are  more  than 
$36,000  per  year.  For  the  retirement  of  prison  officers,  — 
the  law  for  which  was  only  passed  last  year,  —  it  will  be 
necessary  next  year  to  have  an  appropriation  of  $5,000. 
So  that  next  year  the  commonwealth  will  be  called  upon 
to  pay  more  than  $40,000  to  these  two  classes  of  retired 
state  employees.  This  does  not  include  payments  for 
policemen,  firemen,  veterans  and  prison  officers  where  such 
payments  are  obliged  to  be  made  by  cities  or  counties,  and 
this  amount  is  probably  very  considerable. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  a  halt  must 
be  called  on  these  expenditures.     There  is  no  doubt  that 
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a  general  pension  seheme  for  state  employees  is  being  seri- 
ously considered  by  many  people,  but  it  is  not  based  on  any 
theory  of  payment  of  one  half  salary  after  twenty  years  of 
service  without  a  limitation  as  to  the  amount  which  shall  be 
paid  to  any  individual  under  the  law. 

I  believe,  as  I  have  already  stated,  that  the  laws  already 
in  force  should  be  amended  so  as  to  provide  that  no  bene- 
ficiary under  such  laws  should  receive  over  $800  in  any  one 
year.  I  understand  such  an  amendment  was  defeated  as 
applied  to  this  proposed  act,  but  even  with  this  amendment 
added  I  do  not  think  this  act  should  become  a  law. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  a  great  and  somewhat  just 
complaint  concerning  high  prices  for  the  necessities  of  life. 
It  is  just  such  acts  as  this,  which  increase  enormously  the 
expenses  of  all  the  people,  that  tend  to  produce  these  results. 
Governmental  expenses  cannot  be  largely  increased  without 
such  increase  being  eventually  paid  l)y  the  people;  and 
where  extravagant  expenditures  similar  to  the  one  here 
proposed  are  made  without  equivalent  service  being  ren- 
dered, it  is  a  great  hardship  on  all  the  citizens  except  those 
who  receive  a  direct  benefit. 

As  I  have  previously  said,  the  men  who  are  members  of 
the  state  police  are  paid  good  salaries,  and  they  should  be 
able  to  make  reasonable  savings  from  their  earnings  during 
their  employment  by  the  commonwealth,  so  as  to  render 
themselves  comfortable  in  their  old  age.  There  is  certainly 
no  reason  why  they  should  be  paid  the  very  large  benefits 
to  which  I  have  referred,  when  a  great  many  other  state 
employees  rendering  equally  faithful  service  and  receiving 
much  smaller  salaries  could  not  be  retired  on  anything 
like  as  favorable  conditions. 

For  the  reasons  above  given,  I  return  this  bill  without 
my  a])}U"oval. 

[To  the  honorable  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  May  27,  1910.] 

I  return  herewith  without  my  a]5proval  an  act  entitled 
"  An  Act  to  constitute  eight  hours  a  day's  work  for  public 
em])loyees." 

This  bill  is  identical  with  a  bill  which  was  passed  by  the 
legislature  last  year  and  submitted  to  me  for  approval,  with 
the  single  exception  that  in  the  first  section  the  word 
"  work  "  which  was  in  last  year's  lull  has  been  changed  to 
"  works  "  in  the  bill  passed  by  your  honorable  bodies  this 
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year.  To  that  extent  the  present  act  is  a  great  improvement 
(»n  the  one  passed  last  year,  because  it  makes  the  act  apply 
to  very  many  less  people  and  to  different  classes  of  work 
than  would  have  been  controlled  by  last  year's  bill. 

Jn  other  respects  the  bill  is  nearly  identical  with  the  one 
passed  last  year  by  the  legislature,  and  I  am  informed  that 
various  amendments  which  were  offered  to  the  bill  were 
voted  down.  Under  these  circumstances  T  have  no  hesita- 
tion in  returning  the  bill  without  my  ap})roval,  and  for  the 
following  reasons,  which  are  substantially  the  same  as  those 
which  governed  my  action  last  year. 

The  title  of  the  bill  is  misleading  and  incorrect,  because 
it  is  now  law  that  eight  hours  shall  constitute  a  day's  work 
for  public  employees.  This  is  contained  in  chapter  269  of 
the  Acts  of  1907,  reading  as  follows :  "  Eight  hours  shall 
constitute  a  day's  work  for  all  laborers,  workmen  and  me- 
chanics now  or  hereafter  emplo^'ed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
commonwealth." 

Another  provision  of  the  law,  passed  in  1907,  is  that 
"  no  laborer,  workman  or  mechanic  so  employed  shall  be 
requested  or  required  to  work  more  than  eight  hours  in 
any  one  calendar  day."  The  proposed  act  is  exactly  sim- 
ilar in  this  particular,  except  that  the  phraseology  is  some- 
what different  in  that  it  says  that  no  agent,  contractor,  or 
sub-contractor  shall  "  require  or  permit "  any  laborer, 
workman  or  mechanic  to  work  more  than  eight  hours  in 
any  one  calendar  day  except  in  cases  of  extraordinary 
emergency. 

This  substitutes  the  word  "  permit  "  for  the  word  "  re- 
quest "  in  the  act,  and  that  is  in  my  opinion  a  bad  change, 
and  is  an  unwise  interference  with  the  right  of  a  man 
desiring  to  work  longer,  and  a  very  foolish  limitation  for 
an  employer  of  labf)r,  which  in  this  case  is  the  common- 
wealth, to  impose  upon  himself. 

Section  3  of  this  bill  provides  that  "  any  agent  or  official 
of  the  commonwealth  or  of  any  county  therein,  or  of  any 
city  or  town,  or  any  contractor  or  sub-contractor,  or  any 
agent  or  person  acting  on  behalf  of  any  contractor  or  sub- 
contractor, who  violates  any  provision  of  this  act,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  or  by 
imprisonment  for  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  im- 
prisonment, for  each  such  offence."  The  present  law  pro- 
vides that  any  of  the  people  referred  to  in  section  3  of  this 
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bill  who  violate  tlie  provisions  of  the  law  shall  be  subject  to 
a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  such  oifence. 

This  new  bill  proposes,  as  shown  by  the  above  quotation, 
a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  or  imprisonment 
for  six  months,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  for 
each  offence.  This  suggested  provision  is  altogether  too 
drastic,  and  in  my  opinion  is  an  absolutely  unwarrantable, 
severe  and  unjust  punishment  for  a  person  found  guilty 
of  any  of  the  acts  referred  to,  and  therefore  should  not  be 
enacted  into  law. 

Section  5  of  the  proposed  act  provides  that  "  at  any 
trial  arising  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  evidence  that 
laborers,  workmen  or  mechanics  have  worked  or  are  work- 
ing over  eight  hours  in  any  one  calendar  day  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act." 

To  this  provision  I  am  unalterably  opposed.  It  is  un- 
just and  improper  in  that  it  substantially  declares  a  man 
guilty  before  trial  and  i^laces  an  enormous  and  improper 
power  in  the  hands  of  any  individual  who  may  be  employed 
in  any  department  of  the, state.  By  simply  working  a  few 
moments  overtime  in  any  day  and  having  that  fact  dis- 
covered by  an  officer  of  the  law,  the  agent  or  contractor  for 
whom  the  offender  works  would  be  subject  to  arrest,  would 
be  prima  facie  guilty,  and  might  be  fined  a  thousand  dol- 
lars or  be  sent  to  prison  for  six  months,  or  both,  as  a 
penalty. 

In  this  country  a  man  has  a  right  to  be  considered  inno- 
cent until  he  is  proven  guilty,  and  this  change  in  the  law 
would  make  every  permanent  head  of  department  or  em- 
ployer of  labor  in  the  service  of  the  commonwealth,  and 
eviery  contractor  or  sub-contractor  employed  on  public 
works  for  the  commonwealth,  liable  to  fine  and  imprison- 
ment unless  he  could  prove  that  he  was  innocent  after 
being  adjudged  prima  facie  guilty.  As  I  said  in  my  veto 
message  on  a  similar  measure,  "  this  would  to  my  mind  be 
an  unwarranted  reflec^tion  on  their  independence  and 
standing,  and  would  also  be  class  legislation  of  the  worst 
kind." 

Further,  the  proposed  act  specifically  provides  in  section 
1  that  "  where  a  Saturday  half-holiday  is  given,  the  hours 
of  labor  upon  the  other  working  days  of  the  week  may  be 
increased  sufficiently  to  make  a  total  of  forty-eight  hours 
for  the  week's  work." 
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In  other  words  this  section  pro\'i(les  that  a  man  may 
work  more  than  eight  honrs  in  any  one  calendar  day  if  an 
agreement  has  been  made  between  parties  to  work  only 
forty-eight  honrs  in  a  given  week;  while  section  5  provides 
that  "  at  any  trial  arising  nnder  the  provisions  of  this  act 
evidence  that  laborers,  workmen  or  mechanics  have  worked 
or  are  working  over  eight  honrs  in  any  one  calendar  day 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act."  This  provision  establishes  a  prima 
facie  violation  of  the  statute,  even  when  such  statute  has 
in  all  respects  been  complied  with,  and  is  absurd  upon  its 
face. 

There  is  a  further  defect  in  this  bill  in  that  it  does  not 
except  from  its  action  contracts  entered  into  prior  to  its 
passage.  It  is  certainly  unjust  in  this  respect,  and  I  am 
informed  by  competent  authority  that  in  this  particular  it 
is  unconstitutional. 

As  I  stated  in  my  veto  message  last  year,  I  think  it 
would  be  a  disadvantage  to,  and  an  unfortunate  interfer- 
ence with,  many  contractors  and  business  men  of  this 
commonwealth;  would  provide  employment  for  men  in 
other  states  which  would  be  taken  away  from  men  in  our 
own  state ;  and  thus  make  it  harder  for  our  business  men 
and  laboring  men  to  be  successful  in  their  various  classes 
of  employment. 

For  the  above  reasons  I  return  this  bill  without  my 
approval. 

[To  the  honorable  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  June  10,  1910.] 

I  return  herewith  a  resolve  entitled  "  A  Resolve  in 
favor  of  Frank  Russell." 

This  resolve  provides  that  Mr.  Russell  should  be  paid 
one  thousand  dollars  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  common- 
wealth becausp  of  an  injury  which  he  sustained  from  an 
automobile  which  the  resolve  says  was  under  the  control 
of  the  state  highway  commission. 

I  understand  this  statement  in  the  resolve  is  not  correct. 
The  automobile  in  question  was  in  charge  of,  and  under 
the  control  of,  a  man  by  the  name  of  Milton  Kyriabou, 
who  had  applied  for  a  license  to  operate  an  automobile. 
He  had  finished  his  written  part  of  the  examination  and 
was  operating  the  automobile  with  a  representative  of  the 
highway  commission  sitting  in  the  machine. 
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Kyriabou,  who  was  operating  the  machine,  failed  to 
properly  control  it  and  ran  into  Mr.  Rnssell  with  the  auto- 
mobile going  at  a  slow  speed,  and  Mr.  Russell  was  injured 
thereby.  The  automobile  was  in  no  sense  in  the  control  of 
the  highway  commission,  bnt  was  in  control  of  Kyriabou, 
who  had  applied  for  a  license  to  operate  such  machines. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  appropriation  of  a  thou- 
sand dollars  by  the  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for 
the  benefit  of  Mr.  Russell  is  a  gratuity,  and  is  therefore 
unconstitutional.  It  seems  to  me  that  Mr.  Russell  has  no 
claim  whatever  against  the  commonwealth,  either  morally 
or  legally.  The  resolve  would  be  a  bad  precedent  to  estab- 
lish, as  well  as  being  unconstitutional. 

For  the  reasons  above  given  I  return  this  resolve  with- 
out my  approval.
